§  3.  There  shall  be  a  seal  for  said  court  for  each  of  said 
counties,  to  be  provided  as  seals  for  circuit  courts;  it  shall 
have  the  arms  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  words

CHAPTER  1932. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  State  Debt. 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  General 
Assembly  that  the  assets,  consisting  of  bank  stocks,  rail- 
road stocks,  bonds,  &c,  held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  are  ample  and  sufficient  to  liquidate  the 
entire  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State,  as 
also  to  supply  all  past  and  estimated  deficits  of  the  reve- 
nue proper,  and  that  thereafter  the  revenue  proper  would 
annually  receive  from  different  sources  an  income  of 
$377,000,  less  interest  on  school  bonds  $87,000,  that  now 
goes  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  sufficient  to  supply  the  annual 
deficits  of  the  revenue  proper  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  shall, 
within  thirty  days,  appoint  a  discreet  person,  other  than  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  as  an  agent  to  negotiate  for  and  purchase,  by  and 
with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Governor,  the  out- 
standing bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State. 

§  2.  That  in  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  said 
bonds  so  purchased,  said  agent  shall  draw  on  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  amount  respective- 
ly agreed  to  be  paid  therefor ;  and  shall  immediately  give 
notice  thereof  to  said  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the 
amount  so  drawn;  and  thereupon  said  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  shall  immediately  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  said  drafts. 

§  3.  That  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  are  hereby  vested  with  full  power  and  authority, 
and  are  instructed  to  sell  so  many  of  the  bonds  and  stocks 
owned  by  the  State  and  held  by  said  Commissioners  as 
may  become  necessary  to  make  prompt  payment  of  all 
drafts  so  drawn  by  said  agent,  as  herein  authorized ;  said 
Commissioners  being  hereby  vested  with  full  discretion  as 
to  what  bond  or  stocks  they  will  first  sell,  and  are  required 
to  ascertain  what  reserved  funds  and  accrued  dividends 
are  held  by  the  Banks  of  Kentucky  and  Banks  of  Louisville 
before  making  sale  of  the  shares  of  stock  in  said  banks, 
and  in  making  sale  thereof  must  guard  the  State's  interest 
in  said  reserved  funds  and  accrued  interest.  4

fohftoi  °di«5riLot  common  school  district  in  the  State,  for  the  use  of  the 
u»  the  State,     children   of   said  district,   and  as   a   foundation   for  the 
District  Library  contemplated  by  article  9,  of  "An  act  to 
revise,  amend,  and  reduce  into  one  the  laws  relating  to 
the  common  schools  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March  21, 
1870,   portions   of   which  history   may  be  read  to  them 
every  day  by  their  teacher,  or  as  a  reading  lesson  by  the

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such  books  are  usually  done),  and  in  good  order,  and  with      1871. 
the  words  "  Common  School  Library"  stamped  in  gilt  let- 
ters upon  the  back,  and  with  a  printed  label  upon  the

pro  rata  in  payment  of  same :  Provided  further,  It   shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
to  notify  the  commissioners  of   common  schools  of  the 
various  counties  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  they  shall 
notify  the  trustees  of  the  school  districts  of  their  county 
of   the   same,   previous   to   the  first   Saturday  in  April, 
1871. 

§  3.  That  to  aid  him  in  the  completion  of  the  said  work,       Collins,  ai- 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  State  Library  be  extended  draw    oertua 
to  said  Collins ;  and  he  be  authorized  to  withdraw  there-  }8S5£y*rom  the 
from  one  copy  of  each  document  printed  for  the  State 
since  the  year  1830:  Provided,  He  give  bond  for  their  safe 
return  within  two  years  (fire  and  unavoidable  accidents 
excepted),  said  bond  payable  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  use  of  the  Gommonweaith,  in  such  penalty  as  he 
may  affix,  and  which  may  be  enforced  by  suit  in  the 
Franklin  circuit  court. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, since  the  termination  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
to  provide  for  its  wounded  soldiery  by  semi-annual  pay- 
ments as  pensions,  and  for  all  other  soldiers,  their  widows- 
and  orphans,  on  account  of  wounds  received  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  in  all  other  wars;  and  whereas* 
suitable  provision  was  made  by  placing  all  the  regular 
soldiery  of  the  Revolutionary  War  upon  the  pension  roll 
as  far  back  as  1818,  and  the  militia  of  that  war  as  far 
back  as  1832;  and  whereas,  no  acknowledgment  has  been 
made,  as  yet,  by  the  General  Government,  of  the  arduous, 
important,  and  patriotic  services  rendered  by  the  soldiery 
of  the  late  war  with  Great  Britian,  composed  in  a  great 
part  of  the  very  best  men  of  the  land,  who,  for  their 
country's  good,  braved  danger  and  all  other  hardships 
incident  to  the  service,  rallying  at  the  call  of  their  country; 
and  although  there  remains  but  few  yet  living,  the  duty 
of  the  Government  becomes  more  imperative  now  to  ac- 
knowledge their  patriotism,  and  alleviate  their  sufferings, 
by  providing  the  same  remuneration  given  to  the  veterans 
of  the  Revolution,  in  placing  them  upon  the  pension  roll 
of  the  United  States ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our 
Representatives  requested,  to  vote  for,  and  by  all  honor- 
able  means  secure*  the  passage  of  an  act  of  Congress 
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providing  pensions  for  the  soldiers  of  the  war  of  1812      1871. 
with  Great  Britian.

keepers, one  copy  of  each  of  said  laws ;  and  send  the  same, 
post-paid,  to  the  above  named  officers  and  persons — the 
postage  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Auditor,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Public  Printer  as 
to  the  amount.

CHAPTER  1068. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  W.  Caldwell,  of  Logan  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Caldwell,  who  is  presiding  judge  of  the  loll. 
Logan  county  court,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered,  while  he  may  hold  said  office,  to  form  a  part- 
nership, for  the  purpose  of  practicing  the  profession  of  a 
lawyer,  with  such  other  attorney  as  he  may  choose  :  Pro- 
vided, The  person  with  whom  he  may  form  such  partner- 
ship shall  not  practice  as  attorney  in  any  court  over  which 
said  Caldwell,  as  judge  as  aforesaid,  shall  preside,  or  in 
any  court  from  which  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the 
Logan  county  or  quarterly  court. 

§  2.  That  power  and  authority  is  hereby  given  to  said 
Caldwell,  as  judge  as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  his  said  part-

CHAPTER  1069. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  J.  Schoolfield,  of  Bracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Bracken  be 
authorized  to  refund  to  J.  J.  Schoolfield,  late  deputy  sheriff 
of  Bracken  county,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  tax  uncollected  and  uncollectable,  for  the  years 
1857  and  1858,  if,  in  their  judgment,  it  may  be  proper  to 
do  so,  after  due  investigation. 

§2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1070. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  John  T.  Jack* 

son,"  approved  March  9,  1867. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  above  entitled  act  be  so  amended  as  to 
allow  the  heirs  and  personal  representative  of  JN.  C.  Beck- 
ham, deceased,  to  be  made  party  or  parties  to  the  action 
authorized  by  said  act;  and  such  amendatory  and  supple- 
mental pleadings  as  may  be  proper  are  hereby  authorized 
to  be  filed  in  said  action,  and  such  other  steps  and  pro- 
ceedings had,  as  may  be  proper  to  ascertain  the  interest 
And  share,  if  any,  of  said  heirs  and  personal  representa- 
tive, or  either,  in  the  damages  suffered  by  the  destruction 
of  the  property  in  said  act  mentioned. 
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§  2.  If  it  shall  appear  on  the  hearing  of  the  case  in  the  1871. 
circuit  court  that  the  heirs  and  personal  representative 
aforesaid,  or  either,  is  entitled  to  part  of  the  damages,  such 
part  shall  be  adjudged  according  to  the  right;  and  if  it 
shall  appear  they  are  not,  nor  either  of  them  are  entitled 
to  any  part  thereof,  and  that  John  T.  Jackson  is  entitled 
to  all  said  damages,  the  same  shall  be  adjudged  to  him  ; 
and  when  final  judgment  is  rendered,  the  Auditor  is  au- 
thorized to  draw  his  warrant  or  warrants  in  favor  of  the 
party  or  parties  in  whose  favor  the  same  may  be  adjudged 
for  the  amount  or  amounts  adjudged,  upon  production  of 
a  certified  copy  of  such  judgment  ;  and  the  Treasurer  is 
directed  to  pay  the  same. 

§  3.  The  evidence  already  taken  in  the  case,  if  agreed 
to  by  the  new  parties  contemplated  by  this  act,  may  be 
read  on  the  final  hearing. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1071. 

AN  ACT  for    the  benefit  of  the  Securities  of  M.  B.  Coz,  late  Sheriff  of 

Morgan  County. 

Whereas,  Judgment  was  obtained  in  the  Franklin  cir- 
cuit court  against  M.  B.  Cox,  late  sheriff  of  Morgan 
county,  and  F.  Hunter,  D.  Perry,  W.  H.  Kendall,  Hmi  J. 
H.  Avery,  as  his  sureties,  for  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  four  cents,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  first  of  June,  1858;  and  dam- 
ages, six  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars;  and  coat,  nine 
dollars  and  sixty  cent*;  and  whereas,  there  has  been 
various  payments  made  on  said  judgment  or  executions 
issued  thereon ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of, 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  paid  M.  B.  Cox  and  his  securities  shall  have 
the  further  time  until  the  10th  day  of  January,  187  i,  in. 
which  to  pay  off  aid  discharge  said  judgment. 

§  2.  That  if  sai4  M.  B.  Cox,  or  any  person  for  him,  shall 
pay  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  the  principal,  interest, 
and  cost  of  said  judgment  and  attorney's  fees,  the  same 
shall  discharge  said  M.  B.  Cox  and  his  securities  Irom  the 
payment  of  the  damages  on  said  judgment,  provided  same 
is  paid  by  10th  January,  1871. 

\  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Nicholasville, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  area,  embraced  within  the  following  lines, 
and  known  as  Harvey  Town,  shall  hereafter  be  excluded 
from  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Nicholasville,  Kentucky,  to- 
wit:  Beginning  on  Main  street,  at  a  corner  house  owned 
and  occupied  by  Newton  Dickerson  ;  thence  with  a  street 
or  alley,  running  south  of  said  Dickerson's  house,  in  an 
easterly  direction,  intersecting  a  street  parallel  to  Main 
street;  thence  northwardly,  with  that  street  or  alley,  to  a 
point  at  the  southern  end  of  James  Burdine's  buildings, 
on  Main  cross  street;  thence  on  a  parallel  line  with  Main 
cross  street  to  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Nicholasville; 
thence  south  with  the  limits  to  a  point  opposite  the  end  of 
a  stone  fence,  which  is  the  division  line  between  the  lands 
of  Moreau  Brown  and  said  Harvey  Town  ;  thence  west 
with  said  stone  fence  to  Main  street ;  thence  north  to  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  That  the  area  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the 
lines  mentioned  in  first  section,  and  known  as  Harvey 
Town,  is  hereby  incorporated  as  other  towns  in  the  State, 
with  the  right  to  elect  trustees,  &c,  and  to  tax  themselves 
for  school  purposes,  and  for  making  and  repairing  pave- 
ments, &c.  ;  for  this  purpose  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
Harvey  Town  may  elect  a  board  of  trustees  and  other 
necessary  officers  on  the  second  Saturday  in  June,  1871. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1073. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Mechanics'  Lien  Law  of  Fayette  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  lien  Jaw,  approved  on 
the  17th  day  of  February,  1858,  and  the  amendments 
thereto,  approved,  respectively,  on  the  3d  day  of  June, 
1865,  and  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1807,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  amended,  so  that  if  any  married 
woman  owning  land  or  lota  in  the  county  of  Fayette 
shall  hereafter  contract  alone,  or  in  conjunction  with  her 
husband,  with  any  mechanic  or  other  person  or  persons, 
to  erect  any  building,  improvement,  or  to  repair  any 
building  situated  upon  such  land  or  lots  of  such  married 
woman,  or  to  do  any  labor  upon  such  land  or  lots,  such 
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as  is  embraced  in  the  lien  law,  approved  on  the  17th  day  1871. 
of  February,  1858,  and  the  amendments  thereto;  or  if 
such  married  woman  shall  hereafter  contract  alone,  or 
in  conjuction  with  her  husband,  with  any  person  or  per- 
son*, for  lumber  or  other  materials  or  articles  for  the 
building,  improvement,  or  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
any  building,  or  making  any  improvement  upon  such 
lot  or  land;  such  person  or  persons  performing  labor,  or 
furnishing  lumber  or  materials,  under  the  contract  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  a  joint  lien  upon  the  land  or  lots, 
and  the  buildings  and  erections  situated  thereon,  to  the 
extent  of  the  value  of  the  labor  performed,  and  the  ma- 
terials and  other  things  furnished  by  the  claimants  re- 
spectively. No  lien  for  an  amount  less  than  ten  dollars 
shall  be  enforced ;  and  for  all  other  amounts  against 
married  women  the  lien  may  be  enforced  by  petition 
in  equity  in  the   Fayette  circuit  court. 

§  2.  Besides  contractors,  sub-contractors,  journeymen, 
and  all  others  doing  work  and  labor  upon,  or  furnishing 
lumber,  materials,  or  other  things  for  the  erection  or  re- 
pair of  houses,  other  structures  or  things,  upon  such  lot 
or  land,  shall  have  joint  Hens  upon  said  lot  or  land,  and 
the  erections  and  other  structures  thereon,  to  the  same 
extent,  with  the  same  limitation  as  to  amount,  and  to  be 
asserted  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  provided  in  the  act 
and  amendments  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment, 
except  that  such  married  woman  shall  not  be  bound  by 
her  contract  as  to  the  amounts  to  be  paid  for  such  work, 
labor,  materials,  and  other  things;  but  in  every  case  the 
value  of  same  shall  be  ascertained  by  proof,  and  also 
excepting  the  provision  therein  contained  as  to  jurisdic- 
tion, where  the  amount  is  less  than  fifty  dollars:  Provided, 
however,  That  said  Fayette  circuit  court  shall  not  have 
jurisdiction,  except  where  other  liens  are  being  asserted 
in  said  court,  larger  in  amount,  against  the  same  person 
and  property,  where  the  amount  is  fifty  dollars  or  less, 
unlese  the  suit  is  against  a  married  woman,  or  upon  a 
contract  made  by  her  during  coverture. 

§  3.  That  the  act  and  amendments  to  which  this  act  is 
an  amendment,  as  far  as  the  same  is  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  but  only  as  to  Fayette  county,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed ;  and  all  laws  of  this  State,  for  the  protection  of 
married  women,  coming  within  the  purview  of  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  allow  John  Sartaia  to  fish  with  nets  in  Green  River. 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  John  Sartain  to  fish  with 
nets  in  the  waters  of  Panther  creek,  and  sell  fish  to  the 
citizens  of  Cardsville  and  vicinity. 

(  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

[This  bill  became  a  law  January  6,  1871,  the  Governor  having  failed  to 
return  the  same  to  the  Legislature  within  the  time  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution.} 


CHAPTER  1075. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  all  taxes  assessed  in  districts  numbers  one,  five 
and  nine,  in  the  county  of  Nelson,  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  capital  stock  sub- 
scribed by  the  county  court  of  said  county,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  said  districts,  to  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville 
Railroad  Company,  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  the 
treasurer  as  follows,  viz :  So  much  on  the  first  day  of 
September  in  each  year  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  then  due  on  the  bonds,  and  the  remainder  of 
said  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  the  treasurer  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year;  and  if  the  sheriff  or 
other  collecting  officer  of  said  taies  fail  to  pay  the  same 
when  due  as  aforesaid,  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 
for  the  same  with  legal  interest  thereon  from  the  time  it 
should  have  been  paid,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  on  bis  bond 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
tax-payers  of  said  districts,  and  with  ten  per  cent,  damages 
on  the  amount  of  such  defalcation. 

$  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  to  settle  with  the  sheriff  or  other  collecting 
officer  of  said  taxes,  between  the  first  day  of  December 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  annually;  and  if  the 
amount  found  to  be  owing  upon  said  settlement  be  not 
paid  to  the  treasurer  by  the  first  day  of  February  there- 
after, said  commissioners  shall  cause  suit  to  be  brought  to 
the  first  term  of  the  next  court  having  jurisdiction,  for  the 
recovery  of  the  amount  so  owing,  and  its  interest  and 
damages  aforesaid. 

§  3.  The  sheriff  or  other  collecting  officer  and  his  sure- 
ties shall  be  liable  for  said  taxes,  upon  their  bond  executed 
for  the  collection  of  the  county  levy  and  public  dues  of  said 
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county.  Section  first  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  1871. 
the  charter  of  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  Railroad  Com- 
pany" approved  October  3, 1861,  be,  and  the  name  is  here- 
by, repealed ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  they  are  incon- 
sistent. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1076. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Paducah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  section  3d,  article  second,  of  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  as  is  contained  between 
the  words  "council"  and  "may  change,"  to-wit :  the  words 
"first  elected  after  each  enumeration,"  be,  and  the  same  it 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  the  city  council  of  Paducah  may  at  any  time, 
not  If  ss  than  ten  days  before  any  regular  election  of  coun- 
eilmen,  change  or  alter  the  wards  in  said  city  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  representation  equal,  or  as  nearly  so  as 
may  be. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Ledger  Printing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  P.  Boon,  George  W.  Craddock,  John 
Thompson  Gray,  Thomas  S.  Pettit,  Lucien  G.  Matthews, 
James  A.  Dawson,  Thomas  H.  Taylor,  Isaac  Caldwell, 
W.  R.  Thompson,  Charles  M.  Thrustin,  John  S  Cain, 
Alfred  T.  Pope,  J.  M.  Duncan,  J.  S.  Lithgow,  Norvin 
Green,  E.  B.  Owsley,  Wm.  B.  Caldwell,  H.  D.  Newcomb, 
A.  E.  Camp,  E.  H.  Taylor,  jr.,  W.  P.  D.  Bush,  James  W. 
Tate,  Thomas  E.  Bramlette,  Clint.  McClarty,  and  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  "  Louisville  Ledger  Printing  Company ;"  and 
as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  be  capable 
in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing 
and  being  sued,  conveying  and  receiving  conveyances. 
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1871.  §  2-  The  capital  stock  of  said   company  shall  be  one 

hundred   thousand   dollars,  and   may  be    increased  by    m 
majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  stock  voted  at  any  regular 
meeting,  or  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  and  shall  be  divided  into  chares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  payable  on  the 
call  of  the  board  of  directors,  and   for  which  certificates 
shall  be  issued  to  the  stockholders,  which  shall  be  trans- 
ferable by  person   or  attorney  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany.    The  stockholders  shall  not  be  individually  liable 
for  the  debts  of  the  company,  except  to  the  amount  of 
stock  subscribed  and   unpaid   by  them   respectively. 

§  3.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
a   board   of  not   less   than   three,  nor  more   than   seven 
directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  on 
the  first  Saturdays  of  January  in  each  year:  Provided^ 
That  the  first  election  may  be  held  at  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,   which    may    be   called   for  the   purpose  by 
any  five  of  them,  when  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company;  and  if,  from  any  cause,  the  election  be  not 
held   on  said  first  Saturday  of  January  thereafter,  it  may 
be  held   at  any  subsequent  mee'ing,  and   the  board  and 
officers  duly  elected  shall  continue  in  office  till  their  suc- 
cessors shall   be   duly  chosen.     The   board    of    directors 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president ;  and  shall  also 
elect  or  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer  (which  may  both 
be  held  by  one  man),  an   editor  and  assistants,  together 
with  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary  to 
the  business  of  the  company,  to-wit :  the  publication  of  a 
daily  and  weekly  and  other  newspapers;  and  to  carry  on 
the  publishing  and  printing  business,  book-binding,  paper 
ruling,  and  the  purchase  and  sale  of  stationery,  and  such 
other  articles  as  are  used  in  printing  offices ;  and  shall  fix 
the  salary  of  all  such  officers  and  agents ;  and  may  make 
all  needful  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky.    Called  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  held, 
at  any  .time,  if  ordered  by  the  board  of  directors,  or  upon 
the  requisition  of  shareholders  owning  one  fourth  of  the 
entire  stock;  but  notice  of  such  called   meeting  must  be 
first  given  by  publication  for  one  week  in  the  columns  of 
the  papers  published  by  the  company.     At  all  meetings  of 
the  stockholders  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  its  holder 
to  one  vote,  which  may  be  cast  by  the  holder,  or  an  agent, 
or  proxy,  holding  his  written  authority.     To  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  stockholders,  at  least  two  thirds  of  the 
stock  must   be  represented;    a  quorum  of  the  directors 
shall  consist  of  a  majority  thereof. 
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§  4.  The  profits  of  the  company  shall  be  divided  among  1871. 
the  stockholders  upon  the  first  Saturdays  of  January  and 
July  of  each  year.  The  board  of  directors  may  set  apart 
a  portion  of  the  earnings  of  said  company,  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent.,  of  which  to  constitute  a  sinking  fund  to  pay 
debts  and  meet  contingent  expenses;  and  may  loan  the 
same  at  interest  on  mortgage,  or  other  security,  or  invest 
it  in  solvent  and  profitable  securities,  as  may  be  deemed 
best. 

§  5.  The  company  may  hold  and  own  any  necessary 
personal  and  real  estate  proper  to  be  used  in  the  conduct 
and  management  of  its  business;  and  may  sell,  transfer, 
exchange,  and  convey  the  same  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  of  directors,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws:  Provided,  That  it  shall 
not  hold  real  estate  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars in  value. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1080. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  County  Court  of  Garrard  County  to  levy  a  tax  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  an  indebtedness  created  by  it. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  session  of  1865, 
by  act  approved  March  1st,  1865,  passed  a  bill  authorizing 
and  empowering  the  county  courts  of  Garrard,  Mercer, 
and  other  counties,  to  make  appropriations  for  the  purpose

court;  and  whereas,  his  fee  for  services  rendered  under 
and  by  virtue  of  said  employment  is  yet  unpaid,  and  it  is 
thought  there  is  now  no  power  lodged  in  the  said  county 
court  to  order  a  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  same — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Garrard  county  may  levy 
a  tax  upon  the  same  property  that  is  taxable  for  ordinary 

State  and  county  purposes,  to  the  amount  of dollars, 

for  the  purpose  of  paying  to  the  said  Geo.  R.  McKee  a 
reasonable  fee  (agreed  or  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  said 
McKee  and  the  said  county  court,  and  which  agreement 
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1871.  &ha)l  be  entered  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Garrard  county  court),  for  the  service*  rendered  by  biin  as 
attorney  aforesaid.  The  sheriff  of  Garrard  county  shall 
collect  said  tax  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  the 
ordinary  revenue  of  the  State  is  collected,  and  Khali  pay 
over  the  same  to  the  said  Geo.  R.  McKee;  and  the  said 
sheriff  shall  be  held  responsible  therefor,  individually  and 
by  sureties,  through  a  bond  executed  to  said  court.

River. 

Whereas,  The  Richmond  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road 
Company  is  the  owner  of  what  is  called  Clay's  Ferry,  on 
the  Kentucky  river,  as  purchased  by  said  company  of 
B.  J.  Clay  and  R.  C.  Rogers,  with  other  estate  and  privi- 
leges contiguous ;  and  said  company  having  constructed 
near  said  ferry,  over  the  river,  a  greatly  needed  and  splen- 
did bridge,  is  desirous  of  continuing  the  ownership  of  the 
ferry  without  the  expense  of  keeping  and  attending  to  it 
as  such,  with  a  view  to  its  use  hereafter,  should  any  acci- 
dent to  the  bridge,  or  other  cause,  render  it  necessary ; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to 
hold  and  occupy  said  ferry  and,  franchises  and  other  estate 
now  owned  by  it,  without  keeping  and  attending  to  the 
ferry,  as  the  law  requires  proprietors  to  do,  and  with  the 
privilege,  at  any  time  hereafter,  of  again  using  and  keep- 
ing it  as  heretofore. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Taylorsville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Taylors- 
ville are  hereby  extended  to  the  eastern  line  of  the 
meadow  lot  of  M.  E.  Huston,  fronting  on  Main  street 
and  the  Taylorsville  and  Snider's  Turnpike;  and  run- 
ning with  the  said  line  north  to  Brashear's  creek,  and 
south  to  Salt  river;  all  of  the  territory  between  the 
water-courses  aforesaid,  and  west  of  the  line  first  men- 
tioned, shall  be  in  and  constitute  the  limits,  and  be  under 
the  laws,  ordinances,  and  police  regulations  of,  the  said 
town :  Provided,  That  the  ground  beyond  Beauchamp's 
mill-race  is  excepted  out  of  and  excluded  from  the  limits 
of  the  said  town. 

§  2.  That  when  the  majority  of  trustees  elected  for  said 
town  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  thirty  days9  after  their 
election,  or  having  qualified,  shall  resign,  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  county  court,  at  the  court  next  ensuing,  shall 
appoint  three  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  sober 
and  good  citizens,  residents  of  said  town,  and  property- 
owners  therein;  and  they  shall  be  notified  of  their  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  qualify  and  hold  their  terms  of  office 
under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  surveyors  of  roads  until 
the  next  regular  election,  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified ;  and  shall  have  the  like  powers  and  responsi- 
bilities as  the  regularly  elected  and  qualified  trustees  of 
■aid  town. 

§  3.  The  constable  of  the  Taylorsville  precinct  is  hereby 
made  eligible  to  the  office  of  marshal  of  said  town. 

§4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  2.  The  ad  valorem  tax  levied  by  the  Greenup  county 
court  at  its  court  of  claims  for  1870,  to  be  collected  in  the 
year  1871,  and  the  ad  valorem  tax  levied  by  the  said  court 
at  its  January  term,  1871,  to  be  also  collected  in  the  year

§  1.  That  the  Saint  Louis  Bertrand  Society,  of  the  city 
of  Louisville,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  to

estate,  with  the  improvements  and  appurtenances  now 
held  by  the  said  society,  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  this  act  to  enable  the  said  society  to  obtain  funds  by 
loan  for  the  completion  of  their  church,  and  other  neces- 
sary improvements  for  educational  purposes. 

§  4.  This  act  shalljnot  affect  any  mortgage,  mechanics' 
ligns  upon  said  property,  or  in  any  way  disturb  priorities 
according  to  law.

§  1 .  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  city  of  Owensboro,  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style*  of  the  "Owensboro 
Savings  Bank;"  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sired,  of  im- 
pleading and  being  impleaded,  and  of  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;  it  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§2.  That  said  bank  may  be  under  the  control  and  direc- 
tion of  three  or  more  directors,  to  be  elected  by  the  stock* 
holders,  and  shall  serve  one  year,  or  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected.  The  directors  may  select,  annually,  a 
president  from  their  number.  The  stockholders  may  meet 
and  elect  the  said  three  or  more  directors,  when  rive  hun- 
dred shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and  fifty  per  cent,  thereof 
paid.  T.  S.  Anderson,  W.  K.  Anderson,  T.  S.  Venable, 
John  G.  Barret,  Joseph  Cook,  Giles  Harris,  and  Alfred  T. 
Harris,  jr.,  or  any  two  of  them  may,  at  such  time,  place, 
and  in  such  manner  as  suits  their  convenience,  open  books 
for  subscription  for  the  capital  stock,  which  shall  be  in 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  said  corporation  may 
commence  business  so  soon  as  the  said  fifty  per  cent,  of 
Ave  hundred  shares  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  pres- 
ident or  cashier  shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such 
payment  before  some  judge,  justice,  or  notary. 

\  3,  That  tb<3  directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  so  many  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany remaining  unsold  as  they  may,  at  any  time,  choose 
to  sell;  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out  of 
the  business,  and  to  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and 
servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  bus- 
iness of  the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sums  as  wages  and 
salaries,  and  take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duty,  as  they  may  think 
reasonable  and  proper.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  director,  the  vacancy  can  be  filled  by  the 
board  of  directors.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  assignable  only  on  the  books  of 
the  bank,  upon  such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  establish;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by 
the  stockholder,  as  principal  or  otherwise,  to  said  corpo- 
ration. For  the  contracts  of  the  corporation,  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  individually  responsible  to  the  amount  of 
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sto«k  held  Uy  him  in  said  corporation.     The  capital  stock      1871. 
of  said  bank  may  be  increased,  from  time  to  time,  to  two 
hundred   thousand  dollars,  as   the  president  and  board  of 
directors  may  deem   advisable  and   proper,  but  shall  not 
exceed  that  amount. 

$4.  That  said  bank  may  transact  financial  business  as 
a  natural  person ;  mav  loan  money,  discount  promissory 
notes  or  bills  of  exchange  ;  may  buy  and  sell  gold  and 
silver  coin,  exchange  stocks  or  other  securities,  and  all 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness;  and  may  do  a  general 
banking  business,  except  that  it  shall  not  have  power  to 
make  or  issue  notes  of  its  own.  The  promissory  notes 
and  the  bills  of  exchange  made  negotiable  and  payable  at 
its  banking  houfe,  or  at  any  other  banking  house,  when  dis- 
counted by  this  bank,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  put  upon 
the  same  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange;  and  like 
remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against 
the  makers,  drawers,  and  indorsers.  The  said  bank  shall 
have  the  power  to  make  advances  on  approved  securities; 
upon  agricultural  products,  including  growing  crops,  and 
upon  all  manufactures  and  fixtures  as  personal  property. 
It  may  receive  in  pledge,  or  as  security  for  money  loaned, 
or  debts  owing  it,  bonds,  stocks,  produce,  and  merchan- 
dise; United  States  vouchers,  certificates  or  bonds  of  in- 
debtedness, or  the  bonds  of  this  or  any  other  State,  city,  or 
county,  or  company  incorporated  by  the  United  States  or 
any  State,  and  sell  the  same  on  the  non-payment  of  the 
debt  or  demand,  by  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceed- 
ings. 

§  5.  That  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  or  other  notes,  which  may  be  circulating  as 
money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such  times, 
and  with  such  interest,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
depositors  by  special  or  general  contract.  Said  bank  may 
receive  deposits  from  minors  and  married  women,  and  the 
receipts  and  acquittances  of  such  minors  and  married 
women  shall  be  valid. 

§  6.  That  the  said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels, 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
or  to  further  the  objects  of  its  creation,  or  which  may  be 
conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  to  aid 
in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell 
and  convey  the  same ;  and  said  bank  may  make  such  by- 
laws for  their  government  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
provided  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

$  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier,  on  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  State  Trea- 
sury, for  the  benefit  of  revenue  proper,  fifty  cents  on  each 
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1&7L  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said 
bank,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus  thereon  of 
every  kind. 

§  8.  That  if  the  cashier,  or  a  clerk,  teller,  or  other 
officer  of  said  bank,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  to 
his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries 
on  the  books  of  the  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud 
the  corporation,  or  any  other  person,  or  to  conceal  any 
improper  appropriation  of  funds,  the  officer  so  offending 
shan  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  be  confined  in  the  jail  and  penitentiary  of 
this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  0.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue 
any  note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  cnrrency. 

§  10.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
continue  in  force  thirty  years.

AN  ACT  to  close  and   discontinue   Cedar  Street,  in  the  Town  of  Monte- 
rey, in  Owen  County.

§  1.  That  the  street  known  as  Cedar  street,  in  the  town 
of  Monterey,  Owen  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
discontinued  as  a  public  thoroughfare  or  passway;  and 
that  the  owners  of  the  lands  or  lots  bordering  on  the 
aforesaid  street  may  close  up  the  same. 

$  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

.    Whereas,   The   stockholders  of   the  Gas   Company  of 
Paris  failed  to  hold  their  annual  meeting  for  the  election 
of  directors  on  the  day  required   by  their  charter;    for 
remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the   Common' 
"wealth  of  Kentucky ; 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 

may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said'  company 

for  that  purpose,  at  any  time  they  may  deem  proper;  and 

,  the  officers  elected  at  such  meeting  shall  hold  their  offices 

aa  required  by  said  charter.    Should  'said  'meeting,'  at  any 
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time  hereafter,  fail  to  be  held,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the      1&7L 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  to  call   another  as  ' 

soon  as  practicable;  and  the  officers  chosen  at  such  meet- 
ing shall  hold  office  as  prescribed  in  said  charter. 
$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1094. 

Alt  ACT  to  authorise  the  St.  Louis  and  Iron  Mountain  Railroad  Company 
to  extend  their  Railroad  through  the  City  of  Columbus. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  St.  Louis, 
and  Iron  Mountain  Railroad  Company,  established  and. 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of, 
Missouri,  approved  March  3d,  1851,  to  have  the  right  ofi 
way  upon   the  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  front  of 
the  city  of  Columbus,  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  along, 
and   over  the  streets  of  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  ex* 
tending  their  railroad  from  the  bluff  at  the  upper  point 
of  said  city  to  the  depot  grounds  and  main  track  of  the 
Mobile  and  Ohio   Railroad,  located   within  said  city  of 
Columbus:  Provided,  however,  That  before  the  right  here- 
in granted  shall  be  exercised  by  the  St,  Louis  and  Iron 
Mountain   Railroad  Company,  said   company  shall  have 
first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  council  of 
8 aid  city  thereto. 

§  2.  That  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  of  the  right, 
granted  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  the  St.  Louis  and, 
Iron  Mountain  Railroad  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  all, 
the  privileges,  rights  and  immunities,  and  be  subject  to. 
all  such  restrictions  as  are  granted,  made,  and  prescribed 
for  the  benefit,  government,  and  direction  of  said  com- 
pany  by  the  act  of   their  incorporation  aforesaid :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  exempt  the  property  of  said  company,  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, from  such  taxation  as  may  be  fixed  and  pre- 
scribed by  the  laws  of  Kentucky :  Provided  further,  Noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the  issue  and 
levy  of  attachments,  and  sustaining  actions  araipst  said 
corporation  as  a  foreign  corporation,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tion 221,  Civil  Code. 

§  3.  That  this  act.  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Elizabeth  Quincj  and  the  Children  of  John 

Qui dc j,  deceased. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Ike  Cotnmonwe*dth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  Elizabeth  Quincy,  of  color,  of  Shelby  county, 
Kentucky,  be,  and  she  is  hereby,  authorized  and  enabled 
to  have,  receive,  and  hold,  as  de  facto  widow  of  John 
^Quincy,  deceased  (of  color),  late  of  Shelby  county,  Ken- 
tucky, such  portion  of  the  estate  of  which  said  John  Quincy* 
deceased,  died  seized  and  pos*es*ed,  an  is  given  by  statute 
to  widows  in  the  estates  of  their  deceased  husband*. 

$  2.  That  Sylvia  Smith,  Mary  Quincy,  and  Ned  Quincy, 
all  of  color,  whose  mother's  name  was  Hannnh.  of  color 
(now  deceased),  and  Parker,  Silas,  Andrew,  and  John  Quin- 
cy, all  of  color,  whose  mother's  name  is  Elizabeth,  be,  and 
they  or  their  children  are  hereby,  authorized  and  enabled 
to  have,  receive,  and  hold,  as  by  descent,  the  estate  (not 
hereinbefore  given  to  and  vested  in  Elizabeth)  of  which 
their  father,  the  said  John  Quincy,  died  seized  and  pos- 
sessed. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Elizabeth,  before  she 
can  avail  herself  of  the  benefits  of  this  act,  to  show  by 
proof,  belore  a  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  settlement 
and  partition  of  estates,  that  she  and  John  Quincy,  at  the 
date  of  his  death,  occupied  the  de  facto  relation  of  husband 
and  wife.  And  any  of  the  other  beneficiaries  under  this 
act,  before  they  shall  enjoy  its  benefits,  *hall  show,  before 
a  court  of  like  jurisdiction,  that  John  Quincy,  in  his  life- 
time, recognized  and  regarded  them  as  bis  children  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  in  nowise  atfect 
the  rights  of  any  legitimate  heirs  of  said  John  Quincy  (if 
there  are  any)  in  and  to  said  property  by  virtue  ol  descent* 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Dennis  Mulligan,  of  Lexington. 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  through  its 
agent  and  attorney,  Thomas  B.  Monroe,  jr.,  sold  to  Dennis 
Mulligan,  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  a  house  and  lot  in  the 
city  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  which  had  escheated  to  the 
said  Commonwealth,  as  adjudged  by  the  Court  of  Appeals 
of  Kentucky  in  the  case  of  Corbin  el  al.  vs.  Common- 
wealth (2d  Metcalfe's  Reports,  page 380),  which  sale  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  this  State; 
and  whereas,  the  said  Dennis  Mulligan  paid  the  purchase 
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money  therefor,  $334,  and  a  conveyance  was  made  Tor  the  1871. 
Commonwealth  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  to  said 
Thomas  B.  Monroe,  jr.  (who  had  recovered  said  house  and 
lot  for  the  Commonwealth)  of  one  moiety  of  snid  house 
and  lot,  and  to  said  Dennis  Mulligan  for  the  other  moiety 
of  said  house  and  lot,  "free  from  all  the  claim  or  claims 
of  all  persons  claiming  by,  through,  or  under  said  Common- 
wealth;" which  conveyance  was  made  under  the  contract 
aforesaid  with  Mulligan,  which  had  been  approved  by  the 
Auditor,  and,  as  to  the  moiety  conveyed  to  Monroe,  was 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  carry  out  said  contract 
of  sale,  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Auditor,  and  to 
convey  the  same  to  Mulligan,  which  was  done  by  a  deed 
of  general  warranty ;  and  whereas,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  4th 
April,  1HH1  (Session  Acts,  called  session,  1801,  page  231),  re- 
leased to  and  vested  in  Martha  Ann  Corbin  and  her  daugh- 
ter, Martha  Ann  Corbin,  all  the  rights  and  interests  which 
had  come  to  the  Commonwealth  in  said  property  by  es- 
cheat or  otherwise ;  and  whereas,  in  a  litigation  afterwards 
arising  between  said  Mulligan  and  said  Corbin s,  in  relation 
to  said  property,  the  said  property,  under  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  was  decided  to  be  that  of  said  Corbins, 
and  the  right  and  claim  of  Mulligan  thereto  under  his  con- 
tract and  deeds  aforesaid  was  defeated  by  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  the  matter  decided  against  him  by 
the  Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals (ist  Busk's  Reports, p.  207), 
and  the  same  was  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  (1th  Wallace,  487) ;  and  whereas,  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  under  the  contract  aforesaid,  and  under  said 
deed  guaranteeing  the  title  to  said  house  and  lot  "free 
from  all  the  claims  bf  all  persons  claiming  by,  through,  or 
under  said  Commonwealth,"  is  responsible  to  said  Mulli- 
gan, who  bought  and  paid  for  said  property  in  good  faith 
under  the  Commonwealth,  and  who  lost  it  by  judgment 
of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  State,  affirmed  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  Spates  as  aforesaid,  by  the  said 
Corbins  claiming  by  and  under  said  Commonwealth,  for 
his  said  purchase  money  and  interest,  if  not  also  his  costs 
expended  in  said  litigation;  but  said  Mulligan,  being  wil- 
ling to'accept  his  said  purchase  money  and  interest  in  full 
satisfaction  of  his  claim  against  the  Commonwealth ; 
therefore,  for  remedy  thereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and 
required  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of 
said  Dennis  Mulligan,  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
seventeen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  being  the  amount 
of  said  purchase  money  paid  by  him,  and  interest  to  this

1871.       day,  in  full  satisfaction  of  said  claim  of  said  Mulligan,  and 
the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated.

$  1.  That  the  time  of  holding  the  election  for  town 
officers  for  the  town  of  Clayville,  in  Webster  county,  shall 
hereafter  be  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  grant  coffee-bouse  license  to  applicants  (who  have 
first  complied  with  the  general  laws)  whbin  the  town 
limits;  and  said  trustees  shall  assess  a  tax  on  all  such 
license  granted  from  $50  to  $250,  at  their  own  discretion.

CHAPTER  1100. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  City  Charter  of  Corington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

$  ).  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  of  the 
construction,  completion,  and  equipment  of  the  water- 
works of  the  city  of  Covington,  said  city,  by  its  city  coun- 
cil, is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell 
or  hypothecate  the  bonds  of  said  city,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  city 
charter  of  Covington,"  approved  January  31st,  1870;  said 
bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  and  three 
tenths  (7t80)  per  centum  per  annum;  may  be  dated  on  any 
day  of  the  month  of  January,  1871,  and  may  be  made 
redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  said  city  after  five  years, 
and  payable  ten  years  after  the  date  of  the  said  bonds, 
at  the  First  National  Bank  of  Covington ;  said  bonds 
may  be  of  the  several  denominations  of  one,  five,  ten, 
ene  hundred,  and  one  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  of  the  said  city  council,  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk  thereof;  and  the  amount  of 
the  bonds  of  each  of  said  several  denominations  shall 
be  determined  by  the  said  city  council :  Provided,  That 
the  aggregate  amount  of  all  the  bonds  authorized  by 
this  act  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  said  bonds  of  the  denominations  of  one  hundred 
and  of  one  thousand  dollars  may  have  coupons  attached, 
representing  the  interest  aforesaid,  which  may  be  made 
payable  semi-annually  at  such  tioses  as  said  city  council 
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1871.  may  direct,  at  said  bank,  upon  the  presentation  of  the 
proper  coupon.  The  interest  upon  said  bonds  of  the 
denominations  of  one  anti  of  five  and  of  ten  dollars 
shall  be  payable  at  said  bank  at  the  time  of  the  re- 
demption or  maturity  of  the  bonds:  Provided,  That  said 
bonds,  of  the  denominations  last  named,  may  be  made 
receivable,  with  accrued  interest,  at  any  time,  in  pay- 
ment of  all  water  rents  that  may  be  due  to  said  city* 
The  legal  title  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
pass  by  the  delivery  thereof;  and  all  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  exempt  from  municipal  taxation  by  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington. The  said  city  council  shall  have  control  of  the 
funds  arising  from  the  sale  or  hypothecation  of  said 
bonds,  and  may  use  and  disburse  said  funds,  by  itself  or 
its  agents,  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  but  for  no 
other  purpose.

§  1.  That  Peter  Starck,  John  Sensbach,  Christ  Meisner, 
John  Schnetter,  and  Henry  Lochnen,  and  their  associates, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  liame  and  style  of  German  Bundes  Lodge, 
No.  141,  D.  O.  H.;  and  they,  with  their  associates  and 
successors,  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion ;  and  by  that  name  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law 
as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  answer 
and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this 
Commonwealth  and  elsewhere;  to  make,  have,  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend 
at  pleasure.  They  may  make  and  ordain  such  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  for  their  government  as  from  time  to

AN  ACT   to  amend  the  Charter  of  the   Bullitt  County  Turnpike   Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1  That  the  Bullitt  County  Turnpike  Road  Company 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
borrow  money  in  sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one  ' 
half  of  its  capital  stock,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing ten  per  cent.,  and  to  issue  its  bonds  or  notes  therefor 
for  such  amounts  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  payable  at 
any  time,  not  exceeding  twenty  years'  after  date,  with  in- 
terest, payable  annually  or  semi-annually,  and  to  secure 
the  same  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  upon  all  or  any 
part  of  its  property,  real  and  personal,  tolls  and  fran- 
chises. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

pointed the  administrator  of  said  decedent  by  the  Garrard 
county  court,  and  after  (ully  administering  same,  there  is 
found  in  his  hands,  as  per  settlement  made  with  the  said 
court,  the  sum  of  $150  42;  and  whereas,  doubts  exist  as 
to  who  are  the  proper  persons  to  whom  the  same  should 
be  paid ;  now,  therefore. 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of      1871. 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  children  of  said  decedent,  who  have  not 
relinquished  their  right  to  said  decedent's  estate,  to- wit : 
Rodes,  London,  Mary,  Mariah,  Miller,  and  John,  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  true  and  lawful  heirs  of  said 
decedent,  and  made  capable  of  inheriting  his  estate  ;  and 
said  administrator  Is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to

CHAPTER  1134.  18T1. 

AN   ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Todd  Count/  to  lery  a  tax 

to  Discharge  the  Indebtedness  of  said  County. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Todd  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  in  commission  being  present  and  concur- 
ring therein,  may  increase  the  levy  one  dollar  for  each 
tithable,  and  also  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  annually,  not 
exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  prop- 
erty in  said  county  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  pur- 
poses, to  be  collected  by  the  same  officers,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  under  the  same  penalties,  as  now  apply  to 
the  collection  of  the  county  levy;  said  tax,  when  col- 
lected, shall  be  used  by  said  court  in  the  payment  of  the 
indebtedness  of  said  county:  Provided,  Said  tax  *hall  not 
be  levied  and  collected  for  a  longer  space  of  time  than 
three  years.

AN  ACT  authorising  the  County  Court  of  Perry  County  to  issue  bonds  to 
pay  off  the  present  indebtedness  of  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky :        . 

(  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Perry  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concur- 
ring therein,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  issue 
county  bonds  of  said  county  to  the  amount  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebted- 
ness of  said  county. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven 
per  cent,  per  annum;  said  interest  to  be  paid  annually, 
and  shall  have  six  years  to  run,  but  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  county  after  three  years. 

§  3.  That  the  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  as  the 
court  may  direct,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  4.  The  court  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds; 
they  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge,  attested  and  stamped 
by  the  clerk  with  the  seal  of  the  court. 

$  5.  The  court  may  appoint  a  commissioner  to  sell  said 
bonds,  and  direct  the  price  to  be  taken  therefor,  and  the 
time  and  manner  and  place  where  they  *hall  be  offered. 

(  ti.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  the  nec- 
essary arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
said  bonds,  and  for  their  final  payment  when  due. 
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1871.  $  '•  To  enable  the  court  to  comply  with  this  act,  it  is 

hereby  authorized  to  increase  the  county  levy  of  said 
county  to  three  dollars  per  tithe,  and  to  levy  an  ad  vaidrem 
tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars9  worth  of  property  in  said  county. 

J  8.  That  the  tax  levied  under  this  act  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  liability  that  the 
other  county  levy  and  taxes  are  collected  far  said  county.

CHAPTER  1137. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Traders' 

Bank,"  approved  February  13th,  1867. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

$  1 .  That  the  name  of  the  "  Traders'  Bank  "  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  changed  to  Traders9  Bank  and  Ware- 
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house  Company,  by  which  Dame  it  shall  be  known,  and       1871. 
Bhali  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  the 
original  act  creating  the  Traders9  Bank,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  may  construct,  purchase,  or  lease 
such  elevators  and  warehouses  as  may  be  convenient  for 
storing  the  agricultural  and  other  products  of  the  country, 
merchandise,  and  other  personal  property,  and  may  charge 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  storing  such  products,  mer- 
chandise, and  personal  property.  It  may  have  all  or  any 
part  of  such  products,  merchandise,  or  property  it  shall 
have  on  storage  insured  in  responsible  insurance  com- 
panies, and  may  charge* for  such  insurance;  and  it  shall 
have  a  lien,  subject  to  any  prior  lien  or  liens  that  may  eiist 
of  record,  upon  everything  it  shall  receive  in  its  elevators 
and  warehouses,  to  secure  the  payment  of  charges  and 
advances  made  on  the  same. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  may,  upon  the  application  of  the 
owner  or  his  agent,  issue  a  warehouse  receipt  for  anything 
it  mayft  have  on  storage,  subject  to  the  law  regulating 
warehousemen  and  warehouse  receipts. 

§  4.  Said  corporation,  in  making  advances  on  the  agri- 
cultural and  other  products  of  the  country,  merchandise 
and  other  securities,  may  charge  and  collect  any  rate  of 
interest  which  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  in  a 
written  contract:  Provided,  The  rate  of  interest  agreed 
upon  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum  rate  which  may  be 
charged  and  legally  collected  by  any  chartered  bank  or 
financial  company  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Wm.  J.  Mayo  and  Tolbert  Akers,  aecuritiei  for 
Alexander  W.  Cecil,  late  Sheriff  of  Floyd  county. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  Alexander  W. 
Cecil  executed  a  bond  in  the  county  court  of  Floyd  county, 
with  William  J.  Mayo,  Tolbert  Akers,  and  others,  as  his 
securities,  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  for  1861  ;  and 
that  in  consequence  of  the  war  said  taxes  were  not  and 
could  not  be  collected  until  after  the  close  of  the  same ;  and 
that  in  the  year  1866,  the  said  Cecil  having  become  insol- 
vent, and  having  left  the  State  of  Kentucky,  the  said  secu- 
rities proceeded  to  the  collection  of  said  revenue,  and  had 
collected  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  all  of  said  revenue, 
except  about  the  sum  of  ($300)  three  hundred  dollars;  that 
in  the  year  1862  there  was  a  judgment  [obtained]  in  the 
Franklin  circuit  court  [on]  the  bond  of  said  sheriff  for  said 
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1871.  revenue,  with  costs  and  damages;  and  whereas,  an  execu- 
tion was  issued  on  said  judgment  in  the  year  1670,  and 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of  Johnson  county, 
who  proceeded  to  levy  on  and  sell  the  lands  of  the  said 
securities,  Wm.  J.  Mayo  and  Tolbert  Alters,  which  lands 
were  hid  off  by  an  agent  and  attorney  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  if  said  Mayo  and  Akers  shall  pay  into  the 
Treasury,  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  May,  1871,  the  bal- 
ance of  the  principal  of  said  judgment,  with  interest  on 
the  same  from  the  15th  day  of  December,  I860,  together 
with  all  costs  and  attorney's  fees,  that  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  shall  remit  the  damages,  and  the  title  to 
the  lands  sold  restored  to  them.

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Owenton  and  Ross  Mill 
Turnpike  Road  Company  be  so  amended  that  it  may  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  to 
collect  tolls  on  their  road,  although  the  grade  on  said  road 
may  be  steeper,  or  of  a  greater  degree  of  elevation,  than 
provided  for  in  said  charter. 

§  2.  That  the  said  company  shall  not  have  the  benefit 
of  this  act  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Knox  County  to  issue  bonds  to 
raise  money  to  erect  a  Court-house,  and  other  public  buildings,  in  said 
County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  enable  the  county  of  Knox  to  raise  money 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  court-house,  and  other 
public  buildings,  and  furnish  same,  the  county  court  of 
said  county,  at  a  regular  term  of  said  court,  a  major- 
ity of  the  justices  of  said  county  being  present  and  con- 
curring therein,  may,  by  order  of  court,  authorize  and 
direct  bonds  of  the  county  to  be  issued  and  sold  lor  any 
sum  not  exceeding  twelve  thousand  iive  hundred  dollars 
in  the  aggregate,  and  from  time  to  time  authorize  a  re- 
newal of  the  same  until  said  bonds  shall  be  wholly  paid ; 
which  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge  of  said  court 
and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  made  payable  to 
order,  not  exceeding  ten  years  after  the  date  thereof,  or 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  court,  bearing  interest  from  date 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  which  interest, 
and  ten  per  cent,  of  the  principal,  shall  be  paid  annually : 
Provided,  That  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  county  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue, 
shall  be  levied  or  collected  in  any  one  year  for  said  pur- 
pose.

the  interest  thereon,  it  may,  at  a  regular  term  of  the 
court,  a  majority  of  the  justice*  of  the  county  being£ 
present  and  concurring  therein,  increase  the  county  levy 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each 
tithable  in  the  county,  over  what  is  necessary  for  the  ordi- 
dinary  expenses  of  the  county,  and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax 
not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  in  the  county  subject  to  assessment  for 
State  revenue;  and  the  sheriff  shall  collect  and  account 
for  same  in  the  same  manner  as  the  county  levy  and 
revenue  tax  are  now  collected  and  accounted  for  by  law, 
having  the  same  right  to  distrain  therefor;  and  he  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  liable  in  like  manner,  and  shall  pay  the 
money  upon  orders,  of  court,  who  shall  apply  the  same 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  liquidation  of  said 
bonds. 

§  4.  That  the  county  court  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  commissioner  or  commissioners  to  collect  from  the  sheriff 
the  money  raised  by  this  act,  and  pay  out  the  same,  who 
shall  be  required  first  to  execute  bond,  with  good  security, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  or  their  duty;  said  bond  to 
be  executed  to  the  county  court  of  Knox,  on  which  suit 
may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  &aid  court. 

§  5.  That  in  case  the  money  shall  not  be  raised  by  the 
sale  of  bonds,  the  money  arising  from  the  increase  county 
levy  and  ad  valorem  tax  authorized  by  this  act  may,  by  the 
orders  of  said  county,  be  applied  to  the  indebtedness  in- 
curred by  said  court  in  erecting  and  lurnishing  a  court- 
house, and  other  public  buildings. 

§  6,  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1147. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  Fulton  County 
Court  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  in  said  County  to  repair  the  Court-house  in 
said  County,"  approved  January  26,  1870. 

Be  it  enacted*  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
authorize  the  Fulton  county  court  to  levy  and  collect  a 
tax  in  said  county  to  repair  the  court-house,"  approved 
January  26,  1870,  be  amended  by-  adding,  at  the  close 
thereof,  "  and  to  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  a  county  jail 
for  said  county." 

(  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1148.  1871. 

JLH  ACT  to   authorize  the  City  of   Newport  to  supply  iUelf  and   otben 
with  pure  water,  and  to  establish  Water- works. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  the  city  of  Newport,  in  the  county  of  Camp- 
bell, is  hereby  authorized  to  supply  itself,  and  such  neigh- 
boring towns,  citie*.  communities,  and  individuals,  whether 
in  or  out  of  this  State,  as  may  contract  therefor,  with 
pure  water  from  the  Ohio  river;  and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  may  establish  works  at  any  point  on  the  said 
river,  within  the  county  of  Campbell,  such  supply  and 
distributing  reservoirs  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and 
build  and  lay  all  necessary  aqueducts  and  conduit  pipes; 
and  purchase  or  condemn  lands,  ways,  and  materials  for 
the  said  work*,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  and  pipes,  and  the 
construction  thereof,  and  for  all  necessary  appendages 
thereto. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Newport  to  the  county  court  of  Campbell 
county,  the  said  court  shall  appoint  three  commissioners, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  county,  outside 
the  city  limits,  and  the  other  an  engineer  of  said  city,  who 
shrill  be  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties  under 
this  act  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and 
whenever  said  city  shall  be  unable,  from  any  cause,  to 
agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land  or  material  required 
for  the  site  or  construction  of  the  said  works,  reservoirs, 
aqueducts,  bridges,  or  conduits,  or  other  appendages,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  view  the  land 
or  materials  required,  and  to  fix  the  amount  of  compen- 
sation to  which  the  owner  or  owners  may  be  entitled,  and 
to  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describing 
the  land  or  material  valued,  and  the  interest  or  duration 
of  interest  valued,  and  tbe  amount  of  damage  assessed. 
The  said  report  shall  give  the  name  of  the  owner,  and 
state  whether  such  owner  is  a  resident  of  the  county,  and 
whether  a  married  woman,  infant,  or  a  person  of  unsound 
mind.  The  clerk  shall  file  the  report,  indorsing  thereon 
the  time  of  its  being  filed  ;  and  if  the  owner  resides  in  the 
county  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons  commanding 
the  owner  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  said  report 
should  not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be  forth- 
with executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  to  whom  it 
may  be  delivered.  The  report  shall  stand  for  hearing  at 
any  term  of  the  county  court  commencing  not  less  than  ten 
days  after  the  execution  of  the  summons.  If  the  owner 
is  not  a  resident  of  the  county,  the  court,  at  the  first 
term  after  the  report  shall  have  been  filed,  shall  appoint 
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1871.  an  attorney  to  defend  for  such  owoer,  who  may  file 
exceptions  at  any  time,  not  later  than  the  next  term; 
and  upon  exceptions  being  filed  by  the  owner,  or  by  an 
attorney  to  defend  for  him,  or  by  the  city  of  Newport,  the 
court  t*hall,  unless  upon  questions  of  law  arising  upon 
their  face  the  said  exceptions  be  overruled,  order  a  jury 
to  be  empanneled  forthwith  to  try  the  facts  in  issue, 
unless,  for  good  cause  shown,  the  trial  shall  be  continued. 
If  no  exceptions  be  filed,  the  report  shall  be  confirmed ; 
and  upon  the  confirmation  of  the  report,  or  the  verdict  of 
the  jury,  in  case  of  exceptions,  this  court  shall  render 
judgment  condemning  the  land  or  materials,  and  upon 
tendering  the  amount  assessed,  in  either  case,  to  the 
owner,  or  into  court,  the  city  shall  be  awarded  a  writ 
of  possession  to  issue  forthwith  :  Provided,  That  in  all 
cases  an  appeal  shall  lie  from  the  judgment  of  the 
county  court  to  the  circuit  court  within  sixty  days,  and 
from  thence  to  the  Court  of  Appeals ;  but  no  such  appeal 
to  the  circuit  court  shall  suspend  the  execution  of  any 
writ  of  possession:  Provided  further,  That  nothing  herein 
shall  exempt  said  city  from  being  compelled  to  comply 
with  the  judgment  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  to  per- 
form the  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  thereunder. 

§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  construct 
the  said  water-works,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  conduits,  and 
necessary  appendages,  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  New- 
port is  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  city  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
payable  not  more  than  thirty  years  after  date,  with  semi- 
annual interest  coupons  attached,  for  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum;  and  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  receive  the  proceeds  thereof. 
The  said  bonds,  and  the  coupons  attached,  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  liable  to  taxation  in 
the  city  of  Newport,  to  the  extent  of  the  annual  taxes 
thereon  for  this  purpose,  and  upon  all  the  property  of 
every  description  purchased,  condemned,'  constructed,  or 
used  by  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  pure  water 
as  aforesaid,  which  liens  shall  have  precedence,  except  aa 
to  State  taxes. 

§  4.  The  city  council  shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the 
form  of  the  said  bonds,  and  the  manner  of  their  attestation, 
and  where  they  and  the  coupons  shall  be  made  payable; 
and  in  the  same  ordinance  shall  levy  an  annual  tax  upon 
all  the  taxable*  property  of  the  city  to  pay  the  several 
installments  ot  interest,  and  to  provide  for  a  sinking  fund 
to  redeem  the  principal  at  maturity,  or  any  part,  or  the 
whole  thereof,  before  maturity:  Provided,  That  this  sec- 
tion and  the  preceding  one,  together  with  the  said  ordi- 
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nance,  shall  be  printed  or  engraved  on  the  back  of  each      1871. 
of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 

§  5.  The  fund  hereby  authorized  to  be  raised  shall  be  a 
separate  fund,  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements*  of  the 
snme  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  city 
council.  No  money  shall  be  paid,  except  on  warrants 
signed  by  the  city  clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  city  council,  upon  a  vote  of  the  council,  or 
such  executive  or  waterworks  committee  as  it  may  ap- 
point. 

}  6.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  fix  the  rates  for  supplying  water  to  the  citizens, 
and  such  others  as  they  may  supply;  and  to  contract  for 
the  rates  to  supply  other  cities,  towns,  and  communities; 
but  all  excess  over  and  above  the  actual  expenses  shall 
be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  said  bonds, 
and  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  until  the  said  bonds  shall 
be  fully  redeemed,  principal  and  interest,  when  the  excess 
of  water  rates  ehall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  go 
to  lessen  the  general  city  taxes. 

§  7.  In  the  construction  of  said  works,  the  city  council 
of  Newport  are  authorized  to  acquire,  make,  construct,  and 
own  such  necessary  avenues,  ways,  bridges,  and  aque- 
ducts, including  a  bridge  and  aqueduct  across  the  Ohio 
riVer,  and  the  necessary  appurtenances  thereto  (not  inter- 
fering with  the  navigation  of  said  river),  buildings,  viaducts, 
and  ornamental  grounds,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  same,  and  to  pass  such  rules  and  ordi- 
nances, and  establish  such  police  regulations,  and  appoint 
such  officers  to  enforce  the  same,  as  may.  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  protection  of  said  property,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State.  The  assessment  of  said  water- 
works and  appurtenances  for  taxation  shall  be  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  provided  by  law. 

§  8.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully,  by 
any  means  whatsoever,  injure  or  destroy  any  portion  of 
the  water  pipes,  hydrants,  or  fixtures,  or  any  part  of  the 
pumps,  engines,  buildings,  avenues,  viaducts,  bridges,  res- 
ervoirs, or  other  appendages  of  said  water- works,  or  shall 
willfully  let  on  the  water  to  flow  after  it  has  been  stopped 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  provided  to  be  enacted  in  the 
foregoing  section  of  this  act,  or  shall  throw  or  cause  to  be 
thrown  filth  or  dirt  into,  or  otherwise  render  impure  the 
water  used  or  furnished  by  said  water-works,  such  person 
or  persons,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  proper  au- 
thorities, shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  occasioned  by  such 
act  or  acts;  and  shall,  furthermore,  be  considered  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  may  be  fined,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  jury,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both.     And 
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1871.  **  shall  also  in  like  manner  be  unlawful,  and  with  like 
penalties,  for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect,  construct,  or 
operate  any  slaughter-house,  tannery,  or  like  manufac- 
turing establishment,  or  do  any  other  thing  to  injure  or 
render  impure  the  water  of  said  waterworks,  on  the  banks 
of  the  Ohio,  or  the  streams  emptying  into  the  fame,  within 
two  miles  above  the  pumping  house  of  said  WHter-worke. 
This  section  shall  in  nowise  be  considered  as  changing  the 
law  in  relation  to  arson  or  house  burning,  or  willfully  set- 
ting fire  to  any  of  the  buildings  or  other  structures  hereby 
authorized  to  be  erected. 

$  9.  When  said  water-works  shall  have  been  built  and 
put  in  operation,  or  sooner,  if  in  the  opinion  of  said  city 
council  it  shall  be  to  the  interest  of  said  city  to  do  so,  the 
management  and  prudential  affairs  connected  therewith, 
and  thereto  belonging,  shall  be  intrusted  to  a  board  of 
trustees,  to  be  called  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Newport  Water- 
works," which  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  president  of  the  city  council,  one  mem- 
ber of  the  city  council  elected  by  that  body,  and  three 
citizens  of  Newport  elected  by  the  people  at  the  usual 
time,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  officers  are 
elected,  and  who  shall  serve  for  six  years,  except  that 
those  elected  at  the  first  election  shall  be  classified,  so  that 
the  term  of  one  of  them  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  two 
years,  one  at  the  end  of  four  years,  and  one  at  the  end  of 
six  years ;  and  one  trustee  shall  be  in  like  manner  elected 
every  two  years  alter  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
trustee  whose  term  first  expires.  All  the  powers,  privi- 
leges, and  immunities  conferred  by  this  act  on  the  said  city 
council  of  Newport,  or  otherwise,  except  as  to  passing  the 
ordinance  for  the  issuing  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  is- 
sued, the  levying  of  the  tax  to  pay  the  interest,  and  to 
liquidate  the  said  bonds,  and  the  management  of  the 
sinking  fund,  are  hereby  bestowed  and  confened  upon  the 
said  board  of  trustees. 

J  10.  For  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  said 
trustees  shall  be  duly  sworn  on  oath  to  be  administered  by 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Newport,  and  give  a  bond  with 
good  security  to  said  city,  conditioned  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  ordained  by  the  council.  They  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  doings  and  proceedings,  and  shall  once  a  year,  or 
oltener  if  required,  make  a  report  to  the  city  council.  The 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers president  of  said  board.  Upon  the  organization  of 
said  board  they  may  employ  a  clerk  and  such  other  assist- 
ants or  officers  as  the  duties  of  the  board  may  require, 
and  from  time  to  time  fix  and  regulate  their  salaries.  The 
management  and  control  of  the  water-works  fund,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  vest  in  the  board  of 
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trustees.  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  said  fund  only  by  a  1871. 
Tote  of  the  board,  upon  warrants  signed  by  clerk  of  the 
board,  and  countersigned  by  the  president  of  the  board  of 
trustees.  The  city  treasurer  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  the 
water-works  fund.  The  trustees  shall  be  liable  to  removal 
by  the  circuit  court  for  just  cause  upon  suit  instituted  by 
the  order  of  the  city  council,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Court 
of  Appeals.  In  case  of  vacancy  occasioned  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  the  city  council  shall  by  appoint- 
ment fill  the  same  until  the  next  city  election. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Oweo  County  Court  to  subscribe  Stock  in  the 
Owenton  and  Stamping  Ground  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  Owen  county  court,  at  any  regular  term  of  said  court, 
and  he  is  authorized,  in  the  exercise  of  his  discretion,  to 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Owenton  and  Stamp- 
ing Ground  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  and  on  behalf 
of  the  Owen  county  court,  as  much  as  two  thousand 
dollars  per  mile  for  each  and  every  mile  of  said  road  to 
be  constructed  within  the  limits  of  said  Owen  county, 
whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock,  including  said  subscription,  has  been 
made  by  good  and  responsible  persons  or  parties  to  com- 
plete the  portion  of  the  road  so  to  be  constructed  in  Owen 
county;  and  the  court  of  claims  of  Owen  county  shall 
have  power  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  to  meet  such  sub- 
scription, as  they  are  now  authorized  by  existing  laws 
with  reference  to  subscriptions  of  stock  by  the  county 
court  to  other  turnpike  roads. 

§  2.  That  the  question  of  subscribing  stock  in  said  turn- 
pike company  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  Owen  county,  and  not  subscribed  until  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  vote  cast  for  said  proposition  phall 
have  ordered  said  subscription  at  a  general  election  held 
in  said  county. 

§  3.  That  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  said  propo- 
sition at  such  election  shall  be  against  the  subscribing  said 
stock,  the  question  may  again  be  presented  at  any  subse- 
quent general  election  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Owen 
county;  and  wherever  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  in  favor  of  said  subscription,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
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1871.       county  judge  of  said  county  to  subscribe  said  stock 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the   Mercer  County  Court  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment (if  the  indebtedness  of  said  county. 

Whereas,  The  Mercer  county  court,  at  its  October  and 
November  terms,  1870,  and  at  its  January  term,  1871,  made 
appropriations  in  favor  of  various  county  creditors  to  a 
greater  amount  than  the  ordinary  county  levy  of  said 
county  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  ;  and  whereas,  said  court 
has  on  hand  an  unexpended  balance  heretofore  collect-

§  1  That  the  Mercer  county  court,  at  any  regular 
monthly  term  thereof,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said 
county  being  present,  be,  and  it  is,  authorized  to  apply 
any  money  said  court  may  have  on  hand  from  the  said 
turnpike  or  jail  fund,  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness 
of  said  county  heretofore  created. 

$  2.  That  in  the  event  said  court  do  not  deem  it  advisa- 
ble to  appropriate  said  funds  as  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  then  the  said  court  is  hereby  authorized) 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  ol  said  county, 
to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tnx  of  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  said  county  subject 
to  taxation  for  State  revenue. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  sale,  by  said  court,  through  its  commis- 
sioner, of  said  lot,  is  hereby  legalized;  and  A.  B.  Boberts, 
county  judge  of  Owen  county,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  empowered,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Owen 
county  court,  to  convey  the  legal  title  to  said  lot  to  the 
purchaser,  H.  P.  Montgomery. 

§  2.  This*  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  I.  That  the  proceedings  and  orders  of  the  Owen 
county  court,  at  its  October  term,  1&70,  fixing  the  county 
levy  at  four  dollars  per  tithe,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
legalized.

CHAPTER  1153. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  salo  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  buildings,  par- 
so  tinge,  and  lots  belonging  to  said  Church,  in  the  town  of  Greenville. 

Wuereas,  The  Presbyterian  Church  buildings,  in  the 
town  of  Greenville,  are  old,  out  of  repair,  and  are  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  membership  of  said  church, 
and  those  who  would  assemble  at  said  church  to  attend 
worship;  and  whereas,  said  church  buildings  are  not 
located  upon  eligible  and  convenient  lots  ;  and  whereas, 
said  buildings  are  not  used  by  the  Presbyterian  church  for 
worship  or  as  a  residence  for  the  pastor  in  charge,  and 
they  are  fast  decaying  ;  and  whereas,  said  congregation 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  are  without  a  suitable  house. 
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1871.  f°r  worship  ;  and  whereas,  they  desire  to  erect  new  church 
buildings  in  said  town  ;  therefore,  to  aid  them  in  said  pur- 
pose,

schools;  and  when  they  draw  the  money  belonging  to* 
said  district,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  pro  rata  said  school 
fund  among  the  several  schools  taught  under  this  act  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  (white)  common  school 
pupils  attending  each  school,  the  apportionment  to  each 
pupil  to  be  applied  as  a  credit  upon  the  account  of  said 
pupil. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  relate  back  and  include  the 
schools  taught  since  September  1,  1870.

§  2.  To  enable  said  school  commissioner  to  make  his 
said  report,  Abijah  Hoskin  and  Mount  Purcifull,  trustees 
in  1861  of  school  district  No.  41,  are  authorized  to  make 
their  reports  for  said  district  for  said  year  of  1861  to  said 
school  commissioner. 

§  3.  When  the  money  is  received  by  said  school  com- 
missioner of  Knox  county,  he  is  hereby  directed  and 
ordered  to  pay  the  same  to  the  said  trustees,  Abu  ah 
Hoskin  and  Mount  Percifull. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  Swift's  Iron  and 
Steel  Works  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  and 
establish  all  such  agencies  and  agents  as  they  may  find 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany. That  in  all  cases  of  subscription  to,  or  indebted- 
ness for,  capital  stock  of  the  company,  if  the  same  or  any 
calls  thereon  is  or  shall  not  be  paid  when  due,  the  com- 
pany may  sue  and  recover  the  amount;  or  in  case  the 
same  is  or  shall  not  be  paid  in  thirty  days  after  due  and 
required,  or  calls  made,  the  board  may,  by  its  order, 
cancel  such  subscriptions  of  stock  to  the  eitent  of  the 
amount  unpaid  for,  and  retire  the  same  to  the  company, 
together  with  any  dividends  or  accumulations  there  is  or 
might  be  thereon,  and  may,  in  the  course  of  its  business, 
acquire,  and  may  dispose  of  stock  in  said  company ;  but 
shall  not  reduce  the  capital  stock  at  any  time  to  less  than 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  while  the  company  con- 
tinues to  carry  on  its  business. 

(2.  The  directors  of  the  company  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  the  elections  shall  be  held  at  such  times 
and  places  as  may  be  designated  annually  by  the  board  of 
directors.  Said  board  may  pass  all  such  by-laws,  and 
establish  all  such  rules,  as  they  may  find  proper,  for  the 
government  of  the  company,  and  of  its  offices,  agents, 
and  affairs ;  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same  as  they 
may  deem  necessary. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1170 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  School  Building!  in  the  Town  of 

Olorerport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Clover- 
port  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  town 
to  any  amount  not  eiceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  within  said  town  such  building  or 
buildings  as  may  be  deemed  suitable  for  school  purposes. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing ten  per  centum  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be 
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paid  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  issued  in  snob  denomi-      18714 
matrons  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  proper,  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each,  running  not  longer 
than  fifteen  years,  and  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board  of  trustees  at  any  time  after  two  years. 

§  3.  That  the  fund  hereby  created  shall  vest  in  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  kept  as  a 
separate  fund  from  all  other  moneys  of  said  town,  and' 
shall  be  used  only  for  educational  purposes.  They  shall 
have  power  therewith  to  acquire  such  real  estate  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  and  erect  thereon  a  building  or 
buildings  suitable  for  school  purposes;  and  may  either 
cash  the  bonds  or  pay  them,  or  such  proportion  of  them 
as  may  be  agreed  upon,  to  such  persons  as  they  may  pur- 
chase real  estate  from,  or  to  the  contractor  or  contract- 
ors or  workmen  who  may  erect  the  buildings  herein  pre- 
scribed, or  may  use  them  in  any  way  deemed  proper  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  4.  1st.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually,  by  some 
suitable  person  appointed  by  them,  make  an  annual  as- 
sessment of  all  the  real,  personal,  and  residuary  estate 
and  property  in  said  town,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to 
levy  a  tax  to  any  amount  they  may  deem  proper,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  such  property.  The  assessment  thereof  shall  be  made 
in  the  manner  that  is  now  provided  by  law  for  the  assess- 
ment of  property  in  said  town ;  and  the  collection  of  the 
tax  shall  be  had  in  the  manner  that  is  also  provided  by 
law. 

2d.  The  money  thus  raised  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  bonds  herein 
authorized  to  be  issued,  and  to  their  redemption  at  ma- 
turity, or  at  the  option  of  the  board  of  trustees :  Provided, 
however.  That  only  the  property  of  white  persons  shall  be 
taxed  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

3d.  Said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  in- 
crease the  per  capita  tax  of  the  persons  liable  under  the 
present  laws  to  pay  the  same,  to  any  amount  not  exceed- 
ing two  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  now  assessed 
and  collected :  Provided,  however  t  That  the '  provisions  of 
this  subdivision  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  white  per* 
sons  only. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  supervision 
and  direction  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  objects  of 
this  act,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  agents 
as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary  to  carry 
out  its  provisions. 

§  6.  They  may  acquire  any  property,  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth,  by  donation,  gift,  or  otherwise. 

$  7.  But  no  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  this  act  shaH  not  be 
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1871.  deemed  to  be  in  force,  until  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  rotes  cast  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town,  at  any  election  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
the  sense  of  the  voters  upon  the  subject  of  such  ratifica- 
tion. An  election  for  this  purpose  may  be  ordered  by  the 
trustees  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  after  at  least  fifteen  days'  notice ;  such  election 
shall  be  conducted  as  elections  for  trustees  are  provided 
by  law  to  be  held  and  conducted. 

$  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  presiding  judge  of   the  county  court   of 
Fayette  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  appoint  a  treasurer  for  the  county  of  Fayette  during 
his  pleasure. 

$  2.  All  revenue  collected  under  the  county  levy,  except 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  by  the  sheriff  of  Fayette 
county,  shall  be  paid  over  to  said  treasurer  of  Fayette 
county,  and  the  receipt  of  said  treasurer  shall  be  a  lawful 
Toucher  to  the  sheriff. 

§  3.  The  treasurer  shall  disburse  such  money  as  he  may 
receive,  upon  the  order  of  the  presiding  judge  of  Fayette 
county,  and  said  order  shall  be  a  lawful  voucher  to  the 
said  treasurer. 

$  4.  The  presiding  judge  shall  require  of  said  treasurer  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond  for  all  money  coming  into  his 
hands. 

$  5.  The  commissions  allowed  the  treasurer  for  his  ser- 
vices shall  not  exceed  one  per  cent,  on  his  disbursements. 

§  6.  All  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repeal- 
*    4d,  and  this  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

$  1.  That  the  question  of  locating  the  county  seat  of 
Lee  county  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  submitted  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  county,  at  an  election  to  be  held  at 
the  various  election  precincts  in  said  county  on  the  third 
Monday  in  February,  1871.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
officers  of  said  election  to  open  three  columns  in  which  to 
record  the  votes  for  said  county  sent,  to  be  headed  respect- 
ively, "For  Beattyville,"  "For  Proctor,"  "For  Canaan,"  and 
the  said  vote  shall  be  compared  and  the  result  ascertained 
as  mfw  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  elections  for  county 
officers;  and  whichever  of  said  places  shall  have  received 
the  highest  number  of  legal  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  the  seat  of  justice  for  said  county  :  Provided,  That  the 
county  seat  of  said  county  shall  not  he  removed  from 
Proctor,  the  present  county  seat,  unless  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  voters  so  voting.  If  neither  of  the  places  named 
shall  receive  a  majority  of  ail  the  votes  cast,  then  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  said  county  as  to 
the  two  places  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  who  com- 
pare the  polls  to  report  the  number  of  votes  received 
by  each  of  said  places  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Lee 
county  court,  within  six  days  after  said  election  ;  and  there- 
upon, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  such  orders  as  may  be 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  all  the  public 
records,  books,  and  other  personal  property  to  the  pUce 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  legal  votes  cast  as  afore- 
said ;  and  thereafter  all  circuit,  criminal,  quarterly,  and 
county  courts  shall  be  held  at  said  place. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  it  is  ascertained  where  said  county 
seat  is  located,  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county  judge  to  call  the 
justices  of  the  peace  together,  and  make  the  necessary 
orders  and  appropriations  for  the  necessary  public  build- 
ings at  said  seat  of  justice,  a  majority  of  the  justices  being 
present  and  concurring  therein. 

§  4.  That  the  county  judge  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
the  officers  to  hold  said  election  in  the  same  way  that  offi- 
cers are  now  appointed  to  hold  elections  for  county  officers; 
and  said  officers,  before  proceeding  to  act,  shall  be  quali- 
fied in  the  same  way,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties, 
that  said  officers  are  under  the  general  election  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  That  the  officers  of  said  election  shall  consist  of  two 
judges,  one  clerk,  and  sheriff,  at  each  voting  precinct  in 
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1871.       0a*d  county,  and  shall  be  governed  in  all  regards  by  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  State. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examining  board  for  said 
county  to  meet  at  the  house  in  Proctor  now  occupied  as  a 
court-house  on  Thursday  after  said  election,  and  compare 
the  vote  of  said  election,  and  make  out  two  certificates  of 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  of  the  places  voted  for, 
and  vend  one  by  mail  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  de- 
liver the  other  to  the  county  court  clerk,  who  shall  file  and 
record  same  in  his  office,  and  preserve  the  same  as  a  part 
of  the  public  records  of  said  county. 

§  7.  That  Curtis  Jett  and  William  Spencer,  of  the  county 
of  Breathitt,  and  John  Farmer  of  Jackson  county,  are  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  select  and  lay  off  suitable  grounds 
upon  which  to  erect  the  public  buildings  within  the  limits 
of  the  place  selected  as  the  county  seat,  who  shall  meet 
and  perform  said  duty  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  can 
after  the  location  of  said  county  seat,  and  make  out  and 
return  a  plat  of  same  to  the  county  court  clerk  of  said 
county,  who  shall  record  and  preserve  same  as  a  part  of 
the  records  of  said  county ;  and  the  court  of  levy  and  dis- 
bursements for  said  county  shall  make  each  of  said  com- 
missioners a  reasonable  allowance  for  their  services. 

§  8.  That  should  the  county  judge  from  any  cause  fail 
to  appoint  officers  to  hold  said  election,  then  the  same  offi- 
cers who  held  the  election  for  Congressman  in  November, 
1870,  shall  hold  said  election,  and  be  governed  by  all  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

$  9.  If  any  of  the  officers  named  in  this  act  shall  will- 
.  fully  fail  or  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  imposed, 
under  this  act,  he  or  they  so  in  default  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  they  would  be  if  proceeding  under  the 
general  election  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  10.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  enacted, 
having  reference  to  the  location  of  the  county  seat  of  said 
county,  and  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

that  it  is  for  sacramental  use. 

$  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  full  power  and  authority  is  hereby  given  the 
Afadisonville  and  Shawneetown  Straight  Line  Railroad 
Company  to  extend  their  road  from  the  town  of  Madi- 
son ville  to  such  point  on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  as  they  may  choose,  and  for  that  purpose  may 
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increase  their  capital  stock  to  any  amount  not  exceeding      187  L 
five  millions  of  dollars; 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of,  and  in  making  such  exten- 
sion, they  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
chises, including  the  right  of  way,  heretofore  granted  lor 
the  right  of  way,  construction,  and  operation  of  their 
present  road. 

§  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  receive 
subscriptions  of  stock  to  their  capital  stock  from  individ- 
uals, corporations,  counties,  towns,  and  districts  through 
or  adjacent  to  which  they  may  propose  to  construct  said 
extension,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms 
that  they  are  now  authorized  to  receive  such  subscrip- 
tions from  the  counties,  towns,  and  districts  along  their 
line  from  Madi»onville  to  Shawneetown. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  assessors  of 
any  county  or  counties  in  which  district  or  districts  have 
made,  or  may  hereafter  make,  subscriptions  of  stock  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  to  make,  certify,  and 
return  a  duplicate  book  of  the  value  of  the  property  of 
such  district  or  districts,  taxable  under  the  revenue  laws 
of  this  State,  showing  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof; 
and  for  their  services  they  shall  he  allowed  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  and  a  hnlf  cents  for  each  list  on  said 
duplicate  book,  which  shall  be  levied  for,  and  collected 
from,  such  district  or  districts. 

$  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  judge 
of  any  county  in  which  any  district  or  districts  may  have 
made,  or  may  hereafter  make,  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  and  i**sue  bonds  in  payment  for 
said  stock,  to  levy  a  tax  on  the  property  of  said  district 
or  districts,  taxable  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  upon  such  bonds  falling  due 
semi-annually,  together  with  the  expenses  of  assessing, 
collecting,  and  other  costs  attending  such  subscription. 

$  6.  That  section  thirteen  of  said  original  act  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  :  Provided,  That  land  condemned  for 
road-way  shall  not  be  more  than  ninety  feet,  instead  of 
"sixty  feet,"  as  said  section  now  provides.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Common  School  District  No.  35,  in  Allen 

County. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  in  school  district 
No.  thirty-five,  in  the  county  of  Allen,  that  there  was 
taught  a  common  school  agreeable  to  law,  but  that  the 
children  in  said  district  were  so  numerous  that  all  could 
not  be  taught  in  said  school,  and  the  citizens  in  said  dis- 
trict were  thereby  compelled  to  employ  another  teacher 
by  private  subscription ;  and  it  is  further  represented  that

common  school ;  and  it  is  proper  that  all  the  citizens  in 
said  district  shall  have  the  benefit  thereof;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  commissioner  of  said  district  No.  thirty- 
five,  after  paying  the  expenses  of  the  school  taught  as  a 
common  school  in  said  district  for  the  year  1870,  agree* 
able  to  law,  and  the  expenses  of  said  commission  apper- 
taining to  said  district,  shall  pay  over  any  surplus  of  said 
fund  to  the  trustees  of  said  district,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  school  so  taught  in  said  dis- 
trict by  private  subscription ;  and  when  so  paid,  the 
receipt  of  said  trustees  shall  be  an  acquittance  for  the 
same  to  said  commissioner. 
$  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1187. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Bstill  Seminar/. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  W.  Friend,  Isaac  N.  Cardwell,  Robert 
Riddell,  jr.,  W.  F.  Fluty,  and  H.  W.  Jacobs,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  the  Estill  Semi- 
nary, at  Irvine,  Estill  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  granted 
to  the  trustees  of  said  seminary,  they  shall  have  power 
to  confer  upon  the  students  in  said  seminary  any  or  all 
diplomas  or  degrees  conferred  by  any  of  the  colleges  of 
this  State;  but  all  such  diplomas  or  degrees  must  be 
signed  by  the  principal  of  the  seminary. 

$  3.  That  when  the  seminary  herein  named  shall  afford 
facilities  for  teaching  all  the  children  of  the  school  district 
in  which  it  is  located,  then  the  trustees  of  said  seminary 
shall  report  the  same  as  the  common  school  of  said  dis* 
trict ;  and  it  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  all  moneys  coming 
to  such  district  from  the  common  school  fund. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  sell  and 
convey  said  seminary  lots  and  houses,  and  receive  the 
money  therefor,  and  reinvest  the  same  in  other  grounds, 
in  or  near  the  town  of  Irvine,  and  erect  suitable  buildings 
thereon  for  school  and  seminary  purposes. 

$  5.  That  all  vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustees  shall  be 
filled  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law. 

$  6.  That  all  acts  and  amendatory  acts  with  regard  to 
said  seminary  and  its  trustees  are   continued  in  force, 
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1871.  except  in  00  far  as  they  may  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act;  and  where  there  is  any  confliction,  the  same  ia 
hereby  repealed. 

§  ?.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Peter's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Paris.

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  election  of  a  Treasurer  for  Bourbon  county. 

Whereas,  The  county  court  of  Bouibon  neglected,  at  its 
last  court  of  claims,  to  elect  a  treasun  r  for  said  county  as 
required  by  law — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweal 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  said  county  court  shall  cause  the 
justices  of  said  county  to  assemble  at  the  court-house  on 
some  regular  county  court  day,  and  they  shall  proceed  to 
hold  said  election  ;  and  hereafter,  in  the  event  of  a  failure 
to  elect  such  treasurer  at  the  court  of  claims,  one  shall  be 
elected  at  the  next  succeeding  county  court,  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  act  establishing  the  office  of  treasurer  of 
said  county  ;  and  the  person  so  chosen  at  a  time  other  than 
the  regular  court  of  claims  shall  hold  his  office  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1190.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky; 

§  1 .  That  the  Shelby  Railroad  Company  is  authorized  to 
charge  for  carrying  passengers  four  and  one  quarter  cents 
per  mile  for  each  passenger ;  and  where  the  passenger  is 
carried  a  less  distance  than  six  miles,  it  may  charge  twenty- 
five  cents  therefor.  When  a  passenger  fails  to  procure  a 
ticket,  it  may  collect  ten  cents  additional  to  the  regular 
tariff  rate :  Provided,  The  company  has  an  agent  and 
tickets 'for  sale  at  the  station  from  which  the  passenger  is 
taken. 

§  2.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge 
the  rates  for  loading,  billing,  and  carrying  freight  fixed 
and  authorized  by  the  charter,  and  amendments  thereto,  of 
the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

§  3.  For  the  purpose  of  funding  the  present  debt,  and 
such  future  indebtedness  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  create, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  rolling  stock  and  all 
necessary  appliances  for  the  operation  of  the  road,  the 
said  company  is  authorized  to  issue  and  sell  first  mortgage 
bonds  upon  the  road-bed,  iron  rails,  depots,  and  all  per- 
manent fixtures,  and  upon  the  rolling  stock  purchased,  or 
thereafter  to  be  purchased,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent, 
per  annum  interest,  payable  semi-annually;  the  said  bonds 
to  be  due  and  payable  ten  years  from  their  date,  and  to  be 
made  payable,  principal  and  interest,  at  such  point  in  the 
United  States  as  the  company  may  designate. 
(  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Monterey  Bridge  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Monterey  Bridge 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  across 
Cedar  creek  at  Monterey,  Owen  county,  where  the  old 
bridge  now  crosses  said  creek. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each,  and  each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote  at  any  election  held  by  the  stockholders. 
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1871.  §9-  That  w-   H-  Walker,  A.  6.  Sparks,    James   M. 

Walker,  Lewis  Ransdell,  John  W.  Smith,  Grandison 
Shipp,  J.  D.  Byrnes,  Thomas  J.  Hardin,  and  Thomas  B. 
Ford,  are  appointed  commissioners,  any  one  or  all  of 
whom  may  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  designated  ;  and  when  four  thousand 
dollars  is  subscribed,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  after  a 
reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  said  company  by  the  election 
of  a  president  and  four  directors.  A  majority  of  said  stock- 
holders shall  be  competent  to  hold  said  election.  The  said 
president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  be  chosen 
annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
said  board,  ten  days9  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  by  pub- 
lic advertisement.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  They  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  re- 
move them  at  will,  and  also  to  require  bond  and  good 
security  of  the  treasurer  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  office.  They  may  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  said  board.  The  management  of  the  fiscal 
and  prudential  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  confided 
to  their  management.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of 
said  board,  unless  he  be  a  stockholder  and  a  resident  of 
Kentucky.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  see  that 
the  said  bridge  is  kept  in  good  repair  at  the  expense  of 
said  company. 

§  4.  The  said  bridge  shall  be  built  upon  four  good,  sub- 
stantial pillars  ;  the  sills  and  flooring  to  be  of  good  oak 
material,  the  sides  to  be  weatherboarded,  and  the  whole 
covered  with  shingles. 

§  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  bridge 
keeper  and  remove  him  at  will,  and  to  pay  him  whatever 
compensation  may  be  agreed  upon. 

$  6.  The  county  of  Owen  having  already  subscribed 
three  thousand  dollars  towards  the  construction  of  said 
bridge,  the  said  board  may  collect  said  amount,  and  if 
collected,  it  shall  be  considered  as  so  much  stock  subscribed 
by  said  county,  and  said  county  shall  be  entitled  to  a  divi- 
dend arising  from  the  profits  of  said  bridge  in  proportion 
to  said  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

§  7.  The  rates  of  toll  for  crossing  said  bridge  shall  be 
the  same  now  allowed  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky  for  gen- 
eral travel  through  a  toll-gate  upon  a  turnpike  road. 

$  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1192.  1871. 

▲N  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Springfield,  Pleasant  Bwa,  and  Mackfl- 

rille  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  the  Springfield,  Pleasant  Ran,  and  Macksville  Turn* 
pike  Road  Company  have  completed  their  road  from 
Springfield  to  the  Beech  Fork,  which  is  a  distance  (of  less 
than  one  quarter  of  a  mile)  of  five  miles ;  wherefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky:  > 

(  1.  That  said  company  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  collect  fall  tolls  for  traveling  over  said  com- 
pleted part  of  said  road,  the  same  as  though  they  had  com- 
pleted full  five  miles  of  said  road. 

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Est  trusted d  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  the  town  of  Earlington, 
and  said  town  is  established  by  that  name,  and  with  cor- 
porate limits  aforesaid.  J.  H.  Moss,  T.  J.  McEwen,  Benj. 
Robertson,  E.  6.  Sebree,  and  J.  B.  Earle,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed trustees  for  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
till  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1872,  and  until  their  suc- 
Kieotion  of  cessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  trustees  to  give  notice,  by  public  avdertisement,  at 
three  public  places  in  said  town,  for  at  least  ten  days  be- 
fore the  said  first  Saturday  in  April,  1872,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  election  for  trustees  of  said  town ;  and  on  the 
said  first  Saturday  in  April,  1872,  the  male  citizens  of  said 
town,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  are  naturalized, 
and  have  resided  in  said  town  for  sixty  days  next  preced- 
ing the  day  of  election,  may  vote  for  five  white  male  citi- 
zens of  said  town  for  trustees,  to  serve  for  one  year  from 
and  after  that  date;  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  the  five  persons  voted  for,  and  having  the 
largest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected. 
The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk  ^and  two  judges  to  hold 
the  election ;  they  shall  be  first  sworn  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially hold,  conduct,  and  certify  the  same  to  the  trustees, 
who  shall  file  the  poll-books  and  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tion and  result  in  their  office,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept 
and  preserved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  from  year  to  year, 
as  part  of  their  records.

Said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same 
powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the 
peace  in  civil,  penal,  and  criminal  eauses,  and  except 
when  there  is  a  vacancy ;  he  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion wilhin  the  limits  of  said  town  of  all  infractions  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  of  riots  and 
breaches  of  the  peace  committed  within  the  limits  thereof; 
and  all  warrants  or  process  in  civil  cases  issued  by  him 
shall  be  returned  for  trial  before  him,  unless  the  defendant 
otherwise  directs  by  written  indorsement  on  the  warrant 
or  process.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths, 
render  judgments,  and  award  executions,  the  same  that 
justices  now  have.  He  shall  also  have  power  to  fine,  for 
contempt,  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  and  imprison 
not  exceeding  eight  hours.  He  shall  also  have  power  to 
issue  compulsory  process  against  parties  or  witnesses,  to 
issue  summons  and  subpcBnas  for  parties  and  witnesses  in 
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1871.  any  ca8e  Pending  before  bim,  and  order  a  jury  to  try  any 
ease  pending  before  bim,  wben  requested  by  the  parties. 
He  shall  order  the  arrest  of  any  drunken  or  disorderly  per* 
son  within  tbe  limits  of  said  town,  and  upon  a  drunken 
person  being  brought  before  bim,  he  may  order  him  to  be 
confined  until  be  is  sober ;  and  upon  a  disorderly  person 
being  brought  before  him,  he  may  require  of  him  security 
to  keep  the  peace  and  be  of  good  behavior  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  one  year;  the  bond  sh*ll  be  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  for  any  reasonable  sum  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollar?;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
hi*  acts  as  judge  of  said  town ;  an  action  may  be  brought 
upon  said  bond  for  a  violation  thereof,  by  the  trustees  of 
said  town,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount 
in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  the  fine,  if  any  assessed, 
thill  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  for  tbe  benefit  of  said 
town.  A  vacancy  it?  the  office  of  police  judge  shall  be 
filled  hy  the  Governor  of  Kentucky,  until  the  succeeding 
annual  election  of  trustees,  when  the  voters  of  said  town 
shall  elect  an  officer  to  fill  out  tbe  unexpired  term,  whose 
qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  required  for  the  first 
officer  herein  for  said  office.  The  succeeding  police  judge, 
so  soon  as  be  is  commissioned  and  sworn,  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  records,  books,  and  papers  of  his  predecessor. 
The  fees  of  said  police  judge  shah  be  as  follows,  to- wit: 
For  a  warrant  for  riot,  rout,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  one 
dollar;  for  a  warrant  for  a  breach  ol  any  of  the  by-laws 
or  ordinances  of  said  town,  fifty  cents  ;  for  swearing  a  jury 
and  presiding  at  tbe  trial  in  a  penal  case,  or  for  trying  same 
without  a  jury,  one  dollar  ;  for  taking  a  recognizance,  fifty 
cents  ;  for  each  subpoena,  fifty  cents  ;  for  each  judgment, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  and  for  all  other  fees,  the  same  now 
allowed  justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  enforce  his  judgments  as  justices  have,  and  the 
same  power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  his  fe.es.  He  shall 
hold  a  quarterly  court  for  the  trial  of  all  civil  causes  pend- 
ing before  him,  on  the  first  Saturdays  in  March,  June,  Sep- 
tember, and  December. 

§  16    The   board   of  trustees  of  said  town   shall  have 
Qtrpomte  seal,  power  to  make  and  adopt  a  common  corporate  seal,  and 
to  change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  F^  Sandy  Navigation  and  Mannfacturing  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
Of    K^entiLCtCii  * 

§  1.  That  M.    B.   Goble,  William   M.  Smith,  William 
Corby,  George  Smith,  Carter  Gazlay,  Hibbard  William* 
son,  George  N.  Brown,  and  O.  C    Bowles,  their  associates 
and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate   and   politic,  with   perpetual   succession,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "  Big  Sandy  Navigation  and  Man* 
ufacturing  Company;"  and  by  that  name  are  hereby  made 
capable  in  law  and  in  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  of  equity;  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleas* 
ore  ;  and  said  corporation   shall   have  such  powers  and 
authority  as  herein  granted  to  them,  and  be  under  such 
restrictions  and  liabilities  as  herein  specified. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  such  corporation  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  may  be  at  any  time  increased  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  stockholders  to  the  sum  of  three  million 
dollars;  the  same  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
board  of  directors,  composed  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  nine  natural  persons,  a  secretary  and  a  treas- 
urer, all  of  whom  must  be  stockholders  of  the  corpora- 
tion. The  directors  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the 
second  Monday  of  April,  in  each  year,  by  the  stock- 
holders of  the  company,  each  stockholder  having  a  right 
to  cast  one  vote  lor  each  share  of  stock  he  may  own. 
The  directors  of  the  corporation  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  president  of  their  board,  who  shall  also  be  the 
executive  officer  of  the  corporation ;  and  also  shall  elect 
a  secretary  and  treasurer.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  hold  two  offices.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  respec- 
tive offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  president,  secre- 
tary, and  treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  directors;  and  ail  officers  of 
such  corporation  shall  take  an  oath  to  support  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  to  honestly  and  faith- 
fully discharge  the  duties  of  their  office. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the 
following  powers : 
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187 J.  First.  To  purchase,  own,  and  bold  lands  and  interest 

•  therein   for  the   purpose  of   woiking   mines,  cutting  the 

timber  therefrom,  and  the  cultivating  of  timber  thereon, 

and  for  all  other  purposes  which  lands  are  held  and  used 

in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Second.  To  construct  upon  the  Russell  Fork  and  the 
Louisa  Fork  of  the  Big  Sandy  river,  and  their  tributaries, 
from  the  mouths  of  said  streams,  in  the  county  of  Pike 
in  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  respective  sources  thereof, 
booms  and  other  improvements  for  the  harboring  of  logs, 
timber,  lumber,  boats,  and  vessels,  and  to  erect  upon  said 
streams  and  their  tributaries  locks  and  dams  and  bracket 
dame  to  improve  the  navigation  thereof,  and  to  create 
water-power  for  manufacturing  purposes;  and  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  power  and  authority  to  charge  reason- 
able tolls  to  persons  using  or  having  the  benefit  of  the 
improvements  made  by  them. 

Third.  To  cut,  run,  and  manufacture  timber  and  lumber 
in  all  its  shapes  and  forms,  and  to  erect  and  operate  all 
necessary  machinery  therefor. 

Fourth.  To  construct  and  operate  all  necessary  ma- 
chinery for  mining  and  for  manufacturing  the  products 
of  mines  ;  and  also  ail  machinery  and  means  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  product  of  mines  and  of  timber,  either 
manufactured  or  unmanufactured. 

Fifth.  To  construct  and  build  boats  and  vessels  for  the 
navigation  of  the  streams  above  named,  and  the  sti earns 
and  rivers  connected  with  the  same;  and  to  run,  use,  and 
operate  such  boats  and  vessels,  and  to  construct  and  use 
all  necessary  docks,  marine  railways,  and  appurtenances 
for  building,  loading,  and  unloading  of  boats  and  vessels. 

Sixth.  To  transact  and  do  all  necessary  business  prop- 
erly connected  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  different 
branches  of  business  herein  specified 

Seventh.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power,  by  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnum,  issued  from  the  county  or  circuit  court  of 
Pike  county,  to  condemn  any  lands  or  materials  necessary 
for  them  to  use  in  constructing  booms,  locks,  or  dams 
upon  the  said  streams;  and  shall,  before  using  such  lauds 
or  materials,  deposit  in  such  court  the  amount  of  the 
damages  assessed  therefor. 

Eighth.  To  make  such  by-laws  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  transaction  of  their  business,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth;  which  by-laws  maybe 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Ninth.  Said  corporation  to  have  power  to  sell,  dispose 
of,  and  convey  any  of  their  real  estate,  personal  property, 
or  choses  in  action ;  and  also  power  to  borrow  money, 
and  secure  any  loans  they  make  by  mortgage  upon  their 
property. 
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$  5.  The  incorporators  named  in  this  act,  or  a  majority  187  i. 
them,  may,  at  any  time  within  one  year  hereafter,  upon 
notice  given  by  posting,  in  three  public  places,  in  Pike  v 
county,  for  ten  days  previous  thereto,  open  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock,  at  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court 
of  said  Pike  county,  and  proceed  with  the  organization  of 
eiach  company;  and  they  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  Pike  county  a  copy  of  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
such  organization,  and  the  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
records  of  said  county;  and  such  record,  or  a  duly  certified 
copy  thereof,  shall  be  evidence  of  such  organization. 

§  6.  The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in 
Pike  county,  and  all  annual  elections  shall  take  place  at 
such  office,  and  service  of  any  writ  against  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  good,  if  made  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at 
such  office;  and  all  suits  against  said  company  shall  be 
brought  in  said  Pike  county,  unless  the  cause  of  action 
shall  be  local  to  some  other  county,  or  in  regard  to  busi- 
ness transactions  in  some  other  county. 

§  7.  Said  corporation,  for  the  transaction  of  their  busi- 
ness and  the  collection  of  debts  due  them,  and  enforcing 
contracts  made  with  them,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and 
powers  that  natural  persons  Tiave ;  and  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  liabilities  and  restrictions  that  natural 
persons  are  liable  to  in  enforcing  the  payment  of  debts 
owing  by  them,  or  the  enforcement  of  contracts  made 
with  them. 

§  8.  The  shares  of  said   corporation  shall   be   personal  ^ 

estate,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  corporation 
according  to  its  by-laws ;  but  the  corporation  shall  hold 
a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  in- 
debted to  it,  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  transferred  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  president  and  directors,  until  such 
debts  shall  be  paid  or  discharged.  Each  share  of  said 
capital  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  all 
meetings  of  stockholders. 

§  9.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the  right  to 
regulate  the  tolls  and  charges  for  the  transportation  of 
freights  and  passengers  by  said  company  over  or  along 
any  watercourse  or  road  improved  or  constructed  under 
this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Crittenden  County  Court  to  issue  County  Bond* 
to  aid  in  rebuilding  the  Court-house  in  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Crittenden  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of   the  peace  in  commission  being- 
present  and  concurring  therein,  may  issue  bonds  of  the 
county  for  any  sum   not  exceeding  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  bearing  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  fifteen 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  payable  at  any  time  within  six 
years,  at  the  pleasure  of  said  court;  and  the  fund  which 
may  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  applied 
to  the   payment  of  the  debts  contracted  for  the  building 
of  the  court-house  in  said  county,  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever. 

§  2.  The  county  court  of  said  county  may  use  the  bonds 
authorized  by  this  act  to  pay  off  and  satisfy  any  debt,  lia- 
bility, contract,  or  bond  heretofore  made  or  given,  accord- 
ing to  the  intent  of  the  parties  contracting  in  good  faith 
for  the  building  of  said  house. 

§  3.  1  he  signature  of  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county, 
on  behalf  of  the  court,  by  order  of  the  county  court,  to 
said  bonds,  thall  bind  the  court  and  the  county  to  the 
payment  of  said  bonds. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  school  commissioner  of  Fulton  county, 
and  the  trustees  of  school  district  No.  16,  in  said  county, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  sub- 
mit to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  "said  school 
district  No.  1(1."  the  question  whether  or  not  they  are  in 
favor  oi  a  district  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in 
said  district ;  not,  however,  to  exceed,  in  any,  one  year, 
twenty  cenfs  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  until  a  suffi- 
cient amount  is  raised  to  buy  a  bouse  and  lot,  or  buy 
a  piece  of  ground,  and  erect  thereon  a  suitable  house 
for  a  common  school. 

§  2.  That  the  vote  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  and 
at  the  tune  prescribed  in  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  al- 
lowing common  school  districts  to  levy  a  district  school 
tax,"  approved  March  2d,  1805;  and  any  election  here* 
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1871.       under  shall   be   held  and  decided,  and  the  tax  collected 
(if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  the  same), 
and  accounted   for  in   the  manner  provided   by  the   act 
aforesaid. 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  reduce  into  one  tbe  acts  concerning  the  Town  of  Barbourville, 
fixing  tbe  boundary  of  said  Town,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  Barbourville,  of  Knox  county.  Kentucky,  be, 
Boundary.         and   the  same  is    hereby,  incorporated,  the  boundary   of 

which  shall  be  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  the  forks  of  the 
road  leading  from  the  State  road,  near  the  present  limits 
of  said  town,  to  Goose  Creek  Salt  Works;  thence  a  straight 
line,  at  right  angles  with  Main  street  of  said  town,  to  Rich- 
land creek;  thence  with  said  creek  to  its  mouth;  thence  up 
the  Cumberland  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Tan-yard  branch; 
thence  a  straight  line  parallel  with  Main  street  to  the 
Goose  creek  road;  thence  with  said  road  to  the  beginning; 
Board  of  trns-  that  the  present  trustees,  to- wit :  A.  V.  Culton,  W.  F.  Cor- 
tillon,  Jesse  Wilson,  William  McDaniel,  and  John  Dish- 
man,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  Jan- 
uary, 1872,  and  until  their  successors  are  duty  elected  and 
qualified;  said  trustees  and  their  successors,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
Oath  of  tins-  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  take  an  oath  before

tees of  the  town  of  Barbourville,"  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  implead- 
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ed.  answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  and  1871. 
places,  and  in  all  matters  and  things  whatsoever;  and  to 
do  all  acts,  matters  and  things,  which  a  body- politic  or 
corporate,  having  perpetual  succession,  can  lawfully  and 
rightfully  do;  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and 
change,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure.

cation,  shall   elect  one. of  their  number  chairman,   who  ewand  duties. 
shall   preside  over  the  deliberations  of  said  board  when 
convened,  and   have  power  to  convene  same,  when,   in 
his  opinion,  the  interest  of  the  town  demands  it.     It  shall 
be  his  duty  to  see  that  all  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of 
said  town   are  duly,  executed.     They  shall  elect  one  of        oierk— hte 
their  number  clerk,  who  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  dqtl6"- 
the  proceedings  of  the  board,  which  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection    of  any    person    desirous   of  seeing  the  same, 
and  perform  such  other  services  that  the  board  may  re- 
quire.

The  reg-    Regular  meet- 
ular  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  on  the  first  Satur-  b2£!rd.of  tb# 
day  in  each  month,  when  a  majority  of  the  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.

CHAPTER  1205. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Winchester 
and  Red  River  Iron  Works  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  February 
23d,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Winchester  and  Red  River  Iron  Works  Turnpike  Road 
Company,9'  approved  February  23d,  1856,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  counties  of 
Clark  and  Powell  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  any  sum  within  the  discretion  of  the  county 
courts  severally  of  said  counties ;  said  subscription  shall 
be  made  by  either  county  court  only  upon  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  justices  of  said  county  court  in  favor 
of  said  subscription. 

§  2.  The  tax  to  pay  said  subscriptions  shall  be  levied, 
and  the  collecting  officers  thereof  appointed,  paid,  and  be 
liable  to  the  penalties  provided  in  section  six  of  said  act. 
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1871.  §  3'  When  said  company  shall  have  completed  a  bridge 

across  Lulbegrud  creek,  it  shall  have  power  to  charge  the 
same  toll  at  the  gate  nearest  said  bridge  as  is  charged  at 
each  of  the  other  gates  on  said  road. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER   1206. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Ashland  and  Catlettsbnrg   Turn- 
pike Company. 

Whereas,  The  Ashland  and  Catlettsburg  Turnpike  Com- 
pany contracted  a  debt  in  the  construction  of  its  road, 
and  needed  money  to  complete  the  road  ;  and  whereas, 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  by  resolution,  au- 
thorized the  issual  of  bonds  of  the  company,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  the  making  of  a 
deed  of  trust  to  secure  the  same  ;  and  whereas,  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  on  the  9th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1871,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  the  action 
of  the  board  of  directors  was  approved  and  ratified,  and 
the  president  of  the  company  authorized  to  issue  and  nego- 
tiate the  bonds  of  the  company  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing ten  thousand ;  and  to  secure  the  same,  to  make  a  deed 
of  trust,  conveying  to  Hugh  Means,  Esq.,  and  bis  success- 
or, in  trust,  the  turnpike  road  constructed  by  the  company, 
with  right  of  way,  and  all  rights,  privileges,  easements, 
appurtenances,  and  franchises  connected  with  the  said  road, 
or  appertaining  thereto,  and  also  the  toll-gate  house,  &c, 
&c.  And  as  there  may  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  power  to 
make  such  conveyance,  and  negotiate  the  bonds  of  the  com- 
pany under  its  present  charter,  and  the  stockholders'  meet- 
ing having  petitioned  for  an  amendment  of  the  act  of 
incorporation  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Ashland  and  Catlettsburg  Turnpike  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds,  bearing  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
may  negotiate  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  to  secure  the  payment 
thereof,  may  convey  its  road,  right  of  way,  with  ail  rights, 
privileges,  easements,  appurtenances,  and  franchises  con- 
nected with  said  road,  or  appertaining  thereto,  or  that  be- 
long to  said  company,  and  also  toll-gate  houses,  leases, 
&c,  in  trust. 

§  2.  That  the  action  of  the  board  of  directors  and  stock- 
holders, in  authorizing  the  issual  of  bonds,  and  the  making 
of  a  deed  of  trust  to  secure  the  same,  is  hereby  ratified ; 
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crad  any  conveyance  made  and  bonds  that  may  have  been      1871. 
issued,  are  hereby  made  legal  and  binding,  and  such  bonda 
and  any  such  conveyance  hereby  ratified  and  made  bind- 
ing, as  fully  in  all  respects  as  though  done  after  the  passage 
of  this  act. 

§  3.  That  should  it  become  necessary  to  purchase  such 
deed  of  trust,  the  Boyd  circuit  court  is  hereby  given  juris- 
diction to  order  a  sale  of  the  entire  road,  road-bed,  right  of 
way,  with  all  the  property,  estate,  franchises,  privileges  and 
appurtenances,  embraced  by  the  deed  ;  and  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  at  such  sale,  when  the  same  shall  have  been 
ratified  by  the  court,  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  prop- 
erty, estate,  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of  the  ori- 
ginal stockholders,  and  shall  succeed  to  all  the  corporate 
rights  granted  by  the  original  charter  and  this  amend* 
ment,  and  m*y  organize  as  a  corporation,  under  the  same 
name  and  style,  viz :  Ashland  and  Catlettsburg  Turnpike 
Company,  and  may  elect  officers,  and  do  all  things  au- 
thorized by  the  act  incorporating  said  company. 

§  4.  Should  any  sale  be  made  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  the  amount  realized  from  such  sale  shall  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  the  judgment,  including  the  cost,  the 
excess  shall  be  paid  over,  under  order  of  the  court,  to  the 
stockholders,  pro  rata,  on  the  paid  up  stock. 

§  5.  The  subscription  made  by  the  Boyd  county  court  to 
the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  and  the  bonds  issued  in 
payment  thereof,  are  hereby  legalized  ;  and  the  county 
court  of  Boyd  county  may  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the 
property  within  the  county,  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
revenue,  sufficient  to  pay  the  bonds  and  interest,  and  may 
make  the  bonds  equal  to  a  cash  subscription. 

$  G.  That  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all 
stockholders'  meetings,  and  upon  questions  submitted  to 
the  stockholders,  as  follows,  viz  :  The  holder  and  owner 
of  stock  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  up  to  fifty 
shares  ;  for  the  shares  between  fifty  and  one  hundred,  one 
vote  for  every  five  shares;  and  for  all  over  one  hundred, 
one  vote  for  every  ten  shares. 
$  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

PHAPTER  1207. 

AN  AOT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Hopkins 
Coal  Company,"  approved  February  18th,  1667. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Hopkins  Coal  Company  is  hereby  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession. 
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1871.  $  2-  That  the  second  section  of  said  act  is  hereby  so 

amended  as    to  authorize  the    election  of  five  directors; 
and  the  board  of  directors  shall  elect  a  president  of  the 
company. 

§  3.  The  additional  increase  of  stock  authorized  by  said 
act  may  be  made  a  preferred  stock,  upon  which  dividends 
may  be  guaranteed  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  borrow  money,  but  not  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  secure 
the  same  by  mortgage  on  its  real  or  personal  property,  or 
pledge  of  stocks  or  bonds,  and  on  such  time  and  rate  of  in- 
terest, not  in  excess  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  the 
president  and  board  of  directors,  or  a  quorum  thereof,  may 
deem  expedient. 

§  5.  They  may  build  branch  railroads  to  connect  any  of 
their  property  with  any  railroads  now  chartered,  or  which 
may  be  chartered,  on  the  condition  of  their  obtaining  the 
right  of  way  by  contract ;  and  if  such  right  of  way  can- 
not be  so  secured,  said  company  may  have  the  same  con- 
demned, as  required  by  law  in  the  condemnation  of  lands 
required  for  turnpike  roads. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  W.  Nickell,  late  Sheriff  of  Johnson  County, 

and  his  Securities. 

Whereas,  By  virtue  of  a  venditioni  exponas  (No.  500), 
issued  from  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Franklin  circuit 
court,  on  the  10th  day  of  July,  1868,  in  favor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth against  A.  W.  Nickell,  late  sheriff  of  Johnson 
county,  and  his  securities,  and  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
Floyd  county,  said  sheriff  proceeded  to  sell,. and  did  sell, 
lands  described  in  his  return  therein  as  the  property  of 
Thomas  Hamilton,  Oliver  McKenzie,  and  Joseph  Salyer, 
jr.,  respectively,  three  of  the  securities  of  said  Nickell, 
when  the  Commonwealth,  by  her  agent  and  attorney,  John 
Harkine,  became  the  purchaser  thereof,  at  sums  sufficient 
to  pay  in  full  the  amount  of  said  venditioni  exponas,  where- 
by said  venditioni  exponas,  and  the  judgment  on  which  it 
was  issued,  was  fully  satisfied;  and  whereas,  the  said 
claim  being  thus  fully  satisfied,  the  said  securities  desire, 
separately,  to  obtain,  on  equitable  terms,  a  release  of  the 
claim  and  title  of  the  Commonwealth  to  their  lands  re- 
spectively under  the  purchase  aforesaid  ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth       1 871. 
o/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  when  said  Thomas  Hamilton  shall  pay  into 
the   Treasury   of    the   Commonwealth  one   third    of    the 
amount  of  said  venditioni  exponas,  including  costs  and  at* 
torney's  fees  and  commissions,  exclusive  of  damages,  with 
interest  from  the  day  of  the  said  sale  of  his  land,  then  the 
claim  and  title  of  the  Commonwealth  under  said  purchase 
shall  be  thereby  released  to  his  said  land,  and  he  shall  be 
remitted  to  the  ownership  of  said  land  as  fully  as  before 
the  judgment  against  said  sheriff  and  his  securities :  Pro- 
vided, He  shall  pay  said   money  into  the  Treasury  on  or 
before  the  31st  day  of  July,  1871.

sheriff  and   his  securities:    Provided,  He  shall   pay  said 
money  into  the    Treasury  on   or  before   the  31st  day  of 
July,  1871.     And  when  said  Joseph  Salyer,  jr.,  shall  pay 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  one  third  of  the 
amount  of  said  venditioni  exponas,  including  costs  and  at- 
torney's fees  and  commissions,  exclusive  of  damages,  with 
interest  from  the  day  of   said  sale  of  his  land,  then  the 
claim  and  title  of  the  Commonwealth  to  his  said  land 
under  said   purchase  shall   be  thereby   released,   and    he 
shall  be  remitted  to  the  ownership  of  said  land  as  fully 
as  before  the  judgment  against  said  sheriff  and  his  secu- 
rities: Provided,  He  shall  pay  said  money  into  the  Treas- 
ury on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  July,  1871.

AN   ACT  for   the  benefit  of  Olivia  Stewart  and  her  husband,  William 

Stewart. 

Whereas,  Olivia  Stewart,  wife  of  William  Stewart,  of 
Nicholas  county,  Kentucky,  has  been  a  confirmed  and 
hopeless  lunatic  for  over  thirty-five  years,  and  has  been 
an  inmate  of  the  Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum,  of  Kentucky, 
for  over  thirty  years,  at  the  sole  charge  of  her  said  hus- 
band, who  has  paid  said  Institution,  for  her  board  alone, 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
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1871.  dollars  and  forty  cents,  a  sum,  the  interest  on  which 
would  more  than  support  her  therein,  which  circumstance 
alone  should,  in  justice  to  him,  relieve  him  from  any 
further  charge  for  her  remaining  therein;  and  whereas, 
said  William  Stewart  is  now  over  seventy  years  of  age, 
incapable  of  much  tabor,  and  so  reduced  in  his  circum- 
stances as  to  be  no  more  than  able  to  support  himself,, 
and  his  said  wife  has  no  estate;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
*f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  William  Stewart  shall,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life,  be  relieved  from  any  charge  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  said  Olivia  Stewart  in  said 
Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  she  shall  remain  and  be 
supported  therein  free  of  charge  to  the  Baid  William* 
Stewart ;  and  shall  be  treated  in  all  other  respects  a* 
heretofore  in  said  Institution. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  ite 
passage.

CHAPTER  1311. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  tbe  Judge  of  the  City  Court  of  LooitviUfr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tl*e  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  city  court  of  Louisville  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  tbe  same  fees  for  holding  examining 
courts,  in  cases  of  felony,  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to  a 
justice  of  the  peace  when  associated  with  another  justice 
as  an  examining  court,  and  to  be  paid  in  tbe  same  man- 
ner. 

§  2.  That  a)l  laws  now  in  force  in  conflict  with  this  act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  tbe  granting  of  license  for  tbe  sale  of  Spiritoona 
or  Vinous  Liqoors  In  tbe  Town  of  Harrodsbnrg,  or  within  two  miles 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  ] .  That  hereafter  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  Mercer 
county  court,  or  tbe  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Har- 
rodsburg,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  tavern,  saloon,,  or  cof- 
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fee-house  keeper,  or  licensed   merchant,  for   the  sale  of      1871. 
epirifuous  or  vinous  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either,  within 
the  Jimitp  of  paid  town,  or  within  two  miles  thereof. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relating  to  the  Mercer 
county  court,  or  to  the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1213. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  River  Road  Company  of  Jefferson 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  River  Road 
Company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell 
and  convey  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  order  that  the 
same  may  be  impioved  as  public  streets,  so  much  of  its 
road-bed,  and  coiporate  rights  therein,  as  now  lies  within 
the  city  of  Loui>ville,  Kentucky,  or  may  hereafter  be 
brought  within  the  limits  of  said  city  by  reason  of  an 
extension  of  the  city  boundaries.

CHAPTER  1214. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  St.  Panl's 
Protestant  Episcopal  C j arch,  ia  Newport,  Kentucky,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1845. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Ktntucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  Saint 
Paul's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  Newport  Ken- 
tacky,"  approved  February  10,  1845,  is  hereby  amended 
as  follows:  The  name  and  style  of  said  corporation  shall 
hereafter  be  Saint  Paul's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
Newport,  Kentucky.  The  wardens  and  vestry  of  said 
church,  selected  and  chosen  according  to  the  canons  and 
usages  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  diocese 
to  which  the  same  is  or  may  be  hereafter  attached.,  shall, 
i'rora  time  to  time,  be  the  managers  of  the  secular  and 
financial  aft»irs  of  the  said  corporation;  and,  so  far  as  the 
said  corporation  is  concerned,  shall  exercise  all  the  rights 
and  privileges,  and  perform  all  the  duties,  and  be  invested 
with  all  the  titles  to  church  property  by  the  laws  of  this 
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1871.  Commonwealth  conferred  on  truBtees  of  religious  soci- 
eties. The  said  wardens  and  vestry,  in  the  name  of  the 
said  corporation,  shall  have  power  to  do  and  perform  all 
such  acts  and  things  as  are  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the 
land  to  other  corporations  of  a  like  character;  and  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  aud  may 
use  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  corporation  to  raise 
money  to  aid  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a  church 
edifice  for  divine  worship,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  wardens  and  vestry  to  issue  and  sell 
the  bonds  of  said  corporation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding, 
in  the  aggregate,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  of  such 
denominations  as  they  may  see  proper,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  for 
which  coupons,  payable  either  annually  or  semi-annually, 
may  be  attached,  the  principal  of  said  bonds  to  be  pay- 
able at  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty  years  after  the 
date  thereof. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  le^s  than  ninety 
per  centum  on  the  face  thereof,  and  the  same,  when 
issued  and  sold  and  delivered,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all 
the  property,  real  and  personal,  of,  or  belonging  to,  or 
which  may  be  acquired  before  the  maturity  thereof  by, 
the  said  corporation,  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  of 
Saint  Paul's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church;  and  upon  all 
collections,  gifts,  devises,  and  subscriptions  for  building 
purposes,  which  the  said  corporation  has,  or  may  here- 
after receive,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  by  the  said 
wardens  and  vestrv  in  trust  to  meet  said  liens,  or  to  be 
faithfully  applied  to  the  building  and  furnishing  of  such, 
church  edifice. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  wardens  and  vestry  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  and 
may  establish  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  from  time  to  time,  and  the  principal  thereof  at  or 
before  maturity;  and  the  said  bonds  shall,  on  their  face, 
recite  the  liens  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  no  further 
notice  of  such  liens  shall  be  necessary. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1215. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  County  Court  Clerk  to  furnish  Cross-indexes  for 

certain  Record  Books  in  Cumberland  County. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  indexes  of  a  number  of 
deed-books  and  will-books  belonging  to  the  county  court 
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of  Cumberland   county  have  become  so   mutilated  from       1871. 
much  use  that  they  are  now  worthless;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Cumberland 
county  shall  make  full  and  complete  indexes  to  all  deed- 
books  and  will-boks  in  the  office  of  said  court  whose  in- 
dexes are  so  materially  mutilated  as  to  need  repair. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cumberland  county  court, 
at  its  next  court  of  claims,  to  examine  the  work  of  making 
up  the  necessary  indexes,  as  set  forth  in  the  first  section 
hereof,  and  assess  the  value  of  the  same,  and  make  to  the 
said  clerk  an  allowance  to  the  amount  thereof,  to  be  paid 
him  out  of  the  county  levy,  for  his  services. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1218. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Elizabeth- 
town,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,"  approved  January 
29th,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  merger  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  Western  Division,  into  the  Elizabeth- 
town,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  transfer  of  the  rights,  property,  and  franchises  of  said 
Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  Western 
Division,  to  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  as  made  and  evidenced  by  the  action 
of  the  boards  of  directors  of  said  companies,  and  ratified 
by  the  stockholders  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Rail- 
road Company,  Western  Division,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  approved  and  legalized,  and  said  two  railroad 
companies  are  declared  merged  into  one  corporation,  to 
be  known  as  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company;  which  said  company  is  declared  enti- 
tled to  and  possessed  of  all  the  rights  and  franchises  here- 
tofore belonging  to  either  or  both  of  said  companies. 

§  2.  That  the  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big 
Sandy  Railroad  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  divided  into 
two  divisions,  as  follows,  to-wit :  That  part  of  the  road 
lying  east  of  Lexington  to  constitute  and  be  known  as  the 
Eastern  Division,  and  that  part  of  the  road  lying  west  of 
the  city  of  Lexington  to  constitute  and  be  known  as  the 
Western  Division. 

§3.  That  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  through  its  president  and   board  of 
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1871.  directors,  may  issue  mortgage  bonds,  not  exceeding  in 
amount  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  now  authorized  by 
law  to  be  issued  on  either  or  both  of  said  divisions,  and 
such  mortgage  bonds  shall  specify  the  division,  whether 
Eastern  or  Western,  upon  which  they  are  a  lien,  and 
shall  not  be  a  lien  upon,  nor  in  anywise  bind,  any  prop- 
erty except  that  described  in  said  bonds  and  the  mortgage 
or  mortgages  upon  which  they  may  be  issued;  nor  shaJl 
one  of  said  divisions  at  any  time  be  or  become  liable  for 
any  mortgage,  debt,  or  obligation  that  may  be  incurred  in 
the  construction  or  equipping  the  said  road  in  the  other 
division. 

$  4.  The  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company  may,  by  branches  or  otherwise,  fix  a 
western  terminus  of  their  road  at  Louisville. 

§  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act,  or  any  previous  act,  shall 
interfere  with  or  take  from  the  rights  and  franchises  of 
the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  or  of  the 
Licking  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  or  prevent  or 
interfere  with  the  right  to  construct  and  maintain  a  rail- 
road, or  branch  railroad,  from  the  Louisville  and  Lexington 
Railroad  through  Scott  county,  to  connect  with  the  Ken- 
tucky Central  Railroad,  or  the  Maysville  and  Lexington 
Railroad,  Northern  Division. 

§  G.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  ita 
passage.

CHAPTER  1220. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Rnfus  G.   Salver,  late  Deputy  Sheriff  of   Ma- 
goffin County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth  in  favor  of  Rufus  G.  Salyer,  late  dep- 
uty sheriff  of  Magoffin  county,  for  the  sum  of  thirty  dol- 
lars, as  compensation  to  bim  for  conveying  Evaline  Patrick , 
a  lunatic,  to  the  Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum,  at  Lexington, 
and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same  out  of  any 
money  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1221.  1871. 

AN    ACT  permitting  the  Citizens  of  Louisa  to  vote  whether  or  not  Liquors 

shall  be  sold  in  said  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  question  of  granting  license  to  sell  spirit- 
uous, malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  or  the  mixture  thereof,  in 
the  town  of  Louisa,  Lawrence  county,  Kentucky,  shall 
be   submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  in  the 
following   manner:  That  the  board   of  trustees  for  said 
town   shall,   by  order   of  their  board,  fix  the   day   upon 
which  said   election  shall  be  held,  and  shall   post  written 
notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in   Louisa,  at  least 
ten  day*  before  said  election. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  said  election  said 
trustees  shall  appoint  two  persons,  citizens  of  said  town, 
to  act  as  judges,  and  one  person  to  act  as  clerk  at  said 
election.  The  election  shall  be  held  within  the  hours 
prescribed  by  law  for  elections  in  said  town,  and  to 
be  held  at  the  court-house  in  said  town.  A  poll-book 
shall  be  prepared,  with  one  column  headed  "  License," 
and  another  "No  license."  The  question  shall  be  pro- 
pounded to  each  voter  "  For  license  or  against  license?" 
and  the  votes  shall  be  recorded  as  directed  by  the  voter. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  and  judges  of  said  elec- 
tion to  certily  the  result  of  said  election,  and  deliver  the 
poll-books  to  the  judge  of  the  Lawrence  county  court, 
within  two  days  after  said  election.  The  county  judge 
and  county  court  clerk  for  said  county  shall  examine  said 
poll-book,  and  then  file  the  same  in  the  county  court 
clerk's  office  in  said  county. 

$  3.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  be 
against  granting  license,  the  county  court  of  Lawrence 
county  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  and  the  said  trustees 
of  said  town  shall  have  no  right  to  grant  any  license 
to  sell  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  in  the  said  town 
of  Louisa,  or  within  one  mile  from  the  corporate  limits 
thereof. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  7,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1222. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Rich  Pond,  in  Warren  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Rich  Pond,  in  the  county  of 
Warren,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with 
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1871.  the  lots,  streets,  alleys,  and  land  in  the  following  bound- 
ary, to- wit :  Three  quarters  of  a  mile  square,  and  so  laid 
off  as  to  make  the  boundary  lines  parallel  and  at  right 
angles  with  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  so 
as  to  make  the  depot  building  at  said  town  the  centre  of 
said  boundary. 

§  2.  That  E.  M.  Haleell,  George  Mitchell,  Wm.  McD. 
Mason,  C.  A.  Skiles,  Doctor  W.  M.  Bailey,  are  hereby 
made  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  that  trustees  of  other  towns  possess 
in  this  Commonwealth  under  the  general  laws  regulating 
towns;  that  said  trustees  may  have  the  power  to  make 
by-laws,  and  to  provide  for  their  enforcement,  for  the 
regulation  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  may  remain  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified  ;  and  the  election  of  trus- 
tees for  said  town  shall  hereafter  take  place  in  said  town 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year,  and  to  hold 
their  office  for  one  year,  and  till  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  all  legally  qualified  voters  in  said  town  shall 
be  qualified  to  vote  for  trustees  thereof,  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  such  by-laws  aforesaid  as  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time:  Provided,  however.  That  the  right  to 
vote  may  be  regulated  by  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  based 
upon  property  as  well  as  personal  qualifications. 

§  5.  The  trustees  of  said  town  ahall  have  the  right  to 
levy  tax  upon  the  property  within  its  limits,  and  also  poll- 
tax  upon  the  citizens  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  said  town ; 
may  make  police  regulations  for  its  general  welfare,  with 
the  power,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  to  enforce  them,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  country ;  and  they  shall 
have  power  also  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  all  civil 
officers  to  execute  the  laws  of  said  town,  and  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  office  until  the  next  annual  election  there- 
after. 

§  6.  Said  trustees  and  all  officers  of  said  town  shall  take 
an  oath  before  some  qualified  officer  to  administer  oaths, 
to  perform  their  duties  as  such,  faithfully  and  impartially, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
age.

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CHAPTER  1223.  1871. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Geo.  W.  Stubblefield,  of  Pulton  County. 

Whereas,  It  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  General 
Assembly  that  George  W.  Stubblefield,  then  jailer  of  Ful- 
ton county,  was,  on  the  18th  day  of  December,  1869,  ap- 
pointed and  directed,  by  J.  H.  Davis,  city  judge  of  Hick- 
man, to  convey  one  James  Lynch,  a  duly  adjudged  lunatic, 
to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky;    and 
that,  in  compliance  with  said  order,  he  expended,  in  abso- 
lute necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  fifty-nine  dollars  and 
sixty-cents,  and  that  he  has  been  paid  therefor  only  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  dollars  and  twenty  cents ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  George  W.  Stubblefield  for  the  sum  of  twenty- 
eight  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  7,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1224. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of 

Leitchfield." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act  approved  February  18th,  1870,  author- 
izing special  elections  for  police  judge  in  the  town  of 
Leitchfield,  and  an  act  empowering  the  police  judge  of 
said  town  to  appoint  a  town  marshal,  approved  January 
24th,  1867,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  repealed;  and  in  lieu 
of  said  acts,  be  it  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  of  said  town  to  cause  special  elections  to  be  held 
to  fill  vacancies  that  may  at  any  time  exist  in  the  office  of 
police  judge  and  town  marshal,  or  either  of  them,  in  said 
town;  said  elections,  except  as  to  the  time  of  holding 
them,  to  be  governed  by  the  second  section  of  the  act  in- 
corporating said  town,  approved  February  5th,  1866. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  elected  as 
herein  provided  for,  may  hold  their  offices  until  the  next 
regular  election  provided  for  by  the  third  section  of  said 
act,  and  until  their  successors  qualify. 

§3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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1871.  CHAPTER  1225. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Town  of  Adairville,  in  Logan  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Adairville,  in  Logan  county,  as 
the  same  is  now  laid  oat,  to  the  extent  of  one  half  mile 
square,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  the 
several  streets  and  alleys,  and  the  lots  as  respectively  laid 
out  and  numbered,  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out,  upon  the 
plat  of  paid  town. 

§  2.  That  A.  M.  D.  Henrickson,  S.  C.  Gooch,  W.  W. 
Dorr,  D.  B.  Estes,  and  W.  K.  Rayburn,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  first  Saturdny  in  March,  I&71,  and  until 
their  successors  in  office  are  qualified ;  said  trustees  and 
their  successors  are  hereby  created  a  body- politic  and  cor- 
porate, and,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Adairville,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  in  each  year, 
there  shall  be  held,  by  officers  appointei  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  an  election  tor  five  trustees  tor  said  town,  all  male 
citizens  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  shall  have 
bona  fide  resided  in  said  town  six  months  next  preceding 
the  time  of  election,  and  non-residents,  who  shall  at  that 
time  be  owners  of  real  estate  in  said  town,  and  who  shall 
have  paid  their  taxes  for  the  current  year  next  preceding 
the  election,  and  all  arrearages  due  for  taxes,  fines,  forfeit- 
ures, or  otherwise,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

§  4.  That  at  the  same  time  and  place  there  shall  be  a 
police  judge  and  town  marshal  elected  for  said  town  ;  that 
all  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  said  election,  as  in 
the  election  for  trustees  of  said  town,  except  non-residents 
owning  real  estate  in  said  town  ;  and  that  said  police  judge 
and  town  marshal  shall  hold  their  office  for  a  term  o\  two 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified  ;  in  case 
of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  offices  of  police  judge  or  town 
marshal,  either  by  death,  removal,  resignation,  or  any  other 
cause,  the  chairman,  by  order  of  the  trustees  of  said  to  An, 
shall  cause  an  election  to  be  held  to  fill  such  vacancy,  ten 
days'  notice  to  be  given  of  all  elections  held  under  this  act, 
in  writing,  to  be  posted  up  in  two  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town. 

§  5.  That  before  the  police  judge  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  receive  a  com- 
mission from  the  Governor  of  Kentucky,  which  ah  fill  be 
given  upon  the  trustees  certifying  to  the  Governor  that  he 
has  been  legally  elected  to  fill  said  office.     Said  police

judge  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,      1871. 
take  such  oath  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  of  county  judges.     The  said  police  judge 
eh  alt  have  jurisdiction  of  cases,  criminal  as  well  as  civil 
and  penal,  which  may  occur  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
as  justices  of  the  peaee  have.     He  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  arising  under  the  by-laws  of 
said  town ;  may  issue  warrants,  enter  up  judgments,  and 
issue  executions  accordingly.     The  cases  arising  under  the 
violations  of  any  of  the  by-laws  shall  be  tried  as  soon  as 
practicable.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  police  judge  to 
keep  a  fair  and  just  record  of  his  proceedings,  certified 
copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  other  courts,  and  have 
the  same  weight  and  effect  as  certified  copies  of  the  re- 
cords of  justices  of  the  peace  may  have.     He  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  summonses  for  witnesses,  and  process 
to  compel  their  attendance,  and  fine  persons  for  contempt, 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars.     He  shall  have  power 
to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned,  in  like  cases  with  jus- 
tices of  the  peace.     He  shall  receive  for  his  services  the 
same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  may  be  allowed,  and 
shall,  in  the  same  manner,  be  responsible  for  illegal  fee 
bills  made  out  and  collected. 

§  6.  The  marshal  [shall]  be  qualified  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  constables  of  Logan  county  are ;  and  shall  execute 
bond,  with  security,  and   made  payable  to  the  chairman 
and  board  of  trustees,  in   any  adequate  penalty,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.     He  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority,  within   the  town  of  Adairville,  to 
collect  the  town  tax,  as  sheriffs  have  in   collecting  the 
county   levy  and  State  revenue,  and  in  serving  notices, 
warrants,  executions,  and  selling  property  under  the  judg- 
ments rendered  for  the  violation  of  the  town   laws  and 
ordinances  and  orders  of  said  town.     He  and  his  securi- 
ties shall  be  liable  to  the  judgment  of  the  Logan  circuit 
court,  for  failing  to  collect  or  to  pay  over  any  sums  of 
money  put  into  his  hands  for  collection.     He  shall  serve 
all  kinds  of  process  and  notices  issuing  from  the  proper 
authorities  for  violations  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town.     He  shall  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  all 
nuisances  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  at  the  expense  of 
those  who  shall  have  said  nuisances  in  said  town,  accord- 
ing to  the  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  board 
of  trustees.     He  may  have  a  deputy  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  chairman  and  board;  he  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  trustees  for  all  acts  of  said  deputy.     He  shall,  by 
himself  or  deputy,  execute  all  the  process  issued  by^the^ 
proper  authorities  of  the  town,  and   make  due    return 
thereof.    He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  per 
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1871.  cent,  for  collecting  the  town  tax,  penalties,  and  forfeit- 
urea,  as  the  sheriffs  and  constables  have  in  like  cases, 
where  it  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act.  or  by 
the  order  of  the  board.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  serving  a  peace  warrant ;  for  serving  a  war- 
rant for  a  riot,  rout,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  one  dollar  ;  for 
all  warrants  where  fines  are  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury,  one 
dollar;  for  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  and  debts,  to  be 
tried  by  the  town  authorities,  twenty-five  cents;  summon- 
ing a  witness, .     He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 

fees  from  the  State,  to  be  paid  put  of  the  Treasury  and 
county  levy,  for  serving  warrants  for  the  commission  of 
a  felony,  as  constables  are  for  like  services.  The  marshal 
shall  be  authorized  to  take  replevin  bonds,  with  security, 
payable  to  the  board  of  trustees,  for  all  penalties  placed 
in  his  hands  for  collection.  Such  bonds  shall  run  for 
three  months,  as  in  case  of  debts,  returnable  to  the  office 
from  which  execution  issued.  When  due,  the  police  judj?e 
shall  issue  execution,  with  indorsement  thereon  of  "  No 
security  to  be  taken."  He  shall  perform  all  other  duties 
imposed  on  him  by  ordinances  of  the  board. 

§  7.  The  chairman,  trustees,  and  all  officers  appointed 
by  the  board,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  shall  take  an  oath  to  discharge  their 
respective  duties.  The  chairman  shall  be  sworn  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace,  and  may  then  administer  the 
oath  to  the  trustees,  and  to  all  officers  appointed. 

$  8.  The  chairman,  trustees,  and  all  officers  of  the 
town,  shall  reside  and  keep  their  offices  within  the  limits 
of  said  town.  Three  months'  absence  of  the  chairman  or 
trustees,  or  any  officer  of  said  town  from  it,  shall  vacate 
their  offices,  if  so  declared  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  trus- 
tees; said  board  shall  fill  all  vacancies  caused  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  in  the  offices  of  said  town,  not 
otherwise  provided  for. 

§  0.  The  judges  and  clerk  of  said  town  shall,  on  the 
Monday  following  the  election,  meet  and  deposit  the  poll- 
book  with  the  board  of  trustees;  and  the  clerk  shall,  in 
their  presence,  add  up  the  polls,  and  give  to  the  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  chairman  and 
trustees  a  certificate  of  their  election. 

$  10.  The  chairman  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  and  give  the  casting  vote  when  there  is  a  tie.  He 
may  convene  the  board  at  any  time  he  may  think  proper. 
He  shall  countersign  all  orders  of  the  board  signed  by  the 
clerk.  He  shall  report  all  improper  conduct  of  the  officers 
appointed  by  the  board  to  the  board  in  session,  who  shall 
have  power  to  remove  them  by  a  resolution  entered  upon 
the  journal,  two  thirds  of  the  board  concurring  therein. 
He  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the  public 
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property  of  said  town,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  1871. 
as  the  board  may  think  proper  to  impose  on  him  as  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  said  town.  He  may,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  trustees,  remit 
any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  incurred  or  imposed  by  any 
law  or  ordinance  of  the  town,  and  discharge  from  jail  any 
person  imprisoned  for  a  violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance 
of  said  town ;  but  such  remission  of  fine,  or  discharge 
from  imprisonment,  shall  be  on  condition  of  payment  of 
costs. 

§  11.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  until  altered  or  changed 
by  ordinance.  A  majority  of  trustees  shall  be  capable 
of  doing  business  in  session.  The  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  the  by-laws,  and  inflict  such  pen  allies  as 
they  may  deem  proper  for  non-attendance  of  the  chair- 
man, trustees,  and  other  officers  elected  or  appointed  by 
the  board. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve  the  books,  papers,  records,  and 
all  property  belonging  to  his  office,  and  shall  deliver  the 
same  to  his  successor  in  office,  on  application  being  made 
therelor.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  journal  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board,  and  a  correct  account  of  the  fiscal  con- 
concerns  thereof;  he  shall  record  all  the  acts,  ordinances, 
resolutions,  and  orders  of  the  Board;  he  shall  take  and 
attest  all  bonds  and  agreements  between  the  board  and 
all  persons;  he  shall  furnish  attested  copies  of  all  nets, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  and  orders  passed  by  the  board, 
when  required  to  do  so  by  persons  entitled  to  demand  the 
same;  he  shall  draw  his  order  for  all  sums  of  money  due 
to  persons  on  claims  allowed  by  the  board;  and  ou  the 
return  of  the  assessor's  list  to  the  board,  he  shall  hand 
over  one  of  the  said  lists,  together  with  the  order  fixing 
the  rate  of  assessment,  to  the  collector  of  tax,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor;  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  in  an 
adequate  penalty  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  13.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  to 
whom  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  town  shall  be  paid. 
No  claims  against  the  town  shall  be  paid  until  the  same 
are  audited  and  allowed  by  the  board.  In  all  cases  of 
the  payment  of  money  by  the  treasurer,  in  satisfaction 
of  claims  on  the  treasury,  it  shall  be  upon  an  order 
drawn  by  the  clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  chairman, 
for  the  amount  appearing  to  be  due  to  the  claimant;  such 
order,  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  receipted,  shall  be 
evidence  of  its  payment ;  like  bond  shall  be  required  of 
the  treasurer,  and  like  remedies  are  hereby  given,  as  in 
the  case  of  collection  of  taxes. 
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1871.  i  14.  The  board  shall  annually  appoint  one  town  assess- 

or and  one  assistant,  if  necessary,  who  shall  take  in  a  list 
of  all  inhabitants  and  owners  of  property  in  said  town 
separately,  and  to  fix  against  each  the  real  estate  in  said 
town  owned  by  him,  her,  or  tbem,  with  the  value  thereof, 
on  the  10th  day  of  May  in  that  year  in  which  the  list  is 
taken,  and  also  the  true  and  just  value  of  such  other 
estate  of  each  of  said  inhabitants  or  owners,  whether  in 
goods,  stocks,  or  other  property  owned,  held,  possessed, 
used,  or  employed  by  him,  her,  or  them,  in  said  town,  on 
said  10th  day  of  May,  as  may  be  designated  for  taxation 
by  said  board,  which  list  shall  be  made  on  oath  of  the 
party,  or  if  the  party  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  and  swear  to 
the  same,  the  list  shall  be  made  from  the  best  informa- 
tion the  assessor  possesses;  and  (said)  list  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  include  all  free  males  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  all  taverns,  grocers,  victualers,  confectioners,  and 
houses  of  public  resort,  hacks  and  drays,  carts,  wagons, 
and  porters  plying  in  said  town  for  hire,  if  required   by 
the   board,   of   which   list   two   fair  copies,  arranged   in 
alphabetical  order,  shall  be  completed  and  returned  to 
said  board  in  the  meeting  in  July,  whereof  notice  shall 
be  given,  that  any  of  said    inhabitants   or  owners  may 
examine  the  same;  and  if  any  one  shall  feel  aggrieved 
thereby,  in  excessive  valuation  or  otherwise,  application 
may  be  made  to  the  board,  and  on  proof  being  made  to 
their  satisfaction,  the  list   may  be   corrected  :    Provided^ 
The   application   is   made  within    the  time  that  may  be 
prescribed  by  them,  after  which  no  abatement  or  change 
shall  be  made.     The  board  shall  proceed  to  lay  and  levy 
the  taxes  for  the  current  year,  from  estimates  previously 
submitted  to  them  by  the  chairman. 

§  15.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  health 
officer,  and  establish  regulations  which  may  be  necessary 
to  prevent  the  introduction  of  small-pox  and  other  con- 
tagious diseases  into  said  town,  and  remove  all  patients 
without  the  limits  of  said  town  with  such  disease,  when 
thought  by  said  board  to  be  necessary. 

§  16.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  organize  a  fire 
department  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  that  may 
happen  within  said  town;  to  provide  engines  and  other 
apparatus  for  that  purpose ;  and  pass  such  ordinances 
as  may  be  necessary  to  make  effective  such  department. 

§  17.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  pass  ordinances 
regulating  the  introduction  of  gunpowder  for  sale  into 
said  town,  and  of  storing  the  same  therein;  and  they 
may  enforce  compliance  with  such  ordinances  by  suit- 
able penalties;  and  also  may  cause  a  magazine  to  be 
erected,  without  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  board,  who  shall  by  ordinance  regu- 
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late  the  fees  and  charges  for  keeping  of  powder,  and      1871. 
other  combustibles. 

§18.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  control  of  the  ceme- 
tery near  said  town,  and  are  hereby  invested  with  power 
to  add  by  purchase  to  said  ground  not  more  than  twenty 
acres,  or  to  purchase  a  new  and  more  eligible  site  of  not 
more  than  twenty  acres ;  they  may  lay  off  and  sell  burial 
lots  or  rights,  and  appropriate  the  proceeds  to  beautifying 
and  improving  the  same;  and  may,  by  their  by-laws,  im- 
pose a  fine,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  upon  any 
person  trespassing  upon  or  injuring  the  grounds  or  im- 
provements. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees  may  receive  conveyances, 
or  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  proprietors  of  lots  or  lands, 
within  the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  new  streets 
or  alleys,  or  extending  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  to  the 
limits  thereof;  and  on  receiving  the  same,  may  direct 
such  street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended ;  and  when 
they  shall  deem  it  proper  to  have  any  new  street  or 
alley  opened,  or  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  of  said 
town  extended  in  part,  or  to  the  limits  of  said  town, 
they  shall  petition  the  Logan  circuit  court  stating  the 
street  or  alley  they  wish  opened  or  extended,  and  the 
name  of  the  owners,  if  known,  of  the  lots  and  lands 
through  which  they  desire  to  have  said  street  or  alley 
opened  or  extended,  and  width  thereof;  and  thereupon 
the  court  shall  order  a  summons  for  such  owners  to  ap- 
pear on  some  convenient  day  of  that  or  some  subsequent 
term,  to  show  cause  why  such  street  or  alley  shall  not 
be  opened  or  extended,  which  summons  shall  be  exe- 
cuted on  the  owners,  if  in  the  county,  if  not,  on  their 
agents,  if  known ;  and  on  the  return  of  the  summons 
executed,  or  the  return  of  no  inhabitance  or  no  known 
agents,  or  no  one  appearing,  the  court  shall  order  the 
street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended ;  and  if  one  or 
more  persons  shall  appear,  they  shall  have  a  right  to  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  which  the  court  shall  award, 
directed  to  the  proper  officer,  to  be  executed  as  other  writs 
of  that  nature  for  opening  roads;  and  on  the  return  of  the 
writ  executed  the  court  shall  order  the  board  to  pay  the 
damages  assessed,  and  shall  order  the  street  or  alley  to 
be  opened  or  extended ;  the  board  shall  have  full  power  s 

and  authority  to  cause  all  streets  or  alleys  to  be  opened 
or  cleared  of  all  obstructions  by  the  infliction  of  suitable 
fines  and  penalties :  Provided,  however,  That  the  board 
shall  have  power,  at  any  time  before  the  final  order  or 
judgment,  to  dismiss  their  petition,  which  shall  not  pre- 
vent them  again  instituting  proceedings  for  opening  such 
street  or  alley  at  any  time  after  one  year  from  said  dis- 
missal:  And  provided  further.   That  the  party,  by  the 
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1871.       decision   of  the  circuit   judge,  shall   have   the  right    of 
appeal,  as  in  other  cases  of  similar  character. 

§  20.  The  chairman   and   board  of  trustees  shall  hare 
power  to  make  and  receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in 
relation  to  said  town.     They  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  regulation 
and  good  government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.     They 
shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect,  annually,  an  ad 
valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  eacb 
hundred  dollars  of  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  town, 
and  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
on  each  tithe;  and  upon  the  refusal  of  any  person  so  as- 
sessed to  pay  said  revenue  or  poll-tax,  or  upon  the  return 
of  the  town  marshal  or  collector,  herein  provided  for,  any 
delinquent  list,  they  may  order  a  sale  or  conveyance  of 
the  real  or  personal  estate  of  said  person  for  the  payment 
of  such  taxes,  after  an  advertisement  of  said  sale  shall  be 
made :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  [the  duty]  of  said  trus- 
tees to  cause  all  nuisances  to  be  abated  or  removed,  and 
keep  the  streets  in   good  repair  for  transportation  and 
travel;  and  for  any  failure  to  do  either,  they  shall,  upon 
indictment  or  presentment  by  the  grand  jury,  be  fined  by 
the  Logan  circuit  court  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  collected  of  them  by  the  sheriff,  and  paid  into  the 
town  treasury.     They  shall  have  power  to  declare,  by 
their  by-laws,  what  are  nuisances  within  said  town,  abate 
the   same,   and   may   impose   fines   and   penalties    upon 
whomsoever  may  cause   them.     They  shall  have  power 
to  erect  a  suitable  market-house,  and   for  that  purpose 
may  purchase  ground,  and  regulate  the  market,  and  ap- 
point a  market- master. 

§  21.  They  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing  any 
store,  grocery,  or  retail  establishment  of  any  kind  that 
may  be  commenced  or  opened  at  tiny  time  subsequent  to 
tke  day  fixed  for  the  annual  assessment.  They  shall  have 
power  to  tax  peddlers  and  auctioneers,  in  addition  to  the 
tax  now  imposed  by  law,  such  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance;  to  require  them  to  take  out  license,  under  such 
restrictions  and  penalties  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce 
such  tax,  as  well  as  the  power  to  tax  and  license  the 
agencies  of  insurance,  shows,  exhibitions,  theatrical  per- 
formances, concerts,  and  places  of  public  amusement, 
where  money  is  charged  for  admission  to  same  :  Provided, 
That  no  tax  shall  be  levied  upon  sales  of  decedents' 
estates  by  executors,  administrators,  or  curators,  or  by 
sheriffs,  constables,  marshals,  coroners,  or  any  publio 
officers,  as  such,  or  by  commissioners  appointed  or  direct- 
ed by  authority  of  any  court:  Provided  further,  That  no 
tax  shall  be  levied  on  the  public  sales  of  books. 
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§  22.  The  board  shall  have  discretionary  power  to  issue  1871. 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  and  vinous  liquors, 
and  the  right  to  tax  all  taverns,  houses  of  private  enter- 
tainment, coffee-houses,  groceries,  victualers,  confection- 
ers, drinking  saloons,  livery  stables,  and  houses  of  public 
resort  in  said  town  ;  but  tavern-keepers  and  vendors  of 
spirituous  liquors  shall  still  be  liable  to  pay  any  revenue 
tax  now  required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  to  be  paid  ;  and 
all  vendors  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  shall  be 
taxed  not  less  than  twenty  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars.  The  board  shall  have  power  and  authority,  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  concurring,  to  suspend,  either  in- 
definitely or  for  a  limited  period,  any  license  which  they 
may  granft,  or  which  may  have  been  granted  to  a  tavern- 
keeper,  or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house  or  drinking  saloon, 
whenever  they  shall  be  satisfied  by  proof  that  said  taverh- 
keeper,  or  keeper  of  a  coffee-house  or  drinking  saloon  has 
permitted  any  unlawful  gaming  in  his  house,  or  has  per- 
mitted any  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct  to  be  practiced 
or  committed,  or  has  permitted  any  person  or  persons  to 
drink  to  intoxication  therein :  Provided,  however,  That  the 
license  shall  not  be  suspended  until  said  tavern-keeper,  or 
keeper  of  a  coffee-house  or  drinking  saloon,  shall  have  at 
least  five  days'  previous  notice,  and  has  been  permitted  to 
show  cause  why  his  license  should  not  be  suspended.  If 
any  person,  whose  license  shall  have  been  thus  suspended 
by  said  board,  shall  thereafter  sell  by  retail  any  spirituous, 
malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keep- 
ing a  tippling-house,  and  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  paid  to  the  town.  The 
board  shall  have  power,  a  majority  of  the  trustees  con- 
curring, whenever  in  their  judgment  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  the  town  requires  it,  to  cause  the  doors  of  any  house 
wherein  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  are  sold,  to  be 
closed  for  a  space  of  time  not  exceeding  twenty-four 
hours;  and  upon  failure  to  do  so,  when  ordered  by  the 
board,  they  shall  forfeit  their  license.  Any  license  grant- 
ed under  this  charter  by  the  board  may  be  transferred  by 
consent  of  6aid  board,  and  not  otherwise. 

$23.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  suppress,  by  ordi- 
nance, with  suitable  penalties,  all  tippling-housee,  bawdy- 
houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame;  all  retailing  of  spirituous 
liquors  and  wines;  all  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  dis- 
orderly or  indecent  conduct,  disturbances  of  religious 
worship,  vagrancy,  and  disturbances  of  the  peace  and 
tranquility  of  the  town ;  they  shall  also  have  power, 
whenever  the  public  convenience  or  safety  shall  in  their 
opinion  require  it,  to  prohibit  hogs  and  other  animals  from 
running  at  large  in  the  streets,  alleys,  commons,  and  other 
public  places  in  said  town,  and  to  require  and  compel  the 
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1871.  abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances  within  the  limits 
of  said  town,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance. 

§  24.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  cause  all  the  streets  and  alleys, 
or  any  part  or  portion  thereof  in  said  town,  now  established 
or  hereafter  to  be  established,  to  be  graded,  paved,  turn- 
piked,  graveled,  or  otherwise  improved. 

§  25.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  (a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
the  trustees  elected  concurring)  to  cause  the  sidewalks,  or 
any  part  or  portion  of  them  in  said  town,  to  be  curbed, 
graded,  and  paved,  with  stone  or  brick,  and  when  so  done, 
to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  to  assess  the  cost  and  ex- 
penses of  such  curbing,  grading,  and  paving,  or  repairs, 
adjacent  to  any  lot  or  part  of  lot,  against  the  owner  of  the 
lot  or  part  of  lot  fronting  thereon  ;  and  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  said  costs  and  expenses,  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on 
such  lots  or  parts  of  lots ;  said  cost  and  expenses  may  be 
listed  as  taxes,  with  the  collector  of  said  town,  and  by  him 
collected  as  other  taxes,  who  shall  have  power  to  sell  and 
convey  said  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  in  the  same  manner  that  real  estate  in  said 
town  may  be  sold  for  taxes :  Provided,  That  ihfants,  femes 
covert,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  Bhall  have  five  years, 
after  their  several  disabilities  are  removed,  to  redeem  the 
same  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  thereon  shall  first  have  an  opportunity  of  making 
said  improvements  themselves,  upon  fair  and  reasonable 
notice  to  them. 

§  26.  If  at  any  time,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  board  of 
trustees,  it  shall  become  necessary  to  grade  and  pave  any 
sidewalk,  in  front  of  the  lot  of  any  widow  in  said  town, 
which  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  oppress  such 
widow  to  grade  and  pave  such  sidewalk  out  of  her  means, 
the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
cause  such  pavement  to  be  graded  and  paved,  and  pay  for 
the  same  out  of  the  revenue  of  said  town. 

$  27.  That  the  citizens  of  said  town  and  their  hands 
shall  be  bound  to  work  upon  all  roads  and  streets  within 
the  bounds  of  said  corporation,  when  required  to  do  so  by 
ordinance  of  the  board,  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair ; 
but  they  shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  roads  outside  the 
limits  of  said  town. 

§  28.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  cause  said  town  to  be  supplied 
with  water,  by  sinking  wells,  constructing  cisterns,  placing 
pumps  therein,  and  keeping  the  same  in  repair  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  town. 
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§  20.  All  persons  convicted  of  violating  the  ordinances  1871. 
or  by-laws  of  the  town,  and  failing  to  pay  the  fine  there- 
for assessed  against  them,  and  the  cost,  shall  be  confined 
ill  a  lock-up  built  for  that  purpose,  or  work  upon  the  streets 
or  any  improvements  of  said  to>vn,  until  the  fines  assessed 
against  them  and  the  costs  of  prosecution  are  discharged, 
at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day.  Whenever  the  fees  of 
the  officers  are  discharged  by  confinement  or  in  work  within 
said  town,  said  fees  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
said  town. 

§  30.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  said  town. 

§31.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  fix,  by  resolution,  the  salaries  of  the  various  town 
officers,  which  salaries  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  revenue  of 
said  town.  Said  salaries  ehall  be  paid  by  treasurer  on  the 
order  of  the  clerk,  countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board. 

§  32.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  tax,  license,  and  regulate  all  drays,  hacks,  wagons, 
carts,  and  porters,  which  may  be  plying  in  said  town  for 
hire.  They  shall  also  have  power,  whenever,  in  their 
opinion,  the  interest  of  said  town  may  require  it,  to  levy 
and  collect  taxes  on  dogs  and  other  domestic  animals,  not 
exceeding  five  dollars  on  each  animal. 

§  33.  The  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  to  pledge  the  faith  of  the 
town  for  improving  the  streets,  and  other  necessary  work, 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  : 
Provided,  That  the  town  shall,  at  no  time,  owe  more  than 
said  amount  for  such  work;  but  said  chairman  and  board 
of  trustees,  two  thirds  concurring  therein,  shall  have  power, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  at  any  time,  and  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  improvement  of  said  town  may  re- 
quire, to  borrow  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hund- 
red dollars;  and  said  chairman  and  trustees  are  author- 
ized to  issue  scrip,  note,  or  bond  of  the  board,  signed  by 
the  chairman  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  stipulating 
for  the  payment  of  any  money  thus  borrowed,  and  interest, 
in  conlormity  with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  loan  : 
Provided,  however,  That  said  board  shall  not,  at  any  one 
time,  be  indebted  in  a  greater  sum  than  twenty-five  hund- 
red dollars,  borrowed  money;  and  they  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  pledge  the  revenue  of  said  town  for  the 
principal  and  interest  of  any  loans  they  mayobtain  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act :  Provided  further,  That  before, 
or  at  any  time  of  the  creating  of  any  debt  by  said  town, 
means  shall  be  provided  for  the  payment  of  interest  there* 
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1871.  Commonwealth  conferred  on  trustees  of  religions  soci- 
eties. The  said  wardens  and  vestry,  in  the  name  of  the 
said  corporation,  shall  have  power  to  do  and  perform  all 
such  acts  and  things  as  are  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the 
land  to  other  corporations  of  a  like  character ;  and  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may 
use  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  corporation  to  raise 
money  to  aid  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a  church 
edifice  for  divine  worship,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  wardens  and  vestry  to  issue  and  sell 
the  bonds  of  said  corporation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding, 
in  the  aggregate,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  of  such 
denominations  as  they  may  see  proper,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  for 
which  coupons,  payable  either  annually  or  semi-annually, 
may  be  attached,  the  principal  of  said  bonds  to  be  pay- 
able at  any  time  not  exceeding  twenty  years  after  the 
date  thereof. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  le^s  than  ninety 
per  centum  on  the  face  thereof,  and  the  same,  when 
issued  and  sold  and  delivered,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  all 
the  property,  real  and  personal,  of,  or  belonging  to,  or 
which  may  be  acquired  before  the  maturity  thereof  by, 
the  said  corporation,  for  the  use  of  the  congregation  of 
Saint  Paul's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church;  and  upon  all 
collections,  gifts,  devises,  and  subscriptions  for  building 
purposes,  which  the  said  corporation  has,  or  may  here- 
after receive,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  by  the  said 
wardens  and  vestrv  in  trust  to  meet  said  liens,  or  to  be 
faithfully  applied  to  the  building  and  furnishing  of  such 
church  edifice. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  wardens  and  vestry  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  coupons,  and 
may  establish  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  from  time  to  time,  and  the  principal  thereof  at  or 
before  maturity;  and  the  said  bonds  shall,  on  their  face, 
recite  the  liens  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  no  further 
notice  of  such  liens  shall  be  necessary. 

(  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1215. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  County  Court  Clerk  to  furnish  Cross-indexes  for 

certain  Record  Books  in  Cumberland  County. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  indexes  of  a  number  of 
deed-books  and  will-books  belonging  to  the  county  court 
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of  Cumberland   county  have  become  so   mutilated  from       1871. 
much  U8e  that  they  are  now  worthless;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky; 

§  1.  That  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Cumberland 
county  shall  make  full  and  complete  indexes  to  all  deed- 
books  and  will-boks  in  the  office  of  said  court  whose  in- 
dexes are  so  materially  mutilated  as  to  need  repair. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cumberland  county  court, 
at  its  next  court  of  claims,  to  examine  the  work  of  making 
up  the  necessary  indexes,  as  set  forth  in  the  first  section 
hereof,  and  assess  the  value  of  the  same,  and  make  to  the 
said  clerk  an  allowance  to  the  amount  thereof,  to  be  paid 
him  out  of  the  county  levy,  for  his  services. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1218. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Elisabeth- 
town,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,"  approved  January 
29th,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  merger  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  Western  Division,  into  the  Elizabeth- 
town,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  transfer  of  the  rights,  property,  and  franchises  of  said 
Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  Western 
Division,  to  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  as  made  and  evidenced  by  the  action 
of  the  boards  of  directors  of  said  companies,  and  ratified 
by  the  stockholders  of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Rail- 
road Company,  Western  Division,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  approved  and  legalized,  and  said  two  railroad 
companies  are  declared  merged  into  one  corporation,  to 
be  known  as  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company ;  which  said  company  is  declared  enti- 
tled to  and  possessed  of  all  the  rights  and  franchises  here- 
tofore belonging  to  either  or  both  of  said  companies. 

§  2.  That  the  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big 
Sandy  Railroad  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  divided  into 
two  divisions,  as  follows,  to-wit :  That  part  of  the  road 
lying  east  of  Lexington  to  constitute  and  be  known  as  the 
Eastern  Division,  and  that  part  of  the  road  lying  west  of 
the  city  of  Lexington  to  constitute  and  be  known  as  the 
Western  Division. 

§3.  That  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company,  through  its  president  and   board  of 
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1871.  directors,  may  issue  mortgage  bonds,  not  exceeding  in 
amount  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  now  authorized  by 
law  to  be  issued  on  either  or  both  of  said  divisions,  and 
such  mortgage  bonds  shall  specify  the  division,  whether 
Eastern  or  Western,  upon  which  they  are  a  lien,  and 
shall  not  be  a  lien  upon,  nor  in  anywise  bind,  any  prop- 
erty except  that  described  in  said  bonds  and  the  mortgage 
or  mortgages  upon  which  they  may  be  issued;  nor  shall 
one  of  said  divisions  at  any  time  be  or  become  liable  for 
any  mortgage,  debt,  or  obligation  that  may  be  incurred  in 
the  construction  or  equipping  the  said  road  in  the  other 
division. 

$  4.  The  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  Company  may,  by  branches  or  otherwise,  fix  a 
western  terminus  of  their  road  at  Louisville. 

§  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act,  or  any  previous  act,  shall 
interfere  with  or  take  from  the  rights  and  franchises  of 
the  Maysviile  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  or  of  the 
Licking  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company,  or  prevent  or 
interfere  with  the  right  to  construct  and  maintain  a  rail- 
road, or  branch  railroad,  from  the  Louisville  and  Lexington 
Railroad  through  Scott  county,  to  connect  with  the  Ken- 
tucky Central  Railroad,  or  the  Maysville  and  Lexington 
Railroad,  Northern  Division. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1220. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Rufas  G.   Saljer,  late  Deputy  Sheriff  of   Ma- 
goffin County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth  in  favor  of  Rufus  G.  Salyer,  late  dep- 
uty sheriff  of  Magoffin  county,  for  the  sum  of  thirty  dol- 
lars, as  compensation  to  him  for  conveying  Evaline  Patrick  t 
a  lunatic,  to  the  Eastern  Lunatio  Asylum,  at  Lexington, 
and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the  same  out  of  any 
money  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1221.  Ig7l. 

AN  ACT  permitting  the  Citizens  of  Louisa  to  vote  whether  or  not  Liquors 

shall  be  sold  in  said  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  question  of  granting  license  to  sell  spirit- 
nous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  or  the  mixture  thereof,  in 
the  town  of  Louisa,  Lawrence  county,  Kentucky,  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  in  the 
following  manner:  That  the  board  of  trustees  for  said 
town  shall,  by  order  of  their  board,  fix  the  day  upon 
which  said  election  shall  be  held,  and  shall  post  written 
notices  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  Louisa,  at  least 
ten  days  before  said  election. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  said  election  said 
trustees  shall  appoint  two  persons,  citizens  of  said  town, 
to  act  as  judges,  and  one  person  to  act  as  clerk  at  said 
election.  The  election  shall  be  held  within  the  hours 
prescribed  by  law  for  elections  in  said  town,  and  to 
be  held  at  the  court-house  in  said  town.  A  poll-book 
shall  be  prepared,  with  one  column  headed  "  License," 
and  another  "No  license."  The  question  shall  be  pro- 
pounded to  each  voter  "  For  license  or  against  license?" 
and  the  votes  shall  be  recorded  as  directed  by  the  voter. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  and  judges  of  said  elec- 
tion to  certily  the  result  of  said  election,  and  deliver  the 
poll-books  to  the  judge  of  the  Lawrence  county  court, 
within  two  days  after  said  election.  The  county  judge 
and  county  court  clerk  for  said  county  shall  examine  said 
poll-hook,  and  then  file  the  same  in  the  county  court 
clerk's  office  in  said  county. 

$  3.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  be 
against  granting  license,  the  county  court  of  Lawrence 
county  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  and  the  said  trustees 
of  said  town  shall  have  no  right  to  grant  any  license 
to  sell  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  in  the  said  town 
of  Louisa,  or  within  one  mile  from  the  corporate  limits 
thereof. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1222. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Rich  Pond,  in  Warren  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  (lie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Rich  Pond,  in  the  county  of 
Warren,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with 
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1871.  persons  as  they  may  appoint;  said  books  may  be  reopened 
for  farther  subscriptions  to  the  stock  as  often,  and  at  sach 
times  and  places,  and  under  the  supervision  of  such  persons, 
as  any  board  of  directors  may  deem  proper,  until  the  whole 
amount  of  said  stock  is  taken. 

§  3.  Whenever  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said 
company,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  herein 
provided  for  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  sach 
time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  permanent  directory,  to  consist  of  seven  persons, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder,  and*  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  period  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are   duly   elected   and   qualified.     At  such  elections    for 
directors  the  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  duly 
authorized  proxy,  and  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  stock  held  by  him,  her,  or  them  ;  said  election  shall  be 
holden  under  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  directors,  and 
those  persons  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  who  shall  have 
received  the   largest  number  of  votes  cast.     When   the 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them  thus  elected,  shall  have 
assembled  and  taken  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  office,  they  shall  constitute  the  permanent 
board  of  directors,  and  may  proceed  to  select  one  from 
their  number  who  shall  be  president  of  the  company.    The 
board  of  directors  may,  at  any  time,  by  their  by-laws,  in- 
crease or  lessen  the  number  of  the  directory,  and  provide 
for  the  filling  of  vacancies,  and  may  increase  or  diminish 
the  capital  stock  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  survey,  locate, 
and  construct  a  railroad  from  any  point  within  the  city  of 
Columbus,  on  the  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  this 
State,  through  the  counties  of  Hickman,  Fulton,  Graves, 
and  Calloway,  or  such  of  them  as  they  may  determine 
upon,  to  the  line  between  the  States  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  in  the  direction  of  Nashville  or  Murfreesboro, 
in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina; and  may  survey,  locate,  and  construct  a  branch  road 
from  any  point  on  their  main  trunk  road  to  the  city  of 
Paducah,  on  the  Ohio  river. 

§  5.  That  the  said  company,  or  their  authorized  agents, 
may  agree  with  the  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  or  stone, 
which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of 
said  road,  or  for  the  purchase  or  the  use  and  occupation  of 
the  same ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner  or 
owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert,  under  age,  non 
compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property 
wanted  may  lie,  application  may  be  had  to  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  said  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his 
warrant,  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  said 
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county,  requiring  him  to  summon  twenty  discreet,  com-      1871. 
petent  jurymen,  not  related  to  the  owners,  or  in  any  way 
interested,  to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  the  property  or 
materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant, 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  is- 
suing of  the  same  ;  and  if,  at  the  time  and  place,  any  of 
said  jurors  do  not  attend,  said  sheriff  or  constable  shall 
forthwith  summons  as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary 
with  the  jurors  in  attendance ;  and  from  them  each  party, 
if  present,  or  if  not  present  by  agent  or  otherwise,  the 
sheriff  or  constable  for  the  party  absent,  may  strike  off 
four  jurors,  and  the  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury 
of  inquest  of  damages;  before  the  jury  acts,  the  sheriff  or 
constable  shall  administer  to  them  an  oath  or  affirmation 
that  they  will  justly  or  impartially  fix  the  damage  which 
the  owner  or  owners  will  sustain  by  the  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  said  property  required  by  said  company;  and  the 
jury,  in  estimating  the  damages,  shall  find  for  the  owner 
or  owners  the  actual  value  of  the  land  or  other  thing  pro- 
posed to  be  taken;  but  in  estimating  the  damages  result- 
ing incidentally  to  the  other  land  or  other  property,  shall 
offset  the  advantages  to  such  residue,  to  be  derived  from 
the  building  and  operating  of  said  road  by,  through,  or 
near  such  residue;  the  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to 
writing,  and  sign  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  by  the 
sheriff  or  constable  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  his 
county,- and  such  clerk  shall  receive  and  file  it  in  his  office; 
and  the  verdict  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  county  court  at  its 
next  regular  term,  if  no  sufficient  reason  is  shown  by  either 
party  for  setting  it  aside ;  and  when  so  confirmed,  it  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  said  company; 
but  if  set  aside,  the  court  shall  direct  another  inquisition 
to   be  held  by  the  sheriff  of  the   county  in  the  manner 
above  prescribed;  and  every  inquisition  shall  describe  the 
property  taken,  or   the  bounds  of  the  lands  condemned, 
and  the  duration  of  interest  in  the  same,  valued  for  the 
company;  and  such  valuation,  when  tendered  or  paid  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  shall  entitle  said 
company  to  the  use  or  interest  in  the  same  thus  valued,  as 
fully  as  if  it  had  been  conveyed  by  the  owner  or  owners; 
and  the  valuation  of  the  same,  if  not  received  when  ten- 
dered, may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  received  from  the 
company  without  cost   or   interest,  if    paid  on  demand: 
Provided,  That  land  condemned  for  road-way  shall  not  be 
more  than  sixty-six  feet  wide,  unless  said  company  shall 
file  with  the  justice,  at  the  time  of  applying  for  a  warrant, 
the  affidavit  of  some  of  its  engineers,  stating  that  a  great- 
er width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more  is  required, 
when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quantity  thus  stated. 
The  owners  of  land,  earth,  stone,  or  other  articles  sought 
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1871.  to  be  condemned,  shall  have  ten  days9  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  jury,  which  notice  shall 
specify  the  article  sought  to  be  condemned. 

§  6.  Said  Mississippi  and  Southern  Atlantic  Railroad 
Company  shall  never  be  taxed  at  a  valuation  beyond  the 
rate  at  which  other  railroads  are  taxed  in  this  Common- 
wealth. 

ft  7.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mississippi 
and  Southern  Atlantic  Railroad  Company  to  purchase  and 
hold  any  other  railroad  in  this  or  any  other  State,  and  may 
subscribe  for  stock  or  aid  in  the  building  of  any  other  road 
in  or  out  of  this  State,  whenever,  in  their  judgment,  it 
may  be  to  the  interest  of  the  company  to  do  so  ;  they  may 
sell  the  said  Mississippi  and  Southern  Atlantic  Railroad, 
or  lease  the  same;  and  may  build  branches  from  said  road, 
or  may  agree  on  terms  lor  consolidating  said  company 
with  any  other  railroad  company;  and  may  agree  upon 
terms  for  the  connection  of  their  railroad  with  any  other 
railroad  by  means  of  incline  plains  and  steamboats,  or 
bridges  on  or  across  the  Mississippi  or  Tennessee  rivers, 
or  any  other  streams. 

§  8.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  com- 
pany, by  its  ordinances,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  to  pro- 
vide for  the  borrowing  of  money  in  nid  of  the  construction 
of  the  road,  and  running  and  operating  the  same,  and  to 
provide  securities  for  the  repayment  thereof,  by  a  mort- 
gage upon  the  road  and  its  appurtenances,  or  otherwise, 
in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  of 
credit,  rate  of  interest.,  and  assurances,  as  it  may  deem 
proper  and  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the  com- 
pany; and  ail  contracts  entered  into  by  said  company, 
under  or  in  virtue  of  any  ordinance,  regulation, -or  by-law, 
shall  be  obligatory  and  enforceable  in  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth,  or  elsewhere,  in  law  or  equity,  as  fully 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  other  civil  contracts,  and  as  if 
entered  into  under  special  authority  conferred  by  this  act; 
but  no  mortgage  or  other  lien  created  by  the  said  com- 
pany shall,  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth,  be  per- 
mitted to  have  priority  over  the  claim  for  services  ren- 
dered by  any  laborer  or  employee  of  the  company,  or  for 
material  or  fuel  furnished  for  the  use  of  said  company,  or 
for  any  just  claim  for  the  injury  done  persons,  or  of  stock 
or  other  property:  Provided,  The  same  be  asserted  in  the 
proper  court  and  established  according  to  law. 

§  9.  That  the  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the 
right  to  regulate,  by  general  laws,  the  rates  of  charges 
for  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  over  said 
road. 

$  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1231.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Boyd  County  Navigation,  Manufacturing,  and 

Improvement  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  D.  D.  Geiger,  Mordeacea  Williams,  and  K. 
F.  Prichard,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with 
perpeta!  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Boyd 
County  Navigation,  Manufacturing,  and  Improvement 
Company,  and  by  that  name  are  hereby  made  capable 
in  law  and  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with;  to  make,  use,  and  have  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
said  corporation  shall  have  such  powers  and  authority 
as  herein  granted  to  them,  and  be  under  such  restrictions 
and  liabilities  as  herein  specified. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  'each;  said  capital  stock 
may,  at  any  time,  be  increased  by  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders to  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

§  3.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  a 
board  of  directors,  composed  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  nine  natural  persons,  a  secretary  and  a  treas- 
urer, all  of  whom  must  be  stockholders  of  the  corpora- 
tion. The  directors  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the 
second  Monday  of  April  in  each  year,  by  the  stockholders 
of  the  company ;  each  stockholder  having  the  right  to  cast 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  may  own.  The  di- 
rectors of  the  corporation  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president  of  their  board,  who  shall  also  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  corporation,  and  also  shall  elect  a  secretary 
and  treasurer..  i\o  person  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  two 
offices.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer 
may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  directors ;  and  all  officers  of  said  corporation  shall 
take  an  oath  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to 
honestly  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the 
following  powers : 

First.  To  purchase  and  hold  lands  and  interests  therein, 
for  the  purpose  of  working  mines,  cutting  timber  there- 
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1871.  from,  and  the  cultivation  of  timber  thereon;. and  for  all 
other  purposes  which  lands  are  held  and  used  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Second.  To  construct,  upon  the  East  Fork  of  Little 
Sandy  river,  and  its  tributaries,  from  its  mouth,  in  the 
counties  of  Greenup,  Boyd,  Carter,  and  Lawrence,  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  the  respective  sources  thereof,  booms 
and  other  improvements  for  the  harboring  of  logs,  timber, 
lumber,  and  vessels,  and  to  erect  upon  said  streams,  and 
their  tributaries,  locks  and  dams  and  bracket  dams,  to 
improve  the  navigation  thereof,  and  to  create  water 
power  for  manufacturing  purposes;  and  said  corporation 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  charge  reasonable  tolls 
to  persons  using  or  having  the  benefits  of  the  improve- 
ments made  by  them. 

Third.  To  cut,  run,  and  manufacture  timber  and  lum- 
ber in  all  its  shapes  and  forms;  and  to  erect  and  operate 
all  necessary  machinery  therefor. 

Fourth.  To  construct  and  operate  all  necessary  machinery 
for  mining,  and  for  manufacturing  the  products  of  mines  ; 
and  also  all  machinery  and  means  of  the  transportation  of 
the  products  of  mines  and  of  timber,  either  manufactured 
or  unmanufactured. 

Fifth.  To  construct  and  build  boats  and  vessels  for  the 
navigation  of  the  streams  above  named,  and  the  streams 
and  rivers  connected  with  the  same,  and  to  run.  use,  and 
operate  such  boats  and  vessels ;  and  to  construct  and  use 
all  necessary  clocks,  marine  railways,  and  appurtenances 
for  building,  loading,  and  unloading  of  boats  and  vessels. 

Sixth.  To  transact  and  do  all  necessary  business, 
properly  connected  with  the  carrying  on  of  the  different 
branches  of  business  herein  specified. 

Seventh.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power,  by  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnum,  issued  from  the  county  or  circuit  court  of 
either  of  the  counties  in  which  said  river,  or  any  of  its 
tributaries,  are  situated,  to  condemn  land*  or  materials, 
or  mill-dams  necessary  for  them  to  use  and  condemn  ;  and 
also  in  constructing  booms,  locks,  or  dams  upon  the  said 
streams;  and  shall,  before  using  any  such  lands,  mill- 
dams,  or  material,  deposit  in  such  court,  from  which  the 
writ  issued,  the  amount  of  damages  assessed  therefor. 

Eighth.  To  make  such  by-laws  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  transaction  of  their  business,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  the  United  States, 
which  by-laws  may  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  board 
of  directors. 

Ninth.  Said  corporation  to  have  power  to  sell,  dispose 
of,  and  convey  any  of  their  real  estate,  personal  property, 
or  choses  in  action ;  and  also  power  to  borrow  money,  and 
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secure  any  loans  they  make  by  mortgage  upon  their  prop-       1871. 
erty. 

§  5.  The  incorporators  named  in  this  act,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  may  at  any  time  within  one  year  hereafter,  upon 
notice  given  by  posting  in  three  public  places  in  Catletts- 
burg,  Boyd  county,  for  ten  days  previous  thereto,  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  at  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  said  Boyd  county,  and  proceed  with  the 
organization  of  said  company;  and  they  shall  file  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  Boyd  county  a  copy  of  the  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  such  organization,  and  the  same  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  records  of  said  county ;  and  suoh  record 
or  a  duly  certified  copy  thereof  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
organization. 

§  6.  The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in 
Catletteburg,  Boyd  county,  and  all  annual  elections  shall 
take  place  at  such  office,  and  service  of  any  writ  against 
said  corporation  shall  be  good,  if  made  by  leaving  a  copy 
thereof  at  such  office ;  and  all  suits  against  said  company 
shall  be  brought  in  said  Boyd  county,  unless  the  cause  of 
action  shall  be  local  to  some  other  county,  or  in  regard  to 
business  transactions  in  some  other  county. 

§  7.  Said  corporation,  for  the  transaction  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  the  collection  of  debts  due  them,  and  enforcing 
contracts  made  with  them,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and 
powers  that  natural  persons  have ;  and  they  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  liabilities  and  restrictions  that  natural  persons 
are  liable  to  in  enforcing  the  payment  of  debts  owing  by 
them,  or  the  enforcement  of  contracts  made  with  them. 

§  8.  The  shares  of  said  corporation  shall  be  personal 
estate,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  corporation 
according  to  its  by-laws  ;  but  the  corporation  shall  hold  a 
lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  indebted 
to  it,  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  transferred  without  the 
consent  of  the  president  and  directors,  until  such  debts 
shall  be  paid  or  discharged.  Each  share  of  capital  stock 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  all  meetings  of  stock- 
holders. 
§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1232. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  Board  of  Conncilmen  of  the  City  of  Frankfort  to 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Frankfort  and  Flat  Greek  Turnpike 
Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  subscribe  to  the 
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1871.  capita!  stock  of  the  Frankfort  and  Flat  Creek  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  a  sum  Dot 
to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  as  in  the  discretion  of  said 
board  of  councilmen  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  that 
to  enable  it  to  carry  out  such  subscription  as  it  may  make 
to  the  stock  of  said  road,  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  said  city  of  Frankfort,  in  sums  of  five  hundred 
dollars  each,  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  payable  ten  years  after  date. 

§  2.  That  the  aforesaid  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  seventy-five  cents  on  the  dollar  when  negotiated. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1234. 

AN  ACT  empowering  the  trustees  of  Salem  Presbyterian  Church,  in  Clark 
county,  to  sell  and  convey  certain  lots  or  tracts  of  land  on  which  their 
parsonage  property  atrtt  house  of  worship  are  situated,  with  authority  to 
reinvest  the  proceeds  of  the  sale. 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  be  the  unanimous  wish  of  the 
members  of  the  Salem  Presbyterian  church,  in  Clark 
county,  Kentucky,  expressed  by  vote  of  the  congrega- 
tion, that  their  present  house  of  worship  be  removed  to 
another  locality  ;  and  in  order  to  effect  this,  it  is  necessary 
to  sell  their  parsonage  property,  embracing  about  twenty 
acres  of  land,  and  also  the  lot  of  about  three  acres  on 
which  their  present  house  of  worship  stands,  and  reinvest 
the  proceeds ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the   Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  T.  Fishback  and  Robert  S.  Taylor, 
trustees  of  Salem  Presbyterian  church,  in  Clark  county, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  parsonage  property,  embracing  about 
twenty  acres  of  land  and  improvements  thereon,  and  also 
the  lot  of  about  three  acres  of  land  on  which  the  present 
house  of  worship  stands;  and  they  may  sell  said  tracts  of 
land  in  one  body  or  in  lots,  as  they  may  deem  best  or  most 
advantageous,  and  for  cash  or  on  a  credit;  and  they  are 
empowered  to  convey  the  said  property  to  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers. 

§  2.  That  the  said  trustees  or  their  successors  shall  rein- 
vest the  proceeds  of  said  sale  in  a  house  of  worship  and 
parsonage  and  land, as  maybe  directed  by  the  members  of 
the  aforesaid  church. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1235.  1871. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  issue  of  County  Bonds  by  the  Court  of  Claims  of 

Shelby  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Shelby  county,  at  any 
regular  or  called  term,  may  issue  and  provide  for  the  sale 
of  the  bonds  of  Shelby  county,  for  any  sum  not  exceeding 
four  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  for  two  hundred  and  fifty 
or  five  hundred  dollars  each,  and  have  not  exceeding  four 
years  to  run  ;  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer ;  shall  draw 
interest  at  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  same  to  be  paid 
annually,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the 
Shelby  county  court,  and  be  attested  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court. 

§  3.  That  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  existing  indebtedness  of 
Shelby  county ;  and  the  said  court  of  claims  shall  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  falls 
due,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  themselves  at 
maturity,  the  county  levy  of  said  county  being  hereby 
made  liable  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  their  in- 
terest. 

§  4.  That  said  court  of  claims  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  raise  the  poll  tax  of  said  county  to  any 
amount  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  poll,  for  a  term  of 
years  not  exceeding  that  fixed  for  the  running  of  the  bonds 
authorized  under  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Chapter  1236. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Canmer,  in  the  County  of  Hart. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

51.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  town  of  Can- 
mer, in  the  county  of  Hart,  with  corporate  limits  to  the 
same  as  follows,  to-wit:  Beginning  at  the  residence  of 
G  W.  Blakey;  thence  to  the  residence  of  G.  B.  Burch; 
thence  to  the  residence  of  Dr.  Will.  Adair;  thence  to 
the  residence  of  Thomas  Gardner;  thence  to  the  residence 
of  Wm.  H.  Ren  fro ;  and  thence  to  the  beginning,  includ- 
ing all  the  said  places  within  said  town  limits. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  elected,  annually,  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  April,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  three  trustees  for  said  town,  all  of  whom  shall 
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1871.  **e  citizens  thereof,  who  shall  be  styled  "  Trustees  of  tbe 
Town  of  Canmer,"  with  perpetual  succession,  who,  in 
their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  and 
capacity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded, 
grant  and  receive,  by  their  corporate  name,  and  do  all 
other  acts  as  natural  persons  may  do;  and  as  such,  may 
make  and  enforce  all  needful  by-laws  and  rules  for  the 
government  and  regulation  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all  needful  acts  to 

f>romote  and  carry  out  the  improvement  of  said  town,  and 
ts  good  government.  One  of  said  trustees,  to  be  by  them 
chosen,  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  but  a  majority 
may  act;  said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal; 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots,  grave-yards,  churches,  and 
seminary,  and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same; 
may  have  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by  gift,  land 
or  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  town  ;  and  shall 
establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  streets  and 
alleys  in  said  town.  They  may  regulate  or  forbid  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  in  any  quan- 
tities, within  the  limits  of  said  town,  by  an  ordinance  not 
in  conflict  with  existing  acts  concerning  the  sale  of  liquors 
in  said  county. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  April,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  and  a  town  marshal,  who  shall 
be  citizens  of  said  town,  to  be  styled  u  Police  Judge  of 
Canmer"  and  "Town  Marshal  of  Canmer ;w  the  police 
judge  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction,  power,  and  capacity, 
entitled  to  tbe  same  fees  and  emoluments,  and  subject  to 
tbe  game  liabilities  and  responsibilities,  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Hart  county.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth.  He  shall  have  also  the 
right  and  power  to  take  depositions,  the  same  as  any  ex- 
aminer for  Hart  cobnty,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Hart  circuit  court,  or  the  judge  thereof. 

§  4.  The  town  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  and  subject  to  the  same 
liabilities,  duties,  and  responsibilities,  as  a  constable  of 
Hart  county.  He  shall  execute  bond  in  the  Hart  county 
court,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  with 
same  conditions  and  penalties  as  a  bond  of  a  constable. 
§  5.  All  the  officers  mentioned  in  this  act  shall  be  first 
duly  sworn  by  some  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  notary 
public,  that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  office,  before  they  proceed  to  act.  All  resignations 
shall  be  made  to  the  trustees ;  and  all  vacancies  in  office 
shall  be  filled  by  election,  upon  five  days'  notice  being 
given,  to  hold  until  the  next  annual  election;  and  aQ 
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officers  may  continue  to  act  until  their  successors  are  1871. 
qualified.  All  elections  shall  be  held  by  a  clerk,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  county  judge;  and  as  to  police  judge,  the 
county  judge  shall  certify  to  the  Governor  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  6.  The  first  election  for  officers  provided  for  in  this 
act  shall  be  held  in  the  town  of  Cannier,  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  April,  1871,  by  G.  B.  Burch,  F.  M.  Kelley,  aad 
J.  R.  Armour,  or  any  two  of  them. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1238. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  County  Court  of  Union  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
•  Kentucky; 

§  1.  That  the  ad  valorem  and  poll  taxes  heretofore  levied 
by  the  county,  court  of  Union  county  for  county  purposes, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding 
in  law,  and  the  action  of  said  court  in  relation  thereto  is 
hereby  declared  to  he  legal  and  valid. 

(  2.  That  the  county  court  of  Union  county,  sitting  as  a 
ievy  court,  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  and  cause  to  be 
collected  and  applied  for  county  purposes,  including  the 
improvement  of  public  roads  and  the  building  and  repair- 
ing of  bridges  in  said  county,  a  poll-tax  not  to  exceed  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  tithe,  and  an  ad  valorem 
tax  not  to  exceed  thirty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  listed  for  taxation  under  tfce  revenue 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth  in  said  county.  Said  poll 
and  ad  valorem  taxes  to  be  in  addition  to  the  taxes  levied 
by  said  court  un<jer  the  provisions  of  the  road  law  of  said 
county. 

§  3.  The  taxes  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  collected 
by  the  sheritf  or  officer  collecting  the  revenue  tax  and 
county  levy  of  9aid  county,  under  the  obligations  and  pen- 
alties of  his  official  revenue  and  county  levy  bonds;  and 
said  officer  may  be  proceeded  against  for  any  failure  to 
collect  and  pay  over  said  taxes  as  required  by  law  and 
directed  by  the  court,  in  the  same  manner  he  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  for  similar  failure  in  regard  to  the  revenue 
tax  and  county  levy,  and  the  same  penalties  may  he  im- 
posed upon  him. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  tbe  trustees  of  tbe  town  of  Leitchfield  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  discontinue  so  much  of 
Main  cross  street,  in  said  town,  as  lies  east  of  Water 
street,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  for  tbe  use  and 
benefit  of  said  town. 

$  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1241. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Town  of  West  Point,  in  Hardin  County,"  approved  February, 
15th,  1848. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  West  Point,  in 
Hardin  county,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  election 
of  a  police  judge  for  said  town,  at  tbe  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  now  provided  for  tbe  election  of  trus- 
tees, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  or  until  his 
successor  is  qualified.  The  Governor  shall  issue  a  com- 
mission to  the  person  elected  police  judge,  who  shall  take 
the  same  oath  taken  by  tbe  county  jndge ;  and  in  all  civil 
cases  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  be  subject  to  th6  same  rules  and  regulations,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees ;  and  in  alt  criminal  cases 
arising  in  said  town  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as 
the  county  judge,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees;  and 
in  all  violations  of  town  regulations  shall  have  the  same 
jurisdiction,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  as  a  magis- 
trate for  similar  services. 

§  2.  That  section  five  of  the  act  to  amend  an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  town  of  West  Poiqt,  approved  March  12th, 
1870,  be  so  amended  as  to  apply  to  the  colored  as  well  as 
the  white  population  ;  and  all  parts  of  said  section  incon- 
sistent with  this  amendment  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  be  empowered  to  build  a  lockup 
or  station-house  in  said  town,  in  which  all  persons,  con- 
victed of  violating  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  the  town, 
and  failing  to  pay  the  fine  therefor  assessed  against  them, 
and  the  cost,  shall  be  confined  until  the  fines  assessed 
against  them,  and  the  cost  of  prosecution,  are  discharged 
at  the  rale  of  fifty  cents  per  day.     Whenever  the  fees  of 
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the  officer  are  discharged  by  confinement  in  the  station-      1871. 
house  or  jail,  said  fees  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  town  treas- 
ury. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  license  coffee- houses  in  said  town,  where  spirituous 
liquors  may  be  sold;  and  shall  have  the  power  to  collect, 
from  any  person  or.  persons  to  whom  they  have  granted 
such  privilege,  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  which  may  be  paid  by  such  person  or 
persons  annually,  semi-annually,  or  quarterly,  as  may  be  * 
prescribed  by  the  trustees  of  said  town ;  but  the  tax  shall 
always  be  paid  in  advance.  The  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  prescribe  rules  for  the  government  of  such 
saloons  or  coffee-houses,  and  may,  at  any  time,  for  a 
violation  of  the  rules,  suspend  such  person  from  the  right 
to  sell  or  vend  spirituous  liquors.  That  the  applicant  for 
the  license  provided  in  this  section  shall  pay  the  State  tax, 
and  give  bond  as  now  required  by  law. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1242. 

AN  ACT  prohibiting  the  vending  of  Ardent,   Malt,  or  Vinous  Spirits  in 

Magoffin  County. 

Whereas,  At  the  last  November  election,  in  the  county 
of  Magoffin,  the  legal  voters  of  said  county  voted,  by  a 
large  majority,  against  the  vending  of  ardent  spirits  in 
said  county  of  Magoffin;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next 
(1871),  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  in  the  county 
of  Magoffin,  to  sell  or  vend,  in  any  manner,  either  whisky, 
brandy,  rum,  gin,  wine,  ale,  lager  beer,  or  the  mixture 
thereof  of  either,  or  any  kind  of  ardent,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  in  the  county  of  Magoffin. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provis- 
ions of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  all  the 
pains  and  penalties  prescribed  by  existing  laws  against 
keeping  tippling-houses  or  retailing  ardent  spirits;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  judge  of  Magoffin  county 
to  give  this  act  in  charge  to  the  grand  jury  of  t  said 
county. 

$  3.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  affect  the  rights  pos- 
sessed by  distillers  under  existing  laws. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  1st  day 
of  April  next.

AN  ACT  concerning  the  retail  of  Spirituous,  Vinous,  or  Malt  Liquors  in 

a  part  of  Jefferson  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Jefferson  shall  order  an 
election,  to  be  held  by  the  sheriff  of  Jefferson  county,  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  the  month  of  April,  1871,  within  the 
following  boundaries  in  Jefferson  county,  to-wit:  Begin- 
ning on  the  Ohio  river,  at  the  upper  corner  of  lands  of 
W.  P.  Hahn;  thence  running  down  said  river  to  the  mouth 
of  Salt  river;  thence  up  the  north  bank  of  said  river  to 
the  mouth  of  Pond  creek;  thence  up  said  creek,  and  with 
its  westerly  bank,  to  the  point  where  the  Page  Lane  road 
crosses  the  said  creek,  upon  or  near  the  lands  of  Robert 
Stones  tree  t;  thence  with  the  centre  of  said  road  westerly 
and  northwestwardly,  to  a  point  one  half  a  mile  east- 
wardly  of  turnpike  road  known  as  the  Louisville  and  Salt 
River  Road;  thence  northwardly,  and  upon  a  line  parallel 
with  said  turnpike  road,  to  the  Seventh  street  road;  thence 
northeastwardly,  along  the  southerly  line  of  said  Seventh 
street  road,  to  the  New-cut  road;  thence  westwardly  to 
the  aforesaid  turnpike  road,  at  a  point  opposite  the  road 
(leading  into  said  pike  road)  between  the  lands  of  Robert 
N.  Miller  and  W.  C.  D.  Whipps;  thence  following  the 
centre  of  said  road,  between  the  lands  of  said  Miller  and 
Whipps,  westwardly,  to  the  Cane  Run  road;  thence  with 
the  southerly  line  of  the  Cane  Run  road  to  the  beginning; 
and  to  hold  said  election  said  court  shall  appoint  at  least 
three  places  of  voting,  and  appoint  two  housekeepers 
within  said  boundary  to  be  judges  of  election  tor  each 
voting  place,  and  a  clerk  of  election;  and  the  sheriff  shall 
appoint  a  sheriff  to  attend  each  voting  place;  and  said 
election  shall  be  held,  returns  thereof  made,  and  the  poll- 
books  examined,  in  all  respects  as  other  elections  are 
held,  and  at  which  all  persons  who  are  legal  voters  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  wfro  have 
had  an  actual  residence  within  said  boundary  for  sixty 
days  next  before  said  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote; 
and  persons  voting  illegally  at  this  election  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties,  in  all  respects,  as  if  such  illegal 
voting  were  done  and  given  at  a  regular  election  under 
the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  2.  At  the  election  provided  to  be  held  in  the  preceding 
section,  the  voters  shall  be  called  upon  to  vote  "  For  the 
retail  of  liquor  "  or  "  Against  the  retail  of  liquor ;  "  and  if 
the  majority  of  votes  taken  shall  be  "  Against  the  retail  of 
liquor,"  it  shall  be  unlawful  lor  any  one  to  sell,  by  the 
drink,  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  thereafter 
within  said  boundary;  nor  shall  any  license  be  granted 
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thereafter,  by  the  Jefferson  county  court,  to  any  one  with-  1871. 
in  said  boundary,  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  by  the  drink;  nor  shall  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquor  be  sold  in  less  quantity  than  one  gallon 
under  any  merchant's  license  within  said  boundary  there- 
after: Provided^  however.  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued as  abridging  the  rights  of  any  one  who  has,  on  the 
day  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  a  tavern  or  merchant's 
license,  or  as  vacating  such  license;  but  no  license  shall 
be  granted  or  renewed  after  such  vote. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  C.  M.  Hanks,  of  Wolfe  County. 

Whereas,  On  the  6th  day  of  June,  1868,  certain  lands, 
the  property  of  C.  M.  Hanks,  were  sold  by  the  sheriff  of 
Morgan  county,  under  fi.  fa.  and  "ven.  ex."  from  the 
Franklin  circuit  court,  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of

the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  having  caused  said  land 
to  be  sold  by  his  agent,  and  the  sale  of  the  land  aforesaid 
having  fully  satisfied  the  amount  of  the  said  purchases 
made  by  the  State  for  said  land,  and  being  the  full 
amount  due  from  said  Hanks  to  the  State  for  the  reve- 
nue due  for  the  years  1861  and  1862  as  aforesaid,  includ- 
ing principal,  interest,  cost,  and  damages,  and  about  five 
hundred  dollars  over  and  above  the  amount  of  principal, 
interest,  and  cost  of  the  said  7? .  fas.  and  "ven.  ex;"  now, 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
*f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  payment  into  the  Public  Treasury 
of  the  full  amount  of  said  revenue  due  from  Wolfe 
county  for  the  years  1861  and  1862,  including  interest 
and  all  cost,  attorney's  fees  and  commission,  the  Auditor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  said 
G.  M.  Hanks  for  the  amount  that  said  land  sold  for  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  of  the  said  revenue  due  the  State 
from  said  Hanks  for  the  said  years  of  1861  and  1862, 
including  interest  and  cost,  which  excess  of  the  payment 
of  said  revenue,  interest,  and  cost,  shall  be  ascertained  by 
actual  calculation  on  final  settlement. 
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1871.  §  2.  That  upon  the  presentation  of  the  order  of  the 

Auditor  in  favor  of  said  Hanks,  the  Treasurer  shall  pay 
the  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  ) .  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act, 
entitled  (An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  New  Haven, 
in  Nelson  county,' "  approved  January  12th,  18G6,  be

§  2.  That  no  merchant  or  other  dealer  shall  be  permitted 
to  vend  ardent  spirits  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town  in  quantities  less  than  one  gallon. 

§  3.  That  tavern-keepers  hereafter  licensed  by  the  county 
court  and  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  Fhall  ^only 
be  granted  the  privilege  of  selling  by  the  drink  alone; 
and  should  said  tavern-keeper  or  keepers  sell  in  any 
amount  exceeding  one  drink  at  one  time  to  each  person 
applying,  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  city  court  or  board  of  trus- 
tees, be  fined  in  sums  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  ten  for  each  offense  so  committed,  to  be  collected  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  said  charter  and  town  ordinances 
for  collecting  fines  in  other  cases  of  misdemeanor. 

§4.  That  no  person  shall  retail  ardent  spirits  within  one 
mile  of  said  town,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided.  This 
act  not  to  affect  any  license  now  granted,  but  as  to  all 
others  to  take  effect  ten  days  after  its  passage. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

hereby  incorporated;  and  they  may  cause  the  books  to  be 
opened  at  *uch  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  after  having  given  such  notice  of  the  times 
and    places   of    opening   the   same   as    they   may   deem 
proper;  and  if  such  a  subscription  to  the  capital  stock 
of    said   company   as  is    necessary   to   its   incorporation 
shall  not   have   been  obtained,  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  cause  the  said  books  to  be  opened, 
and  kept  open,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  places  as 
may    seem   expedient,   until    the   sum   necessary   for   the 
incorporation   shall    be  subscribed :    Provided,    That   any 
subscription   tendered    at  any  time   or  place,  other   than 
that   advertised    by   the    commissioners,   if   accepted    by 
them,  shall    be  as  valid   against  the  party  subscribing  as 
if  received  at  the  time  or  place  advertised ;  and  if  any  of 
said    commissioners   shall    die,   resign,   or  refuse   to   act 
during  the  continuance  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them 
by  this  act,  another  may  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  the 
remaining  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Elkton  Railroad 
Company  shall  be  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  any 
less  sum  upon  which  they  shall  see  fit  to  do  business, 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  may  be 
subscribed  by  any  person  or  corporation  ;  and  as  soon  as 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  shares  of  said  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  subscribers  of  said 
stock,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  declared  to  be,  incorporated  into  a  company,  by 
the  name  of  the  Elkton  Railroad  Company;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  receiving  by  gift  or 
donation,  and  use  or  sell  the  same,  any  quantity  of  real, 
personal,  or  mixed  estate,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  corporation ;  and  shall 
have  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  said  corporate  name 
shall  sue  and  be  sued  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal»  which  they  may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 
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1871.  §  3-  That  at  every  subscription  of  stock  there  shall  be 

paid,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  to  said  commissioners,  or 
their  agents  appointed  to  receive  such  subscriptions,  either 
in  money  or  a  note,  negotiable  or  payable  at  some  bank 
in  this  State,  as  said  commissioners  shall  elect,  at  sixty 
days  or  longer,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  on  every  share  sub- 
scribed, and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  in- 
stallments, and  at  such  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the 
board    of  directors  of  said   company  :  Provided,  No  pay- 
ment shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  thirty  days'  notice 
of  such  demand  shall  be  given  by  said  board  of  directors 
in    writing,  nor  shall  more  than    fifty  per  cent,  of  each 
share  of  stock  be  called  for  in  one  year;  but  if  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  company  should  require  the  payments  of  the 
stock  to  be  made  more  rapidly  than  is  provided  for  herein, 
or  should  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority   of  the 
whole  number  elected,  consider  it  expedient,  it  shall  be

That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  receive  subscriptions  on  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  this  company,  payable  in  contracts  well  se- 
cured, to  build  such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to  perform  such 
work  in  the  construction  thereof,  as  may  be  accepted  by 
the  company. 

§  4.  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the 
books  are  first  opened,  if  five  hundred  shares  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon 
thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  said  commis- 
sioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  subscribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
appoint,  and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  notice  thereof 
in  writing;  and  at  such  meeting  said  commissioners  shall 
lay  the  subscription  book  before  the  subscribers  then  and 
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there  present;  and  thereupon  said  subscribers,  or  a  ma-  1871. 
jority  in  interest,  shall  have  power  to  elect  from  among 
the  stockholders  seven  directors  by  ballot,  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  said  company;  and  these  seven  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  president 
of  said  company,  either  from  among  the  directors  or  any 
stockholder,  and  of  allowing  such  compensation  for  his 
services  as  they  may  think  proper ;  and  in  such  elections, 
and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein  a  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder 
shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  owned  by  him 
or  her,  and  every  stockholder  may,  in  writing,  depute  any 
other  person  to  vote  and  act  as  his  or  her  proxy;  and  said 
commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be 
the  judges  of  said  first  election  of  directors. 

§  5.  That  to  continue  the  successors  of  the  president 
and  directory  of  said  compariy,  seven  directors  shall  be 
chosen  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  at  such 
place  as  the  president  and  directors  may  designate,  by 
the  stockholders  of  said  company:  Provided,  That  after 
the  first  election,  the  said  president  and  directors  may 
change  the  time  and  place  of  holding  all  subsequent 
elections,  upon  publishing  such  change  not  less  than 
thirty  days'  prior  to  the  election,  in  such  way  as  will 
most  certainly  and  easily  reach  all  the  stockholders;  and 
that  the  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  judges  of  all  elections,  and 
to  elect  a  president  of  said  company,  either  from  among 
the  directors  or  any  other  stockholders,  and  to  allow  him 
such  compensation  for  bis  services  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  and  if  any  vacancies  shall  occur  by  death  or 
resignation,  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  president  or  director 
before  the  year  for  which  he  was  elected  has  expired,  a 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  year  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them  ;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  shall  hold  and  exercise  their  office  until  a 
new  election  of  president  and  directors;  and  that  all 
elections  which  are  by  this  act,  or  by  rhe  by-laws  of 
said  company,  to  be  held  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  held 
at  such  time,  may  be  held  in  thirty  days9  thereafter,  upon 
due  notice  being  given. 

§  6.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company  may  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  interval 
between  the  annual  meetings  by  the  president  and  direct- 
ors, or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning 
at  least  one  fourth  of  the  whole  stock  subscribed,  upon 
giving  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hold- 
.  ing  the  same ;  and  when  any  such  meetings  are  called 
by  the  stockholders,  such   notice  shall  specify  the  objeat 
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187J.  °f  the  call ;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meeting  a  majority 
in  value  of  the  stockholders  are  not  present  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day, 
without  transacting  any  business,  for  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding five  days;  and  if,  within  said  five  days,  stock- 
holders having  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed 
do  not  attend,  such  meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
in  office  for  the  preceding  year,  shall,  at  the  regular  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  exhibit 
a  clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  affairs  of  said  company; 
that  at  any  called  meeting  of  stockholders,  a  majority  in 
value  of  the  holders  of  stock  subscribed  being  present, 
may  demand  and  require  similar  statements  from  the  pres- 
ident and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  them 
when  thus  required;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings 
of  the  stockholders  in  said  company,  a  majority  of  them 
in  value  may  remove  from  office  the  president  and  any  of 
the  directors,  and  fill  the  vacancy  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  they  could  do  at  their  annual  meetings. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
before  he  or  they  act  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the 
case  may  be,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders in  said  company,  at  any  of  the  stated  or  called 
meetings  of  said  stockholders,  shall  have  power  to  elect 
or  appoint  a  treasurer  of  said  company,  and  to  require 
and  take  of  him  such  bond,  in  such  penalty  and  such 
security  as  they  may  prescribe,  payable  to  said  company, 
and  conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of 
all  such  money  as  may  come  to  his  hands,  and  with  such 
other  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed;  upon  which  bond 
recovery  may  be  had  for  a  breach  of  conditions  thereof  by 
suit  in  the  name  of  the  company,  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  0.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  created  by  this  act  shall 
remain  unsubscribed  until  after  the  election  of  president 
and  directors,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  open  the  books  and  receive 
subscriptions  to  any  of  the  capital  stock  which  may  re- 
main untaken  or  unsubscribed  for,  or  to  sell  or  dispose  of  - 
such  untaken  stock  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  not 
under  its  par  value;  and  the  purchasers  or  subscribers  of 
said  stock  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  original  subscribers, 
and  subject  to  the  same  regulations. 

§  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  major- 
ity of   them,  may  appoint  all   such   officers,  agents,  or 
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servants  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  business  of  1871. 
the  company,  and  they  may  remove  any  of  them  at 
pleasure;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  deter- 
mine, by  contract,  the  pay  of  such  officers,  agents,  or 
servants,  and  regulate,  by  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing all  accounts  against  the  company;  that  they  shall 
have  power  to  erect  warehouses,  workshops,  and  depots, 
and  all  necessary  buildings*  for  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company;  that  they  shall  have  power  to  direct 
and  regulate  in  what  manner  and  by  what  evidence  stock 
in  said  company  may  be  transferred,  and  to  pass  all  by- 
laws which  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exer- 
cising the  powers  hereby  invested  in  said  company,  and 
for  carrying  into  effect  this  act :  Provided,  The  same  shall 
not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State. 

§  11.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  insufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  to  increase  the  same  by  an  addition  of 
as  many  shares  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  giving  notice  in  writing  of 
such  intention  to  each  existing  stockholder. 

§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  powers  and  rights  necessary 
to  the  construction   of  a  railroad  from  Elkton,  in  Todd 
county,   Kentucky,  not   exceeding  sixty-six   feet,    or   the 
width  necessary,  to  any  point  in  said  county,  intersecting 
either   the    Louisville   and    Memphis,  or   the   Evansville, 
Henderson,  and  Nashville  Railroads;  and  they  may  cause 
to  be  made  contracts  with  others  for  making  said  road  or 
any  part  of  it;  and  that  they,  their  agents,  engineers,  &c, 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  surveying  or 
making  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  enter  upon,  use, 
and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site 
of  said  road,  or  the  erection  of  warehouses  or  other  struc- 
tures or  works  necessary  to  said  road  and  its  use,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  necessary  or  useful  in  the  construction  or  re- 
pair of  said  road  or  its  works  and  appurtenances;  and  they 
may  build  bridges  and  construct  tunnels:  Provided)  The 
same  do  not  obstruct    navigation  on  navigable  streams; 
may  fix  scales  and  weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  timber, 
gravel,  stone,  or  other  material,  which  may  be  useful  or 
necessary  for  the  proper  construction,  completion,  and  re- 
pairs of  said  road,  and  condemn  any  right  of  way  to  any 
gravel  pit,  quarry,  or  timber  necessary  for  said  roads,  used 
in  constructing  or  repairing  the  same. 

§  13.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  said 
company,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  directors,

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1871.       *°  aPply  t°  the  county  court  of  Todd  county,  and  for 

court  to  appoint  a  competent  engineer  and  tvto  disinter* 
ested  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  to  ex- 
amine the  proposed  route  of  said  road,  and  to  take  from 
the  proprietors  of  the  land  oyer  which  it  is  to  pass  a  grant 
of  the  right  of  way  of  such  width  as  may  be  necessary,  as 
provided  for  in  section  12,  which  may  include  the  right  to 
take  stone,  gravel,  or  timber  fof  the  construction  of  said 
road  ;  and  they,  jointly  or  severally,  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  take  and  certify  under  their  hand  and  seal 
the  acknowledgment  of  such  grant  in  fee,  or  right  of  way, 
and  the  separate  acknowledgment  of  married  women,  that 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  has;  and  on  the  presentation 
of  the  grant  and  acknowledgment,  it  is  hereby  made  bis 
duty  to  record  the  same  as  other  deeds,  and  they  shall  be 
effectual  against  all  persons  according  to  their  tenor  :  Pro- 
vided, That  when  the  parties  are  infants  or  absent,  or  refuse 
to  make  the  grant,  they  shall  hear  any  proof  that  may  be 
adduced,  and  upon  their  own  view  proceed  to  value  any 
land  required  for  the  right  of  way,  and  report  the  value 
they  shall  have  affixed,  together  with  the  evidence  adduced 
to  the  court  appointing  them,  with  a  map  or  profile  of  the 
required  grounds ;  and  said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  such  court,  and  a  summons  issued  to  the  proprie- 
tors to  show  cause  against  the  confirmation  of  said  report ;

does  not  appear,  the  court  shall  appoint  an  attorney  of  the 
\  court  to  act  for  them.     It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company 

or  any  proprietor,  or  for  both,  to  traverse  the  report,  and  for 
the  court  to  have  the  traverse  tried  in  open  court  by  a  com- 
petent jury,  on  which  trial  the  report  and  evidence  returned 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  heard,  together  with  such  other  proof 
as  either  party  may  produce.  A  new  trial  to  the  finding 
of  the  jury  may  be  granted  as  in  other  cases.  The  report 
shall  stand  for  hearing  as  to  any  proprietor  when  the  pro- 
cess has  been  executed  ten  days,  or  after  the  appearance  of 
a  proprietor  on  a  day  fixed  for  his  appearance ;  and  the 
court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  confirm  the  report  if  no 
traverse  is  filed.  In  case  a  traverse  is  filed,  to  have  the 
same  tried  by  a  jury,  and  to  give  judgment  upon  the  report 
ob  finding  of  the  jury,  and  order  the  payment  of  the  money 
and  the  execution  of  the  grant  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
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pert,  and  to  have  the  grant  executed  by  a  commissioner       1871. 

appointed  by  the  court,  and  order  them  to  be  recorded  in 

the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county;  and  either  party 

may  have  an  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the  proceedings  ; 

but  no  appeal  or  writ  of  error  by  the  proprietors  shall  stop 

the  company  from  proceeding  with  the  construction  of  the 

road. 

§  14.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  are 
hereby  vested  with  the  right  and  power  (a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  in  value  consenting  thereto  in  writing),  during 
the  building  or  after  the  completion  of  said  road,  to  lease, 
rent,  give,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  said  road. 

§  15.  That  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  in  relation 
to  the  injury  or  obstruction  to  similar  roads  shall  be  in  full 
force  with  regard  to  this.  Limitations  to  actions  against 
said  company  for  injury  to  stock  or  persons  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  in  force  against  other  railroads  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1247. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  P.  Garden,  of  Hart  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  forty-two  dollars  and  fifteen 
cents  ($42  15)  in  favor  of  William  P.  Carden,  in  consid- 
eration of  money  paid  by  said  Carden  upon  a  fine  after 
the  same  was  remitted  by  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

$  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1248. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  County  Court  of  Hardin  County  to  levy  a  tax  to 

erect  Public  Buildings  in  said  County. 

Whereas,  The  public  buildings  of  Hardin  county  are 
in  such  a  condition  as  to  be  no  longer  suitable  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  intended,  and  the  levy  author- 
ized to  be  made  by  the  county  court  of  said  county,  is  only 
sufficient  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  county; 
therefore9 
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1871.  &e  *'  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of 
Hardin,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  com- 
mission therein  being  present  and  thereunto  consenting, 
to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  not  to  exceed,  in  any  one  year, 
thirty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  the 
property  in  the  county  on  which  revenue  is  now  paid  to 
the  State,  and  one  dollar  on  each  tithable  in  the  county 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  the  public  buildings  of  the  county,  and  purchasing 
a  suitable  site  therefor  if  necessary. 

§  2.  That  the  tax  thus  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  in  the  same  manner  and  'under  the 
same  laws  as  now  regulate  the  collection  of  the  other 
county  revenue ;  and  he  shall  receive  the  same  commis- 
sion as  is  now  allowed;  and  he  shall,  on  the  15th  day  of 
January  in  each  year,  settle  and  pay  into  the  county  .court 
the  sum  due  for  that  year. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county  being 
present,  to  select  three  suitable  commissioners,  to  select 
and  purchase  suitable  grounds  for  the  site  of  such  public 
buildings,  and  to  sell  and  convey,  on  behalf  of  the  county, 
any  lots  or  grounds  now  owned  by  the  county,  and  to  dis- 
pose of  the  buildings  and  material  thereon  which  is  not 
suitable  for  the  new  buildings,  whose  acts  shall  not  be 
binding  on  the  county  unless  confirmed  by  order  of  the 
county  court. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to 
make  contracts  for  the  erection  of  any  of  the  public  build- 
ings on  such  plans  and  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  county  court. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1249. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bullitt  County  Court,  authorizing  them  to 

levy  a  tax  to  erect  Public  Buildings. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Bul- 
litt county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring  therein, 
to  levy  upon  the  property  of  said  county,  listed  for  taxa- 
tion for  revenue  purposes,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceed- 
ing forty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  property 
so  listed,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  the  same; 
and  the  proceeds  of  said  levy,  when  collected,  shall  be 
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applied  exclusively  to  the  building  of  a  court-house  and      1871. 
county  and  circuit  court  clerks'  offices,  and  for  repairing 
and  remodeling  the  county  jail  of  said  county,  or  for  one 
or   more  of  said  purposes,  as  may  seem  necessary  and 
expedient  by  said  county  court. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Bullitt  county  shall  collect  such 
tax  as  said  county  court  shall  levy  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  shall  pay  over  the  same,  when  collected,  to 
such  person  or  persons  as  the  county  court  may  order; 
and  before  proceeding  to  collect  the  tax,  he  shall  execute 
bond  to  the  county  court  in  such  penalty  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  court,  with  surety,  to  be  approved  by  said 
couri,  conditioned  for  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  in 
collecting  and  paying  the  tax  collected  by  him.  The 
sheriff  shall  receive  for  collecting  said  tax  the  same  fees 
and  commissions  as  are  now  given  by  law  for  similar 
services 

§  3.  The  sheriff  shall  pay  over  said  tax  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  December  in  each  year  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  the  court  may  order;  and  upon  failure  to  do  so,  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  of  said  tax, 
and  ten  per  cent,  damages  upon  the  whole  amount,  to  be 
recovered  upon  suit  or  motion  in  said  county  court. 

$  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage;  but  not 
more  than  three  levies  shall  be  made  under  this  act,  and 
such  levies  shall  be  in  consecutive  years  ;  the  first  levy 
under  this  act  may  be  made  for  the  year  1871,  at  any  reg- 
ular county  court  not  later  than  the  June  term. 

Approved  February  10,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1250. 

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  Levy  of  Logan  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Logan  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be, 
and  the  said  court  is  hereby,  authorized  to  increase  the 
poll-tax  heretofore  levied  by  said  court  for  the  years  1871, 
1872,  1873,  and  1874,  to  the  sum  of  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  on  each  person  in  said  county  subject  by  law  to  pay 
a  poll  tax. 

§  2.  The  levy  hereby  authorized  to  be  increased  may  be 
made  by  said  court  at  the  regular  meeting  thereof  in  the 
month  of  April,  in  each  of  the  years  specified  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  Police  Judge  of  the  Town  of  Haweeville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky:' 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  police  judge  of  the 
town  of  Hawesville,  Hancock  county,  and  his  successors 
in  office,  to  fix  the  regular  terms  of  his  court  for  the  trial 
of  all  cases,  civil  and  criminal,  of  which  said  judge  has 
jurisdiction,  by  an  order  entered  on  his  record. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  10,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1252. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Court  of  Claims  of  Johnson  County  to  levy  and 
collect  an  ad  valorem  and  poll  tax  for  County  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  court  of  levy  and  claims  in  *the  county  ef 
Johnson  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  levy  and  collect, 
in  said  county,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twen- 
ty-five cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty, and  to  levy  and  collect  an  additional  poll-tax  of  not 
exceeding  one  dollar  off  of  each  tithe. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  the  county  judge 
shall  have  power  to  call  together  the  court  of  claims,  and 
assess  the  amount  for  the  year  1871. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect 
and  account  for  the  same  on  his  bond  for  the  collection  of 
the  county  levy,  as  other  county  levy  is  collected  and  ac- 
counted for. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  two  years,  and  shall  go 
into  effect  upon  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1253. 

AN  ACT  providing  a  Commissioner  of  County  Claims  for  Hart  County. 

Whereas,  The  county  of  Hart  is  being  heavily  taxed  to 
defray  its  current  expenses;  and  whereas,  there  are  num- 
bers of  claims — and  many  of  them  for  large  amounts — 
being  annually  presented  to  the  court  of  claims  for  said 
county,  and  summarily  passed  upon  and  allowed  without 
that  careful  consideration  and  investigation  which  they 
should  receive ;  and  whereas,  it  is  almost  impossible  for 
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the  court  of  claims  to  properly  investigate   and  adjust      1871. 
such  claims ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of 
claims  for  said  county,  at  its  regular  term  in  each  year,  to 
elect  some  suitable  person,  well  versed  in  the  law,  to  act 
as  a  commissioner  of  county  claims. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  commissioner  to  receive, 
investigate,  and  audit  all  claims  against  said  county  which 
are  paid  out  of  the  county  levy,  and  which  the  law  now 
requires  to  be  presented  to  the  court  of  claims  for  pay- 
ment. 

§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  investigating 
such  claims,  he  shall  be  at  Munfordville,  the  county  seat, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  September  in  each  year,  and  re- 
main at  the  county  seat  from  day  to  day,  for  one  week, 
or  longer,  if  it  shall  be  necessary,  in  order  to  receive  and 
investigate  county  claims;  and  shall  advertise  ten  days 
previous  to  said  first  Monday  the  time,  place,  and  purpose 
of  his  being  at  the  county  seat. 

§  4.  That  all  claims  against  the  county  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  him ;  and  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  pur- 
pose shall  be  entered,  in  the  order  of  time  presented,  and 
the  nature  of  the  claim. 

$  5.  That  on  the  first  day  of  the  court  of  claims  there- 
after, said  commissioner  shall  present  to  said  court  a  full 
and  fair  report  of  all  the  claims  presented,  those  allowed 
and  those  disallowed,  together  with  the  substance  of  the 
evidence  sustaining  such  claims. 

§  6.  That  in  the  investigation  of  such  claims  the  com- 
missioner shall  have  power,  by  subpcena  or  otherwise,  to 
bring  before  him  persons  and  papers,  and  to  administer 
oaths,  that  may  be  necessary  in  such  investigation. 

§  7.  That  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  he  shall  take 
an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  his  duties  as  commissioner  of 
county  claims. 

§  8.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  the  commis- 
sioner in  regard  to  any  claim,  may,  on  the  first  day  of  the 
court  of  claims,  file  exceptions  to  the  report  of  such  com- 
missioner; which  exceptions  shall  be  immediately  disposed 
of  by  the  court  of  claims. 

§  0.  That  H.  S.  Shoudy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  appointed 
commissioner  of  county  claims  for  said  county,  until  his 
successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  the  court  of  claims  shall  pay 
to  him  and  his  successors  a  reasonable  compensation  for 
services  as  commissioner,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
levy. 
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1871.  §  10.  That  if,  from  resignation,  death,  refusal  to  act,  or 

otherwise,  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  com- 
missioner of  county  claims  for  said  county,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  judge  of  the  county 
court  until  the  next  regular  election  of  commissioner  under 
this  act. 

§  11.  Thar,  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1254. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lexington  Water-works  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Ephraim  D.  Sayre,  Thomas  Mitchell,  M.  C. 
Johnson,  William  T.  Scott,  D.  L.  Price,  John  Mason 
Brown,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
made  and  declared  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  of 
the  "  Lexington  Water-works  Company ;"  with  power 
and  authority  to  construct,  within  the  city  of  Lexington, 
or  within  any  distance  convenient  or  suitable  therefor, 
such  reservoirs,  pools,  acqueducts,  mains,  pipes,  wells, 
engines,  and  other  machinery,  apparatus,  and  other  struc- 
tures, as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plying the  city  of  Lexington  with  water. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  be 
more  than  two  hundred  thousand  ($200,000)  dollars, 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  Said 
company  may  issue  mortgage  bonds,  having  not  more 
than  twenty  years  to  run,  bearing  not  more  than  eight 
per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually;  and  may  sell 
said  bonds  at  discount,  and  may  execute  a  mortgage 
or  mortgages  upon  any  lands,  property,  franchises,  or 
water  rents,  belonging  to  the  company,  to  secure  said 
bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon.  But  the  amount  of  said 
mortgage  bonds  shall  not  exceed  in  their  par  aggregate 
the  sum  of  one  huadred  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  affairs  of  the  company  shall  be  controlled  by 
six  directors  and  a  president,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stock* 
holders  in  the  company;  and  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Lexington.  The  directors 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  vote  of  the  stockholders,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  company.  The  directors  may  fill  vacancies  occurring 
in  their  board ;  and  shall  choose  a  president  of  the  com- 
pany from  among  the  stockholders  or  directors;  and  may 
appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  the  business  of  the 
company   may   require.     The   directors   shall    hold   their 
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offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  1871. 
and  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  transact  business.  At  all  elections  of  directors,  or 
stockholders9  meetings,  the  stockholders  may  vote  in  per- 
son or  by  proxy,  duly  authorized  in  writing;  and  each, 
share  of  stock,  upon  which  the  regular  calls  and  assess- 
ments have  been  paid,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  may  purchase,  take,  and  hold  in 
fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate,  any  lands  necessary  for 
the  object  of  said  company  ;  and  for  the  convenient  man- 
agement of  the  concerns  of  the  corporation ;  and  may 
acquire  the  right  to  lay  their  pipes  and  aqueducts  through 
any  land  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  lay  the  same ;  and 
may  erect  and  establish  such  buildings,  machinery,  en- 
gines, reservoirs,  and  the  like,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  may  pur- 
chase, lease,  or  otherwise  acquire  the  use  and  control  of 
such  springs,  brooks,  or  wells  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation.  If  the 
proprietors  of  any  lands  which  said  corporation  may  need 
for  any  of  the  aforesaid  purposes,  or  for  like  purposes, 
or  for  right  of  way  for  laying  pipes  and  aqueducts,  do 
not  agree  with  the  company  upon  the  price  or  compensa- 
tion therefor,  or,  for  any  reason,  fail  to  agree,  then  the 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  such  land  or 
lands  or  easements  or  rights  by  proceedings  under  a  writ 
of  ad  quod  damnum^  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by 
the  charter  of  the  Louisville  Water  Company,  approved 
6th  March,  1854,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

§  5.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  the 
water  from  springs,  wells,  or  creeks  into  one  or  more 
reservoirs,  and  may  lay  pipes  or  aqueducts  under  or  over 
any  railroad,  highway,  or  street;  but  the  same  shall  be 
done  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct. or  impede  the 
passage  thereon.  In  laying  its  pipes  or  aqueducts  across 
or  along  any  highway  or  street,  and  in  repairing  such 
pipes  or  aqueducts,  from  time  to  time,  said  corporation 
shall  not  unnecessarily  obstruct  such  highway  or  street; 
and  in  case  of  the  removal  of  any  earth  or  pavement 
in  such  highway  or  street  by  said  company  for  purposes 
of  such  construction  or  repair,  the  said  company  shall 
cause  such  earth  or  pavement  to  be  replaced  or  renewed 
in  <such  manner  as  to  put  the  street  or  highway  in  as 
good  condition  as  before  the  removal  or  excavation. 

§  6.  In  laying  or  constructing  pipes  or  aqueducts  in  the 
city  of  Lexington,  the  same  shall  be  done  with  especial 
reference  to  the  furnishing  an  abundant  supply  of  water 
for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;  and  the  company  shall 
furnish  water  to  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  city  of 

vol.  i — loc.  l. — 11 
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1871.  Lexington  for  the  nee  of  its  fire  department,  and  for 
cleaning  streets  and  other  public  purposes,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  company  through 
its  president  and  board  of  directors  and  the  mayor  and 
councilmen  of  the  city  of  Lexington  ;  and  said  company 
shall  have  the  exclusive  right  as  against  any  other  corpo- 
ration to  furnish  water  by  pipes,  reservoirs,  and  aqueducts 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Lexington,  if  the  author- 
ities of  said  city  shall  agree  thereto,  and  upon  such  terms 
-  and  for  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  7.  The  said  company  is  hereby  empowered  to  sell  the 
privilege  of  using  the  water  which  may  be  conducted 
through  its  pipes  or  aqueducts,  to  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration ;  and  said  company  may  make  all  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  manner  and  the  times 
when  such  water  may  be  used. 

§  8.  The  city  of  Lexington  may  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  in  such  amount  as  the  directors 
may  agree  to  accept:  Provided,  That  no  such  subscrip- 
tion Bhall  be  made  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the 
city  of  Lexington  until  the  question  of  said  subscription 
shall  have  been  first  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  city,  and  authorized  by  the  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  said  qualified  voters  voting  upon  said  question. 

§  9.  If  any  person  shall,  willfully  or  maliciously,  corrupt 
or  make  impure  any  water  used  by  said  company,  or  de- 
stroy or  injure  any  pipe,  aqueduct,  machinery,  or  other 
property  of  said  company,  such  person,  and  all  who  shall 
aid  and  abet  therein,  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany treble  the  amount  of  damages  caused  thereby,  re- 
coverable by  action  in  the  Fayette  circuit  court,  and  shall 
further  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  work-house  of  the  city  of 
Lexington  for  not  more  than  twelve  months.  Such  fine 
and  imprisonment  shall  not  be  imposed  or  amerced  save 
upon  an  indictment  found  in  the  recorder's  court  of  the 
city  ot  Lexington,  or  the  Fayette  circuit  court. 

§  10.  That  said  company  may  appoint  and  employ 
agents  to  care  for  and  protect  its  property,  and  may 
notify  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexington  of 
such  appointments;  and  the  agents  and  employes  of  said 
company  shall  have  power  as  policemen  to  prevent  any 
intrusion  upon  the  grounds  and  inclosures  of  the  com- 
pany, or  injuring  the  property  of  said  company,  or  defil- 
ing the  water  supply,  reservoirs,  or  wells  of  said  company, 
and  they  may  arrest  any  one  so  trespassing  or  wrong- 
doing, and  deliver  him  to  the  police  authorities  of  the 
oily  of  Lexington,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

$  11.  The  mayor  and  eouncilmen  of  the  city  of  Lexing- 
ton shall  have  power  to  pass  and  enact  such  ordinances 
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as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  protect  the  property  of      1871. 
the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

§  12.  That  the  company  hereby  incorporated  is  required 
to  commence  its  work,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  1873,  and  shall  complete 
its  reservoirs  and  mains  and  pipes  within  two  years  there- 
after, in  such  manner  as  to  furnish  water  to  the  citizens 
of  Lexington. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1256. 

AN  ACT  revising  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Paducah. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky; 

§  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  Ken- 
tucky, shall  be  as  follows,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  a  point 
known  as  the  northwest  corner  of  lot  No.  15,  of  the  divis- 
ion of  the  estate  of  William  Clarke,  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Ohio  river,  174  poles   below  the   north  side  of  Clay 
street;   thence   south  43  degrees  west  342   poles   to   the 
corner  of  the   Paducah   Cemetery;    thence  south  50  de- 
grees 16  minutes  east,  with  the  line  between  said  ceme- 
tery and  the  addition  of  Flournoy,  Harris,  Trimble,  and 
Norton,  73£  poles  to  an  iron  monument  in  the  centre  of 
Clay  street;   thence  south  34  degrees   east  with  the  line 
between  King  and  Bradshaw  90  poles  to  a  stake;  thence 
north   50  degrees   east  15  poles   to  an  iron    monument; 
thence  south  39  degrees  east  with  the  line  dividing  lot 
No.  13  from  lots  numbered  5,  4,  3,  and  2,  of  the  division 
of  the  estate  of  Wm.  Clarke,  329  poles  to  a  mulberry  in 
the  base  line  marked  1  and  2;  thence  south  67  degrees 
east  with  said  base  line  to  the  centre  of  Island  creek  at 
the  mouth  of  Cross  creek;  thence  in  the  centre  of  Island 
creek,  and  with  the  meanders  thereof,  to  its  mouth  on  the 
Tennessee  river;  thence  with  a  course  north  56  degrees 
east  across  Tennessee  river  to  the  low  water  line  there- 
of on  Tennessee  island  ;  thence  down  the  Tennessee  river 
with  the  low  water  line  thereof,  binding  on  Tennessee 
island,  to  the  low  end  of  said  island ;  thence  north  56  de- 
grees east  across  the  Ohio  river,  to  the  low  water  line  of 
the  same,  on  the  Illinois  shore;   thence  down  the  Ohio, 
river  with  the  low  water  line  thereof,  binding  upon  the 
Illinois  shore,  to  a  point  where  a  line  from  the  beginning 
point  of  this  boundary  above  described,  with  a  course 
north  43  degrees  east,  will  intersect  said  low  water  line; 
thence  south  43  degrees  west  across  the  Ohio  river  to  the 
beginning',  and  the  territory  embraced  within  thifbooodr 
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1871.  ary  Is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  city;  and  tbe  inhabitants 
thereof  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  forever, 
with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  erf  the  "  City  of 
Pad nc ah;"  and  by  that  name  retaining  and  possessing 
the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  to  have  and  to  use  a 
common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  change,  and  renew 
at  pleasure ;  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  lease,  or  sell  and  dispose 
of  any  property  now  vested  in  the  city  of  Paducah 
or  any  person  or  corporation  of  said  city,  or  which  may 
be  hereafter  acquired,  to  the  intent  and  purposes  for 
which  the  same  is,  was,  or  may  be  taken  or  granted,  not- 
withstanding its  locality ;  and  in  all  suits  against  tbe  city, 
service  of  process  shall  be  upon  the  mayor,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, upon  tbe  clerk  and  marshal  of  said  city.  The  city 
shall  have  police  jurisdiction  in  Kentucky,  outside  of  the 
corporate  limits,  to  the  distance  of  one  mile  ail  around 
from  said  boundary. 

§  2.  The  city  shall  be  divided  into  six  wards  as  follows : 

First  Ward.  All  of  that  portion  of  the  city  north  of  the 
centre  line  of  Monroe  street,  extended  from  the  river  out 
to  the  corporation  line. 

Second  Ward.  AH  of  that  portion  of  the  city  between 
the  first  ward,  as  above  described,  and  Broadway  street. 

Third  Ward.  All  of  that  portion  of  the  city  between 
Broadway  and  the  centre  line  of  Washington  street,  ex- 
tended from  the  river  out  to  the  corporation  line. 

Fourth  Ward.    All  of  that  portion  of  the  city  between 
the  third  ward,  as  above  described,  and  the  centre  line  of 
Adams  street,  extended  out  from  the  river  to  the  corpo- 
ration line. 

Fifth  Ward.    All  of  that  portion  of  the  city  south  of 
Adams  street  and  east  of  Chestnut  street. 

Sixtli  Ward.  All  of  that  portion  of  the  city  south  of  the 
fourth  Ward,  as  before  described,  and  west  of  Chestnut 
street.  The  boundaries  of  said  wards  may  hereafter  be 
changed,  or  the  number  of  the  wards  increased,  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city;  they  paying  due  regard  to 
tbe  number  of  voters  in  each  ward,  making  them  equal, 
or  as  nearly  so  as  practicable. 

blST&IBUTION    OF    POWERS    OF   GOVERNMENT. 

§  3.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  city  of  Paducah  shall 
be  divided  into  three  distinct  separate  departments,  viz ; 
Legislative,  executive,  and  judicial;  and  no  person  or  offi- 
cers of  one  of  the  departments  shall  exercise  any  power 
properly  belonging  to  either  of  the  others,  except  in  the 
instances  hereafter  expressly  directed  or  permitted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

v  4.  The  legislative  powers  of  the  city  of  Paducah  shall 
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be  vested  in  a  board  of  council  men  selected  from  the  sev-       1871. 
eral  wards  of  said  city,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  which 
ehall  be  styled,  "  The  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Pa- 
ducah." 

§  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  councilman  of  said 
city  who,  at  the  time  of  hie  ejection,  is  not  a  white  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has  not  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  city  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  and  who  is  not  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  ward 
for  which  he  may  be  chosen,  and  be  the  legal  owner  of 
real  estate  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  or  who  holds  and  dis- 
charges any  office  or  agency  under  the  city  of  Paducah, 
the  county  of  McCracken,  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  any  department  thereof,  or 
any  foreign  government  whatever,  or  who,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  is  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract with  the  city  of  Paducah,  or  who  is  bound  on  bond 
to  the  city,  either  as  principal  or  security,  or  holds  any 
office  of  trust  or  salary  in  any  corporation  which  holds  any 
contract  with  said  city,  the  terms,  rates,  or  prices  where- 
of are  subject  to  modification  or  enforcement  by  the  said 
common  council;  and  no  collector  or  keeper  of  the  city 
funds  or  money  shall  be  eligible  until  he  has  settled  with 
city,  and  obtained  a  quietus. 

§  6.  And  if  after  election  any  member  of  the  common 
council  should  remove  from  the  ward  from  which  he  was 
chosen,  or  accept  any  office  or  agency,  the  holding  or 
discharging  of  which  would  have  rendered  him  ineligible, 
or  do  any  other  thing  or  act  which  would  have  rendered 
ineligible  to  his  seat  as  a  member  of  said  council,  his  office 
■hall  be  thereby  vacated,  and  the  vacancy  filled  as  here- 
inafter directed  with  regard  to  filling  vacancies. 

§  7.  Stockholders  in  corporations  may  be  eligible,  but 
shall  not  vote  on  any  question,  directly  or  indirectly  affect- 
ing such  corporation,  or  any  right  or  duty  under  the  same. 

v  8.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  being 
an  officer  in  the  militia  of  Kentucky. 

$  9.  Representation  shall  be  as  near  equal  and  uniform 
as  may  be,  and  regulated  by  the  number  of  qualified  Voters, 
and  the  common  council  may  increase  the  number  of 
wards  as  the  interest  of  the  city  may,  in  their  opinion,  re- 
quire, laying  them  off  as  nearly  equal  in  qualified  voters 
as  may  be. . 

§  10.  The  common  council  shall  consist  of  two  members 
from  each  ward  in  the  city,  who  are  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  each  ward  as  hereinafter  directed;  and 
when  so  elected  they  are  to  hold  their  offices  for  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified.    The  election  for  common  councilmen  shall  be 
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1871.       h6ld  on  th*  fint  Monday  in  March  in  eaeh  year ;  at  the 
first  election  under  this  charter,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  1871,  there  shall  be  elected  only  one  councilman 
from  each  ward,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified ;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1872, 
there  shall  be  elected  from  each  ward  in  said  city  ope 
councilman,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  so 
on  perpetually  one  councilman  from  each  ward  shall  be 
elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year;  and 
it  is  further  provided,  that  couocilmen  in  office  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
who  were  elected  in  May,  1869,  shall  vacate  their  offices 
upon  the  qualification  of  the  couocilmen  to  be  elected  on 
the  first  Monday  in   March  next;    and   the  council meo 
who  were  elected  in  May,  1870,  shall  vacate  their  offices 
upon  the  qualification  of  the  councilmen  to  be  elected  on 
the  first  Monday  in  March,  1872,  it  being  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act  that  the  members  of  the  council  is 
office  at  the  time  this  charter  goes  into  effect  shall  con- 
tinue to  hold  their  offices  as  such  until  their  respective 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  as  herein  pro* 
vided ;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Paducah  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  and  shall  hold  bis  office  for  two  years;  but  it  is 
further  provided,  that  the  mayor  in  office  at  the  time  this 
charter  goes  into  effect  shall  continue  to  hold  his  office 
until  his  successor  shall  be  qualified  in  May,  1871;  and 
the   mayor  elected  in   March,   1871,  under  this  charter, 
shall  not  qualify  as  mayor  until  the  first  regular  meeting 
of  the  council  in  May,  1871;  and  after  the  mayor  now 
in  office  shall  go  out  of  office  as  aforesaid,  the  mayors 
thereafter  to  be  elected  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  their 
duties  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  council  after 
their  respective  elections  in  March. 

§  11.  The  common  council  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a  correct  journal  of  its  proceedings ;  and  immedi- 
ately after  adjournment  of  each  session  shall  cause  the 
proceedings  of  that  session  to  be  published  at  least  once 
in  some  newspaper  published  and  printed  in  the  city  of 
Paducah,  such  newspaper  to  be  selected  annually  by  the 
common  council,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
ordinance;  and  all  ordinances,  before  being  enforced, 
shall  be  published  in  the  manner  above  provided  for  pub- 
lication of  proceedings;  and  all  ordinances  passed  during 
the  year,  and  unrepealed  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  each 
set  of  councilmen  vacating  office,  shall  be  published  in 
pamphlet  form  for  the  use  of  the  council,  and  for  such 
distribution  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 
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§  12.  Id  one  year  after  the  first  election  under  this  char-  1871. 
ter,  all  general  ordinances  of  the  city  shall  be  digested  and 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  with  proper  marginal  notes  or 
references  and  a  general  index;  and  in  each  succeeding 
five  years  all  the  general  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
city  shall  be  thus  digested  and  published. 

§  13.  The  members  of  the  common  council  shall  meet 
within  one  week  after  their  election,  and  shall  meet  regu- 
larly every  two  weeks,  and  oftener  if  the  interest  of  the 
city  may  require  it,  and  shall  meet  upon  their  own  adjourn- 
ment and  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings,  and 
shall  designate  by  ordinance  the  time  and  place  of  their 
meetings. 

§  14.  The  common  council  thall,  by  ordinance,  have  the 
power  to  allow  and  fix  the  compensation  of  members  of 
the  common  council  for  their  attendance  at  their  meetings, 
whether  regular  or  called  by  the  board ;  but  such  compen- 
sation shall  not  exceed  three  dollars  for  each  member  for 
each  meeting,  and  they  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on 
juries  of  all  kinds,  and  from  military  duty  during  their  term 
of  service. 

§  15.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  common  council 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  16.  The  common  council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe 
the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and  by  proper  penalties  enforce 
the  same,  and  punish  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and 
by  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
may  expel  a  member  for  improper  conduct,  but  not  twice 
for  the  same  offense 

$  17.  The  common  council  may  elect  from  the  police  of 
the  city  a  sergeant-at-arms  and  door-keeper,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  to  be  performed  by  these  officers,  and 
the  police  officer  thus  serving  as  door-keeper  or  sergeant- 
at-arms  shall  not  receive  any  additional  compensation  for 
such  services. 

§  18.  The  common  council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tion, election,  and  return  of  its  own  members,  and  shall 
prescribe  by  ordinance  the  manner  in  which  contested 
elections  shall  be  determined. 

§  19.  No  ordinance  of  the  common  council  requiring  the 
improvement  of  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  at  the  ex- 
pense of  lot-owners  shall  have  force  as  a  law,  unless  the 
same  be  voted  for  by  two  thirds  of  all  the  councilmen  then 
elected,  nor  unless  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon  be  recorded 
in  the  journal  of  proceedings :  Provided  however,  That  if 
the  owners  of  majority  of  feet  front  on  any  street  or  alley, 
or  part  of  the  same,  not  less  than  one  block  in  length,  shall 
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1871.  petition  the  council  to  hare  the  same  improved  ;  in  such 
case  said  council  shall  have  the  power  and  authority,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  then  elected,  to  pass  j 

an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  such  street  or  alley,  ; 

or  part   thereof  as  aforesaid ;  the  vote  of  said  majority,  j 

however,  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays  recorded  as  aforesaid  :  ■ 

Provided  further,  That  when  the  common  council  shall 
hereafter  require  the  improvement  of  that  part  of  the 
several  streets  of  the  city  running  to  the  river,  which 
lies  between  ordinary  high  water  mark  or  top  of  the 
bank  of  the  river  and  low  water  mark,  one  half  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvement  shall  be  borne  by  the  city,  and 
the  other  half  by  the  owners  of  the  ground  fronting  on 
the  same,  under  the  provisions  and  regulations  aforesaid. 

§20.  All  assessments  or  rates  of  taxation  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  said  city  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  a  no  leas 
number  than  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said  coun- 
cil then  elected;  and  the  order  or  resolution  laying  the  per 
centum  of  taxes  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  city 
by  the  council  shall  be  passed  and  evidenced  by  a  vote  of 
the  council,  upon  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  to  be  re- 
corded upon  the  journal  of  proceedings.  All  other  ordi- 
nances, laws,  or  resolutions  of  said  council  not  named  in 
this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  be  valid,  if  voted  for  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

§21.  Upon  all  questions  voted  upon  by  the  common 
council  any  member  shall  have  the  right  to  call  for  the 
"  yeas  and  nays,"  and  have  the  same  recorded  upon  the 
journal  of  proceedings. 

§  22.  The  common  council  shall  have  powers  within  the 
city  limits,  in  addition  to  the  other  powers  granted  by  this 
charter,  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  at  the  rate  not  exceeding 
two  and  one  half  dollars  ($2£)  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property,  upon  all  property  within  the  city 
made  taxable  by  law  for  State  purposes ;  also  upon  all 
bank  stock  in  any  banks  located  in  the  city  of  Paducah, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  in  banks 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Congress ;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  presidents  of  all  such  banks,  re- 
spectively, to  list  for  taxation,  with  the  city  assessor,  the 
amount  of  stock  owned  by  each  stockholder  in  said  banks, 
whether  such  stockholders  are  residents  of  snid  city  or  not; 
and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  presidents  of  banks 
in  Paducah,  together  with  the  directors  of  each  bank,  re- 
spectively, to  retain  out  of  the  dividends  of  all  stockhold- 
ers in  said  banks  the  amount  of  their  respective  taxes  due 
the  city  upon  said  stock,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  collect- 
ors of  taxes  for  said  city. 

§  23.  To  borrow  money  upon  the  credit  of  the  city,  and 
pledge  the  revenues  for  the  payment  thereof. 
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§  24.  To  appropriate  money  and  provide  for  the  pay-       1871. 
ment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

§  25.  To  make  regulations*  to  prevent  the  introduction 
or  spreading  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  the 
city ;  to  pass  quarantine  laws  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
enforce  the  same  within  five  miles  of  the  boundary  vf 
the  city;  to  establish  hospitals  and  pest-houses  in  or  out- 
side of  the  city,  and  to  make  regulations  for  their  govern- 
ment, and  to  make  all  regulations  to  secure  the  general 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

§26.  To  prevent,  abate,  and  remove  physical  nuisances 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  or  occupants,  or  of 
parties  upon  whose  ground  they  exist,  and  define  and  de- 
clare, by  ordinance,  what  shall  be  a  nuisance  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  to  punish,  by  fine,  any  person  for 
keeping,  causing,  erecting,  or  committing  a  nuisance, 
either  physical  or  moral. 

§  27.  To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  erect  hydrants, 
fire-plugs,  and  pumps  in  the  streets,  within  or  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  city,  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  - 
of  the  city  and  its  environs. 

§28.  To  open,  receive,  alter,  widen,  extend,  grade,  pave, 
grave),  or  otherwise  improve,  clean,  and  keep  in  repair, 
streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lawns,  wharves,  landings,  public 
grounds  and  squares,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided; 
and  to  drain  the  streets  and  public  places,  and  to  condemn 
land  for  draining  purposes  in  the  same  manner,  and  under 
the  proceedings  required  in  condemning  lands  for  opening 
and  widening  or  extending  streets. 

§  29.  To  establish,  erect,  and  keep  in  repair  bridges, 
culverts,  and  sewers,  and  regulate  the  use  of  same  ;  to 
erect  dams,  and  cover  them  over  when  the  interest  of  the 
public  require  it. 

§  30.  To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  market- 
houses,  and  other  public  buildings,  rooms,  and  offices  with 
gas  or  other  material. 

§  31.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  policemen, 
night  watches,  and  patrols,  and  prescribe  their  duties 
and  compensation. 

§  32.  To  erect  market-bouses,  establish  market  places, 
and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulations  thereof, 
and  appoint  market-masters  and  inspectors  of  articles 
sold  therein,  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix  their  compen- 
sation; and  to  provide  for  the  condemnation  and  destruc- 
tion of  stale  and  unwholesome  meats  and  vegetables;  and 
they  may  rent  market-house  stalls  under  such  regulations 
and  for  such  sums  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  33.  To  provide  for  the  erection  and  repair  of  needful 
public  buildings  for  the  city,  and  to  provide  for  inclosing 
and  improving  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city. 
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1871.  $  34.  To  improve  and  preserve  the  navigation  of  the 

Ohio  and  Tennessee  rivers  within  the  city  limits. 

§  35.  To  erect,  make,  and  repair  wharves  and  docks;  to 
regulate  and  fix  the  wharfage  thereat;  and  to  license,  tax, 
and  regulate  wharf-boats,  coal- boats,  and  flat-boats;  and 
may  charge  a  tax  upon  each  wharf-boat  kept  in  front  of 
said  city  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  year;  and  tax  other  boats 
or  water  crafts  lying  in  front  of  said  city  at  a  rate  of  not 
less  thnn  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum  for  each  boat. 

§  36.  To  regulate  the  stationing  and  anchoring  of  ves- 
sels or  boats  or  rafts  within  the  city  limits,  and  the  depos~ 
itiog  oP  freights  or  lumber  on  the  public  wharves. 

§  37.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auctioneers,  grocery- 
merchants,  merchants,  retailers,  taverns,  coffee-houses,  gift- 
stores,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers,  money-changers, 
tobacco  factories,  public  halls,  lectures,  concerts,  and  other 
places  of  amusements. 

§  38.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hacks,  carriages, 
coaches,  omnibuses,  carts,  drays,  wagons,  and  other  ve- 
hicles. 

§  39.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  and  suppress  theatrical 
and  other  exhibitions,  shows  and  amusements,  circuses, 
menageries,  and  museums. 

§  40.  To  license,  regulate  and  tax,  restrain  and  prohibit, 
billiard  tables,  tippling-houses,  bowling  saloons,  and  ten- 
pin  alleys;  to  pass  ordinances  inflicting  fines  for  drunken- 
ness, for  keeping  gaming-houses  or  disorderly  houses  of 
any  kind.  Said  council  shall  have  the  power  to  license, 
tax,  and  regulate  livery-stables,  pork-houses,  exchange 
offices,  telegraph  offices,  insurance  offices  or  agents,  lot- 
tery offices,  or  the  agents  therefor,  express  offices,  or  the 
agents  keeping  the  same,  real  estate  agents,  or  offices  for 
the  purchase  and  sale  of  real  estate,  shooting  galleries, 
skating  rinks,  public  boarding-houses  entertaining  tran- 
sient guests,  or  other  houses  or  places  of  public  resort  or 
entertainment,  and  all  houses  or  establishments  wherein 
malt,  spirituous,  vinous,  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  by 
the  retail,  f<?r  which  licenses  said  council  may  charge  as 
follows: 

§  41.  For  concerts,  lectures  (except  such  concerts  and 
lectures  as  the  council  may  deem  of  public  benefit,  and 
which  they  may  license  without  charge),  theatrical  exhi- 
bitions, and  other  exhibitions,  shows,  and  performances 
given  and  made  or  exhibited  for  money  or  profit  in  said 
city,  such  sums  as  the  council  may  deem  proper. 

§  42.  For  vehicles  running  in  said  city  for  profit  or  hire, 
at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than 
ten  dollars  fur  one  year:  Provided,  however,  The  council 
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may  fix  the   lowest*  rates  on  those  vehicles  running  to      1871. 
points  or  places  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city. 

§  43.  For  pork-houses,  exchange  offices,  brokers'  offices, 
telegraph  offices,  insurance  offices,  or  agents  therefor,  at 
the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  for  one  year  for  each  house  or  com- 
pany represented;  and  said  council  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  tax  and  collect  from  all  insurance  offices,  or 
the  agents  thereof,  established  in  Paducah,  not  less  than 
two  per  cent,  nor  more  than  five  per  cent,  upon  the 
amount  of  premiums  received  by  said  insurance  offices. 

$  44.  For  lottery  offices,  or  agents  therefor,  at  the  rate 
of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  each  for  one  year;  for  bowling-alleys  and 
shooting  galleries  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  thirty  dollars 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  each  for  one  year. 

§  45.  For  taverns,  hotels,  public  boarding-houses  enter- 
taining transient  guests,  and  other  houses  or  places  of 
public  resort  or  entertainment,  wherein  no  spirituous,  malt, 
vinous,  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  by  retail,  at  the  rate 
of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hund- 
dred  dollars  each  for  one  year;  retailing  merchants,  and 
others,  licensed  by  the  State  to  sell  liquors  by  the  quart, 
at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  to  the  city  for  one  year. 

§  46.  For  coffee-houses,  taverns,  or  other  houses  and 
establishments  wherein  spirituous,  malt,  vinous,  or  fer- 
mented liquors  are  sold  by  retail,  at  the  rate  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  each 
for  one  year. 

§  47.  Livery-stables,  real  estate  offices,  or  offices  for 
dealing  in  real  estate  by  purchase  or  sale  or  exchange, 
and  gift  enterprises,  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  each  for  one  year.  It  is 
provided  that  residents  of  the  city  giving  lectures  or  con- 
certs therein,  and  persons  running  vehicles  for  their  own 
or  family  use,  and  not  for  profit  or  hire,  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  procure  license  therefor;  and  it  is  further  pro- 
vided, that  every  agent  of  an  insurance  company,  not 
chartered  by  the  State  of  Kentucky,  shall,  before  he 
grants  or  issues  any  policy  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  or 
collects  any  premiums  of  insurance,  deposit  an  authen- 
ticated copy  of  the  charter  of  such  company  with  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  ;  and  provided  also,  that  the  council 
of  the  city  of  Paducah  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  tax  all  foreign  offices,  not  chartered  by  the  laws  of 
Kentucky,  not  less  than  twenty- five  per  cent,  nor  more 
than  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  they  shall  require  insurance 
offices  or  agents  chartered  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky  to 
pay ;  and  no  license  shall  be  granted  for  selling  any  spirit- 
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1871.  nous,  vinous,  malt,  or  fermented  liquors  in  any  theatre, 
circus,  or  show  or  exhibition  whatever;  and  such  selling 
shall  be  prohibited  by  ordinance,  fixing  adequate  fines 
and  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof. 

§  48.  The  council  may  grant  license  to  persons  to  sell, 
at  auction  or  public  outcry,  horses  or  other  live  stock  and 
vehicles,  and  charge  therefor  not  more  than  at  the  rate 
of  seventy-five  dollars  per  year;  and  the  council  shall 
have  power  to  license  and  tax,  in  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  the  exhibiting  or  playing  of  games  of  any 
kind  not  prohibited  by  the  general  or  other  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  49.  That  the  tax  upon  each  billiard  table,  bagatelle 
table,  and  pigeon-hole  table,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars for  one  year;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  all 
licenses  granted  by  the  council  of  the  city  o^  Paducah, 
under  and  by  authority  of  this  charter,  shall  be  for  the 
term  not  longer  than  one  year;  but,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  council,  they  may  grant  license  authorized  by  this 
charter  for  any  shorter  period  of  time. 

§  50.  The  council  shall  prescribe,  by  ordinance,  the 
.  amount  of  tax  for  any  license  authorized  by  this  charter 
and  not  hereinbefore  fixed,  any  sum  they  may  deem 
proper  in  their  discretion;  and  said  council  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  prescribe,  by  ordinance,  such  pen- 
alties as  they  may  deem  proper,  in  their  discretion,  against 
those  who  may  fail  to  obtaiu  a  license  in  any  case  where- 
in a  license  is  required  by  this  charter,  not  exceeding  a 
fine  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

§  51.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  provide  for 
the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  regu- 
late and  establish  fire  companies;  to  appoint  fire  engi- 
neers, and  all  officers  and  men,  prescribe  their  duties,  and 
fix  their  compensations;  and  the  volunteer  members  of 
such  fire  companies,  who  receive  no  pay,  shall  be  exempt 
from  serving  on  juries  and  paying  of  poll  tax,  so  long  as 
they  remain  active  members  of  such  company;  also  to 
regulate  and  restrain  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings, 
and  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  same,  when  built  con- 
trary to  the  ordinances  of  the  city;  to  appoint  fire  war- 
dens and  property-guards,  with  full  power  to  arrest  and 
keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire  idle  or  suspicious 
persons  lurking  near  the  same,  and  to  compel  any  person 
or  persons  present  to  assist  in  extinguishing  fires,  or  pre- 
vent the  spreading  of  same,  and  to  have  the  power  to 
compel  all  persons  present  at  a  fire  to  assist  in  the  pres- 
ervation of  property  exposed  to  the  dangers  of  the  fire, 
and   to  prevent   the   purloining  or  stealing  of   goods  or 
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property  at  such  fire,  and  each  other  powers  and  duties       1871. 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  52.  To  regulate  the  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  chim- 
neys, and  to  fix  the  fees  therefor,  and  prescribe  the  man- 
ner of  their  collection. 

§  53.  To  regulate  the  storage  of  gunpowder,  resin,  tar, 
pitch,  cotton,  and  all  other  combustible  material,  and  to 
appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons,  at  seasonable 
times,  to  enter'  and  examine  such  houses  as  they  may 
designate,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  such 
houses  are  in  a  daiigerous  condition  with  references  to 
fires,  and  to  cause  such  as  are  in  a  dangerous  condition 
to  be  immediately  put  in  a  safe  order  and  condition. 

§  54.  To  erect  and  keep  in  repair  accurate  public  scales, 
and  to  appoint  a  public  weigher  or  weighers  to  attend  to 
the  same,  and  fix  fees  and  compensation  for  his  services ; 
to  establish  standard  weights  and  measures,  and  to  regu- 
late the  weights  and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city  in  all 
cases  where  the  same  are  not  provided  for  by  law. 

§  55.  To  provide  for  the  measurement  of  lumber  and 
all  other  building  material. 

§  56.  To  provide  for  the  inspection,  weighing,  and 
measurement  of  hay,  stone-coal,  charcoal,  fire-wood,  beef, 
pork,  bacon,  flour,  whisky  in  barrels,  hogsheads,  or  other 
vessels,  and  coal  oil :  Provided,  however,  Nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize  the  inspection 
or  weighing  of  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  which 
are  to  be  shipped  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city,  except  at 
the  request  of  the  owners  thereof,  or  of  the  agent  having 
charge  of  the  same. 

§  57.  To  pass  ordinances  requiring  all  coal  or  wood, 
when  sold  and  delivered  in  the  city,  to  be  weighed  or 
measured  by  the  public  weigher,  and  to  fix  adequate  pen- 
alties for  the  violation  of  same ;  also  requiring  all  aurora 
or  other  illuminating  oils,  before  being  sold  in  the  city,  to 
be  inspected  by  the  public  inspector,  and  if  by  him  found 
to  be  of  a  dangerous  quality,  to  report  the  same  to  the 
mayor  at  once;  and  the  council  shall  fix,  by  ordinance, 
penalties  for  a  violation  of  this  section. 

§  58.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  lard, 
butter,  and  other  provisions;  to  regulate  the  vending  of 
meat,  and  all  other  articles  of  consumption,  within  the 
city  limits,  as  may  be  enumerated  by  ordinanoe,  and  to 
restrain  and  prevent  the  forestalling  of  provisions  brought 
to  the  city  for  sale,  and  to  prevent  hucksters  from  fore- 
stalling such  provisions  as  may  be  brought  to  the  city  for 
sale,  and  to  fix,  by  ordinance,  the  penalties  for  the  viola- 
tion of  this  section. 
J  59.  To  erect  a  work-house,  poor-house,  and  house  of 
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1871.       correction,  and  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  govern- 
ment thereof. 

§  60.  To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  all  officers  of 
the  city,  servants  and  agents  of  said  city  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  and  fix  compensation  and  fees  for  their  ser- 
vices, and  to  regulate  the  pay  and  all  fees  of  all  jurors, 
witnesses,  and  others,  for  services  rendered  under  this  act, 
or  under  any  ordinance. 

$61.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  all  ferries  on  the 
Ohio  and  Tennessee  rivers  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
and  to  fix  the  rates  and  charges  thereon,  or  they  shall 
have  the  power  to  lease,  under  such  terms  as  shall  be 
deemed  to  the  interest  of  the  city,  any  such  ferry,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  require  of  the  lessee 
such  bonds  as  may  be  proper  to  insure  the  observance  of 
law  and  full  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  lease : 
Provided,  however,  That  no  existing  contract  with  the 
city  for  the  lease  of  the  ferry  shall  in  anywise  be  effected 
or  impaired  by  this  act. 

§  62.  To  levy  and  collect  annually  upon  every  male 
inhabitant  of  the  city,  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over, 
and  who  is  a  resident  in  said  city,  a  head  or  personal 
tax  of  not  exceeding  three  dollars;  and  to  provide  for  the 
collection  of  the  same  by  levy  and  sale  of  the  personal 
or  real  property  of  the  person  against  whom  said  tax  is 
assessed. 

§  63.  To  prevent  and  restrain  any  riot,  rout,  noise,  dis- 
turbance, or  disorderly  or  unlawful  assembly  in  any 
street,  house,  or  other  place  in  the  city ;  and  for  the  ar- 
rest and  confinement  of  the  parties  engaged  or  taking 
part  in  the  same. 

§  64.  To  prevent  and  remove  any  and  all  encroach- 
ments into  or  upon  any  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk,  any 
lane,  avenue,  wharf,  or  public  grounds,  established  by  this 
charter,  or  by  ordinance,  which  now  exists,  or  which  here- 
after may  be  established;  and  to  exercise  complete  and 
perfect  control  over  all  public  squares  or  commons  be- 
longing to  the  city,  and  over  all  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, belonging  to  the  city,  lying  within  or  beyond  the 
limits  of  said  city. 

§  65.  To  appoint,  and  remove  at  pleasure,  and  prescribe 
the  duties,  compensations,  and  fees  of  the  following  of- 
ficers: Wharf-master,  warden  or  keeper  of  the  work- 
house and  house  of  correction,  keeper  of  the  poor-house, 
keeper  of  the  pest-house,  superintendent  and  keeper  of 
the  hospital,  city  physician,  market-masters,  sextons,  in- 
spectors, gangers,  weighers,  measurers,  street  inspectors, 
keeper  of  the  city  prison,  gas-lighter,  and  any  other  ser- 
vants or  agents  of  the  city.

§  66.  That  the  power  and  authority  is  hereby  conferred  1871. 
upon  the  common  council,  by  order  of  their  board,  to 
release  any  surety  upon  any  bond  that  may  have  been 
executed  to  the  city  of  Paducah,  by  and  with  the  written 
consent  of  the  principal  and  co-securities  on  such  bond, 
and  with  such  written  consent  to  receive  other  security 
upon  such  bond;  and  said  council  shall  have  the  power 
to  release  a  security  on  any  bond  hereafter  executed  to 
the  city  of  Paducah,  and  receive  another  in  his  room 
and  stead,  and  the  former  securities,  and  the  new  sure- 
ties or  surety  thus  substituted,  together  with  the  principal 
in  the  bond,  shall  be  bound  by  such  new  or  additional 
bond. 

§  67.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  of  training  of 
horses,  or  breaking  the  same,  or  exhibiting  of  stallions 
in  the  public  streets  and  other  places  of  the  city;  and 
to  provide  for  the  removal  from  the  limits  of  the  city, 
or  the  killing,  of  mischievous  or  vicious  animals,  and 
for  the  punishment,  by  suitable  fines  or  penalties,  of 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  animals,  for  allowing  them 
to  run  at  large;  and  they  shall  also  have  the  power, 
by  suitable  ordinances,  to  prevent  dogs,  hogs,  and  other 
animals  from  running  at  large  in  the  city. 

§  68.  The  common  council  may  grant  the  right  of  way 
over  the  public  streets,  and  other  public  grounds  of  the 
city,  to  any  railroad  company,  or  street  railroad  com- 
panies, for  such  time,  and  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions,  as  to  them  may  seem  proper;  and  shall  have 
a  supervisory  control  over  the  use  of  same ;  and  shall 
regulate  speed  of  cars,  signals,  and  fare  on  street  cars ; 
and,  under  like  condition  and  supervision,  may  grant  the 
right  of  way  that  may  be  necessary  to  gas  companies 
and  to  telegraph  companies. 

§  69.  To  make  such  rules,  regulations,  by-laws,  and  ordi- 
nances, for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  peace,  good 
government,  and  order  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  the 
preservation  of  the  property  of  the  city,  and  the  trade  and 
commerce  and  manufactories  thereof,  as  the  common 
council  may  deem  expedient,  not  repugnant  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States,  and  to  enforce 
the  observance  thereof  by  inflicting  penalties  and  fines 
Upon  any  and  all  persons  for  the  violation  thereof,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  for  any  one  offense,  and  to 
make  all  ordinances  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  carrying  into  effect  the  power  vested  by  this  act  in 
the  corporation,  the  city  government,  or  any  department 
or  office  thereof.  But  no  ordinance  that  may  be  passed 
by  the  common  council  shall  relate  to  more  than  one  sub- 
ject, and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title* 
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1871.  §  70.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  pur- 

chase lands  for,  and  locate  cemeteries,  and  for  other 
purposes,  either  within  the  city  limits,  or  elsewhere  in  Mc- 
Cracken  county,  and  exercise  full  and  complete  control 
over  the  same,  and  enforce  the  proper  regulations  and  man- 
agement thereof  by  adequate  fines  and  penalties,  and  may 
appoint  one  or  more  sextons,  and  regulate  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensations. 

§  71.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  de- 
fine, by  ordinance,  what  shall  constitute  vagrancy,  and  the 
punishment  thereof. 

§  72.  The  common  council,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  and 
to  promote  its  improvements,  and  the  comforts  and  con- 
veniences and  advantages  of  its  inhabitants,  shall  have 
power  to  subscribe  for,  hold  and  sell,  stock  in  any  public 
corporation  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  for  the 
building  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  to  purchase  and  hold 
any  personal  or  real  estate  within  or  without  the  limits  of 
the  city,  and  to  borrow  money  subject  to  the  following 
qualifications:  That  hereafter  the  common  council  of  Pa- 
ducah  shall  not  have  the  power,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  to 
create  any  new  debt  or  liability,  exceeding  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  any  one  object  or  purpose,  nor  subscribe 
for  stock  in  any  one  incorporated  company,  or  give  the 
bonds  of  the  city  in  payment  therefor,  in  amount  exceed- 
ing twenty  thousand  dollars;  nor  shall  the  council  have 
power  to  appropriate  money,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any 
one  object  or  purpose,  in  amount  exceeding  said  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  unless  said  council  shall  first 
cause  an  election  to  be  held  in  Paducah  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city,  in  such  manner  as  prescribed  by  this 
charter  for  the  holding  of  elections  by  the  people,  and  sub- 
mit to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  propriety  of  creating  such  new  liability,  the 
subscription  of  stock,  or  the  appropriation  of  money  for 
the  object  or  purpose  proposed;  and  said  proposition  shall 
be  voted  for  affirmatively  by  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city,  which  majority  shall  be  ascertained  and 
determined  by  the  assessor's  book  made  at  the  last  assess- 
ment next  previous  to  the  holding  of  such  election ;  and  it 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor,  in  his  as- 
sessments of  the  property  of  the  city  once  in  every  year, 
to  diligently  inquire  of  all  persons  assessed,  and  ascertain 
whether  they  are  then  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  and  to 
list  in  a  column  upon  his  book  all  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  if,  upon  taking 
such  vote,  there  should  be  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  city  in  favor  of  the  proposition  submitted  to 
them,  and  the  common  council  thereafter,  in  their  discre- 
tion, by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
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council  in  office,  evidenced  by  the  record  of  the  council,  1871. 
upon  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  shall  pass  a  resolution 
of  the  council  in  favor  of,  and  directing  such  subscription 
of  stockf  the  creation  of  such  new  debt  or  liability,  or  the 
appropriation  of  money  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  however,  That  said  common  council  shall 
have  the  power,  at  all  times,  without  submitting  the  ques- 
tion to  a  vote  of  the  people,  to  execute  the  bonds  or  obli- 
gations of  the  city  of  Paducah,  in  renewing  any  existing 
liabilities,  by  bond  or  otherwise,  of  the  city  of  Paducah; 
and  for  the  said  purpose  of  renewing  the  existing  liabili- 
ties of  the  city,  said  common  council  may,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  judgment  and  discretion,  give  the  bonds  of  the 
city  in  such  sums,  and  payable  at  such  times  as  they  shall 
deem  most  expedient  for  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  73.  The  common  council  shall  make  adequate  provi- 
sions for  the  payment  of  the  debts  contracted  by  the  city  of 
Paducah,  and  the  debts  heretofore  contracted  by  the  town 
of  Paducah,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  bonds  heretofore 
issued  by  the  town  of  Paducah,  or  city  of  Paducah,  on  ac- 
count of  the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  or 
for  any  other  purpose,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  accruing 
interest  thereon  ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  said  council  shall 
have  power  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  the  necessary  taxes 
upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  city,  and  said  council 
shall  also  have  the  power  to  pledge,  mortgage,  and  sell  any 
revenues  and  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  and  discharging  such 
debts  and  liabilities, 'and  such  other  debts  and  liabilities 
as  may  be  contracted  by  said  city ;  but  the  taxes  of  said 
city  in  the  aggregate  shall  never  exceed  two  and  one  half 
dollars  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in 
any  one  year. 

§  74.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty,  to  make  all  needful  regulations  for  the 
taking  of  the  votes  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  in 
all  elections  by  the  people. 

$75.  The  common  council  shall,  by  ordinance,  have  the 
power  to  receive  and  except  any  street,  alley,  or  wharf, 
or  extension  thereof,  laid  out  or  to  be  laid  out  by  any  per- 
son or  persons  within  the  city  limits,  and  make  and  declare 
the  same  an  established  street,  alley,  or  wharf  of  the  city 
of  Paducah,  and  also  to  lay  out,  open,  widen,  or  extend 
any  street,  alley,  market-place,  wharf,  or  other  public  land- 
ing within  the  city  limits,  and  to  procure  the  condemnation 
of  real  estate  for  these  purposes,  in  the  same  manner  as 
required  by  the  State  law  of  Kentucky  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  real  estate  for  public  roads :  Provided,  That  in  no 
case  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use  or  pur*

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1871.  poses  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof,  or  unless  the  compensation  therefor  shall  be 
first  fixed  by  agreement  or  by  the  condemnation  thereof,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  the  compensation  paid  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  out  of  the  city  treasury  :  Pro- 
vided, however i  That  the  city  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
receive  or  take  cognizance  of  any  street  hereafter  at- 
tempted to  be  laid  out  by  any  owner  or  owners  of  land,, 
unless  the  same  be  at  least  sixty  feet  wide. 

§  76.  That  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Paducah 
shall  have  power  to  pass  ordinances  to  require  the  im- 
provement of  streets  and  alleys,  subject  to  the  mode  and 
manner  as  hereinbefore  described  or  designated  in  such 
cases,  either  by  grading  and  paving,  or  by  grading,  paving, 
and  macadamizing,  or  graveling,  guttering,  curbing,  and 
paving,  or  planking  of  sidewalks,  any  portion  thereof  not 
less  in  length  than  one  block,  or  the  whole  of  any  street  or 
alley  now  established  or  which  hereafter  may  be  established 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  ground  fronting  such  improvement,  and  the 
cost  of  such  improvement  to  be  apportioned  according  to 
the  number  of  feet  front  each  may  own  in  front  of  said  im- 
provement; and  a  lien  is  hereby  created  on  the  said  ground 
for  the  cost  thereof;  all  of  which  improvements,  when  re- 
quired to  be  made,  the  common  council  shall  order  done 
by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose,  which 
ordinance  shall  fully  declare  and  prescribe  the  kind  and 
extent  of  improvement  to  be  made  ;  tfcat  said  council  may, 
in  their  discretion,  subject  to  the  provision  set  forth  in  a 
previous  portion  of  this  charter  on  that  subject,  require  by 
ordinance  the  improvement  of  any  street  or  alley,  simply 
by  grading  and  graveling,  or  said  council  may  require,  in 
the  first  instance,  by  ordinance,  the  whole  of  any  street  to 
be    improved  by   grading,    graveling,  guttering,  curbing, 
and  paving,  or  planking  the  sidewalks,  the  whole  or  any 
part,  not  less  than  a  block  of  any  street :  Provided^  however \ 
That  in  the  case  when  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  feet 
front  on  a  street  shall  petition  for  the  improvement  of  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  a  street,  designating  in  their  petition 
the  manner  they  desire  it  improved,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
no  less  than  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  council 
elected,  upon  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  shall  have 
power  to  pass  an  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  said 
street  or  part  thereof,  in   a  different  or  more  expensive 
manner  than  that  designated  in  the  petition  of  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  property. 

§  77.  The  said  council  may  also  require,  by  the  passage 
of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose,  the  digging  and  the 
walling  of  wells,  the  construction  of  cisterns  for  the  sup- 
plying of  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  on  any 
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of  the  established  streets  within  the  city  limits,  at  the  cost  1871. 
of  the  owners  of  the  property  within  such  distance  of  any 
such  wells  or  cisterns  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance, 
and  cause  the  cost  thereof  to  be  apportioned  and  assessed 
against  the  owners  of  such  property  according  to  the 
number  of  feet  front  each  may  own;  and  a  lien  is  hereby 
created  against  such  property  for  the  amounts  so  appor- 
tioned and  assessed. 

§  78.  That  upon  the  passage  of  any  ordinance  requiring 
the  improvement  of  streets  or  alleys,  or  parts  thereof,  or 
for  the  digging  or  walling  of  any  well  or  cistern  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  any  person  or  persons  offering  or 
agreeing  to  do  the  work  required  to  be  done  by  such  ordi- 
nance, upon  the  best  and  most  advantageous  terms  for  the 
property-owners;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  to  do  this, 
he  shall  advertise  the  letting  of  said  work  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  said  city,  for  at  least  ten  days, for  sealed 
proposals  for  the  doing  of  such  work,  and  report  such 
contract,  in  writing,  as  he  may  be  able  to  effect,  to  the 
council  of   the  city  of  Paducah  for  their  acceptance  or 
rejection ;  that  all  contracts  thus  made  with  the  mayor 
and  the  person  or  persons  proposing  to  do  the  work  shall 
not  be  binding  until  ratified  by  said  common  council ;  and 
said  council  shall  require  of  such  contractor  or  contractors 
bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  common 
council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said 
contract.     It  is  further  provided,  that  said  work  contracted 
to  be  done  shall  be  performed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
mayor  and  city  engineer,  and  subject  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  said  common  council;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
city  engineer  to  make  out  and  report  to  the  common  coun- 
cil complete  and  accurate  estimates  and  apportionments 
of  the  cost  of  said  work  and  improvements  against  the 
owners  of  property  liable  to  pay  the  same,  designating 
each  one's  respective  liability. 

§  79.  That  when  said  common  council  shall  have  prop- 
erly passed  an  ordinance  requiring  said  improvement  to 
be  made,  or  the  wells  or  cisterns  to  be  built,  and  when  a 
contract,  in  pursuance  to  such  ordinance,  shall  be  exe- 
cuted and  ratified  as  aforesaid,  and  the  common  council 
shall  have  received  the  report  of  the  city  engineer,  esti- 
mating and  apportioning  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  the 
common  council,  by  order  or  resolution,  shall  have  re- 
ceived said  work  as  done  according  to  contract,  then  the 
liability  of  the  owners  of  the  property  chargeable  with 
the  cost  of  said  work  shall  be  fixed. 

§  80.  The  liens  given  for  the  purposes  named  in  the  last 
four  sections  may  be  enforced  by  filing  a  petition  in  equity 
in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  his  assignee  against  any  and. 
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1871.       *H  the  persons  liable  for  the  cost  of  said  work ;   and   it 
shall  only  be  necessary  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  action,  in 
bringing  his  soit,  to  file  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  of  the 
common  council  requiring  the  work  to  be  done,  a  copy 
of  the  contract  for  doing   the  same,  a  copy  of  the  city 
engineer's  report,  showing  the  respective  liability  of  each 
person  sued,  a  copy  of  the  order  or  resolution  of  the  com- 
mon council  receiving  said  work  as  being  done  according^ 
to  the  contract,  which  shall  be,  together  with  correspond- 
ing allegations  in  the  plaintiff's  petition,  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  the  plaintiff's  right  of  recovery;    and   in   such 
cases  the  defendant  shall  not  be  allowed  to   make  the 
defense  that  the  work  was  not  done  according  to  contract 
as  against  said  plaintiff  in   the  action;    and  it  shall   be 
lawful  for  the  court  hearing  the  cause  to  adjudge  a  sale 
of  so  much  of  the  lot  or  lots  of  each   person  as  will  pay 
his  or  her  part  of  the  cost,  according  to  the  estimate  of 
the  city  engineer  against  him  or  her,  and  for  his  costs  of 
the  suit;  and  the  court  confirming  any  sale  made  under 
any  such  judgment  6hall  direct  that  the  property  may  be 
redeemed   at  any  time  within  one  year  from   the  day  of 
sale   by  the  owner  of  lot  or  lots,  paying  the  amount  for 
which  the  same  may  have  been  sold,  and  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  per  annum,  together 
with  all  taxes  and  levies  made  upon  such  property,  which 
*    the  purchaser  may  have  paid  or  become  liable  subsequent 
to  the  sale  thereof;  and  if  not  redeemed  within  the  time 
specified,  the  sale  shall  be  final;  and  after  the  time  of  re- 
demption shall  have  expired,  the  court  shall  cause  a  con- 
veyance to  be  made  to  the  purchaser  by  the  commissioner; 
and  it  is  further  provided,  that  the  plaintiff  in  such  suit 
may  also  have  a  personal  judgment  against  the  defendant 
liable  to  the  costs  of  said  work,  and  have  execution  there- 
on ;  but  if  execution  issue  thereon,  then  no  sale  of  the 
lot  or  lots  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  until  such 
execution  shall  be  returned,  and  then  for  the  satisfaction 
of  such  sum  only  as  shall  appear  to  be  unsatisfied  by  the 
return  upon  the  execution. 

§81.  But  it  is  further  enacted  and  provided,  that  the 
-cost  of  any  improvement  to  the  owners  of  the  property, 
ordered  to  be  made  at  the  cost  of  owners  of  lots,  shall,  in 
no  case,  exceed  one  half  the  value  of  the  lot  or  lots  in 
front  of  which  said  improvements  shall  be  made ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  lots  in  front  of 
which  the  street  is  proposed  to  be  improved,  the  common 
council  shall,  on  motion  of  any  owner  of  a  lot  who  alleges 
that  the  proposed  improvements  will  cost  more  than  one 
half  the  value  of  the  lot,  appoint  one  person,  and  the  said 
•owner  shall  name  one  person,  and  the  two  so  selected 
.shall  choose  a  third  person,  and  the  three  persons  thus 
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selected,  after  being  sworn,  shall  value  the  lot  or  lots  in  1871. 
front  of  which  the  improvement  is  proposed  to  be  made; 
that  said  valuation  shall  be  made  before  the  improvement 
is  made,  and  the  property  shall  be  valued  in  its  unim- 
proved state;  and  if  the  cost  shall  exceed  one  half  the 
value  of  the  property  running  back  one  hundred  and 
seventy-three  feet  and  three  inches  from  said  street,  then, 
and  in  that  case,  the  city  shall  pay  to  the  contractor  the 
excess  over  the  one  half  the  value  of  the  property;  and 
it  is  also  further  provided,  that  all  improvements  ordered 
to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  property- owners  shall, 
to  the  extent  made,  and  when  paid  for,  exempt  said  prop- 
erty-owners from  any  special  liability  thereafter  for  the 
cost  of  keeping  said  improvement  in  repair,  except  in 
eases  of  repairing  sidewalks.  The  common  council  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  cause  the  repairing 
of  sidewalks,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  property  in 
front  of  same,  that  said  council  has  to  enforce  the  im- 
provement of  streets.  The  sidewalks  may  be  ordered  to 
be  repaired  from  time  to  time,  when  the  council  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  lot-owners,  under 
the  same  regulations  provided  in  cases  of  the  original  im- 
provement of  streets;  and  a  like  lien  shall  attach  in  favor 
of  the  contractor  for  doing  the  work,  and  the  same  reme- 
dies,are  given  as  are  provided  in  cases  of  improvement  of 
streets;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that  any  lot-owner 
upon  a  street  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  keeping 
in  repair  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  lot,  by  paving  the 
eame  with  brick  or  laying  it  with  flag  stone.  It  is  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  mayor  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  notify  owners  of  lots  fronting  the  same  to 
make  repairs  upon  sidewalks,  in  any  case  where  the  cost 
of  such  repairs  of  sidewalks  shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars 
in  front  of  any  one  owner's  lot  upon  such  sidewalks;  and 
in  case  such  owner  shall  not,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  he  has  notice  of  such  sidewalk  being  out  of  repair, 
repair  the  same,  the  mayor  is  authorized  to  have  the  same 
done  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  in  front  of  such  repairs, 
which,  if  not  paid  by  the  owner,  and  shall  be  paid  by  efee 
chy,  a  lien  shall  attach  upon  the  lot  for  the  payment 
thereof;  and  the  city  shall  have  the  same  remedies  for 
the  collection  thereof,  with  costs  of  suits,  that  are  given 
in  cases  for  improving  streets  by  order  of  the  council  to 
the  contractor. 

§  82.  That  in  all  cases  of  the  improvement  of  streets, 
the  improvement  of  the  intersections  thereof  shall  be 
paid  for  by  the  city  ;  and  it  is  further  enacted,  that  the 
common  council  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
erect  gas-posts  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys,  or 
market  places  or  wharves,  or  on  any  other  public  grounds 
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1871.  °f  the  city,  and  to  make  all  necessary  contracts  and  reg- 
ulations with  any  company  for  the  erection  of  the  same, 
and  the  lighting  thereof  with  gas. 

§  83.  The  common  council  also  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  pass  ordinances  to  procure  the  improvement, 
by  grading  or  otherwise,  temporarily  improving  any  street 
or  streets  now  established,  or  hereafter  to  be  established 
within  the  limits  of  the  cityy  and  pay  the  cost  of  same 
out  of  the  city  treasury :  Provided,  Such  improvement  is 
deemed  by  the  council  of  general  interest  and  importance 
to  the  city  at  large,  ami  that  the  condition  of  the  property 
binding  upon  the  street  proposed  to  be  improved  will  not 
justify  the  making  of  such  improvements  at  the  expense 
of  the  owners  of  said  property. 

$  84.  Tbe  council  shall  have  power  to  act,  by  ordinance, 
in  conjunction  with  tbe  county  court  of  McCracken,  to  aid 
in  the  erection  and  keeping  in  repair  bridges  over  Island 
and  Cross  creeks,  and  the  appropriation  towards  the  same 
on  the  part  of  said  city  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury. 

EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT. 

$  85-.  Tbe  supreme  executive  power  of  the  city  of  Pa- 
ducah  shall  be  vested  in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be 
styled  tbe  mayor  of  the  city  of  Padocab,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  as  provided  for 
in  section  ten  of  this  act,  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  86.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor 
who  is  ineligible  to  the  office  of  councilman,  except  as  to 
his  residence  in  any  particular  ward  of  the  city. 

§  87.  The  mayor  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his 
services  not  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  and  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the 
eity  treasury,  to  be  fixed  by  the  common  council  by  ordi- 
Bance  previous  to  his  election,  which  shall  not  be  increased 
or  diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

§  88.  The  mayor  shall  be  the  bead  of  the  police  of  the 
city,  and  may  command  them  in  the  performance  of  ex- 
ecntive  duties;  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  public  peace, 
and  when  deemed  necessary  by  him  to  enforce  tbe  laws  Of 
the  city  to  save  life  or  property,  or  to  quell  riots  or  mobs, 
he  may  summon  into  service  any  of  the  citizens,  either 
civil  or  military,  and  in  such  cases  he  must  be  present, 
and  command  in  person ;  and  the  common  council  shall, 
by  ordinance,  prescribe  suitable  fines  and  penalties  for 
disobedience  of  the  mayor's  orders  or  summons.   "* 

§  89.  He  shall  see  that  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
city  are  duly  enforced  and  observed,  and  are  faithfully  ex- 
ecuted. 

§  90.  The  mayor  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
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common  council,  decide  all  points  of  order,  and  shall  have  1871. 
the  same  power  during  the  session  to  enforce  good  order 
and  decorum,  and  to  punish  contempts,  that  the  presiding 
judges  of  circuit  courts  have  given  them  by  law;  he  may 
require  information  in  writing  from  all  officers  of  the  city, 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices. 

§  91.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  common 
council  information  of  the  State  and  condition  of  the 
corporation,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

§  92.  He  shall  perform  and  discharge  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter. 

§  93.  He  may  call  special  sessions  of  the  common  coun- 
cil whenever  in  his  judgment  it  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
or  be  to  the  interest  of  the  city. 

§  94.  He  shall  give  the  casting  vote  whenever  the  com- 
mon council  may  be  equally  divided  upon  any  question  or 
ordinance  not  requiring  a  larger  vote  than  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

§  95.  He  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  of  office, 
and  give  certificates  therefor,  as  county  officers  by  law  are 
authorized  to  do. 

§  96.  In  case  of  death,  resignation,  removal  from  office, 
or  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  or  absence  of  the  mayor 
from  Paducah,  the  members  of  the  board  of  common 
council  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  mayor  pro  tern., 
who  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  of 
mayor  during  the  absence  of  the  mayor  from  Paducah,  or 
until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  new  mayor  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified;  and  in  case  the  mayor  is  absent 
from  the  meetings  of  the  council,  bat  in  the  city,  the 
council  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  presiding  officer, 
but  who  shall  exercise  none  of  the  other  powers  of 
mayor. 

§  97.  The  mayor  pro  tern,  shall  receive  as  compensation 
for  his  services  at  the  same  rate  allowed  to  the  mayor  for 
the  time  he  thus  acts,  payable  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
and  a  like  amount  may  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of 
the  regular  mayor. 

§  98.  Every  proposed  ordinance,  which  has  passed  the 
common  council,  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor ;  and  if 
he  approve  the  same  he  shall  sign  it,  and  it  then  shall 
*  become  an  ordinance  ;  but  if  he  disapproves  it  he  shall 
return  it  to  the  council  with  his  objections  in  writing, 
which  shall  be  entered  at  large  upon  the  journal ;  and 
the  council  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance; and  if  it  is  then  adopted  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected,  it  shall  then  be  an  ordinance,  the 
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187 J.  major's  veto  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  in 
such  cases  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  recorded  in  the  journal ;  and  if  the  mayor  hold  up  a 
proposed  ordinance  beyond  the  next  regular  meeting*  of 
the  council,  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  as  though  signed  by 
him. 

$  09.  The  mayor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies    in 
any  of  the  executive  offices  of  the  city  oy  appointment, 
which   shall    expire   when   such   vacancies   are   filled    as 
herein   provided  for ;  and    he   shall   have   the   power    to 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  common  council, 
and  with  its  advice,  all  necessary  policemen  and  watch- 
men, except  the  city  marshal  and  deputy  marshal,  and 
require  the  same   to  execpte  a   bond  to  the  city,  to  b« 
approved    by    the   common    council,   conditioned   for   tb^ 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  such  officers ;  and 
he    may,  in  case   of  emergency,  appoint  supernumerary 
policemen,  without  the   advice   or  consent  of   the  com- 
,         mon  council,  to  serve  not  longer  than  the  next  meeting? 
of  the  council  thereafter;  and  all  watchmen   and   police- 
men  thus   appointed   may  be   removed    at   the   pleasure 
of  the  mayor. 

JUDICIAL    DEPARTMENT. 

$  100.  The  judicial  powers  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  and  exercised  by  a  court  to  be  styled  the  "  Paducah 
City  Court/'  which  shall  be  held  by  a  single  judge,  to  be 
styled  the  "  Judge  of  the  Paducah  City  Court;"  and  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  and  at  the  same  time  county 
judges  of  this  Commonwealth  are  required  by  law  to  be 
elected,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and  until  bis  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  who  shall  take  the  same  oath  that  circuit 
judges  are  required  by  law  to  take. 

§  101.  When,  from  any  cause,  the  judge  of  the  Paducah 
city  court  fails  to  attend,  or  if  in  attendance,  cannot  prop- 
erly preside  in  a  cause  pending  in  such  court,  the  attor- 
neys of  the  court  who  are  present  shall  elect  one  of  the 
members  of  the  bar  then  in  attendance,  who  shall  possess 
the  same  qualifications  prescribed  by  this  charter  to  the 
regular  judge,  to  hold  the  court  for  the  occasion,  who 
shall  accordingly  preside  and  adjudicate,  having  first 
taken  the  oath  as  prescribed  for  the  regular  judge  by 
this  charter  ;  the  election  shall  be  held  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  and  in  cases  of  a  tie  shall  give  the  casting  vote. 

§  102.  The  person  thus  elected,  during  the  period  be 
acts,  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  liable  to  all  the 
responsibilities,  of  the  regular  judge  of  said  court.  The 
period  of  service  of  any  such  special  judge  shall  be  certi- 
fied to  the  council  by  the  clerk  of  said  court;  and  the

council   shall   prescribe,  by  ordinance,  the   amount   that       1871. 
shall   be  paid  to  such  special  judge,  and   in   what  cases, 
if  any,  the  amounts   paid   to   the  special  judge  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  regular  judge. 

§  103.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge 
of  the  city  court  unless  he  be  a  white  male  citizen  of  the 
city  at  least  twenty-Hve  years  of  age>  and  been  a  licensed 
practicing  lawyer  five  years  next  preceding  his  election, 
and  who  has  not  resided  within  the  limits  of  this  city  at 
least  one  year  next  preceding  his  election. 

§  104.  The  Paducah  city  court  shall  have  exclusive 
original  jurisdiction  in  all  proceedings  or  prosecutions 
for  the  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city  (and  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  of  all  violations 
of  the  penal  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  arising  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  except  ea*es  of  felony); 
and  said  court  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take 
recognizances  from  persons  charged  with  offenses  cog- 
nizable before  said  court,  to  appear  and  answer  to  the 
court,  and  to  take  recognizances  for  good  behavior  and 
to  keep  the  peace,  the  same  that  the  circuit  courts  have, 
and  like  power  to  take  the  same  as  forfeited,  and  pro- 
nounce judgment  thereon,  and  to  enforce  full  compliance 
with  the  same;  and  have  powers  of  two  justices  of  the 
peace  as  an  examining  court. 

§  105.  The  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of 
vagrancy  arising  within  the  city  limits. 

§  106.  The  judge  of  the  city  court  shall  be  a  conserva- 
tor of  the  public  peace,  and  may  order  arrests  for  all 
offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  State  or  ordinances  of  the 
city ;  and  for  those  committed  within  his  presence  may 
order  arrests  without  warrant,  the  person  offending  to  be 
dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  city. 

$  107.  The  city  court  shall  be  holden  at  such  place 
within  the  city  as  the  council  shall  designate,  or  they 
failing  to  designate  or  provide  a  suitable  place,  at  such 
place  as  the  judge  may  select.  The  judge  shall  have 
power  to  fix  the  time  of  holding  court  as  in  his  discretion 
the  business  before  him  may  seem  to  require. 

§  108.  The  Paducah  city  court  shall  be  a  court  of 
record,  and  have  a  seal,  which  shall  be  provided  by  the 
council,  and  which  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  custody  of 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  to  be  used  and  affixed  by  him  as 
the  seals  of  the  circuit  courts  are  ;  and  certified  copies  of 
the  records  of  said  court,  over  the  signature  of  the  clerk, 
shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  109.  That  all  proceedings  in  and  process  from  the  city 
court,  where  the  tines  are  imposed  under  the  laws  of 
Kentucky,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
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1871.  Kentucky,  and  where  the  fines  and  penalties  are  under 
ordinances  of  the  city,  proceedings  and  process  shall  be  in 
the  name  of  the  city  of  P&ducah  ;  the  process  shall  be 
made  returnable  to  the  city  court,  and  may  be  directed  to 
any  sheriff,  coroner,  marshal,  jailer,  constable,  or  policeman 
in  this  State,  and  the  person  executing  the  process  of  said 
court  shall  be  entitled  to  the  like  fees  for  the  like  services, 
and  to  the  like  remedy  for  the  collection  thereof,  as  the 
sheriff  of  McCracken  county,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
like  fines  and  penalties  for  like  offenses  and  failure  of 
duty,  recoverable  in  the  same  manner. 

§  110.  The  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city 
court,  in  the  name  or  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  or  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  are  here- 
by granted  to  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  ill.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  the  city 
court  are  to  be  collected  by  the  city  marshal  or  other 
officer,  to  whom  execution  or  capias  pro  fine  is  directed, 
and  to  be  paid  by  him  to  the  city  treasurer ;  but  before  the 
issual  of  the  execution  or  other  final  process,  the  defendant 
may  pay  the  fine  or  forfeiture  to  the  marshal  of  the  city, 
who  shall  pay  it  to  the  treasurer  as  aforesaid. 

§  112.  The  defendant  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to 
replevy  for  three  months  any  judgment,  fine,  or  forfeiture 
of  the  city  court,  or  writ  of  execution  or  other  final  process 
thereon,  by  giving  bond  with  good  security,  in  the  same 
manner  as  allowed  by  law  in  similar  cases  in  favor  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

§  113.  A  return  of  u  not  found"  on  a  capias  pro  fine,  and 
of  u  no  property  found"  on  a  writ  of  fieri  facias,  issued  on 
any  judgment  in  the  city  court,  shall  authorize  an  attach- 
ment out  of  equity  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of 
the  city  of  Paducah,  against  the  choses  in  action  or  effects 
of  the  defendant  or  defendants,  in  the  same  manner  that  a 
return  of"  no  property  found"  authorizes  an  attachment  in 
equity  on  judgments  in  the  circuit  courts. 

§  114.  Upon  all  judgments  of  fines  rendered  by  the  city 
court,  whether  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
city  of  Paducah,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney of  the  city  court  to  cause  afi.fa.  to  be  issued,  to  be 
levied  on  the  estate  of  the  defendant,  or  take  a  capias  pro 
fine,  requiring  the  imprisonment  ot  the  defendant  in  the  city 
work-house  or  county  jail,  or  confined  at  work  upon  the 
streets  until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  ;  but  the  person  so 
imprisoned  or  confined  shall  have  the  right,  if  he  elects  to 
do  so,  to  discharge  the  same  by  labor  in  the  city  work- 
house, if  there  be  one,  or  on  the  streets  or  public  works  of 
the  city,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day;  and  after  agree- 
ing so  to  do,  every  such  person  shall  be  bound  to  conform 
to  the  rules  of  the  work  house  or  regulations  for  working 
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on  the  streets,  as  it  regards  labor  or  discipline,  unless,  after       1871. 
he    shall  have  made  such  election,  he  leplevy  or  pay  the 
judgment,  or  such  part  thereof  as  remains  unpaid. 

§  1 15.  Appeals  shall  lie  from  the  decision  and  judgment 
of  the  Paducah  city  court  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  all  cases  where  the  fine  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  exceeding  twenty-five  days,  in  like  manner 
that  appeals  lie  from  the  decisions  and  judgments  of  the 
circuit  court 

§  116.  The   Paducah  city  court,  so  far  as  it  is  a  police 
court  and  court  of  inquiry,  shall  always  be  open  for  the 
hearing  and  determining  of  such  cases  as  by  the  Consti- 
tution  and   laws  of  this  State  may  be  heard   and  deter- 
mined without  the  intervention  of  a  grand  jury  ;   and  said 
court  may  make  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations,  for 
the    speedy  hearing  and  determining  of  such  cases,  as  to 
afford   a  reasonable  notice  to  the   parties,  and  a  prompt         " 
administration  of  justice.     And  for  the  trial  of  all  cases 
that  require  an  indictment  by  a  grand  jury  under  the  Con- 
stitution  and   laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  there  shall  be 
a  monthly  term  of  the   Paducah  city  court,  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  and  continue  as  many 
days  as  the  business  may  require. 

§  117.  And  said  court  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  cause  a  grand  jury  to  be  empanneled  and  sworn,  at 
any  monthly  term  of  said  court,  whenever  business  may 
require  it  or  render  it  proper;  and  petit  juries  to  be  sum- 
moned whenever  necessary.  The  court  may  continue  the 
cause  to  any  day  during  the  term,  without  delaying  the 
trial  thereof,  to  the  first  day  of  the  next  term ;  and  when- 
ever any  grand  jury  may  return  into  court  an  indictment, 
the  court  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  set  any  such 
cause  for  trial  on  any  day  during  the  term  at  which  such 
indictment  may  be  returned  into  court,  and  cause  the 
necessary  process  to  issue  thereon,  returnable  to  such  day 
as  the  cause  may  be  set  for  trial ;  and  that  the  Criminal 
Code  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable and  not  in  conflict  with  this  act,  shall  govern  and 
regulate  proceedings  in  said  court. 

$  118.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  the  power  to 
grant  injunctions  and  attachments  the  same  as  county 
judges  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
fee  of  one  dollar  for  every  injunction  or  attachment 
granted  by  him;  and  it  is  further  enacted,  that  there 
shall  be  taxed,  as  cost  to  the  city,  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
against  every  defendant  in  any  penal  prosecution  in  the 
Paducah  city  court  who  may  be  found  guilty  and  fined 
in  said  court  under  any  city  ordinance  or  law  of  this 
Commonwealth,  which  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  other 
costs  of  such  prosecutions,  to  the  officers  of  the  court. 
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1871.  5  119-  The  judge  of  the  Paducah  city  court  shall  re- 

ceive a  salary  of  not  le*s  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  common   council ;  and  it  shall   not  be  diminished 
after  being  fixed  during  his  term  of  office;  which   salary 
shall  be  fixed   by  the  common  council  within  one   month 
prior  to  the  election  of  such  judge  every  four  years  :   Pro- 
vided,  however  %  That  the  common  council  shall,  within  one 
month  after  this  charter  shall  go  into  effect,  fix  the  salary 
of  the  present  judge  for  the  remainder  of  his  term,  at  the 
rate  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly 
out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  120.  The  Paducah  city  court  shall  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  and  county  court  of 
McCracken  to  issue  writs  of  lunacy  or  idiotcy,  and  try 
cases  of  lunacy  and  idiotcy,  and  dispose  of  lunatics  and 
idiots  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  that  circuit 
or  county  courts  do. 

§  121.  All  appeals  from  the   Paducah  city  court  shall 
lie  to  the  circuit  court  of  McCracken  county. 

MINISTERIAL    DEPARTMENT. 

City  Prosecuting  Attorney. 

§  122.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  times  and  places  provided  for  the  regular 
election  of  city  judge,  one  city  prosecuting  attorney,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until 
his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  he  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  not  more  than  tour  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the  city  treasury;  and  he  shall 
also  be  entitled  to  have  and  receive  the  same  fees  and 
perquisites  allowed  attorneys  of  this  Commonwealth  tor 
similar  services.  It  is  provided,  however,  that,  inasmuch 
as  the  present  city  attorney's  term  will  expire  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  1872,  that  he  shall  hold  his  office  until  his 
successor,  to  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1872,  shall  qualify. 

§  123.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney 
to  prosecute  before  the  city  court  all  cases  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  ot  the  State  or  ordinances  of  the  citv  of 

m 

a  criminal  or  penal  nature,  of  which  said  court  has  juris- 
diction, and  to  prosecute  all  officers  for  malfeasance  or 
misfeasance  in  office,  or  willful  neglect  of  duty,  and  to 
perform  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 
§  124.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  prose- 
cuting attorney  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a 
white  male  citizen  twenty-tour  years  of  age,  and  a  bona 
fide  resident  of  the  city  for  at  least  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding his  election,  nor   unless   he   shall   have   been  a 
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licensed  practicing  lawyer  for  more  than  two  years  next      1871. 
preceding  his  election;  and  if,  after  his  election,  he  shall 
move  from  the  city,  or  do  any  act  which  would  have  ren- 
dered him  ineligible  to  such  office,  he  shall  thereby  vacate 
the  same. 

§  125.  In  cases  of  the  failure  of  the  city  prosecuting 
Attorney  to  attend  the  city  court  and  prosecute  for  the 
city,  said  court  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  prose- 
cuting attorney  pro  tern.,  who  shall  prosecute  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  regular  prosecuting  attorney,  and  be  entitled 
to  the  same  fees  therefor  that  the  regular  prosecuting 
attorney  is  allowed  herein. 

§  126.  For  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office, 
or  any  willful  omission  or  neglect  of  duty,  the  city  prose- 
cuting attorney  shall  be  subject  to  indictment,  and  fined 
for  each  and  every  offense  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  his  office  shall  become  vacant,  the  vacancy 
to  be  filled  as  other  vacancies  in  elective  offices. 

City  Marshal. 

§  127.  There  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  same  time  sheriffs  of  this  Commonwealth 
are  required  by  law  to  be  elected,  a  marshal,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  tor  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  128.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mar- 
shal who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a  white  male 
citizen  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of 
said  city  for  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  his  election, 
nor  until  he  has  had  settlement  with  said  city,  and  ob- 
tained a  proper  receipt  or  quietus ;  and  if,  after  his  elec- 
tion, he  shall  move  from  said  city,  or  do  any  act  which 
would  have  made  him  ineligible  to  such  office,  he  shall 
thereby  vacate  his  office. 

§  129.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  marshal  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  common  council  when  required  by 
them  to  do  so,  and  to  attend  all  sessions  of  the  city  court.  . 
He  shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  in  all  matters  of  a 
criminal  nature,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city, 
or  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  possess  the 
same  power,  and  perform  the  same  duties,  as  sheriffs  and 
constables.  He  shall  execute  all  the  processes,  civil  or 
criminal,  issued  and  to  him  directed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  the  common  council,  Paducah  city  court,  the  city 
judge,  the  presiding  judge  of  the  McCracken  county  court, 
or  any  justice  of  the  peace.  He  shall  collect  all  execu- 
tions and  final  process  to  him  directed  by  any  of  the  offi- 
cers above  named,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  collected  by 
him  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  under  the  same  responsibilities  and  penalties,  aa 
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1871.  sheriffs  are  by  law  authorized  and  required  to  do.  His 
powers  for  discharging  his  official  duties  shall  be  co-ex- 
tensive with  McCracken  county. 

§  130.  He  shall  be  entitled,  as  compensation,  to  the 
same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  sheriffs  for  similar  service*, 
the  collection  of  which  may  be  enforced  as  provided  by 
law  for  the  collection  of  sheriffs9  fee  bills;  and  for  other 
services  he  shall  receive  such  fees  and  compensation  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  He  may  also  be  allowed 
by  the  common  council,  to  be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the 
city  treasury,  a  salary  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars. 

§,131.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter,  and  make  such  returns  and  re- 
ports of  his  acts  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and 
as  are  hereafter  also  provided 

§  132.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  execute  bond  or  covenant  to  the  city  of  Paducah, 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
common  council,  conditioned  that  he  shall,  by  himself  and 
deputies,  well  and   truly  discharge  all  the  duties  of  said 
office,  and  to  pay  over  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  times, 
and  as  they  may  respectively  be  entitled  to  the  same,  all 
money  that  may  come  to  his  or  their  hands  as  marshal  or 
deputy  marshals;  and   the  city  shall  have  a  lien  on  all 
property,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  execution,  belong- 
ing to  said  marshal  at  the  date  of  his  bond  as  marshal,  or 
that  may  be  afterwards  acquired  by  him,  which  shall  not 
be  discharged  until  the  marshal  shall  obtain  a  quietus  for 
all  the  public  dues  for  which  he  may  be  bound  ;  and  the 
said  marshal,  at  any  time  during  his  term  of  office,  when 
called  upon  by  the  common  council  so  to  do,  shall  execute 
a  new  bond  as  such  marshal,  or  give  such  additional  secu- 
rity as  said  council  may  require. 

§  133.  Any  person  injured  by  a  breach  of  the  marshal's 
bond  may,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  prosecute  suit 
or  motion  thereon  against  the  marshal  and  his  securities, 
'  as  now  provided  by  law  for  sheriffs,  and  the  bonds  shall 
not  be  satisfied  or  void  upon  the  first  or  any  other  recovery, 
until  every  person  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  omissions  of 
the  marshal  or  his  deputies  shall  have  been  recompensed. 

§  134.  The  marshal  may,  by  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  common  council,  appoint  his  own  deputies,  and  may 
revoke  the  appointments  at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible, on  his  official  bond,  for  their  acts;  before  any 
deputy  marshal  shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  take  the 
oath  required  to  be  taken  by  the  marshal. 

§  135.  When  a  deputy  marshal  so  acts,  or  omits  to  act, 
as  to  render  his  principal  responsible,  and  the  latter  shall 
discharge  such  responsibility,  the  deputy  shall  be  liable 
over  to  the  principal  for  all  damages  and  costs,  legal  and 
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extraordinary,  which  the  latter  may  be  pat  to  on  account      1871. 
of  such  act  or  omission. 

§  136.  If  the  marshal  fails  to  execute  covenant,  with 
good  security,  and  take  the  oath  of  office,  as  herein  pre- 
scribed, within  thirty  days  after  his  election,  the  council 
shall,  by  resolution,  declare  such  office  vacated. 

§  137.  For  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or 
any  willful  neglect  or  omissions  of  duty,  the  city  marshal 
shall  be  subject  to  indictment,  and  fined  for  each  and 
every  offense  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  upon  conviction,  his  office 
shall  become  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  as  other 
vacancies  in  election  of  officers  by  the  people. 

City  Assessor. 

§  138.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  appoint,  at  their  first  regu- 
lar meeting  in  January  each  year,  an  assessor,  to  hold  his 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected 
and  qualified ;  said  assessor,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  covenant  to  the  city 
of  Paducah,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  council,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 
his  official  duties,  upon  which  bond  suit  may  be  instituted 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof  against  him  and 
his  securities  by  the  city,  or  any  person  aggrieved,  and  re- 
covery had  from  time  to  time  to  the  extent  of  the  injury 
sustained.  If  the  assessor  fails  to  execute  this  covenant 
within  ten  days  after  his  appointment,  the  council  shall 
declare  the  office  vacated,  and  proceed  to  fill  the  same  by 
another  appointment.  The  compensation  of  the  assessor 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  council  at  their  first  meeting 
in  January,  and  prior  to  his  appointment. 

§  139.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  the 
city  of  Paducah  to  assess  at  a  fair  cash  value  all  the  prop- 
erty within  the  city  limits,  subject  to  taxation  under  this 
charter,  against  each  owner  thereof,  owned  by  him  or  her 
or  any  corporation,  on  the  10th  day  of  January  of  each 
year,  except  stores;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  assess- 
or to  assess  against  the  respective  owners  thereof  on  the 
first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  all  stores  owned  by  them  at 
that  date,  at  a  fair  cash  valuation  of  their  respective  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  and  groceries,  as  of  that  date. 
That  said  assessor  shall  make  all  of  said  assessments  in 
each  year,  between  the  10th  day  of  January  and  the  15th 
day  of  April,  and  all  of  which  property  shall  be  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  more  than  two  and  one  half  dol- 
lars on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  as  the 
council  may  fix  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  further 
duty  of  said  assessor  to  assess  within  the  same  time  all 
male  citizens  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  shall 
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1871.  reside  in  the  city  on  the  day  of  the  assessment,  and  return 
the  names  and  the  number  thereof  upon  his  book,  noting 
also  the  colored  persons  on  his  book  ;  and  said  council 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  fix  the  tax 
on  each  person  so  listed,  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more 
than  three  dollars,  as  a  poll  tax. 

§  140.  That  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  assessor 
to  make  a  complete  book  of  all  assessments,  showing  the 
names  of  all  persons  assessed  in  alphabetical  order,  and  a 
full  and  complete  description  of  all  the  kinds  of  personal 
property  of  each  assessed,  and  the  separate  and  aggregate 
valuation  thereof  against  each  owner;  that  it  shall  be  the 
further  and  especial  duty  of  said  assessor,  in  assessing  the 
real  estate  in  Paducah,  to  give  the  name  of  each  owner  as 
aforesaid,  and  describe  each  and  every  lot,  block,  or  piece 
of  ground  owned  by  him  or  her,  which  shall  be  assessed  ; 
that  he  shall,  in  his  assessments  of  same,  describe  by  num- 
ber of  lot  and  block  the  said  real  estate,  and  give  such 
other  and  further  description  thereof,  in  all  cases  of  frac-/ 
tional  lots,  when  the   number  of  lot  and  block  will  not 
sufficiently  identify  it,  as  will  with  reasonable  certainty 
designate  the  same,  and  apprise  the  owner  thereof,  upon 
examining  the  assessor's  book,  of  the  assessment  of  the 
same ;  and  said  assessor  shall  also  fix  the  value  of  each 
lot  or  piece  of  ground,  and  the  aggregate  value  of  each 
person's  whole  real  estate  assessed,  and  said  assessor  shall 
return  his  book  to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  common  council, 
with  the  whole  assessment  of  the  city  completed,  on  or  be- 
fore the  15th  day  of  April  of  each  year. 

§  141.  That  after  said  assessor  shall  have  returned  his 
book  to  the  common  council,  and  the  same  shall  be 
revised  by  the  supervisor  of  assessor's  books,  as  in  this 
charter  provided,  and  the  same  shall  be,  by  order  or 
resolution  of  the  common  council,  received  and  ordered 
to  be  filed,  said  assessor's  book  shall  become  and  be 
a  public  record  in  the  office  of  said  common  council ; 
and  after  the  said  city  council  shall  have  fixed,  by 
order  or  resolution,  the  rate  of  the  ad  valorem  tax  upon 
all  the  taxable  property  of  the  city,  and  the  amount 
of  poll  tax  for  the  year,  which  per  centum  and  rate  of 
taxation  they  shall  fix,  by  order  or  resolution,  in  the 
month  of  April  of  each  year,  said  assessor's  book,  and 
the  order  of  the  council  fixing  the  per  centum  or  rate 
of  taxation  upon  the  assessed  property  for  the  year, 
shall,  both  together,  have  the  effect  and  operation,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  of  a  judgment  at  law  in  personam^ 
in  favor  of  the  city  of  Paducah  against  each  and  every 
person  against  whom  assessments  shall  be  made,  for  the 
amount  of  his  or  her  tax  respectively  due  the  city,  aa 
shown   or  ascertainable  by  the  assessment  and  rate   of

taxation,  when  fixed  as  aforesaid;  and  for  the  payment       1871. 
of  which  the  city  eh  all  have  a  perpetual  lien  upon  the 
property   of  the  tax-payers  respectively  until  the  same 
shall  be  fully  paid. 

Supervisors  of  Tax-book. 

$  142.  The  common  council  shall,  at  their  first  regular 
meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  appoint  three  discreet 
citizens  of  the  city  as  a  board  of  "  Supervisors  of  Tax," 
who,  after  being  duly  sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  tbe 
duties  assigned  to  them  according  to  law,  shall  meet  at 
the  chamber  of  the  common  council,  within  five  days 
after  tbe  return  of  the  assessor's  book  to  the  council, 
and  examine  with  care  the  assessor's  report  of  the  tax- 
able property  returned  for  that  year,  and  correct  any 
errors  of  the  assessor,  whether  in  fact  or  in  relation  to 
the  valuation  of  the  estate  listed ;  and  in  cases  where 
they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  estate  has  been  incor- 
rectly valued,  to  fix  the  same  at  its  proper  value;  but 
they  shall  not  increase  the  valuation  made  by  the  assess- 
or without  summoning  the  owner  or  owners,  if  residing 
in  the  city,  to  appear  before  them  to  show  cause  why  the 
change  should  not  be  made. 

§  143.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  attend  the 
sessions  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  tax,  and  givd 
evidence  and  information  concerning  the  business  before 
them,  upon  oath,  when  required.  And  the  board  shall 
have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  and  examination 
of  witnesses  before  them,  to  enable  them  to  discharge 
their  duties. 

§  144.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  proceedings,  and  correct  the  tax-book  thereby ; 
they  shall  make  full  reports  of  their  acts  to  the  common 
council ;  they  shall  also  report,  and  place  upon  the  assess- 
or's book,  the  names  of  all  persons  liable  to  taxation  who 
have  been  omitted  by  the  assessor  in  his  tax-book. 

§  145.  The  common  council  may,  by  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe any  further  duties  of  said  board  of  supervisors  of 
tax,  and  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices. 

$  140.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  at  any 
time,  within  three  months  after  the  report  of  the  super- 
visors, to  bear  complaints,  and  to  change,  reduce,  or  cor- 
rect the  tax  list  of  any  person;  and  in  case  of  reduction, 
if  the  person  has  paid  his  tax,  to  order  the  proper  propor- 
tion thereof  to  be  refunded. 

$  147.  That  hereafter  there  shall  be  but  one  assessor  to 
assess  the  taxable  property  of  Paducah;  and  there  shall 
be  but  one  collector  to  collect  the  taxes  under  such  assess-

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1871.  ment;  and  bo  mack  of  the  acts  and  amendatory  acta 
chartering  the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com* 
pany,  or  of  any  other  acts  as  require  the  appointment  of 
an  assessor  and  collector  of  Padacah  to  assess  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city,  and  collect  the  taxes  thereunder,  to  pay 
the  interest  or  principal  of  the  bonds  of  the  old  town  of 
Pad o cab,  issued  and  paid  to  said  New  Orleans  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  for  stock  in  said  company,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed ;  and  in  lieu  thereof  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  Paducah  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds, 
and  such  other  bonds  as  have  been  executed  as  a  renewal 
of  any  of  said  original  bonds,  and  cause  payments  thereof 
to  be  made  according  to  the  tenor  and  effect  of  such 
bonds ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  council,  in  fixing  the 
rate  of  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  of  Paducah, 
shall  keep  in  mind  the  liability  of  Paducah  on  account 
of  said  bonds;  and  they  shall,  in  addition  to  providing 
for  the  payment  of  the  other  liabilities  and  expenses  of 
the  city,  lay  the  tax  sufficiently  high  upon  the  taxable 
property  of  said  city  so  as  to  meet  and  pay  off  the 
liability  ol  (be  city  on  account  of  said  bonds  and  coupons 
or  interest,  according  to  the  tenor  and  effect  thereof. 

§  148.  That  the  common  council  shall  have  the  power 
to  levy  a  tax  in  each  year  upon  the  taxable  property  of 
the  city,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  city,  not  more  than  twenty  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property;  and  the  fond 
arising  therefrom  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  distinct  and  separate  from  the  other  funds,  and  shall 
be  expended  only  under  the  direction  and  management  of 
the  common  council  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  common  schools  of  said  city:  Provided,  however,  That 
the  taxes  levied  for  the  purposes  of  common  schools  shall 
not  be  levied  upon  the  property  of  colored  citizens  of  said 
city,  nor  shall  said  colored  citizens  participate  in  the  com- 
mon schools. 

§  140.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  the 
city  of  Paducah,  when  they  make  their  levy  and  fix  the 
rate  of  taxation  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  to 
meet  the  aggregate  liabilitiesjof  said  city,  to  designate  in 
the  order  fixing  said  rate  of  taxation  what  per  cent,  thereof 
is  intended  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  city  on  account  of 
the  aforesaid  bonds  issued  to  the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  or  renewals  of  any  of  the  same;  they 
shall  also  designate  what  part  of  said  aggregate  rate  of 
taxation,  is,  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  sohools 
of  the  city;  and  they  shall  further  designate  in-  their  order 
what  part  of  said*  aggregate  rate  of  taxation  is  intended 
to  meet  and  defray  all  the  other  expenses  ao4  liabilities  of 
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the  city;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  famish  1871. 
the  city  treasurer,  ae  soon  as  said  order  shall  be  made, 
with  a  copy  thereof;  and  it  shall  be  the  treasurer's  duty, 
as  he  receives  money  from  the  collector  of  taxes,  to  enter 
in  a  book,  by  him  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  the  true 
proportion  of  the  money  as  he  receives  it,  according  to 
the  order  fixing  the  rate  of  taxation,  to  the  credit  of  the 
school  fund;  and  also  the  proper  proportion  to  meet  the 
liabilities  of  the  city  on  account  of  the  railroad  bonds 
and  coupons,  and  the  residue  shall  be  entered  on  his  book, 
and  used  to  defray  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, and  other  liabilities  not  herein  named ;  and  the 
treasurer  shall  be  governed  accordingly  in  his  disburse- 
ments of  all  moneys. 

City  Auditor* 

$  150.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  an  auditor  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  they  shall, 
by  ordinance,  have  power  to  fix  the  time  of  appointment, 
define  his  duties,  fix  the  duration  of  his  office,  his  compen- 
sation, and  enforce  obedience  of  all  ordinances  or  orders 
of  the  common  council  regulating  his  duties;  and  said 
auditor  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  deputy  auditor, 
he  being  responsible  to  the  council  for  the  acts  of  said 
deputy. 

City  Tax  Collector. 

$151.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  appoint,  at  their  first  regu- 
lar meeting  in  January,  in  each  year,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  a  collector  of  all  taxes  levied  or  to  be 
levied  upon  taxable  property  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  and 
all  other  taxes  for  each  and  every  year,  at  such  time  as 
the  council  shall  prescribe  by  ordinance,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  well,  truly,  and  faithfully  collect  and  account 
for,  to  the  city  of  Paducah,  all  said  taxes :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  the  present  collector  may  hold  his  office  until 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  council  in  May,  1871,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified, 
when  the  council  may  elect  in  May,  1871,  a  collector,  to 
hold  his  office  until  his  successor,  to  be  elected  in  January, 
1872,  is  qualified. 

§  152.  That  no  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  col- 
lector of  taxes  unless  he  be  a  white  male  citizen  of  Pa- 
ducah, at  least  twenty-four  years  of  age,  and  who  is  not 
a  bona  fide  resident  of  said  city. 

(  153.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  collector,  within 
thirty  days  after  his  appointment,  to  exeeute  a  bond  or 
covenant  to  the  city  of  Paducah,  with  good  and  sufficient. 
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1871.  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  common  council,  condi- 
tioned that  he  shall,  daring  the  next  twelve  months,  col* 
lect,  account  for,  and  pay  into  the  city  treasurer,  all  taxes 
and  public  dues  directed  or  authorized  by  law  to  be  col- 
lected and  received  by  bim,  and  that  be  shall,  at  such 
times  as  he  may  be  required  by  the  common  council,  re- 
port bis  actings  and  doings  as  collector,  and  account  for 
and  pay  into  the  city  treasury  such  sums  as  may  be  in  hi* 
hands  at  such  times  as  the  council  may  prescribe  by  ordi- 
nance or  order  him  to  do,  and  for  which  be  may  be  bound, 
and  that  he  will,  when  required,  make  settlement  with  the 
council ;  and  that  he  shall  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties 
of  the  office  of  collector;  and  the  city  shall  have  a  lien  on 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  subject  to  execution,  be- 
longing to  said  collector  at  the  date  of  said  bond,  or  after- 
wards acquired  by  him,  which  shall  not  be  discharged 
until  the  collector  obtains  a  quietus  for  all  the  revenue 
and  public  dues  for  which  he  may  be  bound ;  and  said 
collector  shall  give  a  new  bond  as  such  officer,  or  addi- 
tional security  upon  his  old  one,  at  any  time  when  re- 
quired by  the  common  council  so  to  do. 

§  154.  That  as  soon  as  the  assessor's  book  shall  be  re- 
vised, received,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  common 
council,  and  the  rate  of  taxation  and  the  poll  tax  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  said  council,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  common  council,  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  to  make  out,  in  a  well- 
bound  book,  suitable  for  the  purpose,  the  names  in  alpha- 
betical order  of  all  tax: payers  as  shown  by  the  assessor's 
book,  and  the  amount  in  value  according  to  said  assessor's 
book  of  the  real  estate  and  the  personal  estate  assessed 
against  each  respective  tax-payer,  and  also  the  exact 
amount  of  taxes,  including  poll  tax,  if  any,  against  each 
tax- payer  respectively,  in  favor  of  the  city,  which  book 
shall  be  called  the  *l  collector's  tax-book,"  and  the  same 
shall,  at  the  end  thereof,  be  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the 
council  that  said  collector's  tax-book  correctly  sets  forth 

the  true  amount  of  taxes  for  the  year due  from  each 

tax-payer  therein  named  to  the  city  of  Paducah,  which 
shall  be  signed  by  said  clerk. 

§  155.  That  said  collector's  tax-book  shall  have,  in  the 
hands  of  the  collector,  all  the  effect  and  operation,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  of  an  execution  at  law  against  each 
and  every  tax- payer  and  his  property  for  the  payment  and 
satisfaction  of  the  amount  of  tax  against  each  tax-payer 
respectively  in  favor  of  the  city ;  and  said  collector,  by 
virtue  of  said  tax-book,  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority  to  levy  upon  the  property  of  the  respective  tax- 
payers to  satisfy  the  amount  due  from  each  respective  tax- 
payer that  sheriffs  of  this  Commonwealth  have  to  levy 
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executions  in  their  hands  upon  property;  and  provided      1871. 
also,  that  said  collector  may  levy  as  well  upon  the  prop- 
erty of  tax-payers  upon  which  the  jcity  shall  have  a  lien 
lor  said  taxes,  as  upon  any  other  property  of  the   tax- 
payer; and  he   may  also  levy  on  and  sell  real  estate  to 

I  which  the  owner  may  have  only  an  equitable  title. 

■  §  156.  That  the  tax  collector,  in  levying  on  property  for 

taxes,  shall  levy  on  personal  property,  if  sufficient,  before 
levying  upon  real  estate;  but  in  this  regard  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  governing  the  powers  and  duties  of 
sheriffs  in  levying  on  and  selling  property  under  execu- 
tion, shall  be  applicable  to  the  collector,  and  regulate  his 
powers  and  actio*n  as  to  the  order  and  manner  of  levying 
on  property;  the  mode  and  time  of  advertising,  and  place 
of  sale;  and  the  said  collector  shall  have  the  same  fees 
and  commissions  that  sheriffs  are  entitled  to  by  law  for 
similar  services,  to  be  taxed  as  costs  against  the  person 
whose  property  shall  be  sold,  and  paid  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  ;  that  said  collector,  however,  shall  sell  for 
cash  in  hand,  and  not  on  a  credit. 

§  157.  That  in  all  cases  when  the  collector  shall  levy  on 
real  estate,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  evidence  his  levy  by 
writing,  which,  in  each  case,  he  shall  make  out  upon  a 
separate  paper,  and  shall  state  therein  to  the  effect  fol- 
lowing: "By  virtue  of  the  collector's  tax-book  for  the 
year  — ,  placed  in  my  hands  for  collection  by  the  com- 
mon council  of  Paducah,  I  have  this  day  levied  upon  the 
following  described  real  estate  (  ,  here  give  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  property ),  as  the  property  of  A.   B  ,  to 

satisfy  the  unpaid  taxes  of  the  said  A.  B.  for  the  year  — , 
in  favor  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  the  costs  of  selling 
the  same."  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  notify 
the  owner  of  the  real  estate  levied  upon,  if  residing  in 
Paducah,  if  not,  then  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  levy  to  the 
person,  if  any,  in  possession  of  the  property;  if  there  be 
no  one  in  possession  of  the  property,  then  to  post  a  copy 
of  his  levy  on  some  conspicuous  place  upon  the  property 
levied  upon ;  and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  col- 
lector, after  selling  real  estate  for  taxes,  to  return  upon 
the  same  paper  upon  which  his  levy  is  written  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  real  estate  sold ;  the  time  and  place  of  sale ; 
that  he  first  advertised  the  same'  according  to  law;  also 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  amount  paid  by  him 
for  the  property  sold ;  all  of  which  levy  and  return  of  the 
collector  shall  be  by  him  returned  to  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  common  council  of  Paducah,  which  shall  be  by  said 
clerk  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  him ; 
and  the  original  return  of  the  collector  shall  be  filed  and 
preserved  in  his  office ;  and  a  copy  from  said  record-book, 
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1871.       certified  by  the  clerk  as  a  "copy  attest,"  shall  be  evidence 
in  all  courts. 

(158.  That  the  person  whose  real  estate  may  be  sold 
as  aforesaid,  his  heirs  or  personal  representatives,  may, 
at  any  time  within  one  year  from  day  of  sale,  redeem  the 
same  by  paying  or  tendering,  in  case  acceptance  of  pay- 
ment is  refused  by  the  purchaser  or  his  representative,  the 
full  amount  for  which  the  property  was  sold,  with  twenty 
per  cent,  interest  per  annum  thereon  until  paid  or  ten- 
dered.    That  in  ease  the  purchaser  refuse  to  accept  pay- 
ment thereon,  or  in  case  the  purchaser  be  a  non-resident 
of  Paducah,  then  the  owner  may  deposit  the  amount  and 
interest  with  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  within  the 
year  from  the  day  of  sale,  and  take  the  clerk's  receipt 
therefor,  which  shall  operate   as   a  redemption  of   the 
property  sold ;  but  if  the  property  purchased  shall  not  be 
redeemed  as  aforesaid  within  a  year  from  the  day  of  sale, 
then  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  deed  for  the  property ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  who  made  the  sale,  or  his  successor  in  office,  to 
execute  and  acknowledge  before  the  McCracken  county 
court  clerk  a  deed  of  conveyance  to  the  purchaser,  which 
shall  pass  all  the  title,  legal  or  equitable,  of  the  original 
owner  to  the  purchaser. 

§  159.  That  all  sales  of  real  estate  that  shall  be  made 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  of  said 
collector,  and  all  deeds  of  conveyance  made  by  him  in 
pursuance  thereof,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  as  valid, 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  sales  and  conveyances  of 
real  estate  by  sheriffs  under  execution;  and  all  purchas- 
ers of  real  estate  at  sales  made  by  said  collector,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, be  protected  to  the  same  extent,  and  as  completely, 
in  their  purchases  and  title  thus  acquired,  as  purchasers 
under  execution  sales  are  protected  by  the  laws  and  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

6  160.  That  it  shall  be  also  the  doty  of  said  collector  of 
Paducah  to  return  to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  common 
council  the  collector's  tax-book  at  the  end  of  his  official 
term,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  his  office  as  other  public 
records,  together  with  his  written  report,  showing  the 
delinqents,  if  any,  who  shall  have  failed  to  pay  their 
taxes,  and  also  all  unfinished  levies,  if  any  made  by  said 
collector  under  said  tax-book,  upon  property  remaining 
unsold,  which  written  levies,  made  in  every  case  in  which 
the  taxes  have  not  been  paid,  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  in  a  book  kept  by  him  as  aforesaid;  and  said  col- 
lector, after  his  term  of  office  expires,  shall  have  the 
power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  go  on  and  complete 
said  levies  by  a  sale  of  property  levied  on  to  satisfy  the 
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taxes  remaining  unpaid;  and  he,  or  his  successor,  shall  1871. 
consummate  such  sales  by  executing  deed  a  to  purchasers 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  it  shaH  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  make  the  addi- 
tional and  further  return  to  the  common  council,  within, 
six  months  after  the  expiration  of  his  official  term,  in 
every  case  of  his  sales  of  property,  which  sales  it  is  de- 
clared his  duty  to  make  in  all  cases  where  the  taxes  are 
not  paid,  which  last  returns  of  the  collector  shall  likewise 
be  recorded  by  said  clerk  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
returns,  respectively,  in  the  book  to  be  kept  by  him  afore- 
said. 

§  161.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  doty  of  the  collector, 
in  all  cases  in  which  he  shall  be  unable  to  find  property 
while  he  has  the  tax-book  in  his  hands  as  aforesaid,  upon 
which  to  levy  to  make  the  taxes,  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
so  return  the  fact  at  the  end  of  his  official  term;  and  if 
such  return  of  "  No  property  found  "  be  true,  then,  as  to 
such  uncollected  taxes,  said  collector,  in  his  settlement 
with  the  common  council,  shall  receive  a  credit  for  the 
amounts  owing  by  such  delinquent  tax-payers;  but  the 
common  council,  before  giving  the  collector  credit  or 
allowing  his  delinquent  list,  may  question  him  on  oath  as 
lo  the  truth  of  his  return,  or  hear  evidence  ot%  others  con- 
cerning the  same;  and  unless  the  common  council  shall 
be  satisfied  that  the  taxes  could  not  have  been  made  by 
said  collector  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  diligence,  the 
credit  shall  not  be  allowed. 

§  102.  That  in  all  cases  of  a  failure  or  omission  of  the 
tax  collector  to  collect  all  taxes  upon  his  tax-book  shown 
to  be  due,  or  return  his  levies  for  the  satisfaction  thereof, 
and  also  to  return  in  substance  "  No  property  found  "  as 
to  those  who  had  no  property,  said  collector  and  his  sure- 
ties shall  be  liable  upon  his  official  bond  to  the  city  of 
Paducah  for  the  amount  of  such  taxes. 

(  163.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  assessor  shall  omit  to 
assess  all  the  property  of  the  city,  and  the  supervisors  of 
the  tax  book  shall  also  omit  to  cause  such  property  to  be 
listed  on  the  assessor's  book,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  of  taxes  to  report  to  the  council  any  such  proper- 
ty, with  a  description  and  ownership  thereof  and  its  value, 
who,  by  order  of  their  board,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 

f)laced  on  the  assessor's  book,  and  copied  on  to  the  col- 
ector's  book  by  the  clerk;  which  property  and  owners 
shall  be  liable  for  the  taxes  due  thereon,  the  same  as  if  it 
tad  been  originally  assessed  by  the  assessor  ;  and  the  col- 
lector shall  collect  the  same  by  sale  of  property  or  other- 
wise, in  all  respects  as  if  the  same  had  been  originally 
assessed  by  the  assessor,  and  under  like  responsibilities. 
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1871.  $  164-  That  after  the  collector  shall  make  his  return  of 

"  do  property  found"  as  to  any  unpaid  taxes  as  aforesaid* 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  of  Paducah  to  institute  pro- 
ceedings by  a  petition  in  equity,  in  any  court  having  juris- 
diction thereof,  against  such  delinquent  tax- payer  for  the 
satisfacti6n  of  such  taxes,  and  subject,  by  attachment  and 
garnisheement,  without  giving  bond,  any  cboses  in  action, 
or  legal  or  equitable  rights  or  interest  of  the  tax-payer  in 
any  property,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and 
like  remedies  given  by  the  Code  of  Practice  of  Kentucky 
to  individuals  in  such  cases,  upon  the  return  of  "  no  prop- 
erty found"  upon  an  execution. 

§  165.  That  no  property  whatever,  except  one  bed  and 
bedding,  and  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  tax-payer,  shall 
be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  for  satisfaction  of  the  afore- 
said taxes. 

§  166.  That  in  all  cases  after  the  10th  day  of  January, 
in  the  year  the  property  subject  to  taxation  under  this  act 
shall  be  assessed  for  taxation,  no  sale  thereof  by  the  owner 
or  owners  shall  defeat  the  lien,  or  the  right  of  the  city  of 
Paducah  in  the  same,  for  the  payment  of  all  taxes  against 
the  owner  or  owners  assessed  in  favor  of  the  city  of  Padu- 
cah ;  and  the  subsequent  levy  upon,  and  sale  thereof  by  the 
collector,  as  herein  provided,  shall  relate  back  to  the  tenth 
day  of  January  of  the  year  in  which  the  same  shall  be  as- 
sessed ;  and  the  title  acquired  by  the  purchaser  under  the 
collector's  sale,  in  case  the  property  shall  not  be  redeemed, 
shall  in  nowise  whatever  be  effected  by  any  sale  by  the 
owner  between  the  tenth  day  of  January  of  the  year  in 
which  the  assessment  may  be  made  and  the  date  of  the 
sale  of  the  same  by  the  collector,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

City  Treasurer. 

§  167.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Paducah  shall 
have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  at  their  tirst 
regular  meeting  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  bis  successor 
is  duly  appointed  and  qualified:  Provided,  however.  That 
the  present  treasurer  may  hold  his  office  until  the  first 
regular  meeting  of  the  council  in  May,  1871,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  be  duly  qualified,  whom  the  council  may 
elect  in  May,  1871,  to  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified,  to  be  elected  in  January,  1872. 

§  168.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  treas- 
urer unless  he  be  a  white  male  citizen  over  the  age  of 
twenty-four  years,  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  city  of 
Paducah  for  at  least  one  year  next  preceding  bis  ap- 
pointment; and  if,  after  his  appointment,  he  shall  remove 
from  the  city,  his  office  shall  thereby  become  vacated,  or  if 
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be  shall  die,  or  resign  his  office,  the  council  shall  have      1871. 
power  to  appoint  another  treasurer  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  169.  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  re- 
ceive and  safely  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  pay  out  the  same  under  appropriations  made  by  the 
common  council;  and  he  shall  only  pay  out  money  upon 
warrants  drawn  by  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  the  common  council,  with  the  seal  of  the  city  of 
Paducah  affixed  thereto,  and  registered  and  approved  by 
the  auditor,  and  the  warrant  to  designate  the  fund  out  of 
which  the  amount  is  to  be  paid.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  and 
accurate  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  city,  showing  when,  from,  and  to  whom,  and  for  what 
purpose,  and  on  what  account,  such  moneys  are  paid  out. 
He  shall  make  out  and  exhibit  to  the  common  council, 
at  their  first  regular  meetings  in  the  months  of  April, 
July,  October,  and  January  in  each  year,  a  full  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  city,  showing  from 
whom  money  was  received,  from  what  source,  and  to 
whom  paid,  and  on  what  account,  during  the  previous 
quarter,  and  of  the  state  and  condition,  for  the  time  being, 
of  the  treasury  and  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  city,  which 
reports  shall  be  published  like  the  general  proceedings. 
His  last  report  in  the  month  of  January  shall  show  the 
whole  amount  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  money  for 
the  whole  year.  He  shall  perform  all  other  duties  as  re- 
quired by  ordinance,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter. 

§  170.  The  treasurer  shall  not  be  eligible  to  reappoint- 
ment to  the  same  office,  until  he  shall  have  made  settle- 
ment with  the  council  of  all  his  accounts,  and  paid  over 
all  money  in  his  hands  to  such  persons  as  the  council  may 
appoint  to  receive  it,  and  obtain  from  said  council  his 
quietus.  He  shall  receive  for  bis  services  such  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  bond  or  covenant  to  the 
city  of  Paducah,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  his  duties  as  treasurer;  the  city  shall  have 
a  lien  on  all  the  property,  real  or  personal,  subject  to  exe- 
cution, belonging  to  said  treasurer  at  the  date  of  said  bond, 
or  afterwards  acquired  by  him,  which  shall  not  be  dis- 
charged until  said  treasurer  obtains  a  quietus  for  all  the 
revenues,  public  dues,  moneys,  or  other  property  of  the 
city  for  which  he  may  be  bound,  or  which  may  come  into 
his  hands  as  such  treasurer. 

§  171.  If  the  treasurer  fails  to  execute  his  bond  within 
thirty  days  after  his  appointment,  the  office  shall,  by  order 
of  the  common  council,  be  declared  vacated,  and  the  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  another  appointment. 
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1871.  $  I?2*  F°r  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or  any 

omission  or  willful  neglect  of  duty,  the  treasurer  may  be 
removed  from  office  by  the  common  council,  and  said  office 
declared  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  filled   by  another  ap- 
pointment. 

§  173.  The  common  council  may,  at  any  time  during  his 
term  of  office,  require  the  treasurer  to  execute  a  new 
bond,  or  to  give  additional  security  upon  his  old  one ;  and 
upon  his  failure  to  give  said  new  bond,  or  give  such  addi- 
ditional  security  on  his  old  one,  the  office  may,  by  order  of 
the  common  council.be  declared  vacated,  and  the  vacancy 
filled  by  a  new  appointment. 

§  174.  The  treasurer,  upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office,  or  upon  his  removal  or  resignation,  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor,  or  to  such  person  as  the  council  may  direct, 
all  the  public  money,  books,  property,  and  effects  belong- 
ing to  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  175  The  common  council  of  Paducdh,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  powers  of  appointing  a  treasurer  of  the  city,  as 
hereinbefore  granted  them,  may,  in  their  discretion,  ap- 
point as  such  treasurer  and  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
city,  any  incorporated  bank  under  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  under  the  laws  of  Congress,  having  its 
principal  bank,  or  any  branch  of  such  bank,  located  and 
doing  business  in  the  city  of  Paducah  ;  and  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  such  bank  to  become  and  be  the  treas- 
urer and  custodian  of  the  money  of  the  city  of  Paducah, 
and  for  such  incorporated  bank,  by  its  president  and  di- 
rectors, or  the  president  and  directors  of  such  branch 
bank  located  in  Paducah,  to  accept  such  appointment 
from  the  city  council  of  Paducah,  and  thereupon  to  ex- 
ecute, by  the  president  and  directors  of  such  bank,  or  of 
such  branch  bank  located  in  Paducah,  a  good  and  suffi- 
cient bond  and  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  council,  for 
the  faithful  performance  and  discharge  of  all  the  duties 
of  treasurer  or  custodian  of  the  money  of  the  city ;  and 
the  same  liability  shall  attach  to  said  incorporated  bank 
and  its  sureties  that  would  against  a  natural  person  who 
might  be  appointed  treasurer,  and  give  bond ;  and  the 
same  remedies  are  hereby  given  against  such  bank  in- 
corporation for  a  breach  of  its  bond  as  are  given  in  this 
charter,  or  exist  by  law  against  natural  persons  in  like 
cases  for  a  breach  of  such  bond.  It  is  provided,  however, 
that  the  council  of  Paducah  may  fix  the  compensation  to 
be  allowed  such  bank,  not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per 
cent,  upon  the  whole  amount  received  and  disbursed  by 
the  bank.  But  provided  further,  that  in  case  no  bank, 
as  aforesaid,  accept  the  appointment  of  treasurer,  and 
a  natural  person  shall  be  appointed,  the  city  council 
shall  fix  his  allowance  as  compensation  for  his  services, 
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not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  money      1871. 
that  may  be  received  and  disbursed  by  him  as  treasurer. 

Council  Clerk. 

§  176.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  after  every  general 
election  of  councilmen,  the  common  council  shall  appoint 
a  clerk,  who  shall  be  styled  the  "clerk  of  the  common 
council  of  Paducah,"  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
one  year,  and  until  bis  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed 
and  qualified.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
clerk  of  the  common  council  unless,  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  he  be  a  white  male  citizen  over  the  age  of 
twenty-four  years,  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  city  for 
at  least  one  year  next  preceding  his  appointment.  He 
•hall  be  required  to  give  a  covenant  to  the  city  of  Padu- 
cah, with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  council, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

$  177.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  common 
oouncil  to  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record,  in  such  books  as 
may  be  designated  by  order  of  the  council,  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings,  ordinances,  and  resolutions  of  the  common  coun- 
cil; keep  and  preserve  in  his  office  the  seal  of  the  city, 
records  and  papers  of  the  city  not  properly  belonging  to 
any  other  office ;  to  prepare  papers  and  copies  from  his 
office  and  records  thereof  for  publication  ;  to  make  out  a 
poll-book  for  each  ward  in  the  city  before  the  day  of  each 
election,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  proper  officers  of  the 
election  in  such  wards ;  he  shall  prepare  and  make  ready 
for  the  signature  of  the  mayor  all  orders  on  the  treasury, 
and  countersign  the  same  ;  make  out  all  licenses,  all  copies 
of  the  records  and  papers  in  or  appertaining  to  his  office, 
upon  the  request  of  the  persons  entitled  to  the  same,  and 
to  perform  all  other  duties  required  of  him  by  order  or 
ordinance  of  the  council  and  this  charter. 

§  178.  That  upon  application  of  any  person  to  the  clerk 
of  the  common  council,  he  may  obtain  from  such  clerk  a 
copy  of  any  record  or  paper  in  his  office,  paying  to  the 
said  clerk  his  iee  therefor,  which  "copy  attest9'  by  the 
clerk  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  179.  The  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  charge,  and  shall 
receive  for  such  copies,  four  cents  for  every  twenty  words 
in  such  copy,  and  fifteen  cents  for  each  attestation  thereto; 
and  for  the  collection  of  which  he  is  hereby  given  the  same 
remedies,  by  fee  bill  or  otherwise,  that  the  clerk  of  the  cir- 
ouit  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  are  entitled  to  for  simi- 
lar services. 

4  180.  The  common  council  shall  fix,  by  ordinance,  the 
amount  of  the  clerk's  fees  for  the  issual  of  licenses,  and 
for  other  services  not  enumerated  in  the  last  section  ;  and 
said  council  shall  also,  prior  to  the  appointment  of  every 
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1871 .       clerk  of  said  council,  fix  his  salary,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  | 
city  treasury  quarterly,  at  a  sum  not  less  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

City  Court  Clerk. 

§  181.  There  shall  be  elected,  at  the  same  time  that  the 
judge  of  the  Paducah  city  court  is  elected,  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Pnducah,  a  clerk  of  said  court,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  duly  elected   and  qualified  ;  who  shall    have  the  same 
qualifications   as   required   by  law  for   the   clerk    of   the 
McCracken   countv   court;    and   in    addition   thereto,    be    t 
shall  be  a  white  male  citizen  over  the  age  of  twenty-    1 
four  years,  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  city  of  Padu- 
cah   for  at   least  one  year   next   preceding   his  election. 
It   shall   be   the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said   city  court  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said   court,  to   issue 
all   original    processes   for   bringing    parties   before    said 
court,   and    executions   and   precepts   on    its   judgments; 
and  to  perform  all  the  duties  which  generally  pertain  to  a 
clerk  of  a  court  of  this  Commonwealth.     He  shall   keep 
the  records  and  papers  of  said  court ;  and  a  copy  of  any 
record    or   paper   belonging   or   pertaining    to   his    office, 
attested   by  him,  shall  be  evidence   in  any  court  of  this 
Commonwealth.     He  shall  charge  and  receive  the  same 
iees  which   are  allowed   by  law  to  the  clerk  of  the   Mc- 
Cracken   circuit   court    for   like   services;    and    when    he 
shall  perform   service,  for  the  payment  thereof  no  fee  is 
fixed    by  law,  he  shall  charge  and   receive  such  fees  as 
shall    be   adjudged    reasonable,   and    be   allowed    by   the 
judge  of  his  court;    and    in    addition   to  the    fees  of  his 
office,  the  common  council   may  fix  his  salary,  to  be  paid 
quarterly  out  of  the  city  treasury,  at  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars. 

City  Engineer. 

§  182.  The  common  council  of  Paducah,  at  their  first 
regular  meeting  after  a  general  election  of  councilmen, 
shall  appoint  a  city  engineer,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied, whose  duties,  and  the  character  of  whose  services, 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  common  council,  by  ordinance 
or  otherwise,  and  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  common  council  at  such  sum  as  the  council  may  deem 
right  and  just;  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office  he  shall  execute  bond  or  covenant  to  the  city 
of  Paducah,  with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the 
common  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  all  his  duties  as  said  officer. 

§  183.  That  no  person,  otherwise  eligible  to  any  office 
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under  this  charter,  shall  be  rendered  ineligible  to  any  office      187L 
by  reason  of  his  having  filled  an  office  under  this  charter 
of  any  kind  for  one  or  any  number  of  terms  next   pre- 
ceding his  election  or  appointment.     The  offices  of  mar- 
shal and  collector  are  hereby  declared  to  be  compatible, 
and  one  person  may  fill  them  both,  if  elected  and  appoint- 
ed.    The  offices  of  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  and 
the  clerk  of  the  Paducah  city  court  are  also  declared  to 
be  compatible,  and  one  person  may  fill  both,  if  elected  and 
appointed;   but  all  other  offices   under  this  charter   are 
hereby  declared    incompatible :    Provided*  however ,    That 
one  person  may  be  weigher,  and  also  measurer  of  wood 
and  other  articles,  except  tobacco. 

§  184.  That  the  first  election  for  the  office  of  city  attor- 
ney under  this  charter  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  1872,  and  the  term  of  the  attorney  then  elected 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  two  years  thereafter,  or  at  the 
time  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  185.  The  common  council  shall  provide  one  or  more 
voting  places  in  each  ward  in  the  city,  but  no  election  poll 
shall  be  held  in  any  coffee-house  or  other  establishment  in 
which  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or  fermented  liquors  of  any 
kind  are  kept  or  sold. 

$  186.  The  common  council  shall,  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
nary  each  year,  appoint  suitable  persons  as  officers  of  the  f 
election  in  each  ward  of  said  city — two  persons  as  judges, 
one  person  as  marshal,  and  one  person  as  clerk,  and  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year;  and  if  practicable,  the 
officers  for  each  voting  place  shall  be  selected  in  equal 
numbers  from  the  two  principal  political  parties.  No 
person  shall  be  appointed  an  officer  of  any  city  election 
who  shall  not  be  a  qualified  voter  in  the  ward  for  which 
he  is  appointed.  Officers  of  city  elections  shall  perform 
similar  services,  and  be  entitled  to  like  pay,  as  officers  of 
State  elections,  and  be  governed  in  all  matters  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  charter,  and  liable  to  the  penalties  im- 
posed by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  187.  All  elections  under  this  charter  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  shall  be  viva  voce:  Provided,  Dumb  per- 
sons entitled  to  suffrage  may  vote  by  ballot. 

§  188.  All  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city 
shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  lo9.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  has  resided  in  the  State 
two  years,  or  in  the  county  of  McCracken  one  year  next 
preceding  the  election,  shall  be  a  voter;  but  such  voter 
shall  have  been,  for  sixty  days  next  preceding  the  elec- 
tion, a  resident  of  the  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  and 
he  shall  vote  in  said  ward,  and  not  elsewhere. 
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1871.  §  1®0»  Any  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  punish- 

ing illegal  voting  at  the  State  elections  shall  apply  to 
illegal  voting  in  the  city  of  Paducah  for  any  city  officers, 
subject,  however,  to   all   the   provisions  of  this  charter 
touching  the  qualifications  of  voters. 

§  191.  All  vacancies  in  offices  elected  by  the  people 
shall  be  filled  by  the  council  until  the  next  March  or 
August  election,  whichever  shall  transpire  first,  held  for 
the  election  of  any  officers  occurring  then,  at  which  elec- 
tion, in  March  or  August,  the  remainder  of  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  or  ward 
in  which  such  vacancy  shall  have  occurred. 

§  192.  If  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  office  which 
the  common  council  under  this  charter  have  the  power  of 
appointment  for  the  balance  of  the  term,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  council  to  do  so,  which  they  shall  do  at 
their  next  regular  meeting  after  such  vacancy  shall  have 
occurred. 

§  193.  When,  in  elections  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  or  of  any  ward,  two  candidates  are  equal  and  high- 
est in  votes  for  the  same  office,  the  election  shall  be  deter- 
mined between  them  by  lot  in  such  manner  as  the  council 
may  prescribe  by  ordinance. 
§  194.  The  common  council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifi- 
•       cations,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  own   members;  and 
cases  of  contested  elections  for  any  city  officer  shall  be 
heard  and  determined  by  the  common  council  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 
§  195.  The  council   clerk  shall,  immediately  after  his 
election,  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  name  of 
the  person  elected  forjudge  of -the  Paducah  city  court; 
and  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  issue  a 
commission  to  said  officer. 

§  196.  The  poll-books,  after  all  elections  in  the  city, 
shall  be  returned  by  the  several  marshals  of  the  elections 
to  the  clerk  of  the  common  council  on  the  next  day  after 
every  election,  who  shall  keep  them  on  file  as  parts  of  the 
records  of  his  office. 

§  197.  The  mayor,  marshal,  and  clerk  of  the  common 
council,  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  examination  of 
the  poll-books  of  all  elections  in  said  city  by  the  people ; 
any  two  of  them  may  constitute  a  board  ;  but  if  either  of 
them  is  a  candidate,  he  shall  have  no  voice  in  the  decis- 
ion of  his  own  case.  If,  from  any  cause,  two  of  the  afore- 
named persons  can  not,  in  whole  or  in  part,  act  in  com* 
paring  the  polls,  their  places  are  to  be  filled  and  supplied 
by  the  judge  of  the  city  court  and  the  city  attorney. 

§  198.  On* the  second  day  of  each  election  said  board 
shall  meet  in  the  council  chamber,  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  twelve  in  the  morning,  and  compare  the  polls  and 
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ascertain  the  correctness  of  the  summing  up  of  the  votes,  1871. 
and  issue  duplicate  certificates  over  their  signatures  to 
thoae  who  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  for 
each  office  voted  for  at  said  election ;  one  copy  of  the 
said  certificate  to  be  retained  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
council,  and  one  copy  to  each  of  the  persons  elected. 

§  199.  The  certificate  of  election  of  a  city  officer  shall 
be  in  substance  of  the  following  form :  "  City  of  Paducah, 
set. :  We,  A.  B.  and  C,  duly  authorized  to  compare  the 
poll- books  for  the  city  of  Paducah,  do  certify,  that  at  an 

election  held  in  said  city  on  the  —  day  of ,  E.  F.  was 

duly  elected  to  fill  the  office  of ."     The  certificate 

of  election  of  the  councilman  or  school  trustee  shall  be 
altered  to  show  that  an  election  was  held  in  a  named 
ward. 

§  200.  All  officers  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  either  elected 
or  appointed,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  in  addition  to  the 
oath  required  by  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth, 
take  in  substance  the  following  oath  or  affirmations  :  "  I 
do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  faithfully  perform 
all  the  duties  of  the  office  of of  the  city  of  Padu- 
cah according  to  law." 

§201.  The  oath  of  office  may  be  administered  by  the 
judge  or  clerk  of  the  Paducah  city  court,  the  mayor  or  . 
clerk  of  the  common  council,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  McCracken  county;  and  a  certificate  thereof  shall  be 
noted  on  the  journals  and  filed  among  the  archives  of  the 
city. 

Tobacco  Inspectors. 

§  202.  That  the  common  council  of  Paducah  are  hereby 
empowered,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  appoint  six  to- 
bacco inspectors  at  the  warehouses  now  established  in  the 
city  of  Paducah,  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  for  the 
inspection  of  tobacco,  and  for  the  weighing  and  sale  of 
same ;  two  of  said  inspectors  shall  be  appointed  from  the 
city  of  Paducah,  and  all  the  rest  shall  be  appointed  from 
the  country  outside  of  the  city,  who  may  reside  at  the 
time  of  their  appointment  anywhere  in  the  First  Con- 
gressional District  of  Kentucky.  That  the  present  six 
inspectors  now  in  office  shall  continue  to  hold  their 
offices  as  inspectors  until  the  expiration  of  the  time  for 
which  they  were  elected.  That  said  common  council,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting  in  November,  1871,  shall  elect 
two  inspectors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
regular  meeting  of  the  council  in  November,  1872.  That 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  council  in  November, 
1872,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  elect  six  in- 
spectors of  tobacco,  one  half  of  whom  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  the  other  half  for  two  year*; 
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1871.  ai)d  the  council  shall  determine  by  lot,  after  the  election 
of  said  inspectors,  in  each  manner  as  they  may  adopt, 
which  of  said  inspectors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  which  for  the  term  of  two  years.  That  it  shall 
be  the  doty  of  the  council,  at  their  first  regular  meeting 
in  November,  1873,  and  at  every  succeeding  first  regular 
meeting  in  the  month  of  November  thereafter,  to  elect 
one  half  the  number  of  inspectors  for  the  warehouses 
that  is  or  may  [be]  established  in  Paducah,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years ;  and  if, 
from  any  cause,  a  vacancy  should  occur,  the  council  shall 
fill  said  vacancy  by  appointment  until  the  next  regular 
election  for  said  inspectors. 

§  203.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  tobac- 
co inspector  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  white 
male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  is  not  over 
twenty-four  years  of  age. 

§  204.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspectors  to 
weigh  and  inspect  all  tobacco  offered  in  the  Paducah 
market  for  sale  ;  and  for  the  same  each  one  shall  re- 
ceive as  compensation  ten  cents  per  hogshead  for  such 
services. 

§  205.  That  the  common  council  of  Paducah  may  further 
define  and  regulate  their  duties  in  such  manner  as  they 
may,  in  their  discretion,  deem  proper  and  prescribe  by 
ordinance,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter;  and  all  said 
inspectors  shall  receive  like  compensation  with  each  other, 
for  the  weighing  and  inspecting  of  all  tobacco  inspected 
and  weighed  by  them  in  the  city  of  Paducah. 

§  206.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
each  tobacco  inspector  shall  execute  bond  or  covenant  to 
the  city  of  Paducah,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to 
be  approved  by  the  common  council,  in  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duty  as  tobacco  inspector;  upon  which  bond  suit  may 
be  brought  against  the  inspector  and  his  securities  by  any 
person  aggrieved,  for  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in 
office  of  such  inspector.  No  inspector  of  tobacco  shall  be, 
directly  or  indirectly,  interested  in  any  tobacco  warehouse 
in  said  city,  nor  shall  he  be,  directly  or  indirectly,  concerned 
or  interested  in  purchasing  or  selling  leaf  tobacco  by  the 
hogshead  or  loose  in  the  hand,  during  his  continuance  in 
office.  Any  such  act  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  violation 
of  this  section,  and  shall  be  cause  of  removal  from  office; 
and  any  inspector  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  by  buying  or  selling  tobacco,  directly  or  in- 
directly,  or  by  having  a  personal  interest  in  any  tobacco 
warehouse  in  Paducah,  in  addition  to  removal  from  office, 
may  be  indicted  in  the  Paducah  city  court,  and  punished 
by  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
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five  hundred,  for  each  and  every  offense  :  Provided,  howevert  1871. 
That  it  shall  not  be  unlawful  for  any  inspector  of  tobacco 
to  have  his  own  tobacco,  which  shall  have  been  grown  by 
him  at  any  time,  or  which  may  be  owned  by  him  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment  as  such  inspector,  inspected, 
weighed,  and  sold  in  any  tobacco  warehouse  in  Padu- 
cah  ;  but  in  such  cases  such  inspector  shall  in  nowise, 
participate  personally  in  the  inspection,  but  the  same  shall 
be  done  by  the  other  inspectors. 

§  207.  That  the  common  council  of  Paducah  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  remove  from  office  any  inspect- 
or of  tobacco  for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office, 
or  any  omission  or  willful  neglect  of  his  duties,  and  to 
declare  his  office  vacated  upon  summoning  such  inspect* 
or,  upon  reasonable  notice,  to  appear  before  the  council 
to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  removed,  and  his 
office  vacated,  in  which  proceeding  the  council  will  hear 
evidence  for  and  against  the  accused,  and  determine 
whether  he  shall  be  removed  or  not ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  city  attorney  to  attend  the  trial,  and  pros- 
ecute in  behalf  of  the  city. 

§  208.  That  the  trustees  for  the  common  schools  for  the 
city  of  Paducah,  elected  in  May,  1869,  shall  go  out  of 
office  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1871,  and  at  the 
election  held  on  that  day  there  shall  be  elected  one  trus- 
tee of  common  schools  for  each  ward  in  the  city  of 
Paducah,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  ;  and  the  trustees  for  common  schools  elected  in 
May,  1670,  shall  go  out  of  office  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  1872;  and  at  the  election  held  on  that  day  one 
trustee  of  common  schools  for  each  ward  in  the  city  of 
Paducah  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified  ;  and  at  the  general  election  in  March  in  every  year 
thereafter  there  shall  be  chosen  in  each  ward  one  trustee 
of  the  common  schools,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  his  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  trustees  of  the  common  schools  must  have  the 
same  qualifications  as  councilmen  as  to  age,  sex,  color, 
and  property. 

§  209.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  of  the  city 
of  Paducah  now  in  force,  not  in  conflict  with  this  charter, 
shall  continue  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  common 
council;  and  all  laws  vesting  rights  in  or  imposing  duties 
upon  the  city  of  Paducah,  not  herein  superseded  or  re- 
pealed, shall  remain  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky.

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1871  (210.  The  recognized   records  of  the  trustees  of  the 

town  of  Pad u cab,  and  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  and  all 
bonds  and  contracts  executed  to  the  said  town  or  city, 
shall  remain  in  fall  force ;  and  remaining  in  the  proper 
offices  of  said  city,  are 'hereby  declared  to  be  public 
records,  and  copies  thereof,  certified  by  the  proper  officer 
or  keeper  thereof,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  to  the 
same  extent  that  the  originals  would  be  on  due  proof. 

&  211.  It  is  hereby  declared,  that  if,  from  any  cause,  the 
common  council  shall  fail  to  appoint  any  officer  at  the 
time  fixed  in  this  charter  for  the  appointment,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  common  council  to  make  such  appointment 
at  any  time  thereafter,  in  all  cases  where,  by  the  provision* 
of  this  charter,  the  council  possess  the  power  of  appoint- 
ment. 

§  212.  This  charter  shall  go  into  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  as  a  law  from  and  after  the  date  of  its  passage,  and 
thereafter  be  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Paducah.  But  the 
several  officers  now  in  office  under  the  government  of  paid 
city  shall  continue  to  hold  and  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  until  the  election  and  qualification 
of.officers,  as  provided  for  in  this  charter;  and  the  act, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Paducah,"  ap- 
proved March  10th,  1856,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereto, 
are  hereby  repealed.  That  nothing  contained  in  this 
act  shall  in  anywise  operate  to  vacate  the  office  of  any

vacating  any  of  the  offices  of  councilmen;  but  J.  W. 
Thornberry,  W.  E.  Augustus,  and  B.  B.  Settle,  late  coun- 
cilmen, shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors,  or  the 
new  council  under  this  charter,  shall  be  elected  and  qual- 
ify; and  the  legality  of  their  acts  shall  not  be  affected  by 
the  new  districting  of  the  city  under  the  late  act  of  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

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CHAPTER  1257.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  uAn  act  to  incorporate  the  Crescent  City 
Sleeping  Car  Company)"  approved  March  16th,  1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  title  of  the  association  named 
in  the  bill  which  this  act  is  intended  to  amend,  shall  here- 
after be  the  Pullman  Southern  Car  Company;  and  by 
that  title  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  powers  and  privileges 
granted  in  the  original  charter,  except  in  the  particulars 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  That  Enoch  H.  Paine,  William  F.  Harris,  Seward 
M.  Lemont  (a  majority  of  the  corporators  named  in  the 
original  bill),  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, empowered  to  increase  the  number  of  the  directors  of 
said  company,  should  the  stockholders  of  the  same  desire 
to  do  so,  to  any  number  not  exceeding  nine. 

§  3.  That  the  powers  granted  under  the  second  section 
of  the  original  charter  shall  be  so  modified  as  to  read  as 
follows :  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  be  divided  into  chares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  deemed  and 
treated  as  personal  property,  and  may  be  increased,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  majority  of  the  stockholders  may  di- 
rect, and  shall  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  conditions,  as  the  directors  of  said  com- 
pany shall,  by  the  by-laws  thereof,  prescribe. 

§  4.  That  the  third  section  of  the  original  charter  shall 
be  so  amended  as  to  read  :  The  corporate  powers  of  the 
said  company  shall  be  vested  in,  and  exercised  by,  a  board 
of  directors,  consisting  of  such  number  of  persons,  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  nine,  as  the  stockholders  of  the 
said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct.  The  said 
directors  shall  be  chosen  by  the  stockholders  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  president  of  Baid  company,  and 
may  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  board  occasioned  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the 
term  of  office  so  becoming  vacant;  and  may  make  such 
rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  and  appoint  sach  officers 
and  servants,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  expe- 
dient, and  until  an  election  of  directors  as  herein  provided. 
The  persons  named  as  corporators  in  the  second  section 
of  this  act  shall  constitute  a  board  of  directors,  and  shall, 
have  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  such  board.

dations, supplies,  and  patent  rights,  upon  such  terms,  and 
in  such  manner,  as  said  company  may  choose. 

§  5.  That  sections  four,  five,  eight,  and  nine  in  the 
original  charter  be,  and  they  are  hereby,. repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1258. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  School  Districts  Nos.  8  and  9,  McLean  Comity, 

Whereas,  There  has  been  no  common  school  taught  in 
district  No.  8,  in  McLean  county,  for  the  year  1870;  and 
whereas,  twenty-two  (22)  children  of  the  lawful  school 
ages,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  several  trustees  of 
districts  No.  8  and  No.  9,  were  pent  to  the  common  school* 
houee  in  district  No.  9,  and  no  school  being  taught  in  dis- 
trict No.  8  to  authorize  the  distribution  of  the  public 
moneys  due  to  said  district  No.  8;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  is  here- 
by, directed  to  issue  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor 
of  the  common  school  commissioner  of  McLean  county 
for  the  pro  rata  amount  due  for  twenty -two  (22)  children 
of  school  district  No.  8,  taught  in  school  district  No.  9,  to 
be  paid  out  of  any  surplus  school  fund  due  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  it*  passage.

CHAPTER  1260. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  extend  the  limits  of  tbe 
Town  of  Warsaw,  and  to  amend,  consolidate,  and  reduce  into  one  all 
laws  pertaining  to  said  Town,"  approved  February  '25th,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  town  of 
Warsaw,  and  to  amend,  consolidate,  and  reduce  into 
one  all  laws  pertaining  to  said  town,  approved  Febru- 
ary 25,  1860,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended, 
that  hereafter  all  persons  who  are  found  guilty  of  violat- 
ing any  of  the  laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  a 
capias  pro  fine  has  been  issued  against  him,  or  he  has  been 
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delivered  to  the  jailer  of  Gallatin  county  for  the  non-pay-  187  J., 
ment  of  his  fine  and  costs,  shall  not  be  released  by  the 
officer  who  has  arrested  him  on  said  capias,  nor  by  the 
jailer  of  said  county,  until  the  whole  amount  of  said  fine, 
and  the  costs  that  have  accrued  thereon,  is  replevied  or 
paid ;  and  in  case  he  fails  to  replevy  or  pay  said  fine  and 
costs,  he  ahull  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  one  day  for 
each  two  dollars  of  said  fine  and  costs. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  an  order  upon  their  journal,  requiring  all  persona 
that  are  arrested  and  confined  in  ihe  said  county  jail  for 
non-payment  of  fines  and  costs,  to  work  upon  the  public 
streets  of  said  town,  or  any  other  public  improvements  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town ;  and  said  fine  and  costs 
may  be  discharged  by  one  day's  work  on  said  streets  or 
improvements  for  each  two  dollars  of  said  fine  and  costs 
that  have  accrued  thereon  ;  the  said  work  to  be  performed 
under  the  supervision  of  any  person  the  said  trustees  may 
designate  in  their  said  order.  The  jailer  of  said  county 
shall  diet  such  person  during  the  period  he  is  performing 
the  labor  to  pay  said  fine  and  costs,  and  when  not  en- 
gaged at  work,  nhall  receive  him  into  the  said  jail,  and 
keep  him  confined  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
service ;  for  which  he  *hall  be  allowed  the  same  feed  as 
he  is  allowed  by  law  for  dieting  other  criminals  placed 
under  his  charge,  to  be  paid  as  heretofore  provided.  In 
case  the  officers'  fees  are  paid  by  labor  as  aforesaid,  thfe 
trustees  of  *aid  town  shall  allow  and  pay  the  same  to 
them  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  town. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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1871»  cross-rence  in  W.  W.  Waring's  field;  thence  north  70 
west  102  poles  to  figure  7 ;  thence  north  31  west  130  polea 
to  figure  2. 

§  5.  Hiserille  shall  be  the  voting  place  for  Hiseville 
precinct,  instead  of  Zion  meeting-house.

AN  ACT  te>  amend   as  act,  entitled   "An  act  to  amend  the  Cbarter  of 

Brjanterille." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Bryantsville,  in 
Garrard  county,  shall  hereafter  be  as  follows:  Beginning 
at  the  bouse  of  Daniel  Ford,  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
said  town  (including  the  same);  thence  east  so  as  to 
include  all  the  bouses  and  lots  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Danville,  Lancaster,  and  Nicbolasville  Turnpike  Road  to 
the  lot  of  James  A.  King,  including  same;  thence  west 
to  the  bouse  of  Dr.  E.  G.  Tillett,  including  same ;  thence 
to  C.  T.  Miller's  on  the  corner  of  the  Harrodsburg  Road, 
including  said  Miller;  tbence  west  to  and  including  the 
house  and  lot  of  F.  W.  Folger;  thence  back  from  Fol- 
ger's  to  J.  H.  Davis,  on  the  corner  of  the  Harrodsbarg 
Road,  and  all  the  houses  and  lots  from  said  Davis*,  on 
the  west  side  of  the  turnpike  road,  to  and  including  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
said  town. 

§  2.  That  Wm.  Berkele,  F.  W.  Folger,  and  James  A. 
King,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  town  of 
Bryantsville,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first 
Saturday  in  April,  1871;  and  at  the  expiration  of  their 
term  it  shall'  be  lawful  for  the  citizens  of  said  town, 
and  qualified  voters,  to  elect  three  trustees  for  said  town,

§  4.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  Bryantsville,  extending  the  bound- 
ary, &c,"  approved  March  tf,  1854,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  first  three  sections  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  adopted  as  parts  of  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1263. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Tow  a  of  Centre,  in  Metcalfe  Count j. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  and  established 
the  town  of  Centre,  in  Metcalfe  county,  Kentucky,  with 
corporate  limits  as  follows,  to- wit :  Beginning  at  the  house 
of  Collins  Hardy,  on  the  Edmonton  road,  including  him; 
thence  to  William  London's  Knob  Farm,  including  the 
game  ;  thence  to  Joseph  South'*,  including  him  ;  thence 
to  1.  J.  Philpot's,  including  hirn ;  thence  to  Elur  Shaw'* 
old  farm,  and  thence  to  the  beginning. 

$  2    There  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in   August,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  three  trustees  for  said  'own,  who  shall  be  styled 
"  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Centre,"  with  perpetual  succet- 
eion,  who,  in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power    to    sue   and    be   sued,   aud    do  all  other  acts  as 
natural  persons  may  do ;  and  as  such  may  make  and  en- 
force all  needful  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  and 
regulation  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky ;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all  needful  act* 
to  promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of  this  corpora- 
tion, to- wit:  the  improvement  of  said  town  and  its  good 
government;  one  of  said  trustees,  to  be  by  them  chosen, 
shall  be  president  of  the  board  ;  but  a  majority  may  act. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal; 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  graveyard  and  church, 
and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same  ;  and  may 
have  and  hold  land,  lots,  or  other  property  /or  the  benefit 
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%811.       °f  8a*d  town,  and  shall  establish  and  keep  in  repair  all 
necessary  streets  and  alleys  in  said  town. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  to  be  ntyled 
"  Police  Judge  of  Centre,"  and  *4  Town  Marshal  of  Centre." 
The  police  judge  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction,  power,  and 
capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  emoluments,  and 
subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  responsibilities,  as  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  Metcalfe  county.  The  town  marshal 
to  have  the  same  power  and  capacity,  entitled  to  the  same 
fees,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  duties,  as  a  con- 
stable for  Metcalfe  county.  The  police  judge  to  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor  of  the  State.  The  town  marshal 
to  execute  bond  in  the  Metcalfe  county  court,  with  security 
to  be  approved  by  the  court. 

§5.  All  the  officers  herein  mentioned  shall  be  first  duly 
sworn  by  some  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  before  they 
proceed  to  act.  All  resignations  of  the  same  shall  be  to 
the  Metcalfe  county  court,  and  all  vacancies  in  the  same 
whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said  court,  until  the  next  elec- 
tion ;  and  all  officers  may  continue  to  act  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  qualified;  all  elections  *hall  be  held  by  a  clerk, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  board,  who  shall  certify  the  same 
to  the  Metcalfe  county  court;  and  said  court,  as  to  the 
police  judge,  shall  certify  to  the  Governor  of  the  Male. 

§0.  Until  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election,  and  un- 
til their  successors  shall  qualify,  the  following  shall  be  the 
officers  of  said  town  :  S  R.  lliggacon  police  judge  ;  Wrn. 
L  >ndon,  town  marshal ;  and  J.  t>.  Porter,  John  Edwards, 
and  Henry  Bradly,  trustees. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage ;  but  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change, 
amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  any  time.

CHAPTER  1266. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  Count/  Attorney  of  Caldwell  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Hie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  county  attorney  of  Caldwell  county  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  per  cent.,  in  all  cases  in  which  he 
prosecutes  before  the  police  judge  in  the  town  of  Prince- 
ton, that  he  is  allowed  by  an  act  approved  February 
(25th)  twenty- filth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  (I860). 

$  2.  So  much  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and 
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reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  reference  to  the  town      187X. 
of  Princeton,"  approved  February  28th,  1870,  as  comes  in 
conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  it*  passage.

CHAPTER  1267. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  County  Treasurer  for  Lincoln 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county 
shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  made  his  duty,  to  appoint 
a  county  treasurer  for  said  county,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  continuance  in  office  of  said  county  judge,  and 
who  *hal]  receive,  and  under  the  orders*  of  the  paid  court 
disburse,  all  funds  belonging  to,  and  under  the  control  of, 
said  court,  to  whom  said  court  shall  allow  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  his  services. 

§  2.  The  court  shall  require  of  the  person  so  appointed 
to  the  office  of  county  treasurer,  before  he  shall  receive 
any  money  under  his  paid  appointment,  or  proceed  to  the 
execution  of  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  to  execute  a  cov- 
enant, payable  to  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county, 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  court, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as 
county  treasurer  of  said  county;  and  that  he  will  faith- 
fully account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  at  the  time, 
and  to  the  person  or  persons  allowed  the  same,  under  the 
order  of  said  court,  upon  which  covenant,  on  the  order  of 
said  court,  suit  may  be  brought  and  recovery  had  in  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  upon  a  breach  thereof. 
The  said  county  treasurer  shall  also,  at  the  same  time, 
and  befoie  said  court,  take  an  oath,  or  affirm  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office 

§  3.  The  county  judge  shall  have  the  power  to  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  a  settlement  with  the  present  treasurer 
of  said  county,  and  with  any  and  all  persons  having  funds 
in  their  hands  going  or  belonging  to  said  county  court,  or 
under  its  contiol,  which  settlement,  when  made,  shall  be 
returned  to  said  court,  and  when  approved  by  the  court, 
shall  be  recorded  ;  and  thereupon  the  court  may  order 
payment  thereof  to  the  county  treasurer,  whose  receipt 
for  i he  same  shall  acquit  the  holder  thereof  from  further 
liability  to  said  court  or  county  for  said  sum. 
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1871.  §  4*  The  county  judge  of  said  county  shall   annually 

make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  settlement  of  the  accounts 
of  said  treasurer,  showing  all  sums  received  by  him, 
when  received,  of  whom  received,  and  on  what  account, 
and  also  all  disbursements  made  by  him,  to  whom  and 
when,  and  on  what  account;  which  settlement,  when 
made  and  approved  by  the  court,  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  county  court  clerk  in  the  order-book  of  said  court  at 
the  term  the  said  settlement  is  approved.  The  court  shall 
cause  said  settlement  to  be  published  one  time  in  a  news- 
paper published  at  the  county  seat  of  said  county,  if  a 
newspaper  is  printed  and  published  at  said  place. 

§5.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed,  nor  is  it  intended, 
to  prevent  the  payment  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  of 
such  claims  as  may  be  allowed  by  said  court  out  of  the 
funds  in  his  hands  arising  from  county  levies  and  other 
funds  belonging  to  said  court,  as  by  law  he  is  now  re- 
quired to  do. 

§  6.  The  county  court  of  said  county,  either  by  its  judge 
or  on  the  order  of  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
of  said  county,  as  by  law  may  be  done  now,  may  draw 
upon  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  by  order  of  said  court, 
for  any  money  in  the  hands  of  said  treasurer,  and  which 
order,  when  presented,  properly  attested  by  the  clerk  of 
said  court,  he  shall  promptly  pay  to  the  person  entitled 
to  receive  the  same. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1268. 

AN  ACT  to  enable  the  Louisville  Pilots'  Benevolent  and  Relief  Association 

to  wind  up  and  discontinue  its  affairs. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Louisville 
Pilots'  Benevolent  and  Relief  Association  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  wind  up  the  atfairs 
of  said  association,  all  the  members  of  said  association, 
and  the  widows  of  deceased  members,  having  consented 

thereto. 

§  2.  To  effect  this,  the  said  association  shall  have  all  the 
powers  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  wind  op 
the  affairs  of  said  association  upon  equitable  principles; 
and  said  association  shall  have  power  to  sell  and  convey 
any  and  all  property  belonging  to  it,  as  provided  in  the 
act  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Pilots'  Benevolent  and 
Relief  Association,  approved   February   22d,    I860,   and 
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distribute  the  proceeds  of  same  as  has  been  or  may  be      1871. 
agreed  upon  by  those  interested  therein ;  and  said  asso- 
ciation shall  also  have  power  to  collect  all  debts  due  it, 
and  to  do  all  things  necessary  to  wind  up  and  discontinue 
the  affairs  of  said  association. 

§  3.  Before  the  affairs  of  said  association  shall  be  finally 
wound  up,  the  said  association  shall  cause  to  be  inserted 
in  one  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
Title,  for  at  least  twenty  days,  as  notice  to  the  effect  that 
the  affairs  of  said  association  are  being  wound  up,  and 
requesting  all  persons  having  claims  against  the  associa- 
tions to  present  them  to  the  secretary  by  a  day  to  be 
named  therein.

CHAPTER  1269. 

AN   ACT  to  authorize  the  Hancock  County  Court  to  increase  the  County 

Levy  for  the  year  1871. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Hancock  county,  at  its 
next  March,  April,  or  May  term,  a  majority  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring,  may,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  increase  the  county  levy  of  said 
county  eight  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
taxable  property  in  said  county;  and  sa»d  additional  levy 
of  eight  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  laid, 
collected,  and  disbursed  in  the  same  manner,  under  same 
penalties  and  responsibilities,  and  for  the  same  purposes, 
as  other  county  levy;  but  such  increase  tax  is  hereby 
authorized  for  the  year  1871  only. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1270. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Philip  Cassity,  present  Sheriff  of  Martin  County. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  that  the  tax  books  in  and 
for  the  county  of  Martin  only  came  to  the  hands  of  Philip 
Cassity,  present  sheriff  of  said  county,  about  the  first  day 
of  December,  1870;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Philip  Cassity,  present  sberifTof  Martin  coun- 
ty, have  until  the  first  day  of  June,  1871,  to  collect  and 
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1871.  Pfty  ,nto  t'ie  Treasury  the  revenue  of  said  county  for 
the  year  1870,  and  also  to  settle  with  the  county  coart 
the  county  levy  for  said  year:  Provided*  That  the  securi- 
ties of  said  sheriff  shall  all  appear  in  the  county  court  of 
said  county  and  agree  to  be  responsible  on  the  bonds  of 
said  sheriff,  notwithstanding  said  extension  of  time. 
§2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  or  E.  P.  Graves,  of  Fayette  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonicealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  the 
county  court  of  Fayette  county  that  Evan  P.  Graves,  of 
said  county,  is  a  person  of  honesty,  probity,  and  good 
demeanor,  to  any  two  Judges  of  the  Court  ot  Appeal*,  or 
any  two  Circuit  Judge*,  or  a  Circuit  Judge  an  1  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  city  of  Louisville,  they  may  examine  said 
Graves  thoroughly  touching  his  qualification*  as  a  lawyer; 
and  if,  thereupon,  they  believe  he  is  qualified  to  practice 
as  Hn  attorney  at  law,  they  shall  grant  him  a  license  ac- 
cordingly; and  after  being  so  licenced,  he  shall  be  author- 
ized to  practice  law  in  the  court*  of  this  Commonwealth 
as  if  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years:  Provided,  That 
he  shall  be  responsible  for  all  his  contracts  and  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  as  an  attorney  at  law  as  if  of  full 
age. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Whereas,  A  judgment  was  heretofore  rendered  by  the 
Franklin  circuit  court  against  T.  M.  Conditt,  late  sheriff  of 
McLean  county,  and  his  sureties  on  his  revenue  bond  for 
the  year  1868,  on  account  of  revenue  due, from  said  Conditt 
to  the  State  for  said  year  ;  and  whereas,  on  the  26th  day 
of  April,  1809,  an  execution  issued  upon  said  judgment 
for  the  following  amounts,  to- wit:  principal,  $3,216  11, 
with  interest  thereon  from  June  1st,  1868;  damages,  $643 
22;  costs,  $3  10;  Attorney  General's  tee,  $68  45;  and 
whereas,  the  said  execution  with  the  interest,  amounting 
at  the  time  of  payment  to  $207  62,  has  since  been  fully. 
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paid  hy  the  said  Conditt  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  ;      1871. 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  T.  M.  Conditt  be  permitted  to  draw 
from  the  Treasury  of  the  State  six  hundred  and  forty-three 
dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  the  damages;  and  the  Aud- 
itor is  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  same. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lancaster,  Fall  Lick,  and  Mt.  Vernon  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wm.  McCarty,  Wm.  Dodds,  Ben.  Dunn,  jr.,  Corporatoi*' 
J.  H.  Kennedy,  Ebenezer  Best,  and  John  Lawson,  and  their  poratepovn 
associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Lancaster,  Fall  Lick,  and  Mount  Vernon  Turnpike

CHAPTER  1274. 

Aft  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Salt  River  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  the  road,  rights  of  way,  toll-houses  and  lands,  priv- 
ileges and  franchises,  of  the  Louisville  and  Salt  River 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  have  been  sold  under  and  by 
virtue  of  a  decree  of  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  a 
court  having  jurisdiction  to  so  order  and  decree;  that  the 
said  sale  has  been  duly  confirmed  by  said  court,  and  that 
the  purchaser  has  received  therefor  a  deed  executed  by 
the  commissioner  of  said  courj,  which  was  duly  approved 
by  the  court,  and  admitted  to  record  in  the  clerk's  office 
thereof;  and  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  purchaser  at 
the  decretal  sale  has  sold  and  transferred  said  road,  &c, 
to  sundry  others,  who,  on  the  21st  day  of  January,  1871, 
at  a  meeting  held  by  them,  elected  a  managing  com- 
mittee, to- wit:  L.  M.  Paine,  president,  and  Robert  N. 
Miller,  Thomas  P.  Camp,  Henry  I.  Craycroft,  Robert  H. 
Stonestreet,  and  W.  6.  Stewart,  directors,  and  Joseph  Gk 
Wilson,  secretary  and  treasurer;  and  whereas,  these  last 
named  purchasers  desire  the  charter  of  the  aforesaid  com- 
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1871.  pany  to  be  amended  bo  as  to  incorporate  them  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Vnlley  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany;" and  further,  that  the  sale  and  transfer  to  them 
be  ratified  by  the  act  *o  incorporating  them;  therefore, 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

and  qualified ;  and  on  said  day  of  said  month  in  each 
year,  beginning  with  the  year  1871,  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  shall  meet,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  president  and  directors,  by  a  notice  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper,  at  least  ten  days  before  day 
of  meeting,  and  elect  a  president  and  five  directors,  and 
a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  qualify  on  the  day  of 
their  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  president 
and  directors  by  taking  an  oath,  before  anyone  authorized 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  administer  an  oath,  faithfully 
to  discharge  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  in  their  several 
offices,  and  to  be  faithful  and  true  to  the  interests  of  the 
company;  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer  by  executing 
such  bond  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  president  and 
directors;  and  these  said  officers  so  elected,  from  year  to 
year,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  keep  and 
maintain  said  road  in  good  order  and  repair,  either  by 
turnpiking  or  graveling,  or  both :  Proirided,  That  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  the  turnpiking  and 
graveling,  both,  to  be  done  on  the  same  parcel  or  piece 
or  part  of  the  road  ;  but  the  one  or  the  other  may  be  done 
upon  any  part  of  the  road  at  the  option  of  the  president 
and  directors ;  and  for  a  failure  to  so  keep  said  road  in  order 
and  repair  the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  such  penal- 
ties as  are  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  in 
regard  to  turnpike  roads. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  may  establish  rates  of 
toll  to  be  collected ;  but  the  rates  so  established  and  col- 
lected by  them  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  fixed  by  the 
general  laws  of  this  State,  except  as  follows  :  For  wagons 
hauling  anything  not  the  product  of  a  farm,  after  or  by  or 
from  actual  tilling  the  ground  (such,  for  instance,  as  wood, 
lumber,  saw-logs,  and  stone,  not  including  vehicles  hauling 
merchandise),  full  rates  of  toll  may  be  charged ;  that  is,

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1871*  the  highest  rates  charged  for  wagons  with  like  number  of 
work  beasts  attached.  Said  company  may,  in  such  man* 
ner  as  to  the  president  and  directors  seem  best,  ascertain 
the  travel  on  its  road  between  its  gates,  and  that  does  not 
pass  through  a  gate,  and  charge  toll  therefor,  and  collect 
the  same ;  but  such  toll  so  charged  and  collected  shall  not

Provided^  however,  That  the  tolls  charged  and  collected  at 
said  company's  first  gate  out  of  Louisville  shall  be  in  no

CHAPTER  1275. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Cjnthiana. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  assessment  of  the  city  of  Cynthiana,  as  is 
now  provided  for  by  law,  shall  be  made  and  returned  on 
or  before  the  5th  day  of  March  in  each  year;  and  the 
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city  council  of  said  city  shall  appoint  an  assessor  or  as-      1871* 
sessoro  to  make  said  assessment  in  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary in  each  year. 

§  2.  The  city  council  of  said  city  of  Cynthiana  may  pro- 
vide within  what  period,  after  the  return  and  confirmation 
of  said  assessment,  the  poll-tax  therein  assessed  shall  be 
paid. 

§  3.  No  one  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  city  election 
held  for  the  city  of  Cynthiana  who  shall  not  have  paid  his 
poll-tax,  within  the  period  provided  by  the  city  council,  at 
any  election  held  during  the  year  in  which  he  has  so  failed 
to  pay  his  poll-tax. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1276. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Union,  in  the  County  of  Boone.

§  2.  When  all  the  owners  of  property  on  a  street  or 
By  petition.  alley  proposed  to  be  opened  or  altered  shall  petition 
therefor,  the  town  councill  shall  provide  for  the  opening  or 
altering  the  same;  but  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed 
to  such  owners  for  their  property  so  taken. 

§  3.  All  persons  empanneled  to  inquire  into  the  amount 
•ess  damages  °f  benefits  or  damages  which  shall  happen  to  the  owners 
to  be  sworn.      0f  property  proposed  to  be  taken  for  opening  or  altering 
any  street  or  alley,  shall  first  be  sworn  to  that  effect,  and 
shall   return   to  the   police  judge  their  inquest   in   writ- 
ing, signed  by  each  juror:  Provided  always,  That  in  the 
assessment  of  such  damages,  the  jury  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  benefits  as  well  as  injury  happening  to  the 
owner  of  property  proposed  to  be  taken  for  opening  or 
altering  a  street  or  alley  by  such  opening  or  altering. 
§  4.  The  police  judge  shall  have  power,  for  good  cause 
inquest  may  shown,  within  two  days  after  any  inquest  shall  have  been 
returned  to  him  as  aforesaid,  to  set  aside  the  same,  and 
cause  a  new  inquest  to  be  made. 

§  5.  The  town  council  shall  have  power,  by  ordinance,

Article  VIII. 

§  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Union  are  hereby 
inhabitants  exempted  from  work  on  any  road  beyond  the  limits  of 
wZo?¥ifng0on  the  town,  aud  from  paying  any  tax  to  procure  laborers 
T0**a-  to  work  the  same. 
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§  2.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for 
the  punishment  of  offenders  against  the  ordinances  of 
said  town,  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  days  for  any  one  offense,  in  all  cases  where 
such  offender  or  offenders  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the 
fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  recovered  against 
them. 

§  3.  The  town  council  shall  cause  to  be  published  an- 
nually a  full  and  complete  statement  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  expended  during  the  preceding  year,  and  on 
what  account  received  and  expended. 

§  4.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  passed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  councilmen  of  the  town  of  Union  shall  remain 
in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  repealed  by  the 
town  council  hereby  created. 

§  5.  All  suits,  actions,  and  prosecutions  instituted,  com- 
menced, or  brought  by  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
shall  be  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Union. 

$  6.  All  actions,  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  which 
have  accrued  to  the  president  and  councilmen  of  the  town 
of  Union,  shall  be  vested  in  and  prosecuted  by  the  corpo- 
ration hereby  created. 

§  7.  The  justice  of  the  peace  living  nearest  the  said 
town  of  Union  shall,  immediately  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  proceed  to  institute  measures  to  promulgate  this 
law  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Union,  and  issue  his 
proclamation  for  the  election  of  officers,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  posted  in  at  least  three  conspicuous  places  in 
said  town,  at  least  five  days  in  succession  prior  to  the  day 
of  election  of  said  officers. 

$  8.  Appeals  shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  arising  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  ordinance  passed  in 
pursuance  of  this  act,  to  the  circuit  court  of  Boone  county; 
and  every  such  appeal  shall  be  taken  and  granted  in  the 
same  manner,  and  with  like  effect,  as  appeals  are  taken 
and  granted  by  justices  of  the  peace  to  the  circuit  court 
in  similar  cases  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  9.  Whenever  the  police  judge  or  town  marshal  shall 
remove  from  the  town,  resign  or  die,  or  his  office  shall  be 
otherwise  vacated,  the  town  council  shall  immediately 
provide  for  filling  such  vacancy  by  an  election. 

§  10.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and 
may  be  read  in  evidence  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity  in 
this  State  without  proof. 

$11.  The  town  marshal,  or  any  officer  authorized  to 
execute  writs  or  other  process  issued  by  the  police  judge, 
shall  have  power  to  execute  the  same  anywhere  within 
the  limits  of  Boone  county,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  other  constables  are  in  like  cases. 
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1871.  §  12*  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 

after  its  passage. 

§  13.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  all  other 
acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Union  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1277. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Providence,  in  Webster  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Providence,  in  Webster  county, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  and  the  town 
limits  are  to  extend  one  half  mile  each  way  from  the 
central  crossing  in  town,  including  W.  F.  Davis  and  T. 
K.  Givens  in  said  limits. 

§  2.  That  John  Montgomery,  J.  K.  Givens,  S.  A.  Davis, 
C.  F.  Beeson,  A.  G.  Laughlin,  K.  G.  Rice,  and  J.  H. 
Parker,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1871,  at  which  time  there  shall  be  held  an  election,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
town,  for  seven  trustees,  to  serve  for  two  years,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  as  such. 
Said  trustees  herein  mentioned  shall,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  be  duly  qualified  by  some 
justice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Webster  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Providence ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  able  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4  That  said  trustees,  any  four  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man, who  shall  preside  over  all  the  deliberations  of  said 
board  when  convened,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  con- 
vene the  board  when  he  deems  it  necessary ;  and  said 
trustees  shall  also  elect  one  of  their  number  clerk,  whose 
duty  it  shall  he  to  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  the  trans- 
actions of  said  board  of  trustees.  That  the  chairman  of 
said  trustees  shall  receive  all  moneys  coming  to  said  town 
as  its  legal  authorities,  and  give  receipt  for  same,  and  dis- 
burse the  same  by  order  of  said  board  of  trustees.  The 
said  chairman  shall  make  settlement  of  his  transactions 
quarter  yearly  with  the  police  judge  of  said  town;  and 
said  settlements  shall  be  entered  at  large  on   the  order- 
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book  of  the  police  judge,  and  filed  in  his  office.     That      1871. 
said   chairman,  before  he  enters  upon   the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  take  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  chairmen  of  boards  of  trustees  of  in- 
corporated towns,  and  shall  execute  bond,  with  approved 
surety,  to  be  fixed  by  the  police  judge,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties   of   his  office,  which    bond   shall    be 
attested  by  said  police  judge,  and  entered  upon  his  or- 
der-book.    That  the   trustees  of  said   town   are   hereby 
empowered  to  assess  and  collect,  annually  or  semi-annu- 
ally, taxes  for  the  purpose  of  said  town,  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property 
in  said  town,  and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  four  dollars  on 
each  tithe  in  said  town.     That  said  trustees  shall  see  to 
and  keep  all  streets  and  sidewalks  clean,  and  repair  same; 
and   they   are    hereby  empowered   to   have   new  streets 
opened  out  and  laid   off,  and  to  pay  damages  for  same, 
if  any  is  assessed;  and  when  there  is  any  repair  or  im- 
provement to  be  made,  the  same  shall  be  advertised  and 
let  out  to  the  lowest  bidder ;  and  the  chairman  shall  take 
said  undertaker's  bond  for  the  completion  of  same.     That 
said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth; 
said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  tax  all  shows  and  exhi- 
bitions in  or  within  one  mile  of  said  town;  and  whenever 
they  deem  it  necessary  they  may  employ  an  attorney  or 
attorneys  at  law  in  such  cases  in  which  said  incorporation 
is  interested,  and  to  pay  them  such  sums  as  are  agreed 
upon. 

§  5.  That  all  fines,  forfeitures,  and  taxes  arising  in  said 
town  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  chairman  of  said  trustees, 
and  applied  to  the  benefit  of  said  town,  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

§  6.  That  the  officers  of  said  town  shall  consist  of  a 
police  judge,  town  marshal,  and  seven  trustees,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  town,  white  males  over 
twenty-one  years  old;  and  the  police  judge  and  town 
marshal  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  respectively 
required  of  county  judges  and  sheriffs;  and  before  enter- 
ing upon  their  duties  of  office  shall  execute,  in  the  county 
court,  such  bonds  as  are  required  of  county  judges  and 
constables,  and  the  like  remedies  may  be  had  for  breach 
of  same. 

§  7.  That  W.  C.  Eades  is  hereby  appointed  police  judge, 
to  serve  as  such  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1871,  at 
which  time,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
beld  an  election  for  police  judge,  to  serve  until  his  success- 
or is  duly  elected  and  qualified;  that  he  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peace  for  Webster 
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1871.       county  in  all  matters  of  a  civil  character;  and  that 

police  judge  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  cases, 
civil,  criminal,  or  penal,  arising  in  said  town,  of  which 
justices  of  the  peace  and  county  judges  have  by  law,  and 
shall  be  allowed  such  fees  as  are  allowed  justices  of  the 
peace  and  county  judges  for  similar  cases  and  services. 
Said  police  judge  shall  keep  a  docket-book  or  order-book, 
and  an  execution-book,  in  which  to  make  all  necessary 
entries,  and  that  all  processes,  warrants,  and  executions 
issued  by  him,  or  from  his  office,  shall  be,  when  executed, 
returned  to  his  office  for  judgment,  or  other  steps  to  be 
taken  thereon,  if  not  otherwise  ordered  by  said  police  judge; 
that  said  police  judge  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace. 
That  vacancies  of  police  judge  in  said  town  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment,  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  until  the 
next  regular  election  thereafter;  and  such  person  so  ap- 
pointed shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  said  above 
laws  for  police  judge.  That  said  police  judge  shall  be 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  this  State,  and  shall 
hold  his  regular  terms  of  court  on  the  first  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary, April,  July,  and  October  in  each  year. 

§  8.  That  W.  B.  Parker  is  hereby  apointed  marshal  of 
said  town,  and  to  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1871,  at  which  time,  and  every  two  years  there- 
after, there  shall  be  held  an  election  for  town  marshal  of 
said  town,  to  hold  his  office  until   his  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified;  that  said  marshal  shall  have  con- 
current power  and  authority   with  constables  of   Provi- 
dence civil  district;  and  he  shall  execute  and  return  all 
processes,  warrants,  executions,  &c,  that  may  be  issued 
from  the  office  of  police  judge  of  said  town,  if  not  other- 
wise ordered  by  said  police  judge;  that  said  marshal  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  commissions  on  all  cases 
that  constables  are  allowed  now  by  law,  or  may  hereafter 
be  allowed;  that  he  collect  all  fines,  taxes,  and  dues  com- 
ing to  said  town  of  Providence  or  its  legal  authority,  and 
pay  the  same  over  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town  (less  ten  per  cent,  for  collecting),  and 
shall  take  his  receipt  for  same,  which  amount  shall  be 
collected  and  returned  as  specified  in  one  month  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection, 
under  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  damage  on   the  amount 
which  he  fails  to  collect,  if  collectable,  and  ten  per  cent, 
on  amount  collected  and  not  paid   over,  as  specified,  to 
be  recovered  off  of  him  and  his  sureties  on  his  official 
bond  by  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees  by  motion 
before  the  police  judge,  after  having  been  notified  by 
written  notice  at  least  five  days  next  before  the  rendition 
of  the  judgment;  that  the  marshal  be,  and  is  hereby,  held 
responsible  to  all  parties  for  whom  he  may  collect  and  fail 
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to  pay  over  the  same  according  to  law,  or  for  any  malfea-  1871. 
sance,  misfeasance,  or  non-feasance  in  office,  to  the  same 
extent,  and  in  the  same  manner,  that  constables  are  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  held  liable  on  their  official  bond;  and, 
for  the  remedy  whereof,  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved 
shall  have  redress  against  the  said  marshal  and  his  sure- 
ties on  his  official  bond,  by  motion  before  the  police  judge 
of  said  town,  by  giving  written  notice  thereof  for  at  least 
five  days  next  preceding  the  judgment  thereon ;  that  va- 
cancies in  the  office  of  marshal  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  trustees  until  the  next  regular  election. 
$  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1278. 

AN  ACT  prohibiting  the  sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors,  Ac,  in  Cumberland 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  time  when  this  act  takes 
effect  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Cum- 
berland county,  or  any  court  or  person,  to  grant  a  license 
to  any  person  to  sell  whisky,  brandy,  or  any  spirituous 
liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  in  the  county  of  Cumberland ; 
nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  tavern-keeper,  merchant,  dis- 
tiller, or  other  person,  to  sell  such  liquors. in  quantities  less 
than  a  barrel,  within  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  said 
county,  except  it  be  for  medical  use,  and  then  only  upon 
the  written  certificate  of  a  practising  physicifm  :  Pro- 
vided, That  any  person  who,  in  good  faith,  may  have 
obtained  a  license  to  retail  spirituous  liquors  as  now  au- 
thorized by  law,  may  continue  to  do  so  until  the  expiration 
of  the  time  for  which  such  license  was  granted. 

§  2.  That  any  persons  selling  such  liquors  in  violation  of 
the  foregoing  section  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  suc- 
ceeding offense,  to  be  recovered  on  an  indictment  of  the 
grand  jury;  the  fines  thus  assessed  and  recovered  to  be 
collected  as  other  fines,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
school  fund  for  said  county,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  school 
commissioner,  who  shall  be  liable  on  his  official  bond  for 
the  faithful  application  of  the  same  to  school  purposes,  and 
for  failure  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  now  provided  by 
law, 

$  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  resident  physi- 
cian of  said  county  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  one  for 
the  purchase  of  such  liquors  as  a  beverage,  but  only  for 
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1871.  use  aa  medicine,  nor  shall  he  grant  each  certificate  until  he 
shall  have  appeared  before  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
and  taken  an  oath  that  he  will,  in  good  faith,  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act ;  of  the  taking  of  any  such  oath 
a  record  shall  be  made  in  said  court;  and  any  physician 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  and  applied 
as  aforesaid. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Cum- 
berland county  court,  in  preparing  the*  poll-books  for  the 
next  May  election,  to  prepare  the  same  with  the  view  of 
ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  coun- 
ty on  the  propriety  of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  by  inserting 
in  said  book  a  column  in  favor  and  one  against ;  the  column 
in  favor  shall  be  headed  "  For  Prohibition,"  and  the  other 
"Against  Prohibition;"  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
sheriff  of  said  county,  or  other  officer  acting  in  his  stead, 
to  inquire  of  every  voter  whether  he  votes  for  or  against 
prohibition  ;  and  said  sheriff  and  other  officers  shall  see 
that  the  vote  is  recorded  as  directed  by  the  voter;  and  the 
examiners  of  poll-books  for  said  county  shall,  on  the  day 
provided  by  law  for  the  examination  of  poll-books,  examine 
and  certify  the  result  of  such  vote,  which  certificate  shall 
be  returned  by  said  examiners  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  at  its  first  te/m  after  said  election  ;  and  if  it  ap- 
pears therefrom  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  have  voted 
for  prohibition,  said  court  shall  cause  said  certificate  to  be 
entered  as  matter  of  record. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
the  time  of  the  recording  the  certificate  of  the  examiners 
in  the  county  court  as  aforesaid.

CHAPTER  1279. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Oity  of  Maysville  to  subscribe  and  pay  for 
stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  Northern 
Division.  , 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Maysville,  at  a  public  meet- 
ing, on  the  3d  day  of  April,  1869,  pledged  the  city  of 
Maysville,  that  if  the  Flemingsburg  precinct,  in  Flem- 
ing county,  would  vote  a  tax  of  one  per  cent,  for  three 
years,  as  stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Rail- 
road Company,  Northern  Division,  to  be  expended  on 
the  main  stem  of  said  road,  that  the  city  of  Maysville 
would  subscribe  in  stock  in  said  company  as  much  as  this 
one  per  cent,  would  raise,  to  be  used  on  the  Flemingsburg 
branch  of  said  road ;  and  whereas,  the  city  council  of 
said  city  afterwards,  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1870,  unani- 
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mously  reiterated  said  pledge;  and  whereas,  the  Flem-  1871. 
ingsburg  precinct  voted  said  one  per  cent,  for  three 
years,  and  has  paid  two  years  of  said  tax ;  and  whereas, 
the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  North- 
ern Division,  has,  by  an  order  of  its  board  of  directors, 
April  26tb,  1870,  agreed  with  the  persons  representing 
the  Flemingsburg  branch  of  said  road  to  take  the  bonds 
of  the  city  of  Maysville  for  the  amount  of  stock  she  has 
pledged  herself  as  aforesaid  to  subscribe  in  said  com- 
pany, and  to  use  the  same  in  laying  down  the  iron  jon 
said  branch,  as  soon  as  said  branch  is  graded  and  ties 
fbrnished  therefor,  on  the  part  of  the  Fleming  people ; 
therefore,  in  order  to  enable  the  city  of  Maysville  to 
redeem  her  pledge,  and  in  view  of  the  benefit  to  be 
derived  by  said  city  from  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road and   branch  railroad, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Maysville  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  subscribe,  in  the  name 
of  said  city,  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Maysville  and 
Lexington  Railroad  Company,  Northern  Division,  to  be 
used  upon  the  Flemingsburg  branch  of  said  road,  a  sum 
equal  to  the  amount  which  the  Flemingsburg  precinct  of 
Fleming  county  has  subscribed  to  saiji  company  upon  the 
main  stem  of  said  road. 

§  2.  That  in  order  to  pay  said  subscription,  said  city 
council  is  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  to 
said  railroad  company,  payable  at  such  times  as  the  said 
city  council  may  determine,  payable  within  twenty-five 
years  from  their  date,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able semi-annually  by  coupon  certificates  in  the  city  of 
New  York. 

{  3.  That  said  stock  in  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
held  by  the  city  of  Maysville,  and  pledged  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  principal  of  said  bonds :  Provided%  That 
any  portion  of  said  stock  may  be  sold,  at  any  time,  for 
such  price  as  the  city  council  may  consent  to  accept ; 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  to  be  applied  towards  the 
payment  and  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of  said 
bonds.

for  city  purposes;  and  at  the  same  time  at  which  the 
annual  levy  is  made  for  other  purposes,  for  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  interest  upon  said  bonds;  and  said  city 
council  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  period  of  annual 

vol,  i — loc.  l. — 16 
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1871.  assessment,  to  increase  the  amount  of  such  special  tax,  in 
their  discretion,  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal  of  said 
bonds;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council  to  levy 
snch  a  tax  as  will  provide  for  the  extinguishment  of  the 
principal  of  any  of  said  bonds  remaining  unpaid  at  their 
maturity ;  and  a  failure  to  do  what  is  required  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  subject  the  members  of  council  to  the  same 
liabilities  as  are  incurred  under  tbe  act  amending  the 
city  charter,  approved  February  13th,  1663,  in  relation 
to  paying  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  new  bond* 
issued  by  the  city  to  take  up  the  old  railroad  debt. 

§  5.  This  act  shall   take  effect  and   be  in  force   from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1280. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Garrard  Circuit  Court  to  direct  a  sale  of  the 

Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchard  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  upon  application  of  any  creditor  or  creditors 
of  the  Lancaster  and-Crab  Orchard  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, to  the  Garrard  circuit  court,  by  petition  in  equity 
and  service  of  summons  thereunder  on  the  president  of 
said  company,  twenty  days'  previous  to  the  next  ensuing 
term  of  said  court  thereafter,  the  judge  of  said  court,  sit- 
ting as  chancellor,  shall  have  power  to  order  a  sale  of 
the  Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchard  Turnpike  Road,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  him  may  be  deemed  just 
and  equitable.  The  said  court  shall  have  power  to  apply 
the  proceeds  of  sale  first  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  of 
said  company,  pro  rata,  to  the  creditors,  and  secondly,  to 
divide  the  remainder,  pro  rata,  among  the  stockholders. 

§  2.  That  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  same  shall 
be  substituted  to  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  company, 
and  may  organize  themselves,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  into  an  incorporated  company,  under 
the  style  of  the  Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchard  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  and  shall  thereafter  possess  all  the  pow- 
ers and  privileges  of  the  existing  company. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  Spirituous,  Vinous,  or  Ifalt  Liquors  in  th« 

County  of  Floyd. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall 
Dot  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Floyd  county,  or  any 
one,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  to  vend  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  said  county  of  Floyd.  It  shall 
also  be  unlawful  (or  any  merchant,  distiller,  or  other  per- 
son, to  vend  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  quanti- 
ties less  than  one  half  barrel,  within  the  limits  or  juris* 
diction  of  said  county  of  Floyd. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense, 
and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  succeeding  offense,  on 
presentment  of  a  grand  jury;  that  all  fines  assessed  and 
recovered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  county  court,  and  shall  be  used  in  paying 
off  the  debts  of  the  county. 

§  3.  The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  give  this  act  in 
charge  to  the  grand  jury. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  it  shall  have 
been  ratified  by  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified  voters, 
who  shall  vote  at  the  May  election,  1871,  or  any  regu- 
lar election  of  said  county  thereafter;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court  clerk  of  Floyd  county  to  prepare 
two  columns  on  the  poll-books  for  said  elections,  one  to  be 
headed  "  For  prohibition,"  and  the  other  "Against  prohi- 
bition ;"  and  the  officers  of  the  election  shall  certify  the 
result  of  said  vote  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided 
by  law  for  other  elections.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Grate,  in  Owen  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Gratz,  in  the 
county  of  Owen,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended 
that  the  marshal  of  said  town  shall  have  the  same  juris- 
diction and  authority  in  the  said  county  of  Owen  that 
constables  of  this  Commonwealth  now  have  by  law. 

§  2.  That  said  town  marshal,  before  he  exercises  any 
authority  or  transacts  any  business  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
he  shall  execute  bond,  with  one  or  more  good  securities,. 
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1871.  t°  De  approved  of  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  hi 
like  amount,  and  with  the  same  conditions  and  the  same 
responsibilities  that  are  now  required  by  law  to  be  exe- 
cuted by  constables. 

§  3.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  sbalT  carefully 
file  said  bond,  and  preserve  the  same  in  bis  office;  and 
any  person  damnified  by  the  official  action  of  said  town 
marshal  shall  have  a  right  of  action  upon  said  bond 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  suits  upon  constable's 
bond,  and  shall  be  proceeded  on  under  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  now  prescribed  by  law  for  proceedings  against 
constables. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  it» 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Coving- 
ton and  Horse  Branch  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Covington  and  Horse  Branch  Turnpike 
Road  Company  shall  have  power,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized, to  extend  its  road  from  its  present  terminus,  on  Horse 
Branch  creek,  westwardly,  to  the  Covington  and  Lexington 
Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  the  Highland  cemetery  grounds; 
and  from  said  terminus  on  Horse  Branch  creek  to  the 
Bank  Lick  Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  Latonia  Springs, 
and  construct  the  same,  and  procure  the  necessary  right  of 
way  and  materials  for  that  purpose,  by  deeds  of  release  or 
condemnation,  erect  gates  and  collect  tolls  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  their  original  charter. 

§  2.  That  the  name  of  said  company  is  hereby  changed 
to,  and  shall  be  known  as,  the  Highland  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  by  which  name  it  shall  transact  all  of  its  busi- 
ness, and  possess  all  of  the  rights  conferred  by  this  act 
and  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

.§  3.  The  board  of  directors  of  the  Highland  cemetery 
•shall  have  power  to  subscribe  stock  in,  and  release  the 
right  of  way  to,  any  of  its  grounds  to  said  turnpike  com* 
pany,  necessary  for  the  location  and  construction  of  said 
road. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for   the  benefit  of  McCracken  County,  and  to  enable  her  to  pay 

ber  indebtedness. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the 
benefit  of  McCracken  county,"  approved  January  27,  1809, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended,  as  that  the  por- 
tion of  the  special  tax,  which,  by  said  act,  was  set  aside 
for  the  purpose  of  building  a  bridge  across  Island  creek, 
may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the 
•aid  county. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  to  call  a  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  in  March, 
1871,  of  the  justices  of  said  county,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  court,  for  the  purpose  of  appropriating 
the  said  special  tar,  and  for  the  purpose  of  transacting 
such  other  business  as  may  be  brought  before  them;  and 
all  the  acts  of  said  court  at  that  time  shall  te  of  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  done  at  their  regular  levy  term, 
1870. 

§  2.  That  should  the  collector  of  said  special  tax  fail  to 
promptly  pay  over  such  sums  as  may  be  in  his  hands  to 
such  parties  as  may  be  designated  by  the  court  to  receive 
them,  then  the  parties  shall  have  the  right  to  motion  him 
and  his  sureties  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  by 
giving  ten  (10)  days'  notice,  and  the  court  rendering  judg- 
ment shall  give  twenty  (20)  per  cent,  damages  thereon, 
without  the  power  to  replevy  such  judgment. 

§  4.  That  all  parts  of  said  act,  not  inconsistent  herewith, 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

$  5.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Valley  and  West  Point  Bridge  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Lite  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  L.  M.  Paine,  H.  I.  Craycroft,  Paul  Villier, 
W.  George  Anderson,  A.  M.  Robinson,  J.  G.  Wilson, 
Thos.  H.  Hays,  H.  K.  Pusey,  S.  M.  Wrather,  Charlton 
Ditto,  Samuel  Dent,  E.  Sheets,  George  Fisher,  M.  H. 
Meador,  J.  Vanpelt,  A.  P.  Steele,  Ham.  Stebbtns,  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  such  other  persons 
as  may  associate  themselves  with  them,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body -politic  and  corporate,  with  per- 
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1871*  petual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Valley 
and  West  Point  Bridge  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
building  and  maintaining  a  bridge  over  Salt  river  at  or 
within  one  mile  of  its  confluence  with  the  Ohio  river  at 
West  Point,  in  this  State ;  and  for  such  purpose  said  com- 
pany may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  gift,  or  by  condemna- 
tion under  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum,  lands  on  each  bank 
of  said  river  for  the  location  and  site  of  a  bridge,  of  abut- 
ments, toll-house  sites,  and  avenues  or  approaches  to  their 
bridge;  and  said  company  may  acquire  and  bold  such 
ether  property  (than  lands)  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  its  .incorporation,  and  the  same  to 
use  or  alienate  at  pleasure;  said  company  to  have  the 
privilege  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  by  its  board  of  directors  to  make  any 
and  all  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  this  State,  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  proper 
management  of  said  company  or  its  affairs. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  seventy* 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  shares  thereof  shall  ba  one 
hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  hereof,  or 
any  of  them,,  after  advertisement  for  not  less  than  ten 
days  in  not  less  than  two  newspapers  published  in  the 
eity  of  Louisville,  may  open,  or  cause  to  be  opened, 
books  at  as  many  places  and  for  such  time  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  notice,  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company;  and  when  three  hundred  and  fifty 
shares  of  the  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  they  may, 
by  public  notice,  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  select,  and  proceed  to  elect  a 
board  of  five  directors,  who  shall  choose  from  among  their 
number  a  president,  and  the  said  president  and  directors 
shall  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer ;  and  the  officers  so 
elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Saturday  in 
the  month  of  April  next  thereafter,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified  ;  and  on  said  day  in  said 
month,  and  on  the  same  day  of  same  month  in  each  and 
every  year  thereafter,  the  stockholders  shall  elect  said 
number  of  directors,  who  shall  elect  a  president  and  a 
secretary  and  treasurer  as  above  provided;  and  the  offi- 
cers so  elected  from  year  to  year  shall  bold,  &c,  as  pro- 
vided above  for  tboee  first  elected;  such  annual  elections 
to  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
appoint  by  a  public  notice  posted  at,  on,  or  near  the 
bridge  for  at  least  twenty  days  before  day  of  meeting. 
The  officers  elected,  as  herein  directed,  shall,  within  fif- 
teen days  after  their  election,  qualify  by  taking  an  oath 
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before  any  one  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  1871. 
administer  an  oath,  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  the  directors  shall  fill  any 
vacancies  in  office  that  may  occur.  A  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business.  If  the  presi- 
dent shall  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  directors  pres- 
ent may  elect  a  pro  tern,  president  and  proceed  with  the 
business.  The  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  give  such 
bond  as  the  board  of  directors  may  require  of  them. 

§4.  At  all  elections  by  the  stockholders,  each  stock- 
holder shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him  or  her;  and  stockholders  may  vote  by  proxy  in 
writing. 

$  5.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  build  and 
maintain  a  bridge  over  Salt  river,  at  or  within  one  mile 
of  its  confluence  with  the  Ohio  river  (at  or  near  West 
Point,  in  Hardin  county,  in  this  State),  with  suitable  ave- 
nues and  approaches  leading  thereto ;  the  said  bridge  may 
be  either  an  iron,  wooden,  or  stone  structure,  as  the  com- 
pany by  its  board  of  directors  may  determine;  hut  it  shall 
have  but  one  span. 

§  6*  Said  company  may,  by  its  board  of  directors,  pre- 
scribe rates  of  toll,  and  collect  the  same,  for  persons,  ani- 
mals, vehicles,  or  property  passing  or  transported  over  said 
bridge :  Provided,  That  such  rate  shall  not  exceed  double 
the  amount  charged  and  collected  at  the  gates  of  the  Val- 
ley Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road  Company :  And  provided, 
Foot  passengers  shall  be  charged  not  exceeding  five  cents 
for  passing  over  said  bridge;  and  no  such  charge  shall  be 
made  for  children  attending  any  school,  or  for  persons  at-  * 

tending  church  or  elections ;  nor  shall  funeral  processions 
or  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  a  funeral  be  subject 
to  toll. 

§  7.  The  directors  shall  have  authority  to  employ  gate- 
keepers, and  such  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  dismiss  them  at  pleasure,  as  they  may  provide  in  their 
by-laws.  The  gate-keeper  or  keepers  shall  be  required  to 
give  bond,  conditioned  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
direct,  in  the  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  such  bond. 

§  8.  Said  company  may  borrow,  by  and  through  its 
board  of  directors,  any  sum  of  money,  to  be  used  for  the 
construction  of  said  bridge,  not  exceeding  the  difference 
between  the  amount  subscribed  for  stock  and  the  afore- 
said sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  (the  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  company);  and  to  secure  the 
same,  the  directors  may  cause  the  president  to  execute  a 
mortgage  on  the  said  bridge  and  all  property  of  the  com- 
pany, and  all  its  franchises,  privileges,  and  rights,  which 
shall  be  recordable  in  the  Jefferson  county  court  clerk's 
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1871  office.  The  money  so  borrowed  may  be  gotten  for  each 
time  as  tbe  directors  may  direct,  and  at  such  rate  of  in- 
terest, not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  I 
agreed  upon  by  the  lender  and  the  directors;  and  if  the 
said  money  be  not  repaid  at  maturity  of  the  mortgage 
by  the  company,  the  mortgagor  or  mortgagees,  or  his  or 
their  assignee  or  assignees,  may,  by  suit  in  the  Louisville 
chancery  court,  foreclose  said  mortgage,  and  with  same 
effect,  as  in  case  of  ordinary  mortgages:  Provided'  That 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  at  a  decretal  sale  in  such  suit 
for  foreclosure  shall,  by  their  purchase,  succeed  to  all  the 
chartered  privileges  of  said  company,  including  name  of 
company,  charter,  and  all  else. 

§  9.  The  capital  stock  subscribed  shall  be  payable  upon 
the  organization  of  the  company ;  but  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may,  if  they  deem  proper,  give  time  for  payment;  but 
such  time,  so  given,  shall  not  exceed  two  years;  or  they 
may  declare  the  same  payable  in  calls  of  not  less  than 
ten  per  cent.;  and  all  the  calls  shall  be  made  so  as  to 
make  the  whole  payable  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  the  organization ;  and  said  company  may  collect  such 
calls  by  suit  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
amount. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1287. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  tbe  Peak's  Mill  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Peak's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,  as 
now  organized,  shall  have  the  power  to  extend  their  road 
from  Peak's  Mill,  to  intersect  the  turnpike  road  leading 
from  the  Stamping  Ground  to  Monterey,  at  such  point  on 
said  road  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  said  company  ; 
and  shall  also  have  the  power  to  construct  a  branch  turn- 
pike or  gravel  road  from  their  present  road,  to  intersect  the 
Frankfort  and  Georgetown  Turnpike  Road,  near  the  pond 
now  owned  by  Stephen  Black  ;  said  extension  of  said  road 
and  said  branch  road  to  be  graded  and  macadamized  or 
graveled  of  such  width  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
determined  by  said  company. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  extension,  and 
said  branch  road,  said  company  shall  have  the  power  by 
themselves,  their  engineers,  agents,  or  employees,  to  enter 
upon  any  lands  lying  on  the  route  of  said  proposed  roads, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys  and  locating  the  same ; 
and  may  locate  said  roads  on  any  lands  lying  on  the  line 
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of  route  selected  by  said  company  for  the  location  of  the      1871. 

same.     They  shall  have  the  power  of  contracting  with 

the  owners  of  any  lands,  on   which  they  may  desire  to 

locate  said  roads,  for  the  right  of  way  for  the  same,  and 

for  the  use  of  any  lumber,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material 

for  the  construction  or  repair  of  the  same ;  and  if  necessary, 

may  have  the  same  condemned  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum 

from  the  Franklin    county  court  under  the  general  laws 

of  this  State. 

§  3.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  contract  and  agree 
with  any  persons  who  may  have  built  any  part  of  the 
branch  road  hereby  authorized  to  be  made,  as  to  the 
present  value  of  the  work  done  by  them  in  the  building 
of  the  8Hine,  which  value  said  company  may  pay  in  money, 
or  may,  in  their  discretion,  allow  as  so  much  stock  in  said 
road.  And  in  case  of  a  disagreement  between  said  build- 
ers and  company  as  to  the  said  value,  the  same  shall  be 
determined  by  the  judgment  of  two  arbitrators;  and  in 
case  they  disagree,  by  an  umpire,  to  be  chosen  by  them;  one 
of  said  arbitrators  to  be  chosen  by  said  company,  and  the 
other  by  the  builders  of  said  road. 

§  4.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  demand, 
collect,  and  receive  the  same  rate  of  tolls  on  the  extension 
of  their  road  as  herein  authorized,  when  and  so  far  as  the 
sam e  may  be  completed,  and  the  same  rate  of  tolls  on  the 
branch  road  when  completed,  as  they  are  now  authorized 
to  demand  and  receive  on  their  present  road  ;  and  may 
purchase  and  hold  any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two 
acres,  for  the  purpose  of  building  such  gates  and  toll- 
houses on  said  extension  of  road,  and  on  paid  branch  road, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  collection  of  the  tolls  on  the 
same  as  hereby  authorized;  or,  if  necessary,  may  have  the 
land  for  said  purposes  condemned  by  writ  of  ad  quod  dam- 
num from  the  said  county  court,  under  the  general  laws. 

§  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  company  to 
make  the  extension  of  road  and  branch  road,  as  herein 
contemplated,  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby 
increased  to  thirty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company 
to  receive  additional  subscriptions  of  stock  to  any  amount 
necessary  to  make  said  extension  and  branch  roads,  not  ex- 
ceeding said  thirty  thousand  dollars ;  said  stock  may  be 
subscribed  by  individuals  and  by  the  Franklin  county  court, 
and  shall  be  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  designated  by  said  company. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Dixon,  in  Webster  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Dixon,  in  Webster 
county,  Kentucky,  shall  have  full  and  complete  power  to 
pass  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  that  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  suppression  of  all  disorderly  conduct  of  every 
nature  or  kind,  or  which  may  in  any  way  have  a  tendency 
to  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  citizens  of  the  town; 
and  may  prescribe  such  penalties  for  a  violation  of  any  of 
their  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  right 
and  proper. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  to  try  all  offenses  arising  under  the 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  said  town;  and  shall 
have  power  to  issue  all  necessary  writs  and  process  in  any 
case  of  which  he  has  jurisdiction.  He  shall  have  power 
to  fine  and  imprison  for  contempt,  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars  fine  nor  five  days'  imprisonment;  and  for  all 
offenses  arising  under  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
of  said  town,  where  the  penalty  does  not  exceed  thirty 
dollars  fine  and  fifteen  days'  imprisonment,  he  shall  hear 
the  evidence  and  inflict  such  punishment  as  he,  in  his  judg- 
ment, may  deem  proper,  having  due  regard  to  the  laws  of 
said  town  ;  but  where  the  penalty  exceeds  thirty  dollars 
fine  and  fifteen  days  imprisonment,  he  shall  have  power 
to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  to  try  the  cause. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  to  preside  at  the  trial  of 
all  suits  or  prosecutions  arising  in  the  police  court  of  said 
town,  when  the  judge  thereof  is  absent  from  the  town,  or 
interested  in  said  suit  or  prosecution. 

$  4.  That  the  provisions  of  section  2d  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  and  govern  the  judges  of  the  quarterly  and  cir- 
cuit courts  of  Webster  county,  in  the  trial  of  all  causes 
brought  to  said  courts  by  appeal  from  the  judgments  of 
the  Dixon  police  court. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1289. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mill  Greek  Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Mason 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-corporate  and  politic  be,  and  hereby 
is,  created  and  authorized  to  be  formed  and  organized, 
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under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Mill  Greek  Turnpike      1871. 
Road  Company;  and  under  that  name  and  style  it  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;    may  have   a  common   seal, 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  2.  The  object  and  business  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct,  keep  up,  and  maintain  a  turnpike  road 
in  Mason  county, from  the  Helena  and  Mayslick  Turnpike, 
at  a  point  near  James  M.  Mitchell's,  to  a  point  on  the 
Maysville  and  Mount  Sterling  Turnpike,  near  the  brick 
church  on  Mill  creek. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
eight  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Harlow  Yancey,  Thomas  Ward,  D.  £.  Bullock, 
James  M.  Mitchell,  Robert  A.  Cochran,  John  M.  Cham- 
bers, and  John  Collins,  or  any  three  of  them,  who  are 
hereby  constituted  commissioners  for  such  purpose.  The 
subscribers  for  stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  the  fol- 
lowing obligation,  to- wit:  "We,  whose  names  are  here- 
unto subscribed,  hereby  obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the 
president  and  directors  of  the  Mill  Creek  Turnpike  Road 
Company  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany hereby  subscribed  by  us."  The  number  of  shares  so 
subscribed  by  each  person  shall  be  designated  opposite 
each  subscriber's  name,  and  such  subscriptions  may  be 
upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  expressed  in  writing  in 
any  such  subscriptions,  and  such  subscriptions  shall  be 
binding  on  the  conditions  therein  stated. 

$  5.  So  soon  as  fifteen  hundred  dollars  is  subscribed  to 
the  stock  of  said  company,  it  may  be  organized  by  the 
election  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  directors  as  president;  after  the  first  election  of 
said  officers,  the  election  thereafter  for  said  officers  shall 
be  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year;  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  stock  owned  by  him,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or 
by  proxy.  The  president  and  directors  shall  be  stock- 
holders, and  shall  each  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform 
their  duties  as  such,  which  shall  be  certified  by  the  officer 
administering  it,  and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  com- 
pany ;  and  said  officers  shall  serve  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  6.  The  said  company,  after  it  is  organized,  may  re- 
ceive additional  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company; 
and  the  Mason  county  court  may  subscribe  stock  in  said 
company,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 

§  7.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
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1871.  to  aPP°int  such  officer*  and  agents,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  for  the  transaction  of  their  business ;  and  may 
pass  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government,  and  the  government  and  conduct  of  said 
company,  its  officers  and  affairs,  that  they  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  8.  So  soon  as  said  company  shall  have  their  road 
completed,  and  in  good  order  for  traveling,  from  either  of 
the  turnpikes  to  the  crossing  of  the  Maysville  and  Lex- 
ington Railroad,  Northern  Division,  they  shall  be  author- 
ized to  collect  toll  on  said  turnpike  road  thus  completed, 
at  the  railroad  crossing,  without  the  erection  of  a  gate, 
in  proportion  to  the  distance  traveled,  at  the  same  rates 
as  authorized  by  the  charter  of  the  Maysville  and  Lex- 
ington Turnpike  Company.  They  may  erect  a  gate  or 
gates  on  said  road,  and  collect  tolls  as  aforesaid. 

$  9.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  rock  quarries  and  toll* 
houses,  by  consent  or  purchase ;  and  if  they  deem  it  nec- 
essary, they  may,  by  proceedings  instituted  in  conformity 
with  the  existing  laws  of  this  State  on  the  subject  of  turn- 
pikes and  plank  roads  (Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103),  con- 
demn land  for  the  right  of  way  over  which  said  road  may- 
be located,  and  ground  for  toll-gates  and  toll-houses  and 
rock  quarries,  just  compensation  being  paid  to  the  owners 
thereof,  to  be  assessed  by  a  jury,  empanneled  for  such 
purpose,  according  to  law  as  aforesaid. 

§  10.  The  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
feet  nor  more  than  fifty  feet  wide.  Any  person  who  shall 
unlawfully  obstruct  said  road  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  therefor, 
which  shall,  when  collected,  be  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  be  recoverable  as  other  fines  are  recov- 
erable by  law.  Said  president  and  directors  may  pass 
by-laws  fixing  fines  for  a  failure  to  pay  toll,  or  for  the 
evasion  of  toll  on  said  road,  which  may  be  recovered  as 
other  fines  of  a  similar  amount  are  recovered  under  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  be  for  the  use  of  said 
company. 

§  11.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  prescribe  in 
what  installments  the  subscriptions  of  stock  shall  be 
paid ;  they  may  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  said  com- 
pany, not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  and  give  per- 
sonal security  therefor,  or  a  mortgage  on  said  road  and  its 
franchises,  which  may  be  enforced  and  foreclosed. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the   Charter  of  the   Covington  and   DeCourcey  Creek 

Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  company  be  so  amended 
ae  to  require  all  persons,  including  the  president,  directors, 
and  officers,  to  pay  toll  when  passing  through  any  gate  on 
said  turnpike  road. 

§  2.  That  all  persons  going  to  and  returning  from  church 
on  the  Sabbath  day,  all  children  going  to  or  returning 
from  neighborhood  schools,  with  or  without  driver,  and  all 
neighborhood  funerals,  going  and  returning,  shall  be  free 
from  toll  on  said  road. 

§  3.  That  the  gate-keepers  are  required  to  report,  in  the 
months  of  July  and  January  of  each  year,  to  the  Kenton 
county  court,  under  oath,  the  amount  of  tolls  collected  or 
due  said  company;  and  whenever  it  is  ascertained  that 
the  road  pays  a  greater  dividend  than  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum  upon  the  capital  stock,  then  the  toll*  are  to  be 
reduced  until  it  nets  ten  per  cent,  only  upon  its  stock ; 
and  that  the  surveyor  or  president  of  said  road  shall  re- 
port, under  oath,  to  the  county  judge,  in  January  and 
July  of  each  year,  with  vouchers,  &c,  the  cost  of  all  re- 
pairs to  said  road. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1292. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors,  &c,  in  the  Town  of 

Burkaville,  in  Cumberland  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  time  when  this  act  takes 
effect,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Cum- 
berland county,  or  any  court  or  any  person,  to  grant  a 
license  to  any  person  or  persons  to  sell  whisky,  brandy,  or 
any  spirituous  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  in  the  town  of 
Burksville,  in  Cumberland  county;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful 
for  any  tavern-keeper,  merchant,  distiller,  or  other  person, 
to  sell  such  liquors  in  quantities  less  than  a  barrel  within 
the  limits  of  such  town,  nor  within  two  miles  of  the  court- 
house in  said  town  of  Burksville,  except  it  be  for  medical 
use,  in  such  quantity  as  should  only  be  actually  necessary, 
and  then  only  upon  the  written  certificate  of  a  practicing 
physician  :  Provided,  That  any  person  who,  in  good  faith, 
may  have  obtained  a  license  to  retail  spirituous  liquors, 
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1871.  as  now  authorized  by  law,  may  continue  to  do  so  until 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  each  license  was 
granted 

$  2.  That  any  person  selling  such  liquors,  in  violation  of 
the  foregoing  section,  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  first  offense  and  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  suc- 
ceeding offense,  to  be  recovered  on  an  indictment  of  the 
grand  jury;  the  fines  thus  assessed  and  recovered  to  be 
collected  as  other  fines,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  school  fund  for  said  county,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
school  commissioner,  who  shall  be  liable  for  the  faithful 
application  of  the  same  to  school  purposes;  and  for  fail- 
ure, shall  be  proceeded  against  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  resident  phy- 
sician of  said  county  to  grant  a  certificate  to  any  one  for 
the  purchase  of  such  liquors  as  a  beverage,  but  only  for 
use  as  a  medicine;  nor  shall  he  grant  such  certificate  until 
he  shall  have  appeared  before  the  county  court  of  said 
county  and  taken  an  oath  that  he  will,  in  good  faith,  con- 
form to  the  provisions  of  this  act;  of  the  taking  of  such 
oath,  a  record  shall  be  made  in  said  county  court;  and 
any  physician  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered 
and  applied  as  aforesaid. 

§  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  enacted, 
which  may  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

secure  the  funds  adequate  to  build  an  additional  mile  of 
road,  with  the  one  thousand  dollars  from  the  county,  and 
shall  have  let  the  same  to  some  responsible  person  or  con- 
tractor, until  the  whole  road  is  completed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons  to  sell,  give  aw$y,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity,  at  any 
place  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  Fox  Greek  Church, 
in  Anderson  county;  and  any  person  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  warrant  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace.  S^id  fine  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  common  schools  in  said  county  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  common  schools  therein.

CHAPTER  1304. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an   act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  St.  Ber- 
nard Goal  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  stockholders  of  the  St.  Bernard  Goal  Company, 
by  a  majority  thereof,  may,  from  time  to  time,  increase  the 
number  of  directors  of  the  company  to  a  number  not  to 
exceed  nine,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  reduce  the  same 
to  a  number  not  le»s  than  five. 

§  2.  The  St.  Bernard  Coal  Company,  by  the  consent  and 
authority  of  the  stockholders,  may  sell  and  dispose  of  any 
part  of  their  capital  stock,  not  subscribed  for  and  issued, 
at  such  price  as  they  may  fix  or  agree  upon,  and  exchange 
the  same  for  any  lands  they  may  desire  to  purchase. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
and  after  its  acceptance  by  the  stockholders  of  the  St. 
Bernard  Coal  Company.

CHAPTER  1306. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  County  Court  of  Livingston  County  to  levy  an 

additional  tax. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonxoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Livingston  county,  a  ma* 
jority  of  the  justices  in  commission  being  present  and 
concurring  therein,  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an  addi- 
tional tax,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  county,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebtedness  of  said  county; 
said  tax  to  be  levied  for  one  year  only. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect 
said  tax  under  the  same  law  and  responsibility,  and  to 
receive  the  same  compensation,  as  now  prescribed  by  law 
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1871.       f°r  the  collection  of  county  levy,  and  pay  over  same  to 
the  order  of  said  county. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1308. 

AN  ACt  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  the  charter  and  rein- 
corporate the  Town  of  Elizabeth  town,  in  Hardin  County,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary 26th,  1858. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  vested 
with  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  on  railroad  compa- 
nies for  all  property  owned  by  said  companies  in  the 
limits  of  Elizabeth  town,  except  the  rolling  stock,  such  as 
freight  and  passenger  cars,  to  be  levied  at  the  same  rate 
on  the  value  as  may  be  assessed  upon  the  property  of 
private  citizens. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1309. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Danville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  following  words  and  parts  of  section  one 
of  the  act  amending  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Danville, 
approved  March  1,  1860,  be  stricken  out,  viz  :  The  words 
"  twelve  months/'  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"  three  years/'  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  general  law,"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "  including  the  owners  of  cemetery  lots 
in  the  said  town  of  Danville." 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
held  under  the  charter  of  said  town,  or  the  amendments 
thereto,  who,  at  the  time  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  is  in 
arrears  for  taxes  due  to  said  town,  or  for  any  fine  im- 
posed under  the  ordinances  or  charter  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Danville,  and 
the  county  judge  of  Boyle  couuty,  only  shall  have  the 
right  and  power  to  issue  a  warrant  for,  or  try  any  per- 
son for,  an  alleged  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said 
town. 

§  4.  The  county  judge  of  the  county  of  Boyle  alone 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  the  judges  and  officers 
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df  any  and  all  elections , held,  or  to  be  held,  under  the  187 L. 
charter  and  laws  of  said  town.  To  him  the  poll-books 
of  ail  such  elections  shall  be  returned.  He  shall  have  the 
power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  count  and  compare  the 
result  of  all  such  elections,  and  to  give  certificates  of 
election  to  such  person  or  persons  as  may  receive  the 
highest  number  of  legal  votes.  After  comparing  the  re- 
sult, as  above  required,  the  county  judge  shall  deposit 
all  such  books  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Boyle 
county  court,  by  whom,  in  his  office,  the  same  shall  be 
preserved. 

§  5.  That  ail  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  relation  to  the 
town  of  Danville,  in  conflict  with  this  act,  or  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1310. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
the  several  acts  respecting  the  Town  of  Hickman,"  approved  March  10th, 
1864. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  respecting  the  town  of  Hick- 
man," approved  March  10th,  1854,  be,  and  the  same  is, 
amended  as  follows:  I 

1st.  After  the  words  "  necessary  for  city  purposes,"  in 
section  6  of  article  1,  insert  "or  shall  be  forfeited  for  non- 
payment of  tax." 

2d.  After  the  words  "  may  issue  certificates  of  stock  or 
bonds  therefor,"  in  section  7,  article  1,  insert  "and  may  at 
any  time  fund  her  then  existing  indebtedness,  making 
provision  at  the  time,  and  in  the  act  for  funding,  for  levy- 
ing, collecting,  and  setting  apart  of  so  much  of  the  annual 
tax,  now  allowed  by  law  to  be  levied  and  collected,  as 
shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  stipulated  and  dis- 
charge the  principal  as  it  matures;  and  said  amount  so 
set  apart  shall,  from  year  to  year,  be  levied,  collected,  and 
sacredly  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  said 
interest  and  principal,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  until  the 
whole  of  said  debt  is  paid." 

3d.  After  the  words  "the  council  shall  have  power  to 
assess  and  collect  taxes  on  such  real  and  personal  estate/' 
in  section  1  of  article  5,  insert  "including  all  notes,  bonds, 
and  choses  in  action,  taxable  under  the  equalization  law 
of  the  State."     Also  after  the  words  "on  every  description 
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1871.  °f  property  assessed  by  them,"  in  same  section,  insert, 
"Provided,  That  United  States  bonds  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation;  but  the  council  may  assess  and  collect  a 
tax  of  not  exceeding  five  cents  on  every  dollar  of  income 
derived  from  such  bonds  owned  in  said  city." 

4th.  Strike  out  all  of  section  2,  article  5,  after  the  words 
uand  no  personal  property  shall  be  exempt  from  said  dis- 
tress/' and  add  :  "  If  there  be  no  personal  estate  which  the 
collector  can  distrain  for  tax  on  real  estate,  and  the  owner 
of  the  land  and  city  lots  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same,  fifty 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  of  tax  for  the  first 
year,  and  one  hundred  per  cent,  for  the  amount  due  for  the 
second  year."  The  collector,  at  the  time  be  returns  his  in- 
solvent list,  shall  report  to  the  council,  verified  by  his  oath 
in  open  council,  a  list  of  all  such  lands  or  city  lots ;  the 
name  and  residence,  when  known,  of  the  person  bound  for 
the  tax,  and  such  description  of  the  property  as  be  may  be 
able  to  give,  and  the  amount  of  tax  due  thereon;  and 
when  two  years  of  tax  shall  be  due,  the  city  clerk  shall 
certify  the  fact  to  the  city  collector,  and  the  said  collector 
shall  advertise  said  list  for  at  least  one  month  at  the  court- 
house door  of  Fulton  county,  and  two  other  public  places 
in  the  city;  and  if  the  tax  and  costs  be  not  paid,  be  shall, 
at  the  first  term  of  the  Fulton  county  court,  at  said  court- 
house door,  publicly  proclaim  said  list,  and  the  amount  of 
tax  due  on  each  tract  of  land  or  city  lot,  and  forfeit  the 
same,  which  shall  vest  in  the  corporation  all  the  title  the 
delinquent  had  in  said  land  or  city  lots;  and  the  lands  and 
city  lots  so  forfeited  may  be  redeemed  by  the  owner,  or 
any  person  for  him  or  them,  within  two  years,  by  paying 
into  the  city  treasury  the  amount  of  said  tax  and  cost,  and 
one  hundred  per  cent,  per  annum  interest  on  the  whole 
amount.  After  the  expiration  of  said  two  years  from  date 
of  forfeiture,  the  collector  or  his  successor  shall,  by  regular 
deed  of  conveyance,  convey  to  said  corporation  all  of  said 
lands  and  city  lots  not  so  redeemed.  For  the  collection  of 
taxes,  the  collector  shall  be  allowed  a  per  centum,  to  be 
fixed  by  the  council,  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent.,  to  be 
paid  by  the  city,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  levy  on 
personal  property,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  indi- 
vidual list  of  real  estate  forfeited,  both  fees  to  be  taxed  as 
costs  and  added  to  the  tax  bills.  For  insuring  the  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  of  said  city  a  lien  shall  exist,  and  is 
hereby  given, upon  all  property  assessed,  real  and  personal, 
from  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  until  payment 
thereof,  which  shall  not  be  invalidated  nor  effected  by  sub- 
sequent encumbrances,  transfers,  or  sales. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  R.  Sampson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
mf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Tbat  on  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  the 
county  court  of  Jefferson  county,  that  John  R.  Sampson  is 
a  person  of  honesty,  probity,  and  good  demeanor,  to  any 
two  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  or  any  two  circuit 
judges,  or  a  circuit  judge  and  the  chancellor  of  the  Louis- 
ville chancery  court,  they  may  examine  said  Sampson 
thoroughly,  touching  his  qualifications  as  a  lawyer;  and  if, 
thereupon,  they  believe  that  he  is  qualified  to  practice  as 
an  attorn  ey-at-law,  they  shall  grant  him  a  license  accord- 
ingly;  and  after  being  so  licensed,  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  practice  law  in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  if 
•of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years :  Provided^  That  he  shall 
<be  responsible  for  all  hie  contracts  and  the  performance 
of  his  duties  as  an  attorney-at-law,  as  if  of  full  age. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1313. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Fraaklia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
*>f  Kentucky: 

§  1  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Franklin  be  so 
amended,  that  on  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
1871,  the  mayor  and  council  of  said  town  shall  be  elected 
on  said  day  annually,  instead  of  the  first  Monday  in  June. 

§  2.  The  mayor  and  council  so  elected  shall  qualify  and 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties  on  the  first 
day  of  January  following  their  election,  unless  such  first 
day  shall  be  a  Sunday,  and  then  en  the  day  succeeding  the 
first. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and  board  of  coun- 
cil to  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  simple  right,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  acres 
of  land,  for  cemetery  purposes,  and  they  may  sell  oft'  not 
exceeding  ten  acres  of  the  same. 

§  4.  The  mayor  and  council  are  authorized  to  levy  and 
collect  an  extra  tax  to  pay  off  ail  or  any  part  of  the  pur- 
chase money  necessary  to  pay  off  the  debt  contracted  for 
said  cemetery  grounds;  the  levy  and  collection  may  be 
made  in  one  year  or  three  years  to  raise  said  money,  as  the 
board  may  choose.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  County  of  Fleming. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fleming  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  said  county  then  in  commission  being 
present,  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
subscribe  stock  in  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Railroad 
Company,  Northern  Division,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand ,  dollars,  which  subscription  shall  be  exclu- 
sively appropriated  to  the  construction  of  a  branch  of  said 
road  from  Flemingsburg  to  an  intersection  at  the  most 
eligible  point  with  the  main  stem  of  said  road  between 
Maysville  and  Elizaville. 

}  2.  That  said  court  so  constituted  be,  and  is  hereby,  em- 
powered to  assess  and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  real 
and  personal  property  of  said  county,  as  assessed  for  taxa- 
tion for  State  revenue,  sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of 
stock  so  subscribed ;  which  tax  so  assessed  and  levied  shall 
be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  and  the  collec- 
tion thereof  may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided by  existing  laws  for  collection  of  the  State  revenue. 
Said  sheriff  shall  be  required  to  execute  bond  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties  to  said  court,  for  the  faithful  collec- 
tion, accounting  for,  and  paying  over  said  tax  when  col- 
lected. And  for  any  delinquency  in  collecting,  accounting 
for,  and  paying  over  said  tax,  said  sheriff  may  be  proceded 
against  in  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  and  in  any  man- 
ner as  now  provided  by  law  for  such  delinquencies  of  the 
State  revenue.  And  he  shall  be  allowed  the  same  com- 
mission as  is  allowed  sheriffs  for  collection  of  the  State 
revenue. 

§  3.  The  said  Maysville  and  Lexington  Railroad  Com- 
pany, Northern  Division,  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  the 
subscription  of  stock  by  the  Fleming,  county  court  herein 
provided  for,  to  be  appropriated  as  provided  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  0.  0.  Harbin,  Jailei  of  Laurel  County, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

§  1.  That  C.  C.  Harbin,  jailer  of  Laurel  county,  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  exempt  from  so  much  of  the  provisions  of 
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section  6,  article  2,  chapter  91,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,       1871. 
as  requires  jailers  to  reside  not  more  than  two  hundred 
yards  from  the  jail. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from   its  passage.

CHAPTER  1316. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Caverna  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  Caverna,  in  Hart  county,  Kentucky,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid  in  as 
hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Caverna  Deposit 
Bank,"  and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty  years  from  its 
organization  ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  im- 
pleading and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defend- 
ing, in  all  courts  and  places  whatever;  it  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders; 
they  shall  be  residents  of  this  State,  and,  after  the  first 
election,  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  they  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  president,  and  shall  hold  regular 
meetings  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws, 
and  other  meetings  may  be  had  whenever  deemed  neces- 
sary; and  in  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  any  director, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors;  the 
directors  shall  have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so 
many  of  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  remain- 
ing unsold  as  they  may,  at  any  time,  choose  to  sell;  to 
declare  dividends  of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  to  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  servants 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  bank,  and  pay  them  such  sum  as  wages  and  salaries, 
and  take  from  them  such  bonds  to  secure  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  as  they  shall  think  proper  and 
reasonable;  the  stock  shall  be  deemed  to  be  personal 
estate,  and  shall  be  assignable  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany according  to  such  rules  as  the  board  may,  from 
time  to  time,  establish ;  but  such  corporation  shall  have  a 
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1871.       l*611  on  ^e  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stock- 
holder. 

§  3.  Wade  Veluzat,  William  Hare,  Henry  Burks,  B. 
Mills  Parrish,  Thomas  H.  Mustain,  Butler  H.  Walters, 
Thomas  S.  Walton,  and  G.  H.  Highee,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  open 
books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  and  when  four 
hundred  shares  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  notice  in  some  paper  published  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  appoint  a  day  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  ensuing  annual  election.  The  payments  for 
shares  subscribed  shall  be  made  as  follows:  five  dol- 
lars on  each  share  subscribed  at  the  time  of  subscrib- 
ing the  same,  and  twenty  dollars  within  ten  days  after 
the  election  of  the  first  directors,  and  twenty  five  dol- 
lars on  each  share  every  thirty  days  thereafter,  until 
the  whole  is  paid  in:  Provided,  That  after  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  the  board  may  pro- 
long or  shorten  the  time  for  paying  in  the  remainder. 
Should  any  of  said  subscribers  of  stock  fail  to  pay  the 
same  after  due  notice  for  thirty  days,  the  board  may  for- 
feit the  same,  and  resell  the  same  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  deem  proper  ;  said  corporation  may  commence 
business  so  soon  as  fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors  first  elected 
shall  have  made  oath  to  that  fact  before  some  justice  of 
the  peace  or  notary  public. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully  cir- 
culating as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  as  may  be  agreed 
on,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  interest  allowed  by  law  to 
other  banks  with  the  depositors  by  special  or  general 
agreement ;  may  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money,  exchange, 
promissory  notes,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  take  per- 
sonal and  other  securities  for  the  payment  thereof,  and 
dispose  of  the  latter  as  authorized  by  the  law  governing 
the  sale  and  disposal  of  such  securities;  and  the  promis- 
sory notes  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking 
house  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland  bills  which  may  be  dis- 
counted by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  placed  upon 
the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy 
may  be  bad  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the 
drawer  and  indorse rs. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and 
chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  trans- 
action of  their  business,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to  it 
as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any 
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debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  1871. 
and  they  may  make  such  by-laws  for  their  government 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  :  Provided,  The  same  be  not 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States:  Provided,  Nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
strued to  authorize  the  selling  of  any  real  estate  on  which 
the  company  may  hold  a  lien  only,  except  as  now  author- 
ized by  law. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  said  bank, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  to  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  this  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  which 
shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus,  and  be  a  part  of  the 
revenue  proper  for  the  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  Said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances  on 
approved  securities  of  all  kinds,  and  upon  the  agricultural 
and  other  products  of  the  country;  it  may  receive  bonds, 
stocks,  produce,  and  merchandise,  in  pledge  for  the  secu- 
rity of  money  or  debts  owing  it ;  it  may  also  receive  in 
pledge,  or  as  collateral  security  for  money  loaned  or  debts 
created,  United  States  bonds  or  certificates,  or  vouchers  or 
bonds  of  indebtedness,  or  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, or  any  city  or  county  bonds,  and  have  the  same  sold 
on  the  non-payment  of  the  debt  or  demaud  by  a  proceed- 
ing in  equity,  as  in  other  cases  of  mortgages. 

§  8.  Il  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officer  of  said 
bank,  shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corpora- 
tion unlawfully  to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to 
,  make  correct  entries  or  knowingly  make  false  ones  on  the 
books  of  said  bank,  with  intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the 
corporation  or  any  other  person,  or  to  conceal  any  im- 
proper appropriation  of  funds,  the  person  thus  [acting] 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  years. 

$  9.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  passed  or  used  as  money  or  currency. 

§  10.  The  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  shall  have  the 
right  to  examine  the  affairs  of  said  bank  by  any  committee 
or  individual  they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  the 
right  is  hereby  reserved  by  the  General  Assembly  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

$11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  regulating  the  rate  of  Freights  and  Tolls  on  the  Paris  and  North 

Middle  town  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Paris  and  North  Middletown  Turnpike 
Road  Company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  charge 
the  following  rate  of  tolls,  and  confine  wagons  to  the  fol- 
lowing weights  of  freight  on  said  road,  viz:  For  each 
wagon  drawn  by  six  horses,  $1 ;  by  five,  85  cents;  by  four, 
75  cents;  by  three,  50  cents;  by  two,  30  cents;  by  one,  20 
cents*;  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses,  20  cents;  by  one,  10 
cents;  barouche  and  other  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses, 
25  cents;  by  one,  20  cents;  buggy  or  gig  drawn  by  two 
horses,  20  cents;  by  one,  10  cents;  dray  drawn  by  one 
horse,  10  cents;  by  two,  20  cents;  horse  and  rider,  5  cents; 
led  horse,  5  cents;  for  mules  and  horses  in  droves  of  ten 
and  under,  5  cents;  over,  3  cents;  asses  led  or  driven, 
same  as  mules;  cattle,  2  cents  each;  hogs,  1  cent,  and 
sheep,  i  cent,  to  be  charged  and  collected  at  each  gate 
on  their  road  between  Paris  and  North  Middletown:  Pro- 
vided, however.  That  wagons  passing  over  said  road  shall 
not  haul  over  ten  thousand  pounds,  including  the  wagon, 
at  any  one  load,  except  from  the  15th  day  of  May  until 
the  15th  of  November,  inclusive,  except  the  same  be 
heavy  irons  or  castings  that  cannot  be  divided.  From 
the  15th  of  May  until  the  15th  of  November  they  are 
allowed  to  haul  twelve  thousand  pounds,  including  the 
wagon. 

§  2.  The  company  may  erect  scales  at  such  convenient 
place  or  places  along  the  line  of  said  road  as  they  may 
designate,  to  determine  the  weight  of  wagons  and  their 
contents;  and  may,  at  their  pleasure,  require  wagons 
using  their  road  to  be  weighed  with  their  loads  upon 
such  scales;  and  upon  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  wag- 
oner to  weigh,  as  aforesaid,  such,  or  the  owners  thereof, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  and 
every  failure  or  refusal,  the  same  to  be  collected  as  pro- 
vided in  the  charter  of  said  company;  and  if  a  greater 
load  be  found  than  is  allowed  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  then  they  shall  pay  to  the  company,  or  their  agents, 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  one  hundred  pounds  so 
found,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board :  Provided,  fiowever. 
That  no  wagon  shall  pay  for  so  weighing. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, and  shall  apply  to  all  roads  in  which  the  Bourbon 
county  court  owns  stock,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  turnpike  roads.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Richard  Board,  Clerk  of  the  Mercer  Circuit 

Court. 

Whereas,  Richard  Board,  clerk  of  the  Mercer  circuit 
court,  has  recorded  a  large  number  of  executions  sales 
under  an  act  approved  March  2d,  1860,  entitled  "An  act 
in  relation  to  duties  of  clerks  of  courts  in  this  Common- 
wealth," and  an  amendment  thereto,  approved  April  4th, 
1861;  and  whereas,  said  circuit  clerk  has  received  no 
compensation  for  such  services,  and  without  an  enabling 
act  is  not  now  authorized  to  collect  any  pay  from  any  one 
for  such  services;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  Richard  Board,  clerk  aforesaid,  is 
authorized  to  charge  and  collect  from  the  plaintiff  or 
plaintiffs,  in  each  of  said  executions  under  which  said 
sales  were  made,  as  other  fees  are  collected,  one  dollar 
for  each  of  said  execution  sales  recorded  by  him  in  con- 
formity to  said  legislative  acts,  and  for  which  be  has  not 
received  compensation. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1322. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  M.  Bullock,  of  Laurel  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer

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1871.  an^  twenty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($129  50),  and  the 
certificates  stated  that  the  scalps  were  produced,  where 
they  onght  to  have  stated  that  the  heads  were  produced, 
and  Mize  bought  the  same,  in  consequence  of  which  mis- 
take the  Auditor  refuses  to  pay  the  same;  for  remedy

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  William  O.  Mize  for  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($129  50). 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1326. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Alexandria  and  Flag  Springs  Tarn- 
pike  Road  Company,  in  Campbell  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Alexandria  and  Flag  Springs  Turnpike 
Road  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  empowered  to  increase 
its  capital  stock  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  by  vote  of  the  stockholders. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  erect  a 
toll-gate  whenever  five  miles  of  said  road  are  completed, 
or  may  erect  two  gates,  with  half  toll  at  each,  on  the 
aforesaid  five  miles,  or  may  erect  a  gate  when  three  miles 
of  said  road  are  completed,  and  charge  thereat  half  toll, 
according  to  the  rate  provided  for  in  the  charter  of  said 
company.

CHAPTER  1330. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Nazareth  Literary  and  Benevolent  Institute,  and 

the  Catholic  Congregation  of  Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  title  to  the  property 
adjacent  the  Catholic  Church  on  Wapping  street,  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky,  known  as  the  parsonage  property  attached 
to  said  church,  being  the  parsonage  house  and  lot,  with 
its  appurtenances,  to  he  conveyed  to  Nazareth  Literary 
and  Benevolent  Institute. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  &mend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  creating  a  Sinking  Fund  for 
Montgomery  County,"  passed  March  10th,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  one  of  said  act  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows :  Provided^  That  no  greater  sum  than 
fifty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  shall  be  levied  for  the 
purposes  of  said  sinking  fund,  to  be  used  in  the  payment 
of  the  annual  interest  and  the  principal  of  the  railroad 
bonds  of  said  county.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jacksonville  and  Townsend  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  by 
the  name  of  the  Jacksonville  and  Townsend  Turnpike1 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turn- 
pike in  Bourbon  county,  commencing  at  or  near  Jackson- 
ville, and  running  down  Townsend  creek,  to  intersect  with 
the  Paris  and  Townsend  Turnpike. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each.  James  H.  Talbott,  Henry  E.  Shawhan,  James  L. 
Patterson,  and  James  N.  Suell,  or  any  two  of  them,  as 
commissioners,  may,  at  any  time  or  place,  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  said  capital  stock;  and  when 
five  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  have  been  subscribed 
for,  they  shall  give  two  weeks'  notice  in  one  of  the  news- 
papers published  in  Paris  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
to  be  held  in  Jacksonville,  at  a  place  and  time  fixed  by 
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them,  at  which  five  directors  shall  be  chosen  to  manage      1871. 
the  affairs  of  said  company.     At  all  elections  the  stock- 
holders, in  person  or  by  proxy,  in  writing,  [shall  have] 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock. 

§  2.  Said  board  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen,  and  shall  appoint  the  time 
and  place  for  the  annual  election  of  directors.  Said 
board  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and 
may  elect  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  all  other  necessary 
officers;  they  may  make  all  by-laws  proper  and  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  corporation. 

§  3.  When  three  miles  of  said  road  are  completed,  a  toll- 
house may  be  erected,  and  such  charges  made  for  tolls,  in 
proportion  for  the  distance  traveled,  as  by  law  the  Paris 
and  Georgetown  Turnpike  Road  Company  are  permitted 
to  charge;  and  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  said  road 
shall  apply  to  and  govern  the  corporation  hereby  created 
as  fully  as  if  set  forth  at  large,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided. 

§  4.  Said  president  and  directors  may  locate  the  road 
on  any  public  highway,  and  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
its  road-bed,  materials  for  the  construction  thereof,  and 
land  for  its  toll-gates  (not  exceeding  one  for  each  five 
miles,  and  fractional  part  of  two  and  a  half  miles)  :  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  acquire  at  each  toll-house  [not]  more 
than  one  acre,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  title  "  Turnpikes  and  Plank  Roads." 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1333. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   the  Charter  of  the   Newport  and    Licking  Turnpike 
and  Plank  Road  Company,  and  to  authorize  same  to  issue  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Newport 
and  Licking  Turnpike  and  Plank  Road  Company  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000)  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
said  road. 

§  3.  That  to  enable  said  company  to  obtain  the  amount 
aforesaid,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  their  bonds, 
signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  said  company,  in  sums  not  less  than 
one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  payable 
in  not  to  exceed  ten  years  from  date,  but  redeemable  at

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1871.  the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
with  interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  and  made  payable 
at  the  bank  of  James  Taylor  &  Sons,  Newport,  Kentucky. 

§  3.  A  copy  of  each  bond  so  issued  shall  be  entered  and 
registered  upon  the  books  of  the  company,  which  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders  and 
purchasers  of  the  bonds  so  issued ;  and  each  bond  shall  be 
numbered,  and  the  number,  together  with  the  amount  for 
which  the  same  is  issued,  and  the  time  of  payment,  shall 
also  be  entered  upon  the  books  aforesaid  ;  said  bonds  shall 
be  made  payable  to  bearer,  and  shall  have  the  force  and 
effect  of  a  lien  on  said  road  and  its  franchises  prior  and 
superior  to  all  other  encumbrances. 

§  4.  The  president  and  treasurer  of  said  company  may, 
under  the  directions  and  supervision  of  the  directors,  sell 
the  bonds  so  issued  sufficient  to  realize  the  sum  of  seven 
thousand  dollars  ($7,000);  but  no  bond  shall  be  sold  for 
less  than  eighty  per  cent,  of  its  numerical  value. 

§  5.  Before  proceeding  to  issue  and  sell  said  bonds,  the 
president  and  treasurer  shall  execute  bond  with  security, 
approved  by  the  directors,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000),  conditional  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  and  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  them 
by  this  act ;  which  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  com- 
pany, and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Campbell 
county  court,  and  upon  which  suit  may  be  instituted  by 
any  bond-holder  or  by  the  company.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  M.  D.  Davie,  G.  M.  Quarles,  Martin  Young, 
M.  A.  Barnes,  James  Henry  White,  Peter  N.  Anderson, 
Darwin  Bell,  Steven  Trice,  Thomas  S.  Bryan,  and  Dr. 
Sam.  Grubbs,  of  the  county  of  Christian,  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company,"  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing,  equipping,  and  operating  a 
railway  from  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  to  some  point  on 
the  line  dividing  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee, 
in  the  direction  of  Paris,  Tennessee ;  and  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  connecting  with  any  railroad  chartered  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennessee ;  the  'loea- 
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tion  to  be  on  the  most  practicable  line,  which  is  to  be       1871. 
determined   by  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of 
said  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company. 

§  2.  Said  company  may  fix  its  own  rates  for  freight  and 
passenger  transportation,  subject  to  such  general  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  as  now  exist,  or  may  be  enacted,  for 
the  regulation  of  such  rates. 

§  3.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  board  of  directors, 
consisting  of  five  members  to  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders of  the  company  from  among  themselves ;  and  said 
board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  the  president 
of  the  board  ;  and  such  person,  so  elected,  shall  be  presi- 
dent of  the  railroad  company. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  may  frame  and  adopt  by* 
laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  company, 
which  by-laws  shall  contain  nothing  inconsistent  with  the 
taws  of  Kentucky  nor  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  revision  and  amendment  by  a  vote  of  a  major* 
ity  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  company  may  receive,  by  donation  or  pur* 
chase,  all  lands  necessary  tor  its  road-bed,  side-tracks, 
depot  and  warehouse  grounds,  and  other  legitimate  pur* 
poses;  and  also  material  necessary  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  railroad  and  its  appurtenances ; 
and  if  such  lands  or  material  cannot  be  procured  through 
voluntary  agreement  of  the  owners  thereof,  said  company 
may  have  the  same  condemned,  and  pay  therefor  in  the 
manner  directed  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  three  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Kentucky,  title  "  Turnpike  and  Plank 
Roads,"  or  may  have  the  same  rights,  powers,  and  privi- 
leges in  obtaining  the  right  of  way  as  was  granted  by  the 
present  General  Assembly  to  the  "  Louisville  and  Chatta- 
nooga Grand  Trunk  Railroad,"  chapter  451,  section  21. 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  adopt  and  use  a  seal,  bearing 
the  style  of  the  company,  with  any  accompanying  device 
considered  suitable,  which  shall  be  affixed  by  the  secretary 
of  the  company  to  all  documents  requiring  the  signature, 
of  the  president  of  the  company,  or  of  the  officer  acting 
in  stead  of  the  president,  and  shall  have  all  other  rights^ 
powers,  and  privileges  granted  by  law  to  similar  corpora- 
tions. 

§  7.  Said  company  may,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  courts,  and  per- 
form all  such  acts  and  things  as  a  natural  person  might 
legally  perform  in  carrying  out  the  objects  and  availing 
himself  of  the  privileges  of  the  company  hereby  declared 
and  conferred. 

§  8.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  onq 
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1871.  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  9.  When  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  vote  of  half  of  the 
stock  represented  at  any  regularly  called  meeting  of  stock- 
holders, the  president  and  board  of  directors  may  issue 
bon'ds  of  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company, 
bearing  interest  at  any  rate  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent. ; 
the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  which  bonds 
shall  be  secured  by  such  hypothecation  of  the  property  of 
said  company  as  may  be  necessary. 

§  10.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  one 
of  them,  are  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company;  and  when  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($50,000)  of  bona  fide  subscriptions  of  stock  to 
said  company  are  made,  then  the  said  company  may  pro- 
ceed to  business  in  their  corporate  capacity. 

§  11.  The  said  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  rent,  lease,  sell,  or  cojivey  its  road  to  any  other 
railroad  company,  or  may  lease  or  buy  any  other  connect- 
ing railroad,  and  operate  the  same;  it  may  connect  or 
consolidate  with  any  other  railroad  built,  or  to  be  built; 
and  for  all  legitimate  purposes  of  a  railroad  company 
under  existing  laws,  or  under  any  general  railway  law 
to  be  enacted,  this  act  shall  be  liberally  construed. 

§  12.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

town;  that  said  marshal  shall  have  the  power  and  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  constable  of  the  civil  district  in 
which  said  town  of  Sebree  City  is  situated,  and  he  shall 
execute  and  return  all  processes,  warrants,  executions, 
&c,  that  may  be  issued  from  the  office  of  police  judge 
of  said  town,  if  not  otherwise  ordered  by  said  police 
judge;  that  the  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  and  commissions  on  all  cases  that  constables  are 
now  allowed  by  law,  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  ;  that 
he  collect  all  fines,  taxes,  and  dues  coming  to  said  town 
of  Sebree  City  or  its  legal  authorities,  and  pay  the  same 
over  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  (less  ten  per  cent,  for  collecting),  and  shall  take  his 
receipt  for  same,  which  amount  shall  be  collected  and 
returned  as  specified,  in  one  month  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection,  under  ten 
per  cent,  damage  on  the  amount  which  he  fails  to  col- 
lect, if  collectable,  and  save  per  cent,  damage  on  all 
collected  and  not  paid  over  as  specified,  to  be  recovered 
off  of  him  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond  by  the 
chairman,  by  motion  before  the  police  judge,  after  having 
been  notified  five  days  next  before  the  rendition  of  the 
judgment;  that  the  marshal  be,  and  is  hereby,  held  re- 
sponsible to  all  parties  for  whom  he  may  collect  and  fail 
to  pay  over  same,  as  specified  by  law,  or  malfeasance, 
misfeasance,  or  nonfeasance  in  office,  to  the  same  extent, 
and  in  the  same  manner,  as  constables  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  held  liable  on  their  official  bond  ;  and  for 
the  remedy  whereof,  the  party  or  parties  so  aggrieved 
shall  have  redress  against  said  marshal,  and  his  sureties 
on  his  official  bond,  by  motion  before  the  police  judge  of 
said  town,  by  giving  written  notice  at  least  five  days 
next  before  such  judgment  thereon.  That  all  vacancies 
in  said  office  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  trustees  of 
said  town,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  next  regular  election  for  said  office,  after 
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1871.       complying  with  the  law  hereinbefore  mentioned,  by  giving 
bond  before  the  county  court.

CHAPTER  1336. 

AX  ACT  for  the  bene! t  of  the  Germantown  and  BridgeriHe  Turnpike  Road 
'  Company,  in  Bracken  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Germantown  and  Bridgeville  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  in  Bracken  county,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  erect  and  keep  a  toll-gate  within  one  mile  of  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  town  of  Germantown,  and  receive 
tolls  at  the  same. 

§  2.  That  the  area  within  one  half  of  a  mile  of  the  said 
road,  on  either  side  thereof,  shall  be  laid  off  by  the  road 
commissioner  of  Bracken  county  into  a  road  district,  and 
all  persons  residing  within  said  area  liable,  under  the  road 
laws  of  said  county,  to  pay  road  taxes,  or  to  work  the 
public  roads  or  highways  of  said  county,  shall  work  oul 
their  said  road  taxes  on  said  road ;  and  all  taxes  derived 
from  said  persons  shall  accrue  to  said  company,  and  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  thereof,  and  laid  out  in  the  repair 
of  said  road,  under  the  direction  of  the  president  thereof, 
to  be  governed,  as  far  as  may  be,  by  the  general  law  reg- 
ulating and  governing  the  county  roads  of  said  county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1337. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  W.  Hannah,  of  Elliott  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth  in  favor  of  James  W.  Hannah,  of 
Elliott  county,  for  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  as  compensation 
to  him  for  conveying  C.  C.  Howard,  a  lunatic,  to  the  East- 
ern Lunatic  Asylum  at  Lexington;  and  the  Treasurer  is 
directed  to  pay  the  same  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1338.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Stanford  and  Milledgeville  Turnpike 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Stanford  and  Milledgeville 
Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  so  amended, 
as  that  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  proposed  Stanford  and 
Milledgeville  Turnpike  Road  may  be  located  by  the  direct- 
ors of  said  company  at  some  point  on  the  Stanford  and 
Hustonville  Turnpike,  instead  of  the  Knob  Lick  Turnpike, 
as  now  designated. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  said  company  in 
building  a  bridge  in  the  line  of  their  road,  across  the 
Hanging  Fork,  the  Lincoln  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justices  concurring  therein,  may  take  additional  stock  in 
said  road,  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  to  pay  for  the  same  may  levy  such  a  tax  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  the  county  subject 
to  State  tax  as  will  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1339. 

AN  ACT  declaring  Lower  Buffalo  Creek,  in  Owsley  County,  a  Navigable 
Stream,  from  its  mouth  to  the  mouth  of  the  Road  Fork  of  said  Creek. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Lower  Buffalo  creek,  in  Owsley  county,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  a  navigable  stream,  from 
its  mouth  to  the  mouth  of  the  Road  Fork  of  said  creek. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  February  22,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1340. 

AN  ACT  to  create  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of  the  Negro  Paupers  of 

Mercer  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Mercer  county  may  ap- 
point some  fit  and  discreet  person  to  act  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  negro  poor  of  said  county. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  superintendent  to 
take  care  of,  manage,  and  control  the  negro  paupers  in 
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1871.  sa*d  county;  to  provide  for  each  person  committed  to 
his  charge  a  comfortable  maintenance  and  support,  and 
proper  medical  attention ;  and  in  the  event  of  the  death 
of  any  such  person,  to  have  the  same  buried. 

§  3.  Said  superintendent,  in  the  behalf  of  the  county 
court,  shall  have  power  to  make  such  contracts,  in  the 
management  of  said  business,  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
to  provide  homes  for  such  persons  as  may  be  committed 
to  his  charge ;  but  in  no  case  shall  said  superintendent 
pay  more  than  sixty-five  dollars  for  the  support  of  any 
one  person,  or  more  than  ten  dollars  for  burial  expenses. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  to  collect,  receive, 
and  disburse  any  and  all  money  that  has  heretofore  been 
or  that  may  be  hereafter  appropriated  by  the  Legislature 
or  county  court  of  Mercer,  for  the  benefit  of  said  paupers ; 
and  may  direct  the  county  attorney  to  collect,  by  suit  or 
otherwise,  from  the  present  sheriff  or  any  former  sheriff, 
or  any  other  person  of  Mercer  county,  any  money  that 
may  be  due  now  or  that  hereafter  may  become  due  from 
said  officers  or  persons,  or  which  constitutes  a  part  of  said 
fund. 

$  5.  That  all  contracts  made  by  said  superintendent 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  parties,  and  shall 
be  paid  by  said  superintendent  out  of  the  fund  allowed 
for  that  purpose,  as  above  mentioned. 

§  6.  Before  said  officer  is  permitted  or  allowed  to  use 
and  expend  the  fund,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  appro- 
priated by  the  county  court  for  the  benefit  of  negro  pau- 
pers, he  shall  first  exhaust  in  the  payment  of  said  con- 
tracts the  fund  known  as  the  "  Negro  Pauper  Fund," 
collected  in  each  year,  and  heretofore  set  apart  by  law 
for  the  benefit  of  such  persons.  Said  officer  shall  receive 
only  such  persons  as  he  is  directed  by  the  order  of  the 
county  court,  or  of  the  judge  in  vacation. 
,  §  7.  That  all  colored  persons  who  are  residents  of  Mer- 
cer county,  and  have  not  been  brought  into  said  county  by 
any  person  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  a  charge  upon  the 
same,  and  are  the  owners  of  no  property  in  possession, 
reversion,  or  remainder,  and  are  incapable  of  laboring,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  for  their  support,  and  whose  parents  are 
unable  to  support  them,  shall  be  deemed  paupers  within 
the  meaning  of  this  act,  and  may,  by  proper  order,  be 
placed  upon  the  county  for  support. 

§  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officer  to  make  a 
report  in  writing,  and  under  oath,  of  all  bis  acts  and 
doings  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  to  the  county 
court  of  Mercer,  at  its  October  term  in  each  year;  said 
report  dhall  show  the  amount  of  money  collected,  re- 
ceived, and  disbursed  by  said  officer  during  the  year; 
from  whom  received  and  to  whom  paid,  and  the  number 
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of   persons   committed   to  his  charge,  and   the    name  of      ]  871. 
each ;    and   shall  exhibit   all   his  contracts  made  for  the 
support  of  said   paupers,  and  vouchers  for  other  expend- 
itures. 

§  9.  That  said  officer  shall  be  required,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  said  office,  to*  execute  bond  with  good 
security,  payable  to  the  county  court  of  Mercer  county, 
and  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  stipulating  for  a  faithful 
discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  his  office  by  virtue  of  this 
act;  and  shall  be  allowed,  at  each  court  of  claims,  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  fund  in  his  own  hands,  or  otherwise,  if  the  court 
direct. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1341. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Springfield, 
Wellesburg,  Antioch,  and  Fox  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Springfield,  Welles- 
burg, Antioch,  and  Fox  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
approved  March  11,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  that  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  instead  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  be  thirty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  a  sufficient  sum  to  complete  said  road,  and  instead 
of  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty- five  dollars. 

§  2.  That  instead  of  the  president  and  directors  selecting 
the  intermediate  route  from  Rogers'  gate  to  the  Anderson 
county  line,  in  the  direction  of  Fox  Creek  church,  the  same 
shall  be  selected  by  commissioners;  and  for  that  purpose 
Charles  H.  May,  of  the  county  of  Boyle,  Samuel  R.  Grun- 
dy, Jack  Cocaugher,  Thomas  J.  Montgomery,  and  Mellin 
Moore,  of  the  county  of  Washington,  are  appointed  com- 
missioners, whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  an  intermediate 
route  from  Rogers'  gate,  the  beginning  point  of  said  road, 
to  Wellesburg,  and  on  to  the  Anderson  county  line,  in  the 
direction  of  Fox  Creek  church  ;  and  they  shall  select  the 
best  and  most  practicable  route  to  run  and  locate  said 
road,  taking  into  consideration  the  cost  of  grade,  the  dis- 
tance, and  the  greatest  benefit  resulting  to  the  public  gen- 
erally in  its  location. 

§  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  make  out,  or  cause  to 
be  made,  a  correct  profile  and  survey  of  same,  such  as  are 
usually  made  by  competent  engineers  appointed  for  that 
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1871.  purpose,  and  mark  the  route  by  stakes  or  stones  to  indicate 
its  location,  and  deliver  to  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  road  such  profile  and  survey,  which  shall  be  by  them 
accepted  as  the  selected  route,  to  have  the  same  effect  as 
if  made  by  them  as  contemplated  in  the  original  charter; 
said  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upon  their  duties,  to 
take  an  oath  that  they  will  faithfully  and  impartially  act 
to  their  best  ability  in  selecting  the  best  and  most  practica- 
ble route  in  locating  said  road. 

§  4.  If,  upon  a  failure  from  any  cause,  any  one  or  more 
commissioners  appointed  by  this  act  to  perform  the  duties 
prescribed,  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  shall 
have  power,  and  it  is  his  duty,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies,  selecting  competent  person  or  persons  as  is 
least  affected  by  the  location  of  said  road,  who  shall  in 
like  manner  take  an  oath,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

§  5.  Said  commissioners  shall  enter  upon  their  duties  on 
a  day  fixed  by  them,  which  shall  be  as  soon  as  practicable, 
and  the  president  and  directors  shall  make  a  provision  for 
paying  said  commissioners  a  competent  per  diem,  for  as 
many  days  that  they  were  actually  employed  in  the  survey 
and  location  of  said  route,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock. 

}  6.  That  section  ten  of  the  act  be  amended  so  as  to  in- 
sert the  words/"  presiding  judge  for  the,"  before  the  words 
county  court,  whenever  the  words  "  county  court"  may  oc- 
cur, excepting  before  the  words,  "county  court  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  levy;9'  and  in  said  section,  in 
lieu  of  sis  per  cent.,  insert  eight  per  cent. 

§  7.  All  sections  or  parts  of  sections  in  said  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  that  are  in  opposition  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  amendment,  are  hereby  repealed. 

(  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1342. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Dixon  and  Clayville  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road 

Company,  in  Webster  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweattk 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Dixon  and  Clayville  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  or  gravel 
road  from  Dixon  to  Clayville,  in  the  county  of  Webster. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it  to 
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fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty       1871. 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  M.  C.  Givens,  John  6.  Bailey,  Joseph  Dye,  B. 
Watson,  J.  R.  Farmer,  W.  A.  Skinner,  and  John  Nasbitt, 
are  hereby  appointed  and  created  commissioners,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  road;  any  two  of  whom  may  open  books  for  that 
purpose,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  think  best 
for  said  purpose.  When  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  subscribed  for  that  purpose  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  give  ten  days'  notice 
to  the  stockholders  to  meet  at  the  court-house  in'the  town 
of  Dixon,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  three 
directors;  one  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of 
stock;  and  said  directors  and  president  shall  remain  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified 
as  such  officers.  After  the  first  election,  the  president  and 
directors  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  court-house  in 
Dixon,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April. 

§  4.  As  soon  as  said  co.npany  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Dixon  and  Clayville  Turnpike  and  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany; and  by  said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  such  cor- 
porations ;  and  shall  be  able  to  hold  their  capital  stock, 
and  the  increase  and  profits  of  the  same;  and  also  of 
taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift,  such  real  and 
personal  property,  and  the  increase  of  the  same,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  objects  of  this  cor- 
poration. They  also  shall  have  the  power  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  being 
answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State; 
also  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  to  do  all  Jawful  acts  for  which  this  cor- 
poration was  created. 

§  5.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or 
gravel,  to  designate  the  points  of  beginning  and  termina- 
tion of  said  road,  the  points  for  the  erection  of  toll-gates, 
and  to  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  not,  however,  to  exceed  the 
rates  fixed  by  general  law.  The  president  and  directors, 
after  the  completion  of  the  first  three  consecutive  miles 
are  finished,  to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  toll,  and  shall 
apply  such  proceeds  to  the  completion  of  said  road. 

§  6.  For  the  purpose  of  locating  said  road,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  so 
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1871.  empowered,  to  enter  with  their  surveyors  and  chain-car- 
riers, engineers  and  artists,  upon  the  lands,  inclosures, 
public  roads  in,  through,  and  over  which  said  road  may 
pass,  and  to  examine  and  survey  the  grounds  most  suit- 
able for  that  purpose;  also  to  examine  quarries,  beds  of 
stone,  gravel,  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  with  their  agents  and  employees,  wagons, 
carts,  and  other  carriages  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden, 
to  enter  upon  the  lands  over  or  near  which  said  road  shall 
pass,  having  first  given  notice  in  writing  of  their  intention 
to  the  owner  or  occupier,  or  their  agents :  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  be  able 
to  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  land  through  and  over 
which  said  road  shall  be  located,  as  to  the  damage  which 
said  owners  may  sustain  by  reason  of  said  road  passing 
through  and  over  their  land,  the  president  and  directors 
shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Webster  county  for  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  have  the  damages  obtained 
which  the  owner  of  the  land  maysustain,  and  the  jury, 
in  assessing  the  damage,  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to  the  party 
claiming  by  the  establishing  of  said  road;  but  the  advan- 
tage shall  not  be  used  as  an  offset  to  the  actual  value  of 
the  land  thus  taken  ;  and  upon  payment  or  tender  of  pay- 
ment of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  together  with 
their  agents  and  employees,  to  open  and  make  said  road, 
and  dig  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  ma- 
terial necessary  for  tl.e  construction  or  repair  of  said  road. 

§  8.  The  president  shall  give  notice  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  best  of  the  amount  of  the  call  of  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment ;  and  if 
any  subscriber  or  stockholder  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  the  call  on 
each  share  so  called  for,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after 
said  notice,  his  stock  shall  be  forfeited  to  said  company, 
together  with  its  increase.  No  stockholder  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  election,  unless  he 
has  paid  his  stock  agreeably  to  the  requisition  of  the 
president. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, gate-keepers,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  may  require  bond  of  them  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  to  hold  their  offices 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  10.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the  sec- 
retary, countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  the  same 
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may  be  sold  and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  secretary,      1871. 
in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when  all  arrearages  are 
paid,  and  not  until  then. 

§  11.  That  the  president  may  call  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  or  to  do  any  other  lawful  thing  in 
effectuating  the  objects  of  this  act. 

§  12.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  this 
company,  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices as  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  may  agree  upon. 
The  route  of  said  road  may  be  determined  by  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  who  may  vote  in 
person  or  by  proxy  at  an  election  to  determine  its  locality. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1343. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Newport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Newport  may  have  and  maintain 
a  police  force,  with  distinction  of  grade,  and  of  uniform 
and  badges  to  be  worn  by  the  chief,  lieutenants,  and 
policeman,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  of  the  city 
council.  They  shall  be  white  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  and  residents  of  said  city  for  one  year  preceding 
their  election,  not  less  than  twenty-four  years  of  age,  and 
known  to  be  moral,  sober,  and  sagacious ;  none  of  them 
shall  take  any  part  or  interfere  in  elections  further  than  to 
vote.  They  shall  be  elected  in  the  following  manner: 
The  mayor  of  said  city,  the  president  of  the  city  council, 
and  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  police  of  the  city 
council,  shall  constitute  a  board  of  police  commissioners 
for  one  year,  without  pay ;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  after  the  present  year,  or  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  they  shall  elect  the  whole  police 
force  of  said  city  for  that  year.  The  police  for  the 
year  1871  shall,  in  the  same  manner,  be  elected  by  said 
board,  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  2.  The  policemen  so  elected  shall  each  be  commis- 
sioned by  the  mayor  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor 
is  qualified,  which  said  commission  shall  be  a  warrant  of 
authority.  They  shall  each  take  an  oath,  and  give  bond, 
with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  city  council,  for 
the  faithfnl  performance  of  their  duty. 

§  3.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  police  commissioners, 
they  shall  nominate  a  chief  of  police,  and  a  lieutenant  to 
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1871.  street  or  alley,  or  any  part  of  any  of  the  sidewalks  in 
said  city,  shall  and  may  be  collected  by  proper  procedure 
at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  such  repairing,  im- 
proving, or  re-paving  shall  have  been  completed,  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  general  taxes  of  said  city  are  now 
collected ;  and  the  collection  thereof  may  be  enforced  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  payment  of  the  general  taxes  of 
said  city  is  now  enforced,  at  any  time  after  the  expiratiori 
of  sixty  days'  from  the  completion  of  the  work  in  re-pav- 
ing, improving,  or  repairing  any  part  of  any  street,  alley, 
or  sidewalk. 

§  3.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power,  and 
is  hereby  authorized,  to  order  the  repairing  or  re-paving 
of  any  part  of  any  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk  in  said  city, 
which  may  heretofore  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
paved  or  macadamized,  and  to  levy  a  special  tax  per  front 
foot  upon  the  property  fronting  or  abutting  the  street  or 
alley,  or  part  of  any  such  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk  so 
ordered  to  be  repaired  or  re-paved,  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
such  repairing  or  re-paving;  which  said  tax  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  such  property,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  specified.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  considered  as  repealing  the  authority  or  any  of 
•  the  powers  now  vested  in  said  city  council. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1347. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  present  and  future  Sheriffs  of  Bath  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  present  and  future  sheriffs  of  Bath  county 
shall  be  allowed  the  same  compensation  for  collecting 
special  county  taxes  as  is  allowed  by  law  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  State  revenue. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1349. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Shepherdsrille  to  take 

stock  in  the  Paroquet  Springs  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Shep- 
herdflville  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  sub- 
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scribe,  to  the  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars,  stock  in  1871 
the  Paroquet  Springs  Company:  Provided,  The  said  board, 
before  they  make  the  said  subscription,  shall  take  the 
sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  at  an  election 
held  for  that  purpose,  upon  the  petition  of  ten  tax-paying 
citizens;  and  after  five  days'  notice  by  handbills,  posted 
up  conspicuously  in  at  least  three  public  places,  which 
notices  shall  give  the  amount  of  subscription  and  taxes 
proposed;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  vote 
"  for  the  subscription,"  then,  and  not  before  then,  shall  the 
said  trustees  subscribe  the  same. 

§  2.  To  enable  them  to  pay  said  subscription,  the  board 
of  trustees  may,  for  and  within  a  period  of  seven  years, 
levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  realty  and  personalty 
in  said  town;  and  may  also  levy  a  poll-tax,  all  to  be  col- 
lected (in  the  same  manner  and  under  like  responsibilities 
as  the  regular  county  levy)  by  the  sheriff  or  by  the  town 
marshal,  accordingly  as  the  board  may  select;  bond  or 
covenant  to  be  taken  and  approved  by  them  in  either  case 
sufficient  to  cover  all  responsibilities. 

§  3.  The  collecting  officer  shall  give  receipts  to  each 
tax-payer  for  the  amount  of  each  year's  tax  paid,  and 
these  receipts  shall  entitte  the  holder  to  a  corresponding 
or  pro  rata  share  of  said  stock;  but  such  holder  shaN  only 
be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  a  certificate  of  stock 
when  his  receipts  amount  to  a  full  share,  or  such  parts  of 
shares  as  ms>y  be  agreed  upon  between  the  said  board 
and  the  said  company.  The  said  receipts  are  hereby 
made  transferable  by  indorsement. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1350. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Blue  Lick  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Blue  Lick  Turnpike  Road  Company,  as 
heretofore  incorporated  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  borrow 
money,  not  exceeding  — —  thousand  dollars,  on  the  credit 
of  the  corporation,  and  may  pledge  any  or  all  of  its  prop- 
erty rights,  tolls  and  franchises,  by  mortgage,  for  the  secu- 
rity and  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal ;  and  may 
issue  bonds  therefor  at  such  rates  of  interest,  and  payable, 
principal  and  interest,  at  such  times  and  places,  as  the  di- 
rectors of  said  company  may  deem  best;  and  may  sell 
and  dispose  of  said  bonds  at  such  rates,  and  on  such. 
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1871.  terms,  as  may  seem  to  them  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
company.  The  bonds  issued  by  the  company  may  be 
made  and  issued,  convertible  into  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany, on  snch  terms  and  conditions  as  the  company  may 
prescribe. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  not  exercise  the  powers 
herein  granted  until  the  stockholders  of  the  company,  at 
a  regular  meeting,  or  at  a  meeting  called  by  the  directors, 
have,  by  vote,  authcftzed  the  directors  to  exercise  the 
same.  Notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  to  the  stockhold- 
ers for  their  consent  to  the  exercise  of  such  powers  as 
are  herein  granted,  shall  be  given  by  posting  at  Heeter's 
Station,  Brooks'  Station,  and  Old  Deposit  Station,  and 
two  other  public  places  on  the  line  of  the  said  turnpike 
road,  for  two  weeks  prior  to  said  application,  which 
notices  shall  state  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  the 
meeting;  and  it  shall  take  a  majority  of  all  the  stock 
subscribed  to  authorize  the  directors  to  exercise  the  pow- 
ers herein  specified. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1351. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentncky  Central  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  Geo.  H.  Pendleton,  John  W.  Stevenson,  Whi. 
Ernst,  James  C.  Gedge,  George  P.  Bowler,  and  Elliott  H. 
Pendleton,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany \  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Covington  and 
Lexington  Railroad,  of  which  they  are  the  owners  by 
purchase,  under  judgment  and  order  of  sale  of  the  Fay- 
ette circuit  court;  and  shall  have,  and  are  hereby  invested 
with,  all  the  powers,  privileges,  rights,  immunities,  and 
franchises,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  con- 
tained in  the  original  charter  of  incorporation  authorizing 
the  construction  of  said  railroad,  and  the  various  acts 
amendatory  thereof:  Provided^  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  held  to  subject  the  said  powers,  rights,  immunities, 
and  privileges,  purchased  under  judgment  and  order  of 
salq  of  the  Fayette  circuit  court,  and  hereby  vested  in  the 
corporation  by  this  act  created,  to  the  operation  of  the 
act,  entitled  "An  act  reserving  the  right  to  amend  or  re- 
peal charters  or  other  laws,  approved  February  14th, 
.1856;,"  but  the  same  are  exempted  therefrom :  And  pro- 
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vided  further,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  1871. 
to  affect  the  determination  of  questions  now  in  litigation 
concerning  the  ownership  of  said  road  and  franchises  : 
And  provided  alto,  That  the  rates  to  be  hereafter  charged 
by  said  company  for  the  transportation  of  local  or  way 
freights  over  the  said  road,  including  car  load  freights, 
ehall  not  exceed  the  rates  now  fixed  by  the  published 
tariff  for  local  and  way  freights  of  said  company,  now 
in  use,  less  fifteen  per  cent- ;  and  a  certified  copy  of  said 
published  tariff  of  charges  shall  be  recorded  in  the  offices 
of  the  county  clerks,  respectively,  of  Kenton,  Pendleton, 
Harrison,  and  Bourbon  counties,  within  ninety  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act :  Provided,  Said  road  shall  not  be 
required  to  carry  any  single  package  for  less  than  twenty- 
five  cents. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1354. 

'AN  ACT  to   incorporate   the   Shelbjvflle  and   Bark's   Branch  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Shelbyville 
and  Bark's  Branch  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  to  con- 
struct a  turnpike  road  from  Burk's  Branch  Church  to 
Clear  creek,  at  the  termination  of  Shelbyville,  in  Shelby 
county,  Kentucky ;  and  said  company,  by  said  name  and 
style,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  have 
perpetual  succession  ;  and  as  such,  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges,  powers,  rights  and  immunities,  which  are 
given  and  granted  to  the  Shelbyville  and  Eminence  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

§  2.  That  all  subscriptions  heretofore  made  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  road,  and  all  grants  of  the  right  of  way 
therefor,  and  material  given  or  granted  thereto,  and  all 
acts  done  and  performed  towards  the  organization  of  said 
company,  are  hereby  legalized,  and  made  binding  and  en- 
forceable at  law,  provided  same  are  not  inconsistent  with 
this  charter. 

§  3.  That  J.  A.  Reid,  Henry  Harris,  George  L-  Harber- 
son,  and  James  Boyd,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
who,  or  any  two  of  whom,  may  act;  and  they  are  hereby 
clothed  with  the  same  powers  which  are  conferred  upon 
the  commissioners  named  in  the  act  incorporating  the 
aaid  Shelbyville  and  Eminence  Turnpike  Road  Company. 
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1371.  §  4-  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 

thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 
§  5.  This-  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1355. 

AK  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Newport  and  Licking  Turnpike  and 

Plank  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  words  "  plank  road"  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  struck  out  from  the  name  of  said  company,  and  its 
name  shall  hereafter  be  "  the  Newport  and  Licking  Turn- 
pike Company.9' 

§  2.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  for  the  use  of  said 
road,  and  to  issue  and  dispose  of  the  bonds  of  the  com* 
pany,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  eight  thousand  dollars, 
payable  within  fifteen  years  from  the  time  of  their  issue, 
and  with  or  without  interest  coupons  attached,  and  at  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  annually  or  semi-annually,  as  the  company  may 
provide  in  said  bonds,  and  with  such  other  stipulations  in 
said  bonds  as  to  time,  place,  and  manner  of  their  payment, 
and  of  the  interest,  as  said  company  may  deem  proper  to 
insert  therein ;  and  may  mortgage  or  pledge,  or  make 
said  bonds  a  lien  upon  the  tolls,  property,  and  fran- 
chises of  said  company,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds; 
and  such  bonds  and  mortgage  or  mortgages,  when  signed 
and  executed  by  the  president  of  the  company,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary,  shall  be  binding  upon  said 
company,  and  its  property  and  franchises  mortgaged  or 
pledged  therefor. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;  and  the 
act  heretofore  passed  at  this  present  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  to  amend  the  charter  of  said  company,  and  to 
authorize  it  to  issue  bonds,  is  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  1357.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Capital  Lodge  No.  C,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows, at  Frankfort,  to  tone  bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Capital  Lodge  No.  6,  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  at  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  by  her  corporate 
committee,  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  or  less,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  said  Lodge  in  the  erection  of  a  hall  build- 
ing in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  known  as  "  Odd  Fellows' 
Hall." 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  ten  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able annually,  and  shall  hare  ten  years  to  run  ;  but  cp- 
deemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  corporate  committee 
after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  each 
bond. 

§  3.  That  the  bonds  may  be  issued,  at  the  discretion  of 
said  corporate  committee,  in  sums  not  less  than  $25  nor 
more  than  $500. 

§  4.  That  said  corporate  committee  shall  prescribe  the 
form  of  the  bonds ;  they  shall  be  signed  by  a  president  and 
secretary,  which  shall  be  chosen  by  said  committee  out  of 
its  own  body. 

$  5.  That  said  corporate  committee  shall  have  power  to 
create  a  sinking  fund  out  of  rents  and  other  revenues  ac- 
cruing to  said  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest 
and  principal  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  or  sooner  if  deemed 
advisable. 

§  6.  That  said  corporate  committee  shall  have  full 
power  to  make  all  arrangements  for  carrying  into  exe- 
cution the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  for  said  purpose  the 
president  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee at  any  time. 

§  7.  All  the  property  of  said  Lodge  shall  be  bound  for 
the  payment  of  said  bonds. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

...  §  1.  That  section  first,  in  third  line,  be,  and  the  same 
is,  so  amended  as  to  empower  the  county  court  of  said 
county  to  appoint  one  commissioner  for  each  voting  dis- 
trict in  said,  county,  in  place  of  two,  as  in  former  act.

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CHAPTER  1862.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  Intoxicattng  Liquors  along  the  Line  of  cer- 
tain Turnpike  Roads  in  Washington  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful,  after  this  act  takes  effect, 
for  the  county  court  of  Washington  county,  or  any  other 
person  or  persons,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell  by  retail  any  brandy,  whisky,  or  intoxicating 
liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  within  one  and  a  half  miles 
either  side  of  the  following  turnpike  roads  :  The  Mackviile 
and  Perryville  Turnpike  Road,  commencing  at  the  Boyle 
county  line,  to  Mackviile,  and  the  Mackviile,  Willisburg, 
And  Louisville  Turnpike  Road. 

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  selling  such  liquors 
without  license  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  tip- 
pling-house.  and  punished  for  same  as  now  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Dover  and  Minerva  Turnpike  Road 
'  Company,  in  Mason  County.

§  I.  That  the  charter  of  the  Dover  and  Minerva  Turn-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lafayette  and  New  Providence  Turnpike  Road 
*•  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  Lafayette,  in  Christian 
county,  Kentucky,  to  the  Hopkinsville  and  Clarksville 
Turnpike,  at  a  point  near  Bethel  Church,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Lafayette  and  New  Providence  Turnpike 
Company ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  ; 
and  the  subscriptions  therefor  shall  be  opened  at  such 
times  and  places  as  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named 
shall  select,  and  continue  open  until  the  capital  stock  is 
taken. 

§  3.  That  Thos.  Terry,  A.  J.  Fuqua,  Thos.  Fuqua,  Ste- 
phen Edwards,  Malcolm  McNeil,  Wm.  Lacy,  Thos.  H. 
Elliott,  A.  J.  Fraser,  J  as.  T.  Rives,  H.  E.  Bacon,  J.  B. 
White,  Jacob  King,  H.  C.  Cooper,  W.  W.  McKenzie,  W. 
W.  Anglen,  Wm.  V.  Rives,  and  Jno.  W.  Wallace,  are 
appointed  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company. 

§  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  procure  a  book,  and 
the  subscribers  therein  shall  subscribe  an  obligation  of  the 
following  tenor,  viz :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Lafay- 
ette and  New  Providence  Turnpike  Road  Company  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  each  share  of  stock  set  opposite 
our  names,  in  such  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall 
be  determined  on  by  said  company. 

§  5.  That  so  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall 
be  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or 
such  of  them  as  shall  act,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of 
-  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  desig- 
nate, for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  of  said  company ; 
said  notice  to  be  advertised  for  ten  days'  previous  to 
said  meeting,  at  the  towns  of  Lafayette  and  Garrettsburg ; 
and  in  said  election  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him  in  said 
company,  which  vote  may  be  cast  by  proxy. 

5  6.  That  the  officers  of  said  company  shall  oonsist  of  a 
president  and  five  directors,  a  treasurer,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  think  necessary  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  others  are  elected. 

§  7.  That  when  said  company  shall ^be  thus  organized, 
it  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges 
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and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation  for  a  similar  ob-      1871. 
ject,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are 
conferred  on  other  turnpike  road  companies. 

§  8.  That  the  width,  grade,  depth  of  metal,  and  other 
particulars  pertaining  to  said  road,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
president  and  directors  when  duly  elected.

CHAPTER  1368. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Tompkinsville,  in  Monroe  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  John  J.  Gee,  Jefferson 
Gee,  and  James  B.  Evans,  to  hold  an  election  in  the  town 
of  Tompkinsville,  on  Wednesday,  the  1st  day  of  March, 
1871,  for  five  trustees  for  said  town,  and  a  police  judge, 
town  marshal,  and  town  attorney,  at  which  every  qualified 
voter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  those  elected  trustees  at 
said  election  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  regular  elec- 
tion day  for  said  town  for  trustees  in  1872,  as  fixed  by  the 
law  heretofore  passed,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  and  the  police  judge  and  town  marshal  so 
elected  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  days  for 
their  regular  respective  elections,  as  fixed  by  laws  hereto- 
fore passed,  and  until  their  successors  are  respectively 
elected  and  qualified.  And  all  the  officers  so  elected 
shall  have  all  the  power,  and  be  governed  by  all  the 
laws,  and  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties,  that  offi- 
cers regularly  elected  under  former  laws  made  for  the 
town  have  had  and  been  subject  to. 

$  2.  That  any  white  person  who  is  twenty-one  years 
old,  and  who  has  been  a  resident  of  said  town  twelve 
months  previous  to  the  day  of  his  election,  shall,  at  this 
election,  and  forever  hereafter,  be  eligible  to  the  offices  of 
police  judge,  trustee,  town  marshal,  or  town  attorney : 
Provided^  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
town  attorney  who  has  not  been  a  licensed  practicing  law- 
yer in  the  State  of  Kentucky  for  at  least  two  years  next 
preceding  his  election. 

$  3.  The  town  attorney  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years, 
and  until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified ;  and  the  day 
for  his  regular  election  shall  be  the  day  fixed  by  the  law 
for  the  regular  election  of  town  marshal  for  said  town.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  faithfully  prosecute  all  infractions  of  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  all  offenses  there 
against;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  advise  and  counsel  the 
town  officers  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  interest  of 
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1871.       said  town;  and  to  defend  all  actions  brought  against  the 
corporation,  for  all  of  which  services  he  shall  be  allowed  a. 
reasonable  annual  compensation  to  be  allowed   by  the 
trustees,  and   paid  out  of  the  town  or  corporate  funds: 
Provided^  That  he  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  take  an  oath,  before  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  trustees  for  said  town,  to  faithfully  discharge  his  duties 
under  this  act ;  and  in  all  cases  fairly  and  faithfully  pros- 
ecute all  offenses  against  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
town ;  a  record  of  the  oath,  and  the  fact  of  his  having 
taken  it,  shall   be  entered  in   full  on   the  books  of   said 
trustees,  a  certified  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  facts  therein  recited,  and  of   his  authority  as  town 
attorney. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  elected  under  this 
act,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  their  services  a  salary  of  ten  dollars  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  corporate  funds  by  the 
treasurer  of  said  town:  Provided,  That  it  appears  from 
their  records,  and  otherwise,  that  they  have  each  been 
present  at  the  official  meetings  of  the  board,  and  have 
faithfully  discharged  their  duties  as  trustees. 

§  5.  That  the  police  judge  elected  under  this  act,  and 
his  successors  in  office,  shall  have  jurisdiction  concurrent 
with  justices  of  the  peace  in  all  criminal  or  penal  prose- 
cutions under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  in  all  civil  cases 
his  jurisdiction  shall  be  coextensive  and  concurrent  with 
justices  of  the  peace,  and  he  shall  have  original  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  offenses  against  the  town  laws  and  ordi- 
nances. He  shall  hold  his  regular  terms  of  courts  on  the 
fourth  Mondays  in  every  two  months,  beginning  on  the 
fourth  Monday  in  April,  thereby  holding  six  regular  terms 
in  the  year.  His  fees  in  all  civil  actions  shall  be  the  same 
as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  all  criminal  or  penal 
prosecutions  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  same  as 
other  State  officers  having  jurisdiction  would  be  al- 
lowed to  charge;  and  in  all  qffenses  against  the  laws 
or  ordinances  of  his  town  he  shall  be  allowed  the  same 
fees  that  justices  of  the  peace  are  allowed  for  similar 
services.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  examining  trials 
coextensive  with  the  county  judge  or  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  shall,  in  all  cases,  conform  to  the  laws  of  the 
State. 

§  6.  The  qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  elec- 
tions, shall  remain  as  heretofore  fixed  by  law,  for  all  offi- 
cers elected  under  this  act,  or  their  successors,  except  as 
changed  by  this  act. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  concerning  the  titles  of  John  0.  King,  H.  J.  Lewis  k  Brother, 
and  E.  H.  Bland,  to  certain  real  estate  formerly  owned  by  Lizardi  Brothers 
in  the  City  of  Louisville,  State  of  Kentucky. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  John  D.  Colmesnil 
and  wife  did,  on  the  27th  day  of  Jane,  1834,  convey  to 
Lizardi  Brothers,  a  firm  composed  of  Francis  de  Lizardi, 
Miguel  de  Lizardi,  and  Manuel  Julien  de  Lizardi,  certain 
real   estate,  between   Walnut  and   Madison  streets  and 
Ninth  and  Tenth  streets,  in  the  city  of  Louisville;   and 
that  the  said  Lizardi  and  Brothers  were  aliens  and  non- 
residents of  Kentucky;  and  that  they  have  all  departed 
this  life,  being  aliens  and  non-residents  at  their  respective 
deaths;  and  that  all  of  their  next  of  kin  were  aliens  and 
non-rebidents  at  said  times;  and  whereas,  it  is  farther  rep- 
resented that,  on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1870,  the  heirs  and 
next  of  kin  of  the  said  Francis  de  Lizardi,  Manuel  Julien 
de  Lizardi,  and  Miguel  de  Lizardi,  did  convey  a  certain 
part  of  said  tract  of  land  to  John  C.  King,  a  citizen  of 
Kentucky  and  resident  of  Louisville,  which  conveyance  is 
of  record  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Jefferson  county  court, 
deed-book  No.  140,  page  290,  to  which  reference  is  made 
for  a  more  perfect  description  of  the  boundary;  and  said 
parties  also  conveyed  to  H.  J.  Lewis  &  Brother,  a  firm 
composed  of  H.  J.  and  H.  W.  Lewis,  both  of  whom  are 
citizens  of  Kentucky  and  residents  of  Louisville,  certain 
other  parts  or  portions  of  said  land,  which  conveyance  is 
of  record  in  the  Jefferson  county  court  clerk's  office,  in 
deed-book  140,  page  286,  to  which  reference  is  made  for  a 
full  description  of  boundary;  and  said  parties  also  con- 
veyed to  E.  H.  Bland,  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  and  resident 
of  Louisville,  a  certain  other  portion  of  said  land,  whi6h 
said  conveyance  is  recorded  in  deed-book  No.  149,  page 
288,  in  the  Jefferson  county  court  clerk's  office,  to  which 
relerence  is  made  for  a  full  description;  and  whereas,  it  is 
farther  represented  that  doubts  have  been  expressed  as  to 
whether  said  conveyances  passed  valid  titles  to  said  re- 
spective parties,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  2d 
section  of  article  3,  chapter  15,  title  "Citizens,  Expatriation, 
Aliens,"  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Kentucky,  and  not- 
withstanding there  have  been  no  proceedings  instituted 
for  the  purpose  of  excheating  said  land;  now,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  all  doubt  concerning  said  titles — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  is  hereby  expressly  declared  that  said  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  hereby  releases  unto  the  said 
John  C.  King,  H.  J.  Lewis  &  Brother,  and  E.  H.  Bland, 
respectively,  all  supposed  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the

187 1.  8a*d  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  in  and  to  said  land  by 
reason  and  because  of  the  alienage  of  the  said  Lizardi 
Brothers,  or  the  alienage  of  the  grantors  of  the  said  John 
C.  King,  H.  J.  Lewis  &  Brother,  and  E.  H.  Bland:  Pro- 
vided, however,  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  into 
a  warranty  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  against 
the  claim  of  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever;  nor  shall 
this  act  be  construed  as  affecting  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  of  said  Commonwealth  over  said  land,  nor  as 
releasing  any  lien  for  taxes,  either  State  or  municipal; 
nor  as  depriving  the  Commonwealth  or  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville from  making  such  assessments  against  said  land  as 
can  be  lawfully  made  against  other  lands  in  said  city  of 
Louisville.

CHAPTER  1370. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  Spirituous,  Vinous,  or  Malt  Liquors  in  the 
Town  of  Woodbury,  in  Butler  County,  and  within  one  half  mile  of  the 
Corporate  limits  of  said  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
either  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  the  town  of 
Woodbury,  in  Butler  county,  or  within  one  half  mile  of 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  except  for  medical  or 
mechanical  purposes:  Provided,  however,  That  this  act 
shall  not  take  effect  until  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  living  within  said  town,  and  within  one 
mile  of  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  at  an  election  to  be 
fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  conducted 
and  held  in  the  same  manner  as  elections  for  trustees  of 
towns  are  required  to  be  held  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  ratification 
at  the  election,  as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided  further, 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  inter- 
fere with  the  rights  of  any  tavern  or  saloon-keeper  whose 
license  shall  not  have  expired  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  this  act  during  the  continuance  of  such  license.

cinal necessity  :  Provided  further,  It  is  not  intended  hereby 
to  interfere  with  the  use  of  spirits  in  one's  own  household, 
where  there  is  no  intention  to  evade  the  law :  And  jurlher 
provided,  That  this  is  not  to  interfere  with  license  hereto- 
fore given. 

§  2.  Any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall, 
for  the  first  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  and  for  every  subsequent  offense  fifty  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  upon  information  given,  and  trial  had, 
before  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  or  any  magistrate

„  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1871,  to  take  the  sense  of  the 
qualified  white  voters  of  said  district  on  the  propriety  of 
levying  a  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  district 
belonging  to  white  persons,  to  purchase  a  lot  of  ground 
»  and  erect  thereon  a  neat,  commodious,  and  comfortable 
school- house,  for  the  sole  use. and  benefit  of  the  white 
pupils  of  said  district.  The  amount  of  tax  to  be  fixed  by 
said  trustees  in  their  order  of  election,  bat  not,  however, 
to  exceed  one  dollar  on  each  one  hundred  dollars9  worth 
of  taxable  property,  and  not  to  amount  to  more  in  the 
aggregate  than  four  thousand  dollars;  and  the  lot  of 
ground  and  the  buildings  thereon  to  be  deeded  to  the 
common  school  trustees  of  said  district  and  their  suc- 
cessors forever. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  shall  appoint  two  judges  and  a  clerk 
to  conduct  said  election,  the  polls  to  be  opened  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
evening;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  of  those  voting  in  favor 
of  levying  said  tax,  the  trustees  shall  immediately  enter 
the  same  of  record  in  their  journal,  and  proceed  at  once 
to  appoint  a  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect 
said  tax;  and  he  shall  execute  bond,  to  be  approved  by 
said  trustees,  for  a  faithful  collection  of  said  taxes;  and 
for  failure  to  perform  bis  duty,  he  shall  be  responsible  on 
said  bond.  Said  collector  shall  receive,  as  compensation 
for  his  labor,  such  an  amount  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  trustees,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  per  centum  on 
the  amount  collected. 

§  3.  Said  collector  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  in 
N  July,  1871,  and  at  the  same  time  each  succeeding  year,  so 
long  as  said  tax  may  be  to  collect,  make  out  from  the  as- 
sessor's books,  in  the  county  clerk's  office,  returned  for 
that  year,  a  correct  list  of  all  the  white  owners  of  prop- 
erty in  said  district,  and  the  amount  of  property  listed  by 
them  for  State  revenue  purposes,  and  proceed  to  collect 
the  tax  levied  thereon  under  this  act,  and  deposit  the 
same  to  the  credit  of  said  trustees  at  the  banking  house 
of  N.  Long  &  Co.,  in  Russellville,  Ky.,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  the  succeeding  October;  which  tax,  when 
collected,  shall  be  applied  by  said  trustees  to  pay  fot 
•aid  lot  and  buildings. 
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$  4.  All  properly  listed  in  said  district  for  State  revenue      1871. 
•hall  be  subject  to  taxes  under  this  aet;  and  no  property 
subject  to  taxation  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt  from 
distraint  or  sale  lor  the  tax  thereon. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  may,  at  their  -option,  or  if  it  is  de- 
mantled  by  the  citizens  of  said  district,  issue  bonds  of  the 
district  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars,  payable  in 
one  and  two  years,  bearing  interest  from  date  not  exceed- 
ing ten  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  in  the  order  of  election, 
specify  the  number  of  years  said  tax  is  to  be  collected, 
whether  one,  two,  or  three — not  to  exceed  the  latter 
period. 

$  G.  That  C.  D.  McCuchen,  W.  S.  Higgins,  and  John  G. 
Darby,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  purchase 
said  lot  and  let  out  said  building;  and  in  the  event  of 
either  failing  to  act,  the  others  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by 
appointment. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1395. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Bellriew,  in  Campbell 

Count  jr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

(  1.  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby  created,  the  offices  of 
mayor  and  marshal  in  said  town  of  Bellview;  that  the 
mayor  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  in  said  town  at  the 
same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  and  for  the  same 
term,  as  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Campbell  county  court; 
and  that  the  marshal  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  in  saic} 
town  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  and  for 
the  same  term,  and  have  the  same  qualifications,  as  the 
sheriff  of  Campbell  county ;  and  he  Bhall,  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  covenant,  payable 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  good  surety,  to 
be  approved  by  said  mayor's  court,  similar  to  the  official 
covenant  of  a  sheriff. 

§  2.  That  the  jurisdiction,  authority,  and  powers  of  said 
mayor  shall  be  the  same  in  the  limits  of  said  town  as  those 
of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Newport  in  the  limits  of  said 
city,  except  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor  of  said  town 
shall  not  extend  in  civil  cases  to  suits  involving  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest;  and  until  said 
town  shall  have  provided  a  place  of  confinement  for  the 
punishment  of  offenders  against  law  and  the  ordinances 
of. said  town,  they  may  be  sentenced  to,  and  confined  in, 
the  jail  of  the  city  of  Newport,  or  of  Campbell  county, 
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£871.  upon  the  same  terms,  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regu- 
lations, that  offenders  against  the  laws  of  said  city  of  New- 
port may  be  confined  therein;  and  the  marshal  and  other 
police  officers  of  said  town  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  take  and  lodge  any  offender  so  sentenced  in 
either  of  the  said  places  of  confinement,  on  such  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  proper  authorities :  Pro- 
vided, The  authorities  of  the  said  town  of  Bellview  pay, 
or  cause  to  be  paid,  the  lawful  fees  for  such  confinement. 

§3.  That  the  jurisdiction,  powers,  and  authority  of  the 
marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  the  same  in  the  limits  and 
jurisdiction  of  said  town  as  those  of  the  marshal  of  the 
city  of  Newport  within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  of  said 
city  ;  and  he  may  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  by  him- 
self and  such  deputies  as  he  may  appoint,  and  shall  be 
sworn  in  as  such  before  the  mayor. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
and  possess,  and  may  exercise,  the  same  powers  and  juris- 
diction in  and  for  the  government  of  said  town  and  its 
affairs  that  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  has 
and  possesses,  or  may  exercise  within  said  city  as  to  its 
affairs;  and  all  the  laws  of  said  city  of  Newport,  per- 
taining to  the  government  of  said  city,  as  well  those  as 
to  the  making,  improving,  and  repairing  of  streets,  alleys, 
ways,  and  public  grounds,  and  of  general  and  special  tax- 
ation as  of  the  control  and  management  of  its  affairs  and 
of  its  officers,  so  far  as  applicable,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
applied  to  said  town  of  Bellview:  Provided,  That  said 
town  shall  constitute  a  common  Bchool  district,  with  one 
or  more  schools,  to  be  under  the  direction  and  manage- 
ment of  said  board  of  trustees ;  and  a  tax  may  be  assessed 
and  U  vied  annually  by  them  in  aid  thereof,  not  exceeding 
twenty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of 
the  taxable  property  of  said  town :  Provided  also,  That 
for  the  good  government,  order,  and  police  regulations  of 
said  town,  the  jurisdiction  of  said  town,  and  of  its  mayor, 
marshal,  board  of  trustees,  and  other  officers,  shall  extend 
to  and  over  the  Ohio  river  in  front  of  the  town;  and  the 
marshal,  or  any  police  officer  of  said  town,  shall  have 
the  right  and  power  to  arrest,  in  or  out  of  said  town,  any 
offenders  against  its  laws  or  ordinances,  or  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth :  And  provided  furt/ier,  That  the  an- 
nual taxes  that  may  be  assessed  in  said  town  by  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  not  exceed  forty  cents  in  the 
aggregate  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation  of 
the  taxable  property  in  said  town. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Greensburp,  Columbia,  and  New  Haven  Turn. 

pike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
$f  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  James  Garnett,  Thomas  Frazier,  James  K. 
Hindman,  Joshua  Hatcher,  Robert  Haskins,  Robert  Wil- 
son, Alfred  Anderson,-  Jefferson  Henry,  Moses  Blakeman, 
J.  J.  Durham.  D.  Hudson,  D.  T.  Towles,  B.  W.  Penick,  E. 
H.  Hobson,  Wm.  N.  Vaughn,  W.  H.  Chelf,  Wm.  S.  Hod- 
ges, Thomas  H.  Moss,  James  A.  Howell,  John  Atherton, 
and  such  other  persons  as  shall  become  subscribers,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  incorporated  a  body-politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Greensburg,  Columbia,  and  New 
Haven  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  amend  the  same  at 
pleasure.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct 
a  turnpike  road  from  any  point  in  Adair  county,  by  way  of 
Greensburg,  to  some  point  in  the  county  of  Larue,  so  as 
to  intersect  the  Bardstown  and  Green  River  Turnpike 
Road;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
chises incident  to  such  a  corporation,  and  generally  shall 
have  the  power  to  do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  whatso- 
ever within  the  object  and  scope  of  their  incorporation. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  to 
any  sum  necessary  to  build  the  roads  and  branches  author- 
ized by  this  act,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  on  the  third  Monday  in  May,  1871,  at  such  places 
as  the  commissioners  hereinafter  designated  may  name, 
which  books  shall  continue  open  until  the  president  and 
directors  shall  see  proper  to  close  them;  and  each  and  all 
of  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  are 
appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  for  subscription, 
or  any  two  of  whom  may  act;  and  said  commissioners 
shall  procure  books  for  subscribers,  in  which  each  sub- 
scriber shall  (except  as  hereinafter  mentioned)  enter  into 
the  following  obligation  :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereun- 
to subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  Greensburg,  Columbia,  and  New 
Haven  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in 
such  proportions  and  at  such  times  as  the  said  president 
and  directors  may  require." 

§  3.  So  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed  to 
the  capital  stock  of  Baid  company,  or  sooner,  if  said  com- 
missioners shall  think  best,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
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187 1.  commissioners  (or  any  three  of  them  may  act)  to  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  stockholders  for  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  desig- 
nate, for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  three  or 
more  directors,  not  to  exceed  seven ;  which  officers  are  to 
be  elected  from  among  the  stockholders,  and  one  vote 
shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  said 
officers  phall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  A  ma- 
*  jority  of    the   directors   shall   be   competent   to    transact 

business. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  co.npany  is  orgHnized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  possess 
all  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  shall  and  may 
do  all  acts  and  things  necessary  for  laying  out  and  caus- 
ing a  survey  of  the  most  practicable  route  for  said  road, 
and  for  carrying  on  and  completing  the  same. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  grade  and  elevation  of  said  road,  the  width  or  part 
thereof  to  be  covered  by  stone,  and  the  width  or  part 
thereof  to  be  elevated  and  graded ;  they  shall  designate 
the  place  for  the  erection  of  gates,  not  exceeding  one  for 
every  five  miles  of  said  road;  and  they  may  charge  and 
receive  the  same  tolls  which  are  allowed  by  law  to  any 
other  turnpike  road  of  this  State.  The  width  of  said 
road  shall  not  exceed  sixty  feet,  and  the  part  covered 
with  stone  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  feet. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  may  call  on  the  sub- 
scribers of  stock  for  any  portion  of  their  stock  subscribed, 
not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  the  total  amount  at  a  time, 
nor  on  shorter  periods  than  three  months  after  the  first 
call;  the  first  call  of  one  fourth  may  be  called  for  and 
payment  enforced  at  any  time  after  said  board  is  organ- 
ized, until  all  the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  in  by  the 
subscribers  of  stock,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  to  each  stockholder  for  the  shares  by  him  held, 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  board,  according  to  the  order,  in  person  or  by  attor- 
ney in  fact,  of  such  stockholder;  but  no  share  shall  be 
transferred  until  all  the  calls  or  arrearages  herein  are 
paid.  On  the  transfer  of  any  share,  the  original  or  ex- 
isting certificate  shall  be  surrendered,  and  a  new  one 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  purchaser  thereof,  who  shall 
thereupon  become  one  of  the  incorporators,  and  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  of  the 
corporation  generally. 

§  8.  The  president  of  the  board  may  call  meetings  of 
the  board  at  such   times  and  places   as  he  may  think 
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proper;  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be  necessary  1871. 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  board  shall  keep  a 
record  of  its  proceedings,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be 
signed  by  the  president  or  presiding  officer;  and  they  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board. 

$  9.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  agree  and  contract  with  and  appoint  all  each 
surveyors,  engineers,  superintendents,  artists,  and  officers, 
as  it  shall  judge  necessary  to  act  within  the  authority  of 
the  board,  and  to  fix  the  pay  and  salaries  thereof,  to  pre- 
scribe the   time,  manner,  and   proportions  in  which    the 
stockholders  shall    make    payment  on   their    respective 
shares,  subject   to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed  ; 
to  draw  orders  on  their  treasurer  for  all  moneys  necessary 
to  pay  the  salaries  or  wages  of  persons  employed,  and  for 
materials  and  labor  furnished,  and  to  do  all  other  matters 
and  things  as  by  this  charter  or  by  the  by-laws  under  it 
said  board  is  authorized  to  do;   and  the  president  shall 
give  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  of  the  time  of  payment ;  and  if  any 
stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  proportion  of 
such  stock  for  the  space  of  twenty  days  after  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder 
shall  be   subject  to  suit    by  warrant  before  a  justice  of 
the  peace  or  in  the  quarterly  or  circuit  court  of  the  county 
through  which  the  road  runs,  or  in  any  county  where  the 
subscriber  resides,  tor  the  amount  or  amounts  so  called, 
and  shall    pay  interest  upon   it  from  the   time  it  should 
have  been  paid,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
until  paid.     And  in  the  event  of  said  corporation  failing 
to  make  any   portion  of  any   share  of  stock,  the  whole 
amount  which  shall  have  been  paid  thereon  shall  be  for- 
feited to  the  company  and  passed  to  the  general  items  of 
the    profits  :    Provided,   That  no   paid  up  share  of  stock 
shall  be  forfeited  by  reason  of  such  failure. 

$  10.  That  said  road  shall  be  located  by  the  president 
and  directors,  commencing  at  some  point  in  Adair  county ; 
and  from  thence  the  most  direct  and  practicable  route  to 
Greensburg,  and  from  Greensburg  the  most  direct  and 
available  route  to  some  point  in  Larue  county,  so  as  to 
intersect  the  Bardstown  and  Green  River  Turnpike  Road ; 
but  said  road  may  give  preference  to  that  route  upon 
which  the  citizens  and  property-owners  give  the  most 
liberally,  and  subscribe  the  most  stock ;  said  road  shall 
be  laid  out  and  graded  as  said  president  and  directors 
may  order ;  and  they,  their  surveyors,  engineers,  and  other 
agents,  are  hereby  authorized  to  occupy,  use,  and  own  any 
public  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  between  the  termini  of 
the  road  to  be  built,  for  aW  purposes  necessary  to  the  con- 
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1871.       atruction  and  use  of  said  turnpike  road,  on  the  macadam- 
ized plan,  making  reasonable  provision  for  the  travel  on 
said  public  roads  while  said  turnpike  is  being  constructed  ; 
said  company  may  also  go  upon  any  lands  or  inclosurea 
contiguous  thereto,   to   examine  any    lands,  quarries    of 
stone,  or  other  material  necessary  for  the  construction  or 
use  of  Baid  road ;  and  if  the  board  of  directors  and  the 
owner  of  said  land,  quarry,  stone,  or  other  material,  cannot 
agree  upon  the  price  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  cofnpany 
for  the  same,  application  shall  be  made,  on  behalf  of  the 
company,  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  the 
land,  stone,  quarry,  or  other  material  is  situated,  for  a 
jury  to  assess  the  value  of  the  same;  and  after  the  return 
and  confirmation  by  said  county  court  of  the  inquest  of 
the  jury,  said  company  shall  make  payment  of,  or  tender 
the  value  of  any  land,  quarry,  stone,  or  other  material, 
and  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  occupy,  appropriate,  and 
use  the  same  in  the  construction  of,  and  for  the  use  of,  the 
said  road ;  and  all  persons  employed  in  the  construction 
of  said  road  with  wagons,  carts,  and  all  other  necessary 
implements,  shall   have  free  ingress  and  egress  to   and 
from  said  lands,  stone,  quarry,  or  other  materials  for  the 
purposes   aforesaid;    the   directors  shall   have   power   to 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands,  quarries,  stone, 
and  material  for  the  same  or  the  use  thereof. 

§  11.  When  said  road,  or  any  continuous  section  of  two 

and  one  half  miles  of  said  road,  shall  have  been  completed, 

the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  gate 

and  collect  half  toll — that  is,  one  half  the  amount  charged 

.  for  five  miles,  according  to  this  act. 

§  12.  The  toll-gate  keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
president  and  directors,  and  said  board  shall  also  appoint 
a  clerk  and  treasurer;  the  latter  of  whom  shall  be  re- 
quired to  enter  into  bond  with  good  security,  payable  to 
said  company;  the  clerk  shall  keep  in  a  well  bound  book 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  board,  which  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 
The  bond  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  conditioned  that  he 
will  faithfully  discharge  his  duties  as  treasurer,  and  that 
he  will,  at  all  times,  pay  over  any  money  in  his  hands  to 
the  order  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  board. 
Suit  may  be  brought  on  said  bond  in  the  name  of  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  for  any  default 
of  said  treasurer,  in  any  court  having  competent  juris- 
diction. 

§  13.  The  president  and  directors  may  let  out  any  por- 
tion of  said  road  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  are  sab- 
scribed,  and  may  commence  at  any  point  on  the  line  they 
may  see  proper,  and  the  balance  of  said  road,  or  an  addi- 
tional part  thereof,  at  discretion  of  said  board,  as  soon  a* 
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the  capital  stock  is  subscribed  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  1871. 
build  the  road  from  a  point  in  Adair  to  Greensburg,  or 
from  Greensburg  to  the  Green  and  Larue  line  or  a  less 
distance;  or  said  board  may  let  out  the  building  of  any 
portion  of  said  road  from  one  to  fifteen  miles,  as  fast  as 
the  money  is  subscribed  to  build  the  same. 

§  14.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
construct  branch  roads  from  the  principal  road,  s6  as  to 
intersect  any  other  turnpike  road  or  roads,  or  to  construct 
branches  from  the  principal  road  to  any  town  or  other 
point;  and  for  this  purpose  the  president  and  directors 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  privileges  that  are  given 
to  them  in  this  charter  to  construct  the  main  road. 

§15.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  acquire,  hold, 
or  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  so  far  as  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  corporation  for  the  construction,  use,  and  re- 
pair of  said  road  or  branches;  to  build  bridges,  erect 
gate- houses,  and  to  do  all  other  necessary  things  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

§  16.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  are 
authorized  to  sell  stock  in  said  company  to  any  amount 
they  may  judge  proper  to  any  person  or  persons,  and  take 
their  obligations  payable  in  labor  on  said  road,  or  part  in 
labor  and  part  in  money,  at  such  prices  as  may  be  agreed 
on  between  the  parties. 

§  17.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  and 
other  officers  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
office,  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  well  and  truly  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

§  18.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  adopt  and  enforce  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  enabling  them 
to  control  and  manage  the  road  and  all  branches  and  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  same. 

§  19.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  each  individual,  through 
whose  land  the  main  road  or  any  branch  road  may  pass, 
who  may  subscribe  stock,  to  work  out  the  value  of  bis 
stock  through  his  land  at  the  customary  price  for  labor,  in- 
stead of  paying  the  same  in  money,  or  he  may  have  the 
preference  at  the  lowest  bid;  and  all  subscribers  of  stock 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  working  out  their  stock  sub- 
scribed, under  the  direction  of  the  president  and  directors, 
at  the  customary  price  for  labor. 

(  20.  The  county  court  of  Green  county  shall  have  the 
right  to  subscribe  for  the  stock  of  said  company  to  the 
amount  of  three  thousand  shares  or  less;  and  whenever 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall  request 
the  presiding  judge  of  the,  Green  county  court  to  submit 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  the  question  whether 
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1871  8a'd  court  shall,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  tax-payers  of 
said  county,  subscribe  for  three  thousand  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  (or  any  less  number  of 
share*),  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  order  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  said  county,  in  the  several  voting  pre- 
cincts therein,  for  that  purpose,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by 
the  presiding  judge  of  said  court,  not  Inter  than  thirty 
days  after  said  request  is  made  to  him;  and  if  a  majority 
of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  making  said  sub- 
scription, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge  to 
make  said  subscription  in  accordance  with  the  vote;  said 
subscription  being  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Green 
county  court. 

/  §  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  the  judge 
alone  presiding,  to  enter  said  written  application  at 
length  upon  the  records  of  his  court,  and  thereupon  to 
make  an  order  commanding  the  sheriff*  of  the  county,  on 
a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order,  to  open  the  polls  at  the 
several  voting  precincts  in  said  county,  and  to  take  the 
vote  of  the  qualified  voters  in  said  county  upon  the  ques- 
tion: M  Shall  the  county  court  subscribe  for,  and  on  behalf 
of,  the  tax* payers  in  said  county  of  Green,  the  number  of 
shares  proposed  in  said  written  application?"  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  appoint  the  judges  and 
clerk  of  said  election  as  is  now  required  by  law  in  cases 
of  elections  for  State  officers;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  as  he  may  pre- 
fer, to  superintend  and  hold  said  election,  as  is  required 
by  law  in  cases  of  elections  for  State  officers;  and  on  the 
failure  of  any  officer  appointed  to  hold  and  conduct  said 
election  to  attend  and  perform  the  duties  herein  required, 
those  who  do  attend  shall  appoint  and  qualify  others  in 
the  place  of  those  not  attending.  At  leant  twenty  days' 
previous  notice  in  writing,  posted  at  the  several  places  of 
voting,  shall  be  given  by  the  sheriff  of  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  said  election. 

§  22.  JThe  poll-books  shall  be  kept  open  as  is  now  re- 
quired by  law  and  the  Constitution,  and  the  books  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officers  of  the  election,  and  returned 
to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Green  county  court  on 
the  third  day  after  the  election. 

§23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge,  county 
court  clerk,  and  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  the  day  of  the 
return  of  said  books  to  the  office  of  the  county  court 
clerk,  as  is  herein  required,  to  count  the  vote  for  and 
against  said  subscription;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  subscription  of  the 
stock,  they  shall  make  oat  a  written  certificate  to  that 
effect,  which   shall   be  entered  on   the  records   of  said 
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county  court,  or  the  duties  may  be  performed  by  any  two      1871. 
of  said  officers  in  the  absence  of  either  of  the  three. 

§24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  court,  the  judge 
alone  presiding,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county,  in  de- 
nominations of  from  one  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars 
each,  payable  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Greens* 
burg,  Columbia,  and  New  Haven  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany in  ten,  twenty,  or  thirty  years,  as  the  company  may 
demand,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  or  eight  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semi-annually,  as 
the  company  may  direct,  for  the  amount  of  said  subscrip- 
tion, which  bonds  are  to  be  taken  and  received  byt  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company  in  satisfaction  of 
said  subscription,  and  for  which  the  county  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  an 
amount  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  bonds; 
said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  county  judge,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  clerk  of  the  Green  county  court;  shall 
have  coupons  attached  for  the  payment  of  the  interest, 
which  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  court; 
said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  place  in  the 
United  States  as  the  president  and  directors  may  desig- 
nate, and  they  may  be  negotiated  by  the  president  and 
directors,  by  their  written  indorsement  thereon.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Green  county  court,  through  its  pre- 
siding judge,  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  by  the  imposition  of 
an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  real  and  personal  estate, 
including  the  amount  of  each  tax -payer's  worth  under  the 
equalization  law  within  said  county  subject  to  taxation 
for  revenue  purposes;  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  property  subject  to  taxation,  recourse  may  be  had  to 
the  assessor's  tax- book  of  Green  county ;  said  tax  shall 
be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Green  county  as  other  pub- 
lic dues,  under  the-  same  responsibilities  as  for  collecting 
other  public  dues,  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  him  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  company,  who  is  to  be  chosen  by  the 
directors,  to  be  applied  by  him  to  the  payment  of  the  in- 
terest on  said  bonds:  Provided,  That  the  directors  may, 
in  their  discretion,  elect  a  special  commissioner  to  receive 
the  interest  on  said  bondB,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with 
good  security,  payable  to  the  president  and  directors,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

$  25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collecting  officer  to  give 
to  the  persons  from  whom  he  may  collect  said  tax  a  re- 
ceipt, specifying  the  amount  paid  and  time  of  payment. 

§  26.  Whenever  the  amount  of  said  receipt  or  receipts 
shall  equal,  in  the  aggregate,  the  amount  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  president  and  direct- 
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1871.  orft  of  8a^  company,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  issue  to  the 
holder  thereof  a  certificate  of  stock  equal  to  the  amount 
of  receipts  surrendered,  and  said  receipts  are  and  shall  be 
assignable.  The  person  receiving  said  certificate  shall 
thenceforth  be  a  stockholder  in  said  company,  and  en- 
titled to  all  the  privileges  of  other  stockholders. 

§  27.  Said  county  court,  upon  the  request  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company,  shall  impose  a  taj 
upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  said  county,  not 
exceeding  thirty  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property  assessed  for  taxation  in  any  one  year,  to  create 
a  sinking  fund  for  the  extinguishment  ol  the  principal  of 
said  bonds,  and  may  make  all  needful  orders,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  that  purpose. 

$  28.  The  county  judge,  county  court  clerk,  and  treas- 
urer, or  special  commissioner  of  said  company,  shall  ex- 
officio  constitute  a  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  manage  the  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds :  And  provided 
further,  That  any  dividends  that  may  be  declared  by  the 
board  of  directors  on  the  stock  owned  by  the  county  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  be  paid  over  to  said  commissioners,  and 
applied  to  either  the  interest  on  said  bonds  or  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  said  bonds,  as  the  commissioners  in  their  discretion 
may  think  best. 

§  29.  That  whenever  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  shall  request  the  county  court  of  Adair  county, 
or  the  county  court  of  Larue  county,  to  do  so,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  county  court,  the  judge  alone  presiding, 
forthwith  to  submit  to  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
any  election  precinct  in  their  respective  counties  the 
question  whether  said  precinct  or  precincts  shall  or  not 
subscribe  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  tax-payers  of  such  pre- 
cinct for  the  number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company  mentioned  in  the  order  of  -submission,  and  as 
may  be  proposed  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  ;  said  election  or  elections  shall  be  ordered  and 
held  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  courts  respectively,  not 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  request  is  made ;  but  be- 
fore said  election  or  elections  shall  be  held,  the  sheriff  of 
Adair  county  and  the  sheriff  of  Larue  county,  as  the  case 
may  be,  Bhall  respectively  give  (in  the  proposed  precincts 
of  their  counties)  at  least  twenty  days1  notice,  in  writing, 
posted  at  three  public  places  in  such  precinct,  of  the  time 
.and  place  of  holding  said  elections;  and  said  election  in 
the  proposed  district  in  Adair  county,  or  in  the  proposed 
precinct  or  voting  district  in  Larue  county,  shall,  in  every 
particular,  be  held  and  conducted  and  determined  as  is 
prescribed  in  this  act  for  the  county  of  Green,  so  far  as 
the  same  can  be  made  applicable. 
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§  30.  If  said  voting  precinct  in  Adair  county,  or  said  1871. 
voting  precinct  in  Larue  county,  shall,  by  its  vote  afore- 
said, determine,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at 
said  election,  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  county  court  of  said  precinct  to  make  said  subscrip- 
tion ;  the  presiding  judge  of  Adair  county,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  the  tax-payers  in  the  precinct  in  Adair,  and 
the  county  judge  ot  Larue  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  tax- 
payers in  the  precinct  voting  in  Larue  county ;  and  also 
to  issue  the  bonds  of  such  precincts  in  their  counties  re- 
spectively in  payment  thereof,  in  the  mode  and  manner 
provided  in  this  act  for  issuing  the  bonds  of  Green  county ; 
and  the  same  powers  are  conferred  upon  the  presiding 
judges  of  the  counties  of  Adair  and  Larue  to  levy  a 
tax  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  to  create  a 
sinking  fund  to  pay  off  the  principal  of  said  bonds,  as 
prescribed  for  the  payment  of  the  Green  county  bonds. 
That  for  the  purpose  of  effectuating  and  carrying  into 
execution  the  vote  and  subscriptions  herein  provided  for 
the  precincts  in  Adair  and  Larue  counties,  all  the  fore- 
going sections  of  this  act  for  carrying  into  effect  the  vote 
and  subscription  of  the  county  of  Green,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  apply  to  and  made  applicable  to  the  precincts  in 
the  counties  of  Adair  and  Larue,  as  if  the  said  precincts 
in  said  counties  had  been  mentioned  in  every  section  of 
this  act;  so  that  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon 
the  county  court  clerk  and  sheriff  of  Green  county,  shall  be 
conferred  upon  the  county  court  clerks  and  sheriffs  of  the 
counties  of  Larue  and  Adair. 

§31.  The  officers  collecting  the  money  to  be  raised 
under  this  act  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  now  al- 
lowed by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§  32.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1397. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  High  School  at  Frankfort.    • 

Whereas,  Sundry  citizens  of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  Ky  , 
and  the  vicinity  thereof,  desirous  of  establishing  a  first- 
class  High  School,  have,  for  that  purpose,  united  and  made 
arrangements  for  carrying  into  successful  operation  the 
purpose  aforesaid;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  John  Walcutt,  E.  H.  Taylor,  jr.,  H.  I.  Todd, 
Thomas  Rodman,  Grant  Green,  J.  G.  Dudley,  D.  W.  Lind- 
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1871.  8ey>  B*  B.  Sayre,  and  J.  Stoddard  Johnston,  heretofore 
chosen  as  a  board  of  managers,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "  The  Kentucky  High  School.'1 

$  2.  That  the  board  of  managers  aforesaid,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  have  perpetual  existence  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid;  shall  have  the  power  to  use  a 
corporate  seal,  and  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure  ; 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  corporation  to  pro- 
cure a  corporate  seal,  but  may  authenticate  its  acts  by  the 
signature  and  seal  of  the  president,  attested  by  the  secre- 
tary; shall  have  power  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the  benefit 
of  said  High  School,  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
moneys,  goods,  or  choses  in  action,  by  gift,  donation, 
devise,  contract,  or  purchase,  heretofore  or  hereafter  to  be 
had  or  made,  as  the  board  of  managers  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  may  dispose  of  the 
same  at  pleasure;  to  ratify  any  contracts  heretofore  made 
by  the  board  of  managers';  to  make  any  contracts  or 
agreements;  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  corporation  in  any 
amount  said  board  may  deem  necessary;  to  sue  and  be 
sued  in  their  corporate  name;  to  plead  and  be  impleaded 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  such  acts  as  any  Bimilar  institution  is  permitted 
to  do  or  perform  :  Provided,  They  be  not  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  ;  ten  thousand  dollars  of  which 
shall  be  subscribed  before  said  board  of  managers  proceed 
to  act  under  this  charter. 

§  4.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  at  such  places  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of 
managers  shall  direct ;  three  commissioners  to  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  board  of  managers  to  open  said  books,  any  two 
of  whom  may  act.  The  subscribers  must  enter  into  an 
obligation  of  the  following  import:  "We  promise  to  pay 
to  (  The  Kentucky  High  School'  fifty  dollars  for  every 
share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  names,  to  be  paid  in 
such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as  may  be 
required  of  us  by  the  board  of  managers  of  said  High 
School." 

§  5.  That  said  board  of  managers  shall  have  the  power 
to  issue,  to  an  amount  not  over  two  thirds  of  the  stock 
subscribed,  coupon  bonds  of  said  coporation  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  payable  not  exceeding  twenty  years 
after  date,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent, 
per  anpum,  payable  semi-annually;  said  bonds  to  be  sign- 
ed by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of 
.the  board  of  managers,  And  the  bonds  and  coupons  to  be 
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made  payable   at  the   Farmers9    Bank   of  Kentucky,   in      1871. 
Frankfort,  Ky.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Baid  board  of 
managers,  at  the  time  of  issuing  any  such  bonds,  to  pro- 
vide the  means  for  creating  a  sinking  fund  adequate  to 
redeem  said  bonds  at  their  maturity. 

§  6\  That  any  such  bonds  mentioned  in  the  fifth  section 
of  this  act  as  may  be  issued,  as  well  as  any  real  estate 
that  may  be  acquired  by  the  corporation  herein  created, 
are  hereby  released  and  exempted  from  all  State,  county,' 
and  municipal  taxation. 

"}7.  The  present  board  of  managers  shall  hold  their 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1872,  at  which 
time,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  stockholders  shall  hold 
an  election  for  a  new  board  of  managers,  at  which  elec- 
tion each  stockholder  shall  have  a  vote  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  stock  held  by  him;  and  the  board  of  man- 
agers now  in  office,  or  elected  at  any  such  election  as 
aforesaid,  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  have 
qualified. 

§  8.  That  the  board  of  managers  incorporated  by  this 
act  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  its  passage,  and  the 
board  of  managers  hereafter  elected  shall,  at  t^e  first 
meeting  alter  their  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
by  them  be  deemed  practicable,  choose  from  their  body  a 
president,  to  be  styled  !he  "President  of  the  Board  of 
Managers;"  and  they  shall  also  appoint  a  treasurer  and 
secretary,  each  of  which  three  officers,  unless  removed  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  said  board,  shall  hold  their  office 
for,  and  during  the  continuance  of,  the  board  by  whom 
they  were  chosen  or  appointed.  Should  a  vacancy  at  any 
time  occur  in  any  of  the  offices  aforesaid,  or  in  the  board 
of  managers,  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  Frank- 
lin county,  or  from  any  cause  whatever,  the  president 
shall  call  a  meeting  therefor,  and  said  office  or  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  board  re- 
maining in  office. 

§  9.  That  the  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  principal  of  said  High  School,  and  such  profes- 
sors and  instructors,  &c,  as  may  at  any  time  be  necessary 
for  the  instruction  ot  the  pupils  therein  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  and  in  all  necessary,  useful,  and  ornamental 
branches  of  a  thorough  and  liberal  education;  and  thd 
said  board  of  managers,  and  their  successors,  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  by  laws  for  the  government  of  their 
own  body,  and  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment and  control  of  the  principal,  professors,  and  instruct- 
ors, and  the  pupils,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to 
alter,  amend,  or  annul  the  same  at  will. 

§  10.  That  the  board  of  managers,  of  which  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Common  wealth  shall  be  ex-offkio  a  member, 
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1871.  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  course  of  studies,  and  to 
confer  upon  graduates  of  said  High  School  such  diplomas, 
honors,  and  degrees,  as  evidences  of  scholarship,  as  are 
usual  in  the  institutions  and  colleges  of  this  Common- 
wealth, the  same  to  be  signed  by  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth,  the  president  of  the  board  of  managers, 
and  such  other  person  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  managers. 

§  11.  That  the  treasurer  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall 
give  bond,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
managers,  for  the  proper  disposition  of  moneys  that  may 
come  to  his  hands,  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

§  12.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1398. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  storage  of  Illuminating 

Oils,  as  far  as  same  applies  to  Ohio  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act  approved  March  21,  1870,  entitled 
"An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  and  Btorge  of  illuminating 
oils,  &c,"  be,  and  is  hereby,  so  far  repealed  as  not  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  '•  Aurora  Oil"  in  Ohio  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  3,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1401. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Eminence. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Deposit  Bank  of 
Eminence  is  hereby  increased  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  the  president  and  directors  of  said  bank  may 
open  books  for  the  subscription  of  the  same  at  any  time 
and  place  they  may  direct;  and  when  so  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  used  and  controlled  as  prescribed  by  the  original 
charter  of  said  bank,  and  the  amendments  thereto. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
parage.

CHAPTER  1402.  1871. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of   the  sureties  of   H.   M.  Wade,  late  Sheriff  of 
Marshall  County,  on  his  Revenue  Bond  for  the  year  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  Marshall  circuit  court  is  hereby  given 
jurisdiction  to  adjust  all  controversies  which  have  or  may 
hereafter  arise  between  the  sureties  in  H.  M.  Wade's 
revenue  bond  for  the  year  1869,  or  between  said  sureties 
and  said  H.  M.  Wade,  or  between  said  Wade  and  his 
sureties  and  the  Auditor  of  this  State,  so  far  as  to  deter- 
mine to  whom  the  claims  now  on  'file  in  the  Auditor's 
office  belong,  also  to  determine  and  adjudge  that  the 
Auuitor  of  this  State  shall  pay  said  claims  to  the  person 
or  persons  entitled  thereto. 

§  2.  That  alter  said  determination  and  adjudication, 
the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasury 
for  the  amount  ot  said  claims  in  favor  of  the  person  or 
persons  found  by  said  judgment  to  be  entitled  thereto: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  derogate 
from  the  power  said  Auditor  now  has  by  law  in  regard 
to  the  amount  of  said  claims. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1403, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  Vanceburg  Male  and  Female 

Academy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  by  section 
second  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall 
only  be  levied  upon  the  real  estate  within  the  city  of 
Vanceburg,  and  that  said  tax  shall  also  be  levied  upon 
all  the  real  estate  situated  within  the  Vanceburg  common 
school  district.

§  3.  The  school-house  to  be  built  shall  not  cost  exceed- 
ing four  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  The  tax  upon  the  real  estate  outside  of  the  city  of 
of  Vanceburg,  and  within  said  common  school  district, 
and  the  poll-tax  heretofore  authorized  to  be  levied,  shall 
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1871.  c®**e  as  soon  as  the  lot  and  the  school-house  to  be  built 
thereon  is  paid  for. 

§  5.  No  part  of  the  tax  authorized  to  be  collected  ah -ill 
be  used  tor  any  purpose  except  in  paying  for  the  lot  and 
school-house  to  be  built  on  the  name. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  apply  to  the  taxes  collected  or  to  be 
collected  for  the  year.  1870;  and  if  any  person  has  paid 
tax  upon  any  personal  estate  for  said  year,  such  tax  so 
paid  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1404. 

AN  ACT  to  Charter  the  Edge  worth  Institute  of  Learning,  in  Lexington, 

Fayette  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfte  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  incorporated  and  established,  in  the  city  of  L<  x- 
ington,  Fayette  county,  Kentucky,  to  be  known  and  called 
by  the  name  of  the  Edgewoith  Institute. 

§  2.  That  Charles  P.  McCrohan,  as  president  of  said 
institution,  and  Thomas  D.  Elmore,  Samuel  Coffman, 
Charles  M.  Tucker,  Samuel  L).  Elmore,  George  S.  Mason, 
J«>bu  J.  Coffman,  and  James  E.  Elmore,  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  trustees  of  said  institution ;  and  as  such  shall 
have  perpetual  succession  and  existence;  and  as  such 
they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  bold  and  enjoy  and  possess  all  moneys,  property, 
or  choses  in  action,  which  may,  at  any  time  or  in  any- 
wise, belong  to  said  institution  ;  and  they  are  hereby 
made  able  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  institution,  all. lands,  tenements,  money,  choses  in 
action,  or  other  thing,  by  conveyances  or  other  transfers, 
which  may  in  an)  wise  belong  or  fall  to  said  institution; 
including  all  endowments  or  donations  that  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  made  to  the  same. 

§  3.  That  said  board,  when  suing  and  being  sued,  con- 
tracting or  acting  for«or  on  behall  of  said  institution,  or 
its  rights  or  interest,  they  shall  be  styled  or  style  them* 
selves  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Edge  worth  Insti- 
tute. 

§  4.  In  the  event  that  the  president,  or  any  one  of  the 
trustees  constituting  said  board,  shall,  at  any  time,  die, 
resign,  become  incapable  of  acting,  or  refuse  to  act,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  those  remaining  in  office,  or  surviv- 
ing, to  promptly  supply  vacancies. 
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§  5.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  educa-  1871. 
tion  in  all  its  branches,  and  extending  the  sphere  of 
science,  said  board  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  establish  and  endow  in  said  institution  such  profes- 
sorships as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  .a  liberal  and 
thorough  course  of  instruction  ;  they  shall  have  free  power 
to  solicit  and  employ  any  officers  and  agents  they  shall 
deem  proper,  as  they,  from  time  to  time,  shall  deem  nec- 
essary :  Provided,  Such  officers,  agents,  and  employees 
shall  rely  alone  upon  the  tuition  fees  and  earnings  of  -aid 
institute. 

§  tt.  Said  board  are  hereby  empowered  to  make,  ordain, 
establish,  and  execute  all  such  by-laws  rules,  and  ordi- 
nances, not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
oi  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  said  institution,  for  their  own 
government,  for  the  good  government  of  the  professors, 
tutors,  agents,  instructors,  officers,  and  students  of  the 
same,  and  generally  to  do  all  acts  necessary  and  proper 
to  build  up  said  institution  and  promote  its  welfare  and 
prosperity. 

§  7.  That  said  board,  together  with  the  faculty,  shall 
have  power  to  hold  annual  commencements  and  public 
examinations;  and  shttll  also  have  power  to  confer  such 
honorary  degrees  and  diplomas  as  are  usual  in  other 
institutions  or  colleges  in  the  United  States;  and  shall 
have  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  immunities,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  pains,  penalties,  and  liabilities  of 
similar  institutions  in  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  a.  That  *aid  board  may  allow  any  denomination  of 
Christians,  or  any  individual,  to  endow  any  professorship 
in  the  literary  department  of  said  institute,  upon  such 
terms  as  may  be  just  and  reasonable  by  them;  and  the 
denomination  of  Christians,  or  the  individual  making  such 
endowment,  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  competent 
and  acceptable  professor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  said  board. 

§  0.  Said  board  shall  have  full  power,  at  all  times, 
to  promptly  dismiss,  turn  out  of  office,  or  suspend  any 
teacher  or  employee  for  incompetency,  improper  conduct, 
or  for  such  behavior  as  is  incompatible  with  the  dignity  of 
the  station  held  by  the  delinquent. 

§  10.  A  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business ;  and  no  act  of  said  board  shall  be  valid  or 
binding  unless  it  receives  the  previous  sanction  of  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  board. 

$11.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer  of 
said  board,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  security, 
to  be  approved,  and  accepted  by  said  board;  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  funds  which 
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1871.  m*y  belong  to  said  institution,  and  safely  keep  the  same, 
and  to  pay  oat  and  disburse  the  same  in  pursuance  of  an 
order  of  said  board,  signed  by  the  president  thereof,  and 
not  otherwise. 

§  12.  Thttt  the  stockholders  in  said  institution  shall  have 
the  right  and  power  to  transfer  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
their  stock  held  by  any  one  of  them,  by  written  transfers 
on  the  books  of  said  institution,  to  be  signed  by  the  party, 
and  attested  by  the  keeper  of  said  records. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Dallasburg  School  District,  in  Owen  County. 

Whereas,  Marcus  L.  Clark  did,  in  his  lifetime,  give  the 
income  of  eight  hundred  dollars  to  the  use  and  benefit  of 
educating  the  children  in  the  Dallasburg  school  district, 
in  Owen  county ;  and  whereas,  the  said  money  has  been 
in  the  hands  of  Samuel  H.  Riley  ever  since  the  death  of 
said  Clark,  and  the  interest  of  the  same  has  been  annu- 
ally paid  to  the  trustees  of  said  school  district  for  the 
purpose  as  aforesaid  ;  but  as  life  is  uncertain,  and  in 
order  to  perpetuate  the  use  of  said  fund,  therefore, 

Be  xt  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  the  eight  hundred  dollars  which  Marcus  L. 
Clark  donated  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Dallasburg 
school  district,  in  Owen  county,  be  known  as  the  "  Dallas- 
burg Clark  School  Fund,"  the  interest  alone  to  be  used 
annually  in  perpetuity. 

§  2.  That  Samuel  H.  Riley,  Barney  Vanderen,  and 
Thomas  J.  Allnutt,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said 
fund,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  loan  said  money  upon 
good  security,  and  to  pay  over  annually  the  income  on 
the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the  Dallasburg  school  district, 
to  be  used  in  paying  for  tuition  given  to  the  children  of 
said  district. 

$  3.  The  said  trustees  shall  execute  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond  to  the  Owen  county  court  for  the  sale-keeping  of 
said  fund,  and  for  the  lull  performance  of  their  duty 
under  this  act,  which  shall  be  renewed  whenever  re- 
quired by  said  court.  In  the  event  of  death  or  resigna- 
tion by  any  of  said  trustees,  the  said  county  court  shall 
appoint  a  suitable  person  in  said  school  district  to  fill 
said  vacancy,  who  shall  give  the  required  bond  as  afore- 
said.

He  shall  be  allowed 
a  fee  of  five  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  city,  for  summoning 
and  attending  each  jury  in  cases  of  ad  quod  damnum;  but 
there  is  to  be  but  one  charge  under  same  writ,  and  no  other 
charges  shall  he  have  or  make  against  said  city  for  his 
official  services,  but  in  lieu  thereof  said  general  council 
may  allow  said  marshal  any  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum  for  said  services. 

§  15.  That  the  general  council  of  said  city  shall  have    Mayor's  wImt 
power  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  mayor  of  said  city  to  oretied.  ' 
any  t>um  which,  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

§  16.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  coming  in  conflict 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  17.  That  this  act  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1412. 

AN  ACT  defining  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Marshal  of  the  Town  of  Ceralro, 

in  the  County  of  Ohio. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Geralvo,  in  the 
county  of  Ohio,  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
constables,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  con- 
stables for  similar  services. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

1871.  CHAPTER  1415. 

AN  ACT  ia  relation  to  Official  Sales  in  Bojle  and  Lincoln  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geneinl  Assembly  of  the  Cirmmonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act  (chapter  017)  in  re- 
lation to  official  sales  in  Mercer  county,  approved  March 
21st,  1870,  are  hereby  extended  to  Boyle  and  Lincoln 
counties. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  March  7,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1417. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek 

Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  the  county  of  Campbell,  lying  on 
both  sides  of  the  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek  Turn- 
pike, as  is  included  within  the  following  boundary,  to- wit: 
Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  said  turnpike  road  about  forty 
rods  south  of  its  junction  with  the  Campbell  Turnpike 
Company's  road,  and  in  the  boundary  line  between  the 
lands  of  L.  M.  Eckert  and  Samuel  Wadsworth ;  thence 
ea*twardly  with  said  line  to  the  Low  Gap  road,  so  as  to 
include  all  Samuel  Wadsworth's  land,  twenty  acres  of 
Mrs.  S.  Harris'  land,  all  of  Henry  Sethman's  land,  twen- 
ty five  acres  of  Wiley  Bates',  all  ol  Mrs.  John  Reese's  land, 
titty-five  acres  of  J.  C.  Youtsey's  land,  all  of  Thomas 
loutsey,  A.  J.  Youtsey,  John  Bartle,  Joseph  Weaver, 
Hezekiah  Gay,  William  Cook,  Charles  Taylor,  and  twenty 
acres  of  Fred.  Wendts'  land,  and  at  a  point  where  his 
(Wendts')  east  line  intersects  the  said  Low  Gap  county 
road ;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  Edward  Shaw's  farm,  and  in  a  county  road,  in- 
cluding the  lands  of  H.  &  H.  Caldwell,  Godfried  Ltckert, 
Michael  Young,  Covington  Ducker,  and  twenty-five  acres 
of  Jonathan  White's  land;  also  the  land  of  James  and 
Hiram  Strawn;  thence  from  the  aforesaid  northeast 
corner  of  Edward  Shaw's,  a  straight  line  in  a  southerly 
direction  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Wm.  Grant's  farm, 
in  the  old  State  road,  including  the  lands  of  Edward  and 
James  Shaw,  Staffins,  which  he  bought  of  McDermot; 
thence  from  the  aforesaid  corner  of  Wm.  Grant's  farm, 
with  the  Caldwell  road,  to  the  northwest  corner  of  James 
Hardin's  tarm,  and  including  all  land  on  the  west  side  of 
said  Caldwell  road,  and  between  it  and  the  pike ;  thence  a 
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straight  line  to  the  center  of  Twelve  Mile  creek,  at  the  1871, 
point  where  the  line  between  Campbell  and  Pendleton 
counties  crosses  said  creek,  and  including  all  land  between 
the  aforesaid  line  and  the  said  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple 
Creek  Turnpike  Road ;  thence  with  the  said  county  line  to 
the  Licking  river,  and  then  down  the  said  river  to  Griffin's 
Ford,  and  thence  with  the  Griffin  Ford  road,  in  a  northerly 
direction,  to  the  southwest  corner  of  F.  M.  Gosney's  farm; 
thence  to  the  southwest  corner  of  James  Goaney's  farm, 
on  Phillips'  creek,  and  including  the  lands  between  said 
line  and  the  aforesaid  pike  ;  thence  up  Phillips'  creek,  as 
it  meanders,  to  Wm.  Lee's  southwest  corner,  and  in  the 
Grant  Lick's  road  ;  thence  with  said  road,  in  a  nor  westerly 
direction,  to  Charles  Maddox,  sr.'s,  southwest  corner,  on 
the  Licking  river  ;  then  down  the  river  to  William  Ware's 
north  line  ;  then  with  Ware's  north  line  to  the  Licking 
turnpike  road ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  L.  M.  Eckert's 
northeast  corner,  on  the  Campbell  Turnpike  Road.  The 
above  boundary  to  include  all  the  land  of  Dr.  Gunkle, 
Joseph  Harner,  John  Dye,  Hamilton  Lyons,  George 
Youteey,  M,  M.  Neyman,  Richard  Taylor,  and  Henry 
Sethman ;  and  seven  acres  of  Elizabeth  Miles,  twenty- 
five  acres  of  Sarah  Youtsey,  and  fifteen  acres  of  L.  M. 
Eckert ;  thence  from  the  above  corner  of  L.  M.  Eck- 
ert's southwardly,  along  the  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple 
Creek  Turnpike  Road,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  constituted  a  district  for  the  purpose 
of  aiding  in  the  completion  of  said  turnpike  road  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  prescribed. 

$  2.  That  the  following  named  persons,  to-wit :  John 
H.  Byrd,  sr.,  A.  S.  Laspe,  R.  H.  Gosney,  and  Joseph 
Harner,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  appraisers, 
who,  after  taking  an  oath  before  any  judge  or  justice  of 
the  peace  for  said  county,  faithfully  and  impartially  to 
discharge  the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  this  act,  shall 
proceed  to  view  and  appraise  the  value  per  acre  of  each 
tract  of  land  in  said  district  as  the  same  will,  in  their 
judgment,  be  increased  by  the  completion  of  said  pike 
through  said  district,  in  the  manner  now  contemplated  by 
law.  Such  appraisement  shall  be  set  down  by  them  in 
writing,  showing  the  name  of  the  owner  of  each  tract  of 
land,  the  number  of  acres  belonging  to  him  in  said  dis- 
trict, and  its  value,  as  enhanced  by  the  completion  of  said 
pike;  and  when  said  appraisement  is  completed,  said  ap- 
praisers shall  annex  their  affidavit  thereto,  stating  that 
they  have  faithfully  and  impartially  made  said  appraise- 
ment, and  that  they  verily  believe  the  same  to  b&  correct 
and  just,  and  shall  deliver  said  appraisement  to  the  secre- 
tary of  said  turnpike  company.     Should  either  of  said, 
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1871.       appraisers  die,  resign,  or  fail  to  act,  their  places  shall  be 
supplied  by  the  judge  of  the  county  court. 

§  3.  Upon   the  completion  of   said    appraisement,  ten 
days'  written  notice   shall   be  given  by  the   secretary  of 
said  company,  in  not  less  than  four  public  places  in  said 
district,  that  said  appraisement  has  been  completed,  and 
is  in  his  hands  for  the  inspection  of  the  property-holders 
in  said  district;  whereupon   any  person   owning  land  in 
the  district  may  appear  and  inspect  said  appraisement,  at 
any  time  within  twenty  days  after  the  expiration  of  the 
notice ;  and  if  he  shall  not  be  satisfied  therewith,  he  shall 
set  down  his  exceptions  thereto  in  writing,  and  file  them 
with  said  secretary,  who  shall  carefully  preserve  the  same ; 
and  at  the  expiration  of  said  twenty  days,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  appraisers  to  meet  at  some  convenient  place 
or  places  in  said  district,  of  which   they  shall  give  ten 
days'  written  notice,  to  be  posted  at  four  public  places  in 
the  district,  and  there  consider  such  written  exceptions, 
and  correct  any  error  in  their  appraisement  which  shall 
be  specified  in  said  exceptions,  it  they  shall  find  the  ex- 
ception well  taken  ;  if  not,  their  appraisement  shall  stand. 
§  4.  That  a  tax  not  exceeding  thirty  cents  per  annum 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  on  the  aforesaid  appraise- 
ment (the  amount  each  year  to  be  determined  by  a  vote 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  said   company  at  a  regular 
meeting  thereof,  but  not  in  any  year  to  exceed  the  said 
sum  of  thirty  cents),  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied 
upon  the  said  real  estate  in  said  district,  to  be  assessed 
against  and  paid   by  the  owners  thereof;   the   same  to 
be  due  and    payable  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  of  each  year; 
the  same  to  be  expended  in  the  completion  of  said  road, 
and  the  payment  of  any  obligations  which  have  been  or 
shall  be  fncurred  in  and  about  the  construction  thereof; 
said  tax  to  be  annually  levied  until  said  work  is  complete, 
or  a  sufficient  sum  is  levied  to  complete  the  same. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  against 
whom  said  tax  is  assessed  to  pay  said  tax  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  company  within  thirty  days  after  the  same 
becomes  due;  and  when  any  tax  so  paid  amounts  to  the 
sum  of  twenty  dollars  or  more,  to  cause  to  be  issued  to 
the  tax-payer  a  certificate  of  stock  therefor,  giving  him 
a  receipt  for  any  sum  so  paid  and  not  covered  by  his  cer- 
tificate; and  if  the  tax  so  paid  shall  not  amount  to  twenty 
dollars, he  shall  give  him  a  receipt  therefor;  and  whenever 
any  person  shall  present  to  said  treasurer  receipts  given 
as  aforesaid,  and  amounting  to  one  or  more  shares  of 
stock  in  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treas- 
urer to  cause  to  be  issued  to  him  a  certificate  of  stock 
•therefor  taking  up  and  canceling  such  receipts,  which  cer- 
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tiflcates  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  all  the  rights      1871. 
and  privileges  of  stockholders  in  said  turnpike  company. 

§  6.  That  if  any  person  against  whom  said  tax  is 
assessed  shall  fail  to  pay  the  same  for  the  space  of  thirty 
days  after  it  becomes  doe  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  treasurer  to  make  out  a  tax  bill  therefor  in  the  name 
of  the  company,  and  against  such  person,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  any  constable  in. said  county  for  collection,  taking 
his  receipt  therefor;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  official  duty 
of  such  constable  to  collect  all  such  bills  so  delivered  to 
him,  together  with  ten  per  cent,  commission  therebn  for 
his  services,  by  distraint  upon  the  personal  property  of  the 
delinquent  found  within  his  jurisdiction ;  and  in  case  of 
distraint  the  constable  shall  advertise  and  sell  so  much  of 
the  distrained  property  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  said 
bill  and  his  commission,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  per- 
sonal property  is  advertised  and  sold  under  executions 
issuing  from  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to  make  re- 
turn of  his  proceedings  under  such  tax  bill  to  the  treas- 
urer of  said  company  within  sixty  days  from  the  receipt 
thereof,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  the  amount  re- 
ceived thereon,  for  which  the  treasurer  shall  give  him  a 
receipt;  and  in  case  such  constable  shall  return  upon 
any  of  said  bills  that  he  is  unable  to  find  any  property 
with  which  to  satisfy  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
company  may  sue  the  delinquent  for  the  amount  of  the 
bill  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  parties  and 
subject-matter;  and  upon  any  judgment  recovered  in  such 
suit,  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  execution,  and  all 
provisional  remedies  for  the  collection  thereof,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  any  provisional  remedy  allowed  by  law 
pending  such  suit. 

§  8.  That  the  tax  hereby  provided  for  shall  not  be  levied 
or  collected  until  the  question  of  levying, the  same  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters,  including  the  owners 
of  all  land  within  the  district,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  in  tavor  thereof,  at  an  election  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1871,  at  the  Pond  Creek  school- 
house  in  said  district;  which  election  shall  be  held  by 
Jesse  Yelton  and  A.  J.  Youtsey,  and  a  clerk,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  them,  who  shall  open  a  poll-book  at  the  place 
aforesaid,  wherein  they  shall  record  the  respective  votes 
for  and  against  the  levying  of  said  turnpike  tax ;  which 
poll-book  shall  be  kept  open  from  seven  and  a  half 
o'clock  in  the  morning  to  six  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
The  said  Yelton  and  Youtsey,  and  such  clerk,  having 
first  taken  an  oath,  before  any  judge  or  magistrate  ih 
said  county,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  hold  said  elec- 
tion;   and  they  shall  decide    upon  the  competency  of 
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1871.  voteri,  and  shall  faithfully  record  their  rotes;  and  at  the 
close  of  said  election  shall  certify  the  result  of  said  elec- 
tion over  their  signatures  in  the  poll- book,  and  deliver 
the  book  to  the  secretary  of  said  company. 

$  9.  Should  either  of  said  parties  fail  or  refuse  to  act, 
or  should  said  election  fail  for  any  cause,  then  the  judge 
of  the  Campbell  county  court,  on  the  application  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company,  shall  fix  another  day 
for  holding  the  same,  and  may  appoint  other  persons  to 
bold  the  election,  who  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

§10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1418. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  City  of  Newport,  in  Campbell  Comity,  to  par- 
chase  certain  real  estate. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  qity  of  Newport  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase,  at  a  cost  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  following  real 
estate,  to- wit:  Situated  in  said  city  of  Newport,  and  be- 
ginning at  the  southeast  corner  of  Columbia  and  Ringgold 
streets;  thence  running  south  on  Columbia  street  —  feet 
to  Harris  street;  thence  eastwardly  along  Harris  street 
two  hundred  feet  to  Putnam  alley;  thence  northwardly 
along  Putnam  alley  —  feet  to  Ringgold  street;  thence 
west  with  Ringgold  street  two  hundred  feet  to  the  place 
of  beginning.  Said  tract  of  land,  when  so  purchased  by 
said  city,  may  be  used  by  it  for  such  purposes  as  the  city 
council  of  said  city  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct  and 
deem  proper;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  as  depriving  the  city  of  Newport  from 
any  right,  title,  or  interest  which  she  may  now  have  in 
the  cemetery  lot  embraced  in  the  above  description. 

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  for  such  sums,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  total  the  amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  said  ground. 
Said  bonds  to  be  made  payable  ten  years  after  date,  and 
shall  bear  six  per  bent,  interest,  payable  annually;  and 
the  same  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  annual  taies  of  said  city 
until  paid. 

§  8.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  shall  have 
power,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  in  addition  to  the  taxes 
now  authorized  by  law,  to  levy  an  additional  tax  not  ex- 
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eeeding  five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  the  taxable  1871. 
real  and  personal  property  of  said  city,  to  pay  the  interest 
annually,  and  the  principal  at  maturity  of  said  bonds;  to 
be  levied  and  collected  annually  at  the  same  time,  and  in 
the  same  manner,  as  the  general  taxes  of  said  city  are 
now  levied  and  collected;  and  the  tax  so  levied  shall  be 
a  lien  on  all  the  taxable  real  and  personal  property  in 
said  city. 

$  4.  Said  bonds,  with  the  coupons  attached,  shall  be 
issued  as  other  bonds  of  the  city  have  heretofore  been 
issued  by  said  city  for  bridge,  wharf,  and  other  purposes. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1419. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charier  of  the  City  of  Ludlow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Ludlow  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  procure  all  the  streets, 
alleys,  market  spaces,  and  lane*  in  said  city,  to  he  con* 
structed,  repaired,  or  renewed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with 
any  material  or  material*,  in  any  manner  the  council  may 
declare  suitable  and  proper  for  the  location,  and  between 
the  points  to  be  so  improved,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of 
the  owners  of  the  property  fronting  and  abutting  on  the 
improvements  so  made.  Said  council  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  cause  and  procure  all  the  streets, 
alleys,  market  spaces,  and  lanes  in  said  city,  in  whole  or 
in  part — that  is,  whole  streets,  alleys,  market  spaces,  and 
lanes,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  beginning  and  terminating 
either  at  the  end  or  midway  of  streets,  alleys,  market 
■paces,  lanes,  or  blocks  of  the  same — to  be  graded,  cul- 
verted,  or  otherwise  drained,  paved,  and  curbed,  or  to  be 
graded,  curbed,  and  paved  entirely  across  the  street,  or 
curbed  and  paved  a  portion  of  the  distance  across  the 
street,  and  macadamized  the  balance  of  the  distance  be- 
tween the  paved  p  irtions;  or,  after  the  grading,  to  put 
upon  the  same  either  any  or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improve- 
ments, using  any  materials  said  council  may  adjudge 
proper  therefor,  and  to  underlay  either  any  or  all  of  the 
said  kinds  of  improvements  alter  the  grading  with  gravel 
or  sand,  or  both;  and  to  spread  upon  the  top  of  either 
any  or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improvement*  gravel  or  sand, 
or  both,  or  other  suitable  material  or  material:*.  The  cul- 
ver ting  and  draining  shall  be  done  with,  and  included  in, 
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1811.  the  cost  and  expensed  as  a  part  of  the  grading;  and  when 
the  improvement  ordered  shall  be  completed,  the  said 
council  shall  apportion  the  cost  and  expense  thereof 
equally  among  the  lot-owners,  according  to  the  feet  front; 
and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  the  lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  for 
the  same;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  said  apportion- 
ment to  name  the  owners  of  the  said  ground;  the  mention- 
ing of  the  front  feet  shall  be  a  sufficient  designation  of  the 
ownership.  Said  cost  and  expenses  may  be  listed  and 
collected  as  other  tuxes  are  by  the  city  collector,  or  by 
any  special  collector,  either  of  whom  shall  hajre  authority 
to  sell  and  convey  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  to  pay  for 
the  same,  according  to  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  reg- 
ulations as  have  been  made  for  such  or  similar  purposes 
by  the  said  council,  or  such  as  shall  be  made  or  ordained 
by  said  council,  and  according  to  the  charter  of  said  city; 
and  any  statement  made  by  any  collector  or  master  com- 
missioner, in  any  certificate,  bond,  or  deed,  selling  or  re- 
citing a  sale,  or  conveying  property  sold  for  the  payment 
of  any  of  the  taxes  hereby  imposed,  or  imposed  by  any 
other  portions  of  the  charter  of  said  city  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the 
facts  stated  therein  to  have  been  done  by  such  officer,  or 
any  other  person  or  persons,  or  by  the  said  city  council; 
but  such  statements  may  be  contradicted  by  allegation 
and  evidence:  Provided,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
lots  or  parts  of  lots,  sold  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  such  improvements  as  aforesaid,  who  have 
not  petitioned  in  writing  to  have  said  improvement  made, 
shall  be  allowed  five  (5)  years  in  which  to  redeem  the 
same,  by  paying  the  purchaser  of  said  lots  or  lot,  or  part  of 
a  lot,  so  sold  as  aforesaid,  the  purchase  money,  with  fifty 
per  centum  interest  per  annum,  and  ten  per  centum  inter- 
est per  annum  for  all  the  taxes  and  levies  that  may  have 
subsequently  accrued  and  been  paid  by  the  purchaser; 
and  those  who  may  have  petitioned  for  or  consented  to 
said  improvement,  in  writing,  may  redeem  at  any  time 
within  one  year,  on  payment  to  the  purchaser  of  said 
property  the  purchase  money  and  the  like  interest :  Pro- 
vided further,  That  infants,  married  women,  and  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one  year  in  whioh  to  redeem, 
on  like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabilities  shall  be 
removed :  Provided  further,  That  the  said  council  shall, 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  elect,  have 
power  to  pay  for  the  grading  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and 
lanes,  and  for  making  culverts,  and  for  improving,  as 
aforesaid,  any  of  the  market  spaces,  public  grounds, 
wharf,  or  other  public  square,  out  of  the  city  treasury.  In 
the  collection  ot  any  taxes  imposed  by  this  section,  or  by 
any  other  portion  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  the  city 
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may,  by  direction  of  the  said  council,  through  any  officer  1871. 
of  the  city,  purchase  at  any  sale  made  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  any  of  said  taxes.  The  lien  hereby  created 
•hall  attach  from  the  time  the  improvement  is  ordered 
to  be  done.  The  city  council  shall  have  power,  without 
a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members  elect  to  the  council, 
or  a  petition  from  the  owners  or  holders  of  property  along 
the  line  of  the  street,  square,  or  portion  of  the  street,  alley, 
market  space,  or  other  public  place  or  avenue  to  be  con- 
structed, altered,  repaired,  or  renewed  as  aforesaid,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  in  any  manner  it  may  deem 
proper,  as  aforesaid,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  own- 
ers of  lots  and  parts  of  lots  fronting  or  abutting  on  the 
same  between  the  points  to  be  improved.  The  taking 
up  of  one  sort  of  material  and  putting  the  same  down 
again,  with  er  without  adding  additional  materials  of  the 
same. kind,  or  of  different  kinds,  or  putting  down  all  new 
and  different  materials  in  the  same  manner  as  the  portion 
to  be  improved  was  theretofore  made,  or  putting  down  the 
same  or  new  materials  in  any  other  manner,  shall  be 
included  in  the  term  repairs. 

§  2.  That  the  city  clerk  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  fifty 
cents  for  recording,  as  hereinafter  required,  each  return 
made  by  the  city  collector  of  the  sale  of  property  sold  for 
general  city  taxes;  and  also  a  fee  of  one  dollar  for  record- 
ing, as  hereinafter  required,  each  return  made  by  said  col- 
lector, or  by  any  special  collector,  of  the  sale  of  property 
•old  for  special  taxes  levied  to  pay  for  street  improve- 
ments, or  for  other  purposes;  and  said  fees  shall  be  taxed 
as  costs,  and  added  to  the  tax  bill. 

§  3.  That  for  any  deed  executed  by  any  collector  or 
master  commissioner  to  convey  any  property  sold  for  the 
payment  of  taxes  imposed  by  this  charter,  he  shall  be 
allowed  a  fee  of  three  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  pur- 
chaser ;  and  for  any  certificate  of  any  sale  made  by  any 
collector,  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser. 

§  4.  That  any  lien  now  existing,  or  that  may  hereafter 
exist,  on  any  lot  or  lots,  or  part  of  lot  or  lots  of  ground, 
by  virtue  oi  the  city  charter  of  said  city  of  Ludlow,  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  tax  levied,  or  that  may  be  here- 
after levied,  to  pay  for  improvements  done  by  order  of  the 
city  council,  in  accordance  with  said  charter,  on  the  streets 
or  sidewalks,  or  for  the  construction  of  new  streets  as  now 
provided,  or  for  any  other  of  the  improvements,  renewals, 
alterations  of  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  market  places,  or  any 
of  the  public  places  or  spaces  hereinbefore  specified,  may 
be  enforced  by  a  suit  in  equity  in  the  Kenton  circuit  court 
by  the  contractor  or  any  claimant  under  him,  who  shall 
exhibit  a  copy  of  the  order  or  ordinance  of  said  council 
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1871.  directing  said  work  to  be  done,  a  copy  of  tbe  proceeding 
accepting  paid  work  by  said  council,  and  a  copy  of  tbe 
ordinance  levying  tbe  tax  on  the  property  fronting  or 
abutting  eaid  street  or  part  of  a  street  bo  improved  witb 
sidewalk,  or  by  the  construction  of  a  street,  or  the  renewal, 
repair,  alteration,  or  other  improvement  made  thereon  as 
aforesaid,  or  upon  an  alley  or  other  of  the  places  here- 
inbefore mentioned ;  which  proceedings,  shown  by  said 
copies,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  favor  of  tbe  claim 
ol  the  contractor,  or  any  one  claiming  under  him.  It  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  court  to  correct  errors,  if  any,  in  the 
proceedings  or  assessment,  and  decree  an  enforcement  of 
the  lien  and  a  sale  of  so  much  of  the  property  of  the 
parties  defendant  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  such  assess- 
ment and  costs.  If  the  court  shall  be  of  opinion  that, 
from  irregularity  or  illegality  of  tbe  proceedings  ot  tbe 
city  council,  or  other  cause,  some  portion  of  the  tax 
assessed  upon  the  property  described  cannot  be  legally 
or  equitably  enforced,  the  whole  proceedings  of  the 
council  *hall  not,  therefore,  be  void,  and  the  whole  tax 
assessed  not  enforceable ;  but  such  portions  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  council  as  are  regular,  and  according  to  tbe 
charter  and  ordinances  in  reference  thereto,  shall  be  sus- 
tained, and  the  portion  of  the  taxes  assessed  in  pursuance 
thereof  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  described  in  the 
proceedings,  and  shall  be  enforced  by  said  court  on  such 
property  to  that  extent;  and  whenever  it  shall  appear 
that  the  property  abutting  the  work  has  been  benefited 
by  the  improvements,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
aforesaid  lien,  any  errors,  irregularities,  or  illegal  proceed- 
ings as  to  any  of  the  ordinances,  the  assessment,  or  other- 
wise, may  be  corrected  by  tbe  court,  so  that  no  person's 
property  may  be  improved  at  the  general  expense  of  the 
city,  when  in  equiry  he  ought  himself  to  pay  for  tbe  same. 
This  act  shall  apply  to  all  improvements  heretofore  done, 
or  ordered  to  be  done,  by  the  city  council.  The  master 
commissioner,  before  making  any  sale  under  a  proceeding 
under  this  act,  shall  cause  the  property  ordered  to  be  sold 
to  be  appraised  in  the  same  manner  as  land  sold  under 
execution  by  a  sheriff  is  by  law  required  to  be  appraised; 
and  if  such  part  as  he  may  sell  shall  be  sold  for  less  than 
two  thirds  of  the  appraised  value,  it  shall  be  liable  and 
subject  to  redemption  in  like  manner  within  one  year 
after  the  day  of  sale,  in  all  respects  as  provided  for  in 
case  ol  fherifls'  sales,  excepting  that  tbe  court  shall,  if 
the  same  has  not  been  redeemed  by  its  order,  cause  a  deed 
to  be  made  to  the  purchaser:  Provided,  however  ^  That  noth- 
ing in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the 
enforcement  of  the  aforesaid,  liens,  as  provided  in  other 
provisions  of  the  city  charter  by  the  sales  of  property  for 
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the  payment  of  taxes,  and  certificates  and  deeds  made  hy  1871. 
the  proper  officer  of  the  city.  The  provisions  as  to  times 
of  redemptions  of  property  sold  for  taxes  shall  not  apply 
to  land  sold  hy  the  court  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion; but  lor  such  property  the  time  and  manner  shall  be 
only  as  herein  provided. 

§  5.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  asses*,  levy, 
and  collect  annually  taxes  on  such  real  estate  in  said  city, 
and  on  such  personal  estate,  chores  in  action,  and  moneys 
within  the  city,  or  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city,  as  they  may  designate,  and  such  as  now  are,  or, 
from  time  to  time,  may  be  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  city,  ex- 
clusive of  school  tax,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars,  gold  valuation  ;  and  annually 
to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  same  property 
and  estate,  exclusively  for  the  support  of  common  schools 
in  said  city,  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  at  the  same  valuation ;  which  tax,  together 
with  any  other  moneys  which  said  city  may  receive  or  ap- 
propriate for  such  purpose,  shall  Le  appropriated  and 
used  lor  the  support  of  said  school,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose whatever;  said  city  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing ot  the  council,  at  any  meeting  of  the  council  in  the 
month  of  January,  alter  the  year  1871,  and  iu  the  month 
of  April  of  that  year,  to  designate,  set  apart,  and  appro- 
priate a  part  or  all  the  fines  received  and  collected  in  the 
mayor's  court  of  said  city  for  the  support  of  common 
schools  therein,  until  the  first  Monday  ot  January  next 
ensuing ;  and  the  fines  so  received  shall  be  a  part  of 
the  school  fund  of  said  city,  aud  appropriated  for  no 
other  purpose  whatever.  The  poll  tax  collected  by  said 
city  shall  also  be  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  said 
schools,  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  school  fund, 
and  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose whatever:  Provided,  That  the  machinery  of  man- 
ufacturers shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation  whatever 
by  said  city  council. 

§  6.  The  assessor  of  said  city  shall  take  in  and  make 
a  list  of  all  taxable  inhabitants  within  said  city,  sepa- 
rately, in  each  ward,  and  affix  against  the  name  of  each 
inhabitant  the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their  real  estate  in 
said  city,  with  a  lull  and  proper  description  of  each 
parcel,  by  number  or  situation  ;  and  also  the  true  and 
just  value  of  such  real  estate,  together  with  the  personal 
estate  of  ench  of  said  inhabitants,  whether  it  shill  consist 
of  goods,  money,  choses  in  action,  or  other  property  that 
may  be  designated  for  taxation  by  the  council,  which 
list  may  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  party,  under  an 
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1871.  0&th  administered  by  and  before  the  assessor,  who,  for 
this  purpose,  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  an  oath 
to  said  party ;  or  if  the  party  refuse  to  give  in  a  list, 
and  swear  to  the  same,  the  list  shall  be  made  by  the 
assessor,  and  the  value  thereof  be  assessed  by  him  from 
the  best  information  he  may  possess,  and  such  list  and 
valuation  shall  be  as  binding  and  effectual,  for  all  pur- 
poses, as  though  given  by  the  party  himself,  herself,  or 
themselves.  The  compensation  of  the  assessor  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  council,  so  that  it  shall  not  exceed  eight 
cents  per  list.  The  assessor,  with  the  consent  of  the 
council,  may  appoint  deputy  assessors,  for  whose  actions 
he  shall  be  responsible,  the  same  as  though  done  by  him- 
self. For  special  reasons,  satisfactory  to  the  council,  other 
compensation  than  the  above  may  be  allowed  the  assessor; 
and  additional  compensation,  when  justice,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  council,  may  demand  it.  The  assessor  shall  make 
said  assessment  annually,  and  he  shall,  at  the  same  time, 
take  an  accurate  list  of  all  the  children  in  said  city,  be- 
tween the  ages  mentioned  in  the  common  school  law  of 
the  Commonwealth  constituting  school  children  for  that 
year,  distinguishing  between  male  and  female,  and  be- 
tween white  and  colored  children.  The  lists  of  the  as- 
sessor shall  be  set  down  and  arranged  in  books  to  be 
prepared,  and  furnished  to  him  for  that  purpose  by  the 
city  council,  and  as  required  by  said  book  or  books. 

§  7.  The  books  of  assessment  for  the  general  revenue 
and  school  taxes  of  said  city  shall  hereafter  be  returned 
by  the  assessor  to  the  city  council,  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  March  in  each  year ;  and  at  the  first  meet- 
ing thereafter,  the  council  shall  refer  them  to  the  commit- 
tee of  ways  and  means,  or  other  appropriate  committee, 
who  shall  constitute  a  board  of  equalization.  They  shall 
give  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
they  will  meet  as  such  board.  They  shall  have  power  to 
equalize  the  assessments  and  assess  property  that  has  been 
omitted  by  the  assessor,  and  make  such  abatement  from 
the  allowance  to  the  assessor  for  such  omission  as  by  them 
shall  be  deemed  proper,  not  exceeding  twenty- five  cents 
on  each  list  omitted  by  the  assessor,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  council,  upon  report  thereof  to  it  made  by  Baid 
committee.  The  said  action  of  the  committee  may,  in  any 
and  all  respects,  be  revised,  corrected,  amended,  or  re-com- 
mitted, as  the  council  shall  deem  advisable  and  just. 
After  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  said  committee, 
whether  amended  or  not,  there  shall  be  no  further  change 
made  in  the  assessment  as  to  valuation.  If,  at  any  time 
after  the  confirmation  aforesaid,  any  officer  of  the  city 
shall  discover  or  be  informed  of  any  property  liable  to 
taxation  that  has  been  omitted,  he  or  they  shall  report 
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the  same  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  assess  the  same  and  1871. 
deliver  a  tax  bill  therefor  to  the  treasurer  or  collector, 
whichever  at  the  time  has  the  tax  bills  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  take  a  proper  receipt  from  such  officer  for 
the  same  ;  such  officer  shall  have  the  same  power  to  col- 
lect the  same  as  he  would  have  had,  had  the  same  been 
assessed  by  the  assessor ;  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be 
liable  for  the  collection  and  return  of  the  money  thereon 
collected,  or  the  return  of  the  bill  if  not  collected,  as  upon 
other  tax  bills  to  him  delivered. 

§  8  Immediately  after  the  said  assessment  shall  have 
been  received  and  approved  by  the  council,  the  city  clerk 
^shall  make  out  a  tax  bill  against  each  person  assessed  with 
taxes,  specifying  thereon  each  item  of  taxation,  the  value 
thereof,  and  the  tax  imposed  on  each  item  for  general  rev- 
enue purposes,  and  another  distinct  bill,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, for  the  school  tax.  One  bill  shall  be  headed  "  General 
Revenue"  and  the  other  "School  Tax;"  and  where  taxes 
are  levied  upon  property  belonging  to  pesons  unknown,  a 
separate  bill  shall  be  made  out  for  each  species  of  prop- 
erty taxed,  all  of  which  bills  shall  be  signed  by  the  clerk 
officially,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  by  him  to  the 
city  treasurer  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  are  ordered 
to  be  made  out  by  said  board,  taking  the  receipt  of  the 
treasurer  for  the  gross  amount  of  the  taxes  contained  in 
said  bills,  specifying  the  amount  due  for  general  revenue, 
and  the  amount  due  for  school  purposes  The  clerk  shall, 
in  a  bound  book,  keep  duplicate,  with  stub  ends,  of  all  the 
tax  bills  so  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer ;  and  if 
the  council  so  orders,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  treasurer  a 
duplicate  of  said  book,  from  which  said  treasurer  may 
make  his  collections,  and  return  said  book  to  the  city  coun- 
cil when  he  shall  have  completed  his  collections,  as  re- 
quired by  the  council. 

§  9.  The  above  regulations  shall  not  prevent  the  council, 
if  it  sees  proper  so  to  do,  from  varying,  altering,  or  chang- 
ing or  substituting  others  in  their  stead,  as  experience  may 
show  that  changes  are  desirable  or  required.  The  treas- 
urer upon  receiving  such  bills  shall  give  public  notice  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  circulating  in  said  city,  and  by 
posting  up  notices  in  each  ward,  written  or  printed,  as  he 
may  deem  best,  or  the  council  may  direct,  that  the  tax 
bills  for  the  taxes  of  the  current  year  are  in  his  hands  for 
collection,  and  that  payment  of  the  taxes  is  required  to  be 
made  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  thereafter ; 
after  which  period  there  shall  be  added  fifteen  per  centum 
to  the  taxes  contained  in  the  tax  bills  then  unpaid,  as  a 
penalty  for  the  non-payment  of  the  same,  which  is  hereby 
declared  lawful  so  to  be  done  by  the  clerk  of  the  city,  as 
hereinafter  specified.    The  treasurer  shall  deliver  the  tax 
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1871.  b*H  t°  the  person  paying  the  tax,  indorsing  thereon  "  Re- 
ceived pay,"  and  sign  his  name  officially  to  the  receipt. 
The  treasurer  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  said  first 
day  of  June,  indorse  the  remaining  lax  bills,  if  any  in  his 
hands,  <k  Delinquent,"  sign  his  name  as  aforesaid,  and  re- 
turn them  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall,  thereupon,  enter  a 
credit  for  the  same  upon  the  treasurer's  receipt;  and  the 
sums  respectively  paid  by  each  tax -payer,  on  the  respective 
funds  in  his  tax  bill,  shall  be  credited  appropriately,  as  to 
said  fund:*,  upon  the  duplicate  tax  bills  retained  by  the 
clerk,  specifying  that  the  same  was  collected  by  the  treas- 
urer belore  June  first  of  the  current  year.  The  clerk  shall 
thereupon,  and  without  delay,  add  to  the  tax  bills  marked' 
"  Delinquent,"  as  aforesaid,  fifteen  per  centum  upon  the 
taxes  unpaid  on  each  bill,  and  immediately  place  the  same 
in  the  hands  of  the  city  collector  for  collection,  taking  a 
receipt  from  him  for  the  same  ;  said  receipt  shall  specify 
the  amount  due  from  each  person,  and  upon  what  fund  in 
each  bill,  and  the  names  of  the  delinquents  shall  be  placed 
in  alphabetical  order  in  said  receipt,  which  shall  also  show 
the  year  for  which  the  tax  in  each  bill  is  due  ;  and  such 
other  particulars  as  the  city  council  may,  from  time  to 
time,  direct.  The  city  clerk  shall,  thereupon,  in  the  book 
of  duplicate  tax  bills  kept  by  him,  enter  upon  each  bill 
the  fact  that  the  same  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  col- 
lector for  collection,  giving  the  date  of  the  delivery  to  the 
collector  and  the  collector's  name,  signing  the  clerk's  name 
officially  to  said  statement.  The  clerk  shall,  thereupon, 
notify  the  council,  in  writing,  that  he  has  discharged  his 
duties  as  above  directed;  and  thereupon  said  notice  shall 
be  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  council  on  wajs  and 
nieang,  or  some  other  appropriate  committee,  who  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  examine  carefully,  and  in  detail, 
all  that  has  been  done  by  the  clerk,  treasurer,  and  collector, 
as  to  the  tax  bills  as  aforesaid,  and  make  a  full  and  clear 
report  thereon  to  the  council  at  its  next  ensuing  meeting. 
If  said  collector's  receipt  is  found  by  said  committee  to  be 
correct,  and  they  fhall  so  report  to  the  council,  it  shall  be 
lodged  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk;  if  not,  it  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  city  clerk  to  be  corrected,  and  again  signed 
or  acknowledged  by  the  collector;  and  when  so  corrected, 
the  clerk  shall  again  return  it  to  the  city  council  for  ex- 
amination as  before,  and  when  found  to  be  correct,  it  shall 
be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  as  aforesaid. 

§  10.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  tax  bills,  the  collector 
shall  at  once  actively  proceed  to  collect  the  same.  He 
shall  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the  city  council  at  its 
first  meeting  in  every  month,  under  oath,  stating  the 
amount  collected  during  the  preceding  month,  for  which 
fund,  and  how  much  on  each  fund,  giving  the  names  of 
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the  persons  from  whom  each  item  was  collected,  in  alpha-  1871. 
betical  order,  and  the  date  of  each  collection;  and  he 
shall  pay  the  sums  so  collected,  for  each  month,  to  the 
city  treasurer,  on  or  before  the  day  of  making  his  said 
report ;  and  the  city  treasurer  shall  make  a  written  re- 
port to  the  city  council,  at  its  first  meeting  after  said 
payment,  specifying  the  same;  which  report  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  above  mentioned  committee  for  examination 
and  report  thereon,  as  directed  upon  other  reports  of  the 
treasurer  and  collector  as  aforesaid.  It  shall  be  the  espe- 
cial duty  of  the  city  council  to  see,  every  month,  that  the 
collector  has  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  and  other 
sections  regarding  his  duty  under  the  charter  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  city. 

'  $  11.  The  city  council  shall  pass  such  ordinance  or  ordi- 
nances as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  and  other  provisions  of  the  charter,  as  to  the 
things  to  be  done  by  the  various  city  officers  in  and  about 
the  collection  of  the  city  taxes,  fixing  the  fines  and  penal- 
ties for  non-compliance  with  any  of  the  requirements  of 
the  charter  on  said  subject,  in  this  or  other  sections  there- 
of, or  non-compliance  with  any  provision  of  such  ordi- 
nances, by  either  the  city  clerk,  treasurer,  or  collector,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  when  the 
offender  shall  have  been  duly  convicted  before  the  mayor's 
court  of  said  city  ;  for  which  purpose  jurisdiction  is  hereby 
given  to  said  court. 

§  12.  The  city  collector,  upon  receipt  of  the  unpaid  tax 
bills  as  aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  collection 
of  the  taxes  therein  specified  from  the  person  or  persons 
owing  the  same;  and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  distrain  upon  all  personal  property 
which  he  may  find  in  said  city  belonging  to  the  delin- 
quent, or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  taxes  due,  the  per  centum  added  thereto,  and  the 
costs,  and  dispose  of  the  same  by  sale,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  sheriffs  are  authorized  to  do  in  the  sale  of  per- 
sonal property  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  except  that  the 
sale  shall  be  for  cash,  and  at  the  door  of  the  mayor's 
office  in  said  city ;  and  no  personal  property  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  said  distress.  In  case  no  personal  property  can 
be  found  by  the  collector,  he  shall  then  proceed  to  adver- 
tise and  sell  the  real  estate  of  the  delinquent  in  the  man- 
ner that  sheriffs  are  authorized  to  do  in  advertising  and 
selling  real  estate  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  except  that 
there  shall  be  no  valuation ;  and  the  estate  shall  be  sold 
for  cash,  and  in  front  of  the  mayor's  office  in  said  city. 
In  the  sale  of  real  or  personal  estate,  the  day  of  sale  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  collector. 
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1871.  §  13*  The  collector  shall,  within  six  days  after  any  sale, 

as  aforesaid,  made  by  him,  make  oat  a  fall  return  of  said 
pale,  specifying  therein  a  proper  description  of  the  property, 
the  names  of  the  owner  or  owners,  when  known,  and  also 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  amount  for  which  the  same 
was  sold,  and  the  time  when  sold,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  advertisement,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  city  clerk, 
who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  lor  that 
purpose ;  and  he  shall  file  away  and  carefully  preserve  the 
said  proceedings  among  the  papers  of  his  office.     The 

Iwners  shall  have  the  right  to  redeem  the  real  estate 
rhich  may  be  thus  sold  by  the  collector,  at  any  time  within 
three  years,  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the  purchaser  the 
amount  of  his  purchase  money,  together  with  all  taxes, 
levies,  and  assessments  which  have  been  subsequently 
levied  thereon,  and  fifty  per  centum  upon  the  purchase 
money  during  the  first  year,  and  after  the  first  year  fifty 
per  centum  per  annum  upon  the  purchase  money,  and  the 
taxes,  levies,  and  assessment  levied  thereon  and  paid  by 
the  purchaser  subsequent  to  his  said  purchase  ;  and  when 
the  purchaser  shall  not  be  a  resident  of  the  city,  or  can- 
not be  found  by  the  person  desiring  and  entitled  to  redeem, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  treasurer  to  receive  the 
money  for  which  the  estate  proposed  to  be  redeemed  was 
sold,  adding  the  per  cent,  assessed  thereon,  and  the  subse- 
quently paid  taxes,  levies,  and  assessments,  as  aforesaid, 
which  shall  be  as  effectual  in  redeeming  the  property  as  if 
it  had  been  paid  to  the  purchaser.  Should  any  purchaser 
have  died  before  the  time  of  redemption  has  expired,  his 
personal  representative  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  re- 
demption money;  and  a  receipt  from  him  to  the  owner,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  shall  be  effectual  to  redeem  said  real 
estate  from  the  effects  of  such  sale.  Upon  the  production 
of  the  certificate  of  sale  by  the  purchaser  or  his  assigns,  of 
any  property  redeemed,  by  paying  the  money  to  the  treas- 
urer, the  treasurer  shall  pay  over  the  said  money  to  him, 
taking  a  receipt  for  the  same  on  the  back  thereof,  which 
shall  be  handed  over  to  the  city  clerk  to  be  recorded  in  the 
same  book  in  which  the  sales  are  recorded,  for  which  ser- 
vices the  treasurer  shall  collect  one  dollar  from  the  person 
receiving  said  money,  of  which  he  shall  retain  twenty-five 
cents,  and  pay  the  other  seventy-five  cents  over  to  the 
clerk  for  the  recording  thereof  as  aforesaid.  Infants,  mar- 
ried women,  and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one 
.  year  from  the  time  of  the  removal  of  their  several  disabili- 
ties to  redeem  their  property  which  shall  have  been  sold 
.  for  the  taxes  mentioned  in  this  section. 

§14.  The  collector  or  his  successor  shall  make  a  deed 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  any  real  estate  sold  for 
taxes  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  pass  the  title  of  the  owners,

whether  known  or  unknown,  unless  the*  same  shall  have  1871. 
been  redeemed;  bnt  no  deed  shall  be  made  until  the  time 
of  redemption  has  fully  expired.  For  the  collection  of  the 
taxes  the  collector  shall  be  allowed  such  per  centum  as 
the  council  may  fix  by  resolution  or  by  ordinance,  to  be 
paid  by  the  city,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  levy  on  personal 
property,  and  one  dollar  for  each  certificate  of  sale  of  real 
estate  as  fees,  to  be  taxed  as  costs,  and  added  to  the  tax 
bills. 

§  15.  For  insuring  the  payment  of  the  taxes  of  said  city 
a  lien  shall  exist,  and  is  hereby  given,  upon  all  property 
assessed,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  from  the  first  day  of 
January  in  each  year  until  payment  thereof,  which  shall 
not  be  invalidated  or  affected  by  subsequent  encumbrances, 
transfers,  or  sales.    It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city 
collector,  whenever  the  tax-payer  fails  or  refuses  to  pay 
the  delinquent  tax  due  on  any  bill  or  bills  in  his  hands 
for  collection,  or  is  insolvent,  to  attach   any  choses   in 
action  or  debts  due  to  said  tax-payer  within  the  city  of 
Ludlow  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes;  he  shall  give  to 
the  person  in  whose  hands  the  money  for  the  payment  of 
said  taxes  shall  be  attached,  written  notice  of  the  attach- 
ment ;  the  notice  shall  also  warn  and  notify  such  person 
to  appear  before  the  mayor  of  said  city,  at  his  office,  on  a 
day  to  be  fixed  by  said  collector,  not  less  than  five  days 
after  service  of  the  notice,  to  answer,  under  oath,  as  gar- 
nishee ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  in  a  sum- 
mary way,  without  written  pleadings,  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  attachment  as  in  cases  of  attachment  upon  a 
return  of  "no  property  found"  upon  an  execution;  and 
if  he  sustains  the  attachment,  to  give  the  collector  a  writ- 
ten order,  empowering  him  to  collect  the  amount  of  the 
taxes  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings   out  of  the  estate 
of  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  hands  the  same  were 
attached,  and  by  virtue  of  which  order  distress  may  be 
made  as  in  other  cases  for  the  collection  of  taxes.     The 
service  of  the  notice,  as  aforesaid,  shall  operate  as  an 
attachment  and   restraining  order,   and   have   the   same 
force  and  effect  as  other  attachments  granted  under  the 
laws  in  force  upon  that  subject.     The  collector,  for  serv- 
ing said   notice,  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of   twenty-five 
cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  tax- payer,  and  taxed  as  costs. 

§  16,  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  on  the  first  Saturday  of  December,  annually,  a 
city  assessor  and  a  city  collector,  who  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their 
respective  successors  be  chosen  and  qualified  ;  said  offi- 
cers shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  or  may  be  devolved 
upon  them  by  the  charter  of  the  city,  and  the  orders,  ordi- 
nances, and  resolutions  of  the  city  council ;  and  for  their 
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1871  services  they  shall  receive  such  fees  and  other  compen- 
sation as  the  city  council  shall,  by  ordinance  or  other* 
wise,  allow  and  determine.  The  holding  of  both  of  said 
offices  by  the  same  person  shall  not  be  held  incompatible 
or  illegal. 

$  17.  The  council  shall  have  power  and  authority,  with 
or  without  petition  or  consent  of  property  holders  or 
owners,  and  without  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elect  to  said  council,  to  cause  ana  procure  street- 
crossings  of  stone,  or  other  material,  to  be  made  or  re- 
paired at  the  time  improvements  of  streets  or  parts  of 
streets  are  made,  or  at  any  other  time,  and  add  the  cost 
and  expense  thereof  to  the  costs  of  the  improvements,  to 
be  apportioned  according  to  the  feet  front  among  the 
owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  along  the  street 
crossed,  to  reach  one  half  of  the  distance  toward  the 
nearest  streets;  and  when  only  the  crossing  is  made,  that 
expense  shall  be  apportioned  in  the  same  manner;  and 
the  cost  and  expense  thereof,  in  both  cases,  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  extending  along  said 
distance;  and  the  same  shall  be  listed  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in 
every  respect,  that  any  other  improvement  of  a  street  can 
be  collected,  subject  to  the  same  right  of  sale  and  redemp- 
tion. 

$  18.  The  city  council  shall  have  the  power  to  direct 
and  permit  the  use  of  any  material  it  may  deem  proper 
in  the  construction,  repair,  or  renewal  of  sidewalks  in 
said  city;  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  may  be  assessed 
and  collected  in  like  manner  as  the  costs  and  expenses  lor 
street  improvements  may  be  assessed  and  collected  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  with  the  same  provisions  as  to  re- 
demption. 

§  19.  That  the  city  treasurer,  city  clerk,  and  city  col- 
lector, each,  while  the  tax  bills  are  in  his  hands,  shall 
have  the  right  to  assess  any  species  of  taxable  estate  that 
has  been  omitted  by  the  assessor,  and  has  not  been  as- 
sessed by  any  other  officer  or  officers  of  the  city  for  the 
current  year,  and  make  out  a  tax-bill  therefor,  and  enter 
the  same  upon  the  proper  book  of  the  city;  and  said  tax 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  so  assessed,  and  may  be 
received  by  the  officer  assessing  the  same,  or  the  bill  may 
be  listed  with  the  collector,  and  by  him  receipted  for  and 
collected,  in  all  respects  as  if  it  had  come  to  his  hands 
from  the  city  clerk  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  20.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  council  to  place 
the  delinquent  lists  or  tax-bills,  from  time  to  time,  in  the 
hands  of  the  collector  for  collection,  until  they  shall  be  col- 
lected; and  the  right  of  distress  shall  remain,  if  the  same 
lists  or  tax-bills,  in  whole  or  in  part,  are  sent  out  at  least 
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once  in  each  year;  and  the  collector  shall  be  liable  for  fail-       1-871. 
ing  to  collect  and  account  for  delinquent  lists  or  bills  in 
like  manner  as  for  original  bills  placed  in  his  hands. 

$  2h  That  if  the' collector  shall  fail  to  pay  over  to  the 
city  treasurer  any  money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the 
said  city,  whether  received  for  taxes,  fines,  forfeitures, 
dues,  debts,  or  on  any  other  account,  for  the  space  of  ten 
days  after  receiving  the  same,  he  and  his  sureties,  or  any 
or  either  one  or  more  of  them,  may  be  proceeded  against 
for  the  amount,  and  ten  per  cent,  penalty  on  the  same,  by 
motion  in  the  mayor's  court,  in  like  manner  as  is  provided 
in  section  sixteen  (16)  hereof. 

§  22.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  collector  to 
pay  over  the  taxes  as  fast  as  collected,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  to  make  a  full  return 
of  all  of  said  taxes  collected,  and  of  the  tax  bills  in  his 
hands  uncollected,  and  to  make  full  settlement  as  to  all 
bills  theretofore  placed  in  his  hands  as  aforesaid  with  the 
council,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  October  in  each 
year.  He  shall  make  out  a  list  of  such  persons  and  prop- 
erty as  he  finds,  after  due  efforts  to  collect  the  taxes,  as 
cannot  be  collected  from,  and  return  the  same,  upon  oath, 
to  the  council,  which  shall  exempt  him  from  all  liability 
for  failing  to  collect  the  same  :  Provided,  That  said  uncol- 
lected list  shall  be  made  out  by  him  and  returned  after  the 
15th  day  of  September,  and  before  the  said  first  Monday 
of  September.  If  the  collector  shall  fail  to  make  returns 
and  settletaent  as  aforesaid  of  all  the  taxes  and  tax  bills 
which  are  in  his  hands,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
October,  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable,  severally  as 
well  as  jointly,  or  any  one  or  either  or  more  of  them,  to 
judgment,  upon  motion  in  the  mayor's  court  of  said  city, 
for  the  amount  of  taxes  in  said  bills  contained  which 
shall  not  have  been  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer  and 
unaccounted  for  to  the  council,  together  with  ten  per 
centum  damages  thereon ;  and  within  ten  days  after  the 
rendition  of  said  judgment,  if  the  same  shall  not  sooner  be 
paid,  the  mayor  shall  issue  execution  against  the  estate  of 
the  collector  and  his  sureties,  or  those  of  them  against 
whom  the  judgment  shall  be  rendered,  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  Kenton  county,  or  any  other  county,  who  shall 
proceed  thereon  in  the  same  manner,  and  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties,  as  if  the  execution  had  issued  from  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  circuit  court.  The  said  execution 
shall  be  indorsed  "  no  security  of  any  kind  to  be  taken," 
and  the  sheriff  shall  be  governed  accordingly. 

§  23.  There  shall  be  no  valuation  of  property  levied 
upon  by  said  execution,  such  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
in  other  cases.    Five  days'  notice  of  said  motion  shall  be 
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1871.  Riven  to  the  collector  and  bis  sureties  to  authorize  judg- 
ment; and  if  the  notice  be  returned  not  found  as  to  the 
collector  or  any  of  his  sureties,  the  case  may  proceed 
against  those  upon  whom  the  notice  has  been  serv-ed  as 
aforesaid,  and  be  continued  for  service  upon  those  not 
served ;  and  from  time  to  time  judgments  may  be  entered 
until  judgments  are  entered  against  all  of  the  parties 
named  in  the  notice;  and  executions  as  aforesaid  may 
iseue,  from  time  to  time,  upon  any  or  all  of  said  judg- 
ments, until  the  sum  originally  adjudged  due  the  city 
shall  have  been  realized,  and  costs  of  the  litigation.  The 
right  to  appeal  from  said  judgments  is  hereby  allowed  to 
the  parties  to  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  as  in  cases  from 
quarterly  courts  to  circuit  courts,  and  from  the  circuit 
court  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  as  in  other  cases  is  allowed 
by  law. 

§  24.  That  if  the  assessor,  clerk,  treasurer,  or  marshal, 
shall  fail  to  do  and  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  them 
as  they  are  respectively  directed,  without  good  cause 
shown,  they  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars 
for  every  day  they  shall  remain  delinquent,  in  addition 
to  any  other  penalties  herein  prescribed  against  either  of 
said  officers,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  mayor's  court, 
for  the  use  of  the  city. 

§  25.  That  the  marshal  of  the  city  shall  attend  all  the 
sessions  of  the  council  and  all  the  sessions  of  the  mayor's 
court,  and  preserve  and  enforce  order  under  their  and  his 
direction.  He  shall  be  allowed  to  appoint  deputies,  by 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  council;  which  deputies 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  pqwers  conferred  upon  the 
marshal,  either  by  the  charter  or  ordinances  of  the  city. 
He  shall,  by  himself  or  deputies,  execute  all  processes 
emanating  from  the  mayor  or  the  mayor's  court ;  he  shall 
have  the  power  of  sheriffs  in  levying  executions  and  re- 
turning process  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor's 
court;  he  shall  have  the  same  power  to  serve  notices  in 
writing  that  constables  in  the  county  of  Kenton  have  by 
law;  and  for  any  purpose  may  do  all  things  that  consta- 
bles have  authority  to  do;  and  his  return  thereon,  either 
to  the  mayor's  court,  circuit,  or  any  other  court  within 
this  State,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  service; 
he  shall  collect  the  fees  of  the  mayor  and  city  clerk,  if 
required  by  them  ;  he  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
of  said  city;  be  shall  give  bond  and  sufficient  security,  in 
an  adequate  penalty,  before  the  council,  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  with  a  condition  faithfully  to  per- 
form the  duties  of" his  office;  to  collect  and  pay  over  to 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  all  sums  of  money  intrusted 
to  him  for  collection,  and  which  may  have  come  into  his 
hands  by  his  having  received  and  oollected  the  same. 
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§  26.  A  lien  shall  exist,  and  is  hereby  granted  and  given,  187JL 
on  the  real  estate  of  the  said  marshal  and  his  securities, 
from  the  time  of  executing  bond  as  aforesaid,  to  secure 
the  payment  of  all  moneys  that  shall  have  been  received 
and  collected  by  him,  or  which  shall  otherwise  come  to 
his  hands  as  marshal  of  said  city  to  pay  and  account  for; 
and  for  any  official  liability  he  shall  be  entitled  to  charge 
and  receive  the  same  fees  for  like  services  which  sheriffs 
are  by  law  entitled  to  receive,  and  shall  have  the  same 
powers  within  the  limits  of  the  mayor's  jurisdiction  to 
collect  the  same ;  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  to 
judgment  by  motion  in  the  mayor's  court,  in  favor  of  any 
person  entitled  to  moneys  collected  by  him,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  subject  to  the  s::me  costs  and  damages,  that 
sheriffs  are  liable  for  by  existing  laws;  five  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  making  such  motions  shall  be 
sufficient;  and  there  shall  be  no  replevin  or  valuation  of 
property  on  executions  issuing  upon  such  judgment.  All 
fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  by  judgment  in  the  mayor's 
court  shall  be  collected  by  the  marshal,  by  strict  diligence, 
according  to  law,  and  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  within 
five  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  collected,  in 
whole  or  in  part. 

§  27.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  within  five 
days  after  he  shall  receive  any  money  from  the  granting 
of  license,  or  from  any  source  or  proceeding  whatever,  be- 
longing to  the  city,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer; 
and  at  the  end  of  every  three  months,  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  make  out,  in  writing,  a 
report  to  the  city  council,  specifying  all  the  sums  he  has  so 
received,  and  the  sources  from  which  they  were  received 
during  said  three  months.  If  the  mayor  shall  fail  to  do 
either  of  the  duties  herein  required  of  him  at  the  respective 
times,  and  in  the  manner  as  herein  directed,  without  good 
cause  shown,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  every 
day  he  shall  remain  delinquent,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  and  for 
the  use  of  the  city  of  Ludlow. 

§  28.  That  it  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  committee 
of  ways  and  means  of  the  city  council  to  see  that  the  fore- 
going section,  and  all  similar  provisions  against  the  collect- 
ing officers  of  the  city,  are  complied  with  and  enforced. 
The  council  shall  have  power  to  devolve  said  duties  upon 
any  other  committee  of  the  council  or  any  officer  of  the 
city,  or  other  person  to  be  employed  for  that  purpose. 

§  29.  That  the  city  council  shall  haitf  power  to  increase 
the  number  of  wards,  and  rearrange  the  same,  giving  new 
boundaries  to  them,  whenever  the  general  welfare  so  re- 
quires, keeping  the  voting  population  as  nearly  equal  as 
may  be  in  all  the  wards:  Provided,  That  there  shall  be 
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1871.  no  increase  in  the  number  of  wards,  unless  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  at  a  general  election,  or  a  special  election 
held  for  that  purpose,  shall  vote  for  an  increase,  at  which 
election  the  direct  question  of  increase  or  no  increase 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  city,  by 
order  of  the  city  council. 

§  30.  That  hereafter  the  city  taxes  shall  be  payable  to 
the  city  treasurer  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  June  of  each 
year,  after  which  period  there  shall  be  added  fifteen  per 
centum  to  the  taxes  contained  in  the  bills  then  unpaid; 
and  within  five  days  after  said  15th  day  of  June  the  delin- 
quent tax  bills  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk,  and  by  him 
proceeded  with,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore 
set  out. 

§  31.  That  if  the  president  or  any  member  of  the  coun- 
cil shall  become  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
contract  with  the  city,  his  or  their  seat  shall  be  thereby 
vacated,  and  shall  be  so  declared  by  the  council  and  en- 
tered on  their  journal,  and  the  contract  shall  be  held  and 
considered  a  nullity;  and  in  the  event  of  the  city  clerk  or 
treasurer  being  so  interested,  he  shall  forthwith  be  re- 
moved from  office,  and  his  office  thereby  vacated,  and 
shall  be  so  declared  by  the  council,  and  his  place  supplied 
according  to  law. 

$  32.  That  the  validity  of  the  ordinances  shall  be  tried 
by  a  writ  of  prohibition  from  the  Kenton  circuit  court, 
which  may  be  granted  by  any  circuit  judge  out  of  term,  or 
by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  over  said  city ;  and  each 
party  shall  have  the  right  to  an  appeal  from  said  court  to 
the  Court  of  Appeals. 

§  33.  That  the  city  clerk  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
for  copies  of  orders,  records,  or  papers  of  his  office,  as 
clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the 
same  shalLbe  paid  by  those  ordering  copies,  for  which  he 
may  issue  fee  bills  as  circuit  court  clerks,  or  he  may  retain 
the  copies  until  he  has  been  paid  for  making  them  :  Pro- 
vided, That  he  shall  not  charge  the  city  for  copies  ordered 
by  the  city  council,  or  any  officer  or  agent  authorized  to 
obtain  copies  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

(34.  That  the  city  clerk  shall  keep  in  his  office  two 
index-books;  in  one  he  shall  keep  a  full  and  complete  index 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council,  from  the  organ- 
ization of  the  city,  every  petition  presented,  and  the  action 
upon  it;  every  claim  presented;  the  nature  of  the  claim 
and  the  action  upon  it;  every  ordinance  passed,  naming 
the  purpose;  of  every  claim  allowed,  and  to  Whom  allow- 
ed ;  and  generally  every  matter  reported,  and  everything 
asked  to  be  done,  and  everything  done  in  and  by  said 
council.  In  the  other  he  shall  keep  an  index  of  every 
jpaper  received  by  the  council  and  ordered  filed,  showing 
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when  the  same  was  filed,  and  where  it  can  be  found.     Be-      1871. 
sides  these,  he  shall  keep  an  index  belonging  to  each  book 
used  in  his  office,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  records  or 
council  proceedings. 

§  35.  That  all  provisions  of  the  original  charter  of  the 
city,  and  amendments  thereof,  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  36.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1420. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Emma  Wade,  widow  of  William  M.  Wade, 

Deceased. 

Whereas,  Eleven  slaves  were  committed  to  the  Oldham 
county  jail  as  runaways  in  the  years  1862  and  1863,  and 
were,  by  order  of  the  county  court  for  said  county,  sold  as 
runaways,  and  the  purchasers  of  said  slaves  were  deprived 
of  said  slaves  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  United 
States,  and  by  reason  thereof  have  been  released  of  the 
payment  for  said  slaves;  and  whereas,  William  M.  Wade, 
late  jailer  of  said  county,  was  allowed  by  said  county 
eourt,  as  his  fees  for  keeping  said  slaves,  one  thousand 
and  ten  dollars,  which,  by  the  law,  would  have  been  paid 
out  of  the  price  of  said  slaves,  but  was  not,  and  has  not 
been,  by  reason  of  the  said  money  not  having  been  col- 
lected; and  whereas,  said  Wade  U  dead,  and  Emma  Wade 
is  his  widow;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  one  thousand  and  ten 
dollars  in  favor  of  Emma  Wade,  widow  of  William 
M.  Wade,  in  full  of  the  allowance  named  in  the  above 
preamble;  the  aforesaid  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

$  2.  This  act  shall,  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  7, 1871. 


CHAPTER  1421.

Circuit  Court. 

Whereas,  John  G.  Gardner,  late  clerk  of  the  Fa  Hon 
circuit  court,  did,  in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  Fulton 
circuit  court,  make  a  full  and  complete  index  and  cross- 
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1871.  index  to  all  the  order-books  and  execution-books  of  said 
court,  the  old  ones  having  been  lost  and  mislaid  and  muti- 
lated; and  whereas,  there  is  no  law  authorizing  the  pay- 
ment for  the  same;  for  remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  in  favor  of  John  C.  Gardner 
for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid 
out  of  any  money  unexpended  in  the  public  Treasury. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1424. 

AS  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  G.  Thomas,  lite  Sheriff  of  Nelson   Connty, 

and  bis  sureties. 

Be  tt  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  A.  C.  Thomas,  late  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Nelson,  have  the  further  time  until  the  first  day  of  July, 
1871,  to  pay  the  railroad  tax  of  districts  Nos.  one,  five, 
and  nine,  in  said  county,  collectable  for  the  year  1870. 
Said  tnx  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  first  day  of  Jnnunr},  1871,  until  paid  by 
said  sheriff;  and  if  said  tax,  with  its  interest,  is  n<»t  paid 
by  said  sheriff  by  said  day,  then  he  and  his  sureties  shall 
pay  ten  per  cent,  damages  thereon.  Before  *nid  sheriff 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  he  and  his 
sureties  in  his  bond  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
April,  187),  go  into  the  county  court  of  the  county  of 
Nelson  and  give  their  acceptance,  to  be  entered  ot  record, 
that  I  hey  accept  the  provisions  ot  this  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *Ab 

act  incorporating  the  Town  of  Hustonville.' " 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  incorporating  tbe  town  of 
Hutftonville,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that 
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all  legal  voters  residing  in  the  voting  precinct  where  *aid  1871. 
town  is  the  voting  place,  who  own  taxable  property  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  town,  shall  hereafter  vote  in  all  elec- 
tions held  in  said  town  for  town  trustees,  police  judge,  and 
town  marshal :  Provided,  however  9  That  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  residing  in  said  voting  precinct  to  vote 
in  any  such  elections  who  has- not  resided  continuously  in 
said  voting  precinct  for  the  space  of  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding such  elections,  and  who  shall  not  have  paid  also, 
prior  to  the  day  of  election,  all  taxes  assessed  and  fines 
adjudged  against  hiin  by  the  legally  constituted  authori- 
ties of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  section  seven  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  so  amended,  that  the  police  judge  hereafter  to  be 
elected  for  said  town  of  Hustonville  shall  hold  his  office 
for  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  the  town  marshal  hereafter  to  be  elected 
for  said  town  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.

AN  ACT  to  procure  the  collection  of  the  Revenue  and  County  Levy  of  Clay 

County  for  the  year  1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Clay  county  court 
shall  appoint  a  collector  of  the  revenue  and  county  levy 
of  Clay  county  for  the  year  1870;  and  that  he  shall  take 
bond  and  security  from  said  collector  as  now  required  by 
law  from  sheriffs. 

$  2.  The  collector  so  appointed  shall  have  until  the  first 
day  of  June,  1872,  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same;  and 
for  a  failure  to  do  so  shall  be  proceeded  against  in  the 
same  way,  and  subject  to.  the  same  penalties,  as  now  pro- 
vided by  the  law  in  relation  to  defaulting  sheriffs  and 
collectors  of  the  county  levy  and  revenue  for  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  and  endow  Graves  County  Female  Seminary. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  W.  A.  Tamer,  J.  F.  McElrath,  W.  W.  Tice, 
H.  S.  Hale,  A.  R.  Boon,  and.  their  successors  in  of- 
fice, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  style  and  name  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Graves  County  Female  Seminary ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  in  this 
State ;  may  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
alter  or  change  at  pleasure  ;  and  shall  have  power  to 
contract  for  the  erection,  furnishing,  and  general  outfitting 
of  a  seminary  of  learning  at  May  field,  upon  some  piece 
of  ground  to  be  selected  by  them ;  to  purchase,  acquire, 
and  hold  real  and  personal  estate ;  to  receive  and  acquire 
any  real  or  personal  estate  by  gift,  grant,  or  devise  for  the 
use  of  said  seminary,  and  to  sell  and  convey  any  such 
property  ;  and  to  enact  all  proper  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment and  regulation  of  said  seminary,  and  the  officers, 
teachers,  and  pupils  thereof. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  Graves  county,  in  open  court 
given,  upon  the  first  day  of  some  regular  term  of  the 
county  court  for  said  county,  said  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors are  hereby  invested  with  and  shall  have  and 
receive  of  said  county  court  of  Graves  county,  and  its 
treasurer,  elected  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved 
February  13th,  1846,  all  of  the  proceeds  and  accumulated 
interest,  not  heretofore  appropriated,  arising  from  the  sales 
of  the  six  thousand  acres  of  land  granted  to  Graves  county 
for  the  endowment  of  academies  and  seminaries  of  learn- 
ing* by  an  act  of  this  General  Assembly  approved  Janu- 
ary 30th,  1834 ;  and  may  use  the  same  in  the  purchase 
and  outfit  of  a  suitable  seminary  building,  in  accordance 
with  the  power  conferred  upon  them  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  select  from  their 
body  a  president;  to  fill  vacancies;  to  confer,  with  the 
advice  of  the  principal  teacher,  any  diploma  or  token  of 
merit,  in  the  manner  to  be  designated  by  the  by-laws ;  to 
appoint  a  clerk  and  treasucpr,  and  prescribe  their  duties ; 
and  to  require  of  the  treasurer  a  bond,  with  good  and 
sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  a  renewal  of  the  same  at  such  times  as  may  be  re- 
quired. Said  clerk,  treasurer,  and  each  trustee  appointed 
to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  take  an  oath,  before  some  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  that  he  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  his  duties  as  such. 
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$  4.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  loan  or  invest  1871. 
any  surplus  of  the  moneys,  mentioned  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  remaining  after  the  purchase,  building,  and  outfit 
of  naid  seminary  ground  and  buildings,  in  any  profitable 
manner  they  may  deem  advantageous  for  the  benefit  of 
said  seminary ;  or  they  may  use  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  paying  the  tuition  expenses  in  said  seminary 
of  one  or  more  pupils  from  each  or  any  common  school 
district  in  Graves  county,  to  be  selected  by  the  school 
trustees  of  the  district. 

§  5.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  who  qualify  or  remain 
in  office  may,  at  any  time,  fill  vacancies  in  their  body; 
and  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  any  act  or 
business ;  and  said  trustees  shall  keep  a  full  record  of 
all  their  acts  and  proceedings. 

J  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  iorce  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1428. 

AN  ACT  to  amend   an  act,  entitled  "An  act  incorporating   the  Town   of 
Huston  ville,  and  the  sereral  acts  amendatory  thereof." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Lite  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
town  of  Hustonville,  in  Lincoln  county,  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereof,"  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  so 
amended,  as  to  give  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  the 
exclusive  power  to  grant  or  withhold  license  for  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  other  intoxi- 
cating drinks,  by  retail,  in  said  town,  or  within  two  miles 
thereof;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  exempt  the  party  obtaining  the  license  from 
paying  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law  for  State  revenue. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1430. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Wyoming. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Wyoming  shall 
be  the  same  as  is  shown  by  a  plat  of  said  town  recorded 
ill  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  oounty  court  of  said 
county. 
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1871.  $  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  havt  power  to  close 

such  streets  and  alleys  as  they  may  think  proper;  and 
where  the  title  in  fee  to  any  street  or  alley  U  vested  in 
said  trustees,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same. 

§  3.  The  county  court  of  said  county  shall  have  no 
power  to  grant  a  licence  to  any  person  to  retail  ardent 
spirits  in  naid  town,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  without 
the  consent  of  the  trustees  of  said  town ;  said  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  persons  author- 
ized to  retail  ardent  spirits  in  said  town,  or  within  one 
mile  thereof. 

§  4.  The  police  judge  and  marshal  of  said  town  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  that  the  police  judge  and  mar- 
shal of  the  town  of  Owingsville  respectively  have. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  an  annual 
tax  of  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollar*'  worth  of 
property  in  said  town  subject  to  taxation  for  State  rev- 
enue purposes,  and  one  dollar  on  each  male  reMdent  of 
said  town  over  twenty  one  years  of  age. 

(6.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  require  all  persons 
living  in  said  town,  who  are  liable  to  work  on  public  roads, 
to  work  upon  the  streets  of  said  town ;  and  upon  their 
failure  to  do  so,  shall  be  subject  to  such  fine  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  town. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  8,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1431. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Bethel. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be 
elected  for  the  town  of  Bethel ;  the  police  judge  for  the 
same  term  as  county  judges,  and  the  marshal  for  the  same 
term  as  constables.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge 
shall  be  in  civil  cases  the  same  as  that  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace;  and  in  misdemeanors  and  powers  to  hold  exam- 
ining courts  the  same  as  that  of  a  county  judge;  and  his 
fees  shall  be  the  same  as  allowed  justices  and  county 
judges  for  similar  services.  The  marshal  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  constables;  and  his  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  constables  for  like  services. 

§  2.  The  county  court  shall  have*  no  power  to  grant  a 
license  to  retail  ardent  spirits  in  said  town  without  the 
consent  of  the  trustees  ;  and  said  trustees  shall  have  pow- 
er to  levy  a  tax  on  all  persons  licensed  to  retail  ardent

spirits  in  said  town;  they  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  1871, 
upon  auction**,  shows,  or  exhibitions  in  said  town,  and 
make  all  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  good  government  of  said  town;  and  to  levy  and  col- 
lect an  ad  valorem  and  capitation  tax,  for  the  purpose  of 
the  improvement  of  said  town,  and  defraying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  said  town. 
$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  March  8,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1432. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Augusta. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Augusta  he  so 
amended,  as  that  from  and  after  this  date,  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  said  city  shall  begin  on  the  1st  day  of  May 
of  each  year,  and  that  shall  be  the  day  of  each  year 
for  the  estimating  of  the  property  liable  to  taxation;  and 
all  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  including  all 
choses  in  action,  shall  be  the  subject  of  taxation  for  city 
purpose*. 

§  2.  That  the  city  taxation  on  all  real  and  personal 
property  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  on  the  hundred  dol- 
lar*' worth  of  property,  according  to  the  valuation. 

§  3.  That  the  capitation  tax  may,  from  and  after  the 
1st  day  of  May,  1871,  be  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  upon 
each  person  or  inhabitant  twenty-one  years  old. 

§  4.  The  mayor  and  city  council  shall  have  the  power  to 
cause  the  construction  of  sidewalks  of  stone,  gravel,  or 
brick,  as  to  them  may  seem  proper,  both  as  to  width  and 
the  time  when  they  shall  be  made,  and  to  enforce  the  same 
by  such  penalties  as  they  deem  proper. 

§  5.  Should  the  mayor  be  temporarily  absent,  or  sick 
or  disabled,  thereby  prevented  from  discharging  his  duties, 
the  city  council  may,  by  ballot,  elect  a  mayor  pro  tern., 
who  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  mayor 
during  the  continuance  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  disa- 
bility of  the  mayor  elect. 

§  U.  Thit  the  mayor  and  city  council  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city,  and  al.-o  upon  all  the  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, tor  the  purpose  ol  erecting  a  school-house,  and  aiding 
the  common  school  of  the  district. 

§  7.  This  ac*  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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1871.  CHAPTER  1483. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Catlettsbnrg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  no  license  shall  hereafter  be  granted  by  the 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  authorizing  the  sale 
or  vending  of  any  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  in  said  town. 

§  2.  That  any  law,  so  far  as  it  may  be  in  conflict  with 
this  act,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1434. 

AN  ACT   to  amend  the  Charter  of  the   Louisville   and  Jefferson  Connty 

Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  to  enable  the  Louisville  and  Jefferson  County 
Association  to  adorn  and  improve  their  grounds,  the  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
a  majority  in  stock  of  the  stockholders  in  said  association, 
to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  ten  per  cent.,  payable  half  yearly. 

§  2.  The  Louisville  and  Jefferson  County  Association 
shall  have  the  right  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  forty 
bonds,  of  the  denomination  of  five  hundred  dollars  each, 
having  not  exceeding  twenty  years  to  run,  with  interest, 
payable  half  yearly,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
ten  per  cent,  per  annum. 

§  3.  To  secure  said  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  said  Louisville  and  Jefferson 
County  Association  may  execute  a  mortgage  upon  its 
property. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1435.  1871. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Eminence  and  Mulberry  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted-  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
if  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Eminence  and  Mulberry  Turnpike  Road 
Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  construct 
and  build  an  addition  to  their  road,  beginning  at  a  corner 
on  said  road  to  the  heirs  of  R.  H.  Rarny  and  M.  T.  Mad- 
dox ;  thence  between  their  lands,  and  on  the  most  practi- 
cable and  available  route  to  and  through  the  eastern  part 
of  the  town  of  Eminence  to  the  railroad  depot,  or  inter- 
section with  some  other  turnpike  road  leading  thereto. 

§  2.  Persons  whose  lands  the  same  may  occupy,  may 
put  up  farm  gates  across  said  road,  not  exceeding  two 
years,  in  order  to  have  time  to  inclose  their  lands. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1436. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Fulton  County  Court  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to 
build  a  new  Jail,  and  to  purchase  ground  for  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fulton  county  (a  majority 
of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  con- 
curring therein)  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  levy 
and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  said  county  subject  to  taxation  under 
the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  to  exceed 
ten  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars1  worth  of  prop- 
erty as  shown  upon  the  assessor's  book  of  said  county; 
also  to  levy  and  collect  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  upon  each  tithe  in  said  county  as  shown  upon 
said  assessor's  book. 

$  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  said  county  may  summon 
each  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county  to  appear  at  the 
court-house  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  him, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  said  levy. 

§  3.  That  if  said  levy,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  should 
be  made,  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  and  county  judge 
may,  at  the  time  assembled  as  aforesaid,  enter  up  an  order 
of  record  directing  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  make  sale 
of  the  old  jail  material  and  fixtures,  and  the  lot  of  ground 
upon  which  it  stands,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
said  court  may  prescribe;  said  sheriff  making  a  deed  of 
conveyance  to  the  purchaser  upon  the  payment  of  the 
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1871,  purchase  price;  which  conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  par* 
cha*er  all  the  right  and  title  which  said  county  had  in 
and  to  said  property. 

§  4.  That  in  the  event  said  eale  is  made  as  authorized 
by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  then  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  said  county,  a  lot  or  lots  of  ground  upon  which 
to  build  and  erect  a  suitable  jail  tor  said  county,  taking 
conveyance  therefor  to  the  county  of  Pulton. 

§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  143"/. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  time  to  the  Hart  County  Court  in  which  to  build 

Fire-proof  Vaults. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  is  hereby  granted 
to  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Hart  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  an  act, entitled  "An  act  to  require  the 
county  courts  to  have  one  or  more  fire-proof  vaults  in 
their  respective  counties  erected  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
the  public  records  of  their  respective  counties." 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1438. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  Incorporating  the  "  Northeastern  Kentuckj  Agri- 
cultural Association,"  approved  February  2 2d,  1860,  and  to  legalise  the 
election  of  Officers  heretofore,  and  their  acts  as  such. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  of  an  act  incorporating  the 
Northeastern  Kentucky  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  As- 
sociation, approved .  February  22 d,  1860,  be  so  amended 
that  the  election  of  the  officers  directed  in  said  section 
shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Saturday  in  October,  each 
and  every  year,  instead  of  the  second  Saturday  in  May;

public  notice,  by  insertion  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  Boyd  county,  or  three  or  more  written  notices  posted 
at  the  most  public  places  in  the  county,  one  at  the  court- 
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house  door  in  Catletttuborg,  and  one  at  the  Ashland  Bank      J871. 
in  the  town  of  Ashland. 

§  2.  The  president  and  directors  are  authorized  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  whenever,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  interest  of  the  association  requires  it,  by  giving 
notice  in  like  manner  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
as  directed  in  the  first  section  of  this  amendment. 

§  3.  That  elections  heretofore  held  for  the  officers  of 
said  corporation  is  hereby  legalized,  and  all  acts  of  the 
same  that  could  in  anywise  be  affected,  and  affected  alone 
on  account  of  the  officers  thereof  was  not  elected  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  amendment.

so. 

§  2.  That  the  bonds  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  are  authorized  to  be  issued,  may  be  in  such  amounts 
as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may,  by  an  order  there- 
of, direct;  and  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  indorsed  by 
the  county  judge  and  county  clerk  in  their  official  capac- 
ity; and,  when  so  indorsed  and  sold,  shall  be  binding  and 
valid  upon  said  county:  Provided,  That  said  bonds  Bhall 
not  be  sold  lor  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  2.  That  to  enable  said  county  court  to  pay  off  and 
discharge  the  bonds  which  they  are  authorized  by  this  act 
to  issue,  they  are  authorized  to  make  an  annual  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  of  the  said  county,  a  tax  sufficient  to 
pay  off  the  bonds  issued  by  them  under  and  by  virtue  of 
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2871.       thi*  act>  together  with  the  interest  on  the  same;  such  levy 
shall  be  made  at  the  time  the  county  court  meets  to  make 
the  county  levy  for  other  purposes,  and  when  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  said  county  are  present. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Wheatcroft,  James  H.  McLean,  and  Samuel  L.  Casey,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  and  corpo- 
rators, under  the  direction  of  whom,' or  any  three  of  them, 
subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Tradewater  Coal  and  Transportation  Company,  which  is 
hereby  incorporated;  and  they  may  cause  books  to  be 
opened  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  direct  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  after  having  given  such  notice 
of  the  times  and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

(  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Tradewater  Coal  and 
Transportation  Company  shall  be  ($1,000,000)  one  million 
dollars,  in  shares  of  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  corporation  ;  and 
as  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be  sub* 
scribed,  the  subscribers,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  incorporated  into  a 
company  by  the  name  of  the  Tradewater  Coal  and  Trans- 
portation Company;  and  by  this  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding, 
selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  real  estate  and  personal 
property,  mining  rights,  rights  of  way,  steamboats  and 
barges,  and  any  other  kind  of  property  that  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary  by  them  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
their  business  and  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
granted;  and  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  construct 
such  wagon  roads,  railroads,  and  appurtenances  thereunto; 
on  and  from  the  lands  of  said  company  to  such  points  on 
the  Tradewater  and  Ohio  rivers  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient and  necessary,  and  to  engage  generally  in  the 
mining  and  purchase  of  coal,  the  transportation  and  sale 
of  same,  and  with  all  powers  necessary  and  adequate  to 
carry  into  effect  the  Successful  prosecution  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 
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§  3.  As  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  are  subscribed,  it  1871. 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  three  of 
them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  at 
least  twenty  days1  notice  of  the  time  and  place  where  said 
meeting  is  to  be  held,  and  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  five 
directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  president;  and  direct- 
ors shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  directors,  by 
giving  twenty  days'  notice. 

$  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  incur  such  indebtedness  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  successful  prosecution  of  its  business,  anrd  may  issue 
bonds  therefor  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  may  secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds  by  a 
mortgage  or  mortgages  on  all  their  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, steamboats,  and  barges.

tippling-house,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties imposed  therefor :  Provided,  however,  That  any  per- 
son may  give  to  a  neighbor,  when  visiting  his  or  her  house, 
a  drink  of  spirits,  without  incurring  the  penalties  above 
imposed. 

K  §  2.  After  the  passage  of  this  act,  neither  the  county 
judge,  nor  any  person  acting  under  or  by  his  authority, 
shall  grant  a  license  to  any  person  to  sell  intoxicating

§  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  judge  of 
Morgan  county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  incor- 
porated town  in  Morgan  county,  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  tavern-keeper,  merchant, 
saloon-keeper,  or  any  one  else,  to  retail  spirituous  liquors 
in  the  county  of  Morgan. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  sell  spirituous  liquors  in  the  county  of  Morgan  in  quan- 
tities less  than  ten  gallons. 

5  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  violating  the 
2d  section  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  conviction  under  an  in- 
dictment by  the  grand  jury  of  said  county,  be  fined  not  less 
than  twenty  nor  more  than  sixty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

§  4.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  mayors  of  towns  in  said 
county  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  circuit 
court,  for  the  trial  and  punishment  of  violations  of  the  2d 
section  of  this  act.

§  3.  To  secure  said  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  said  Louisville  and  Jefferson 
County  Association  may  execute  a  mortgage  upon  its 
property.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Eminence  and  Mulberry  Turnpike 

Road  Gompany.

§  1.  That  the  Eminence  and  Mulberry  Turnpike  Road 
Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  construct 
and  build  an  addition  to  their  road,  beginning  at  a  corner 
on  said  road  to  the  heirs  of  R.  H.  Ramy  and  M.  T.  Mad- 
doz ;  thence  between  their  lands,  and  on  the  most  practi- 
cable and  available  route  to  and  through  the  eastern  part 
of  the  town  of  Eminence  to  the  railroad  depot,  or  inter- 
section with  some  other  turnpike  road  leading  thereto. 

§  2.  Persons  whose  lands  the  same  may  occupy,  may 
put  up  farm  gates  across  said  road,  not  exceeding  two 
years,  in  order  to  have  time  to  inclose  their  lands.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Fulton  Connty  Court  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to 
build  a  new  Jail,  and  to  purchase  ground  for  the  8Ame. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Fulton  county  (a  majority 
of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  con- 
curring therein)  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  levy 
and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  said  county  subject  to  taxation  under 
the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  to  exceed 
ten  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars9  worth  of  prop- 
erty as  shown  upon  the  assessor's  book  of  said  county ; 
also  to  levy  and  collect  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  upon  each  tithe  in  said  county  as  shown  upon 
said  assessor's  book. 

§  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  said  county  may  summon 
each  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county  to  appear  at  the 
court-house  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  him, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  said  levy. 

§  3.  That  if  said  levy,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  should 
be  made,  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  and  county  judge 
may,  at  the  time  assembled  as  aforesaid,  enter  up  an  order 
of  record  directing  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  make  sale 
of  the  old  jail  material  and  fixtures,  and  the  lot  of  ground 
upon  which  it  stands,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
said  court  may  prescribe;  said  sheriff  making  a  deed  of 
conveyance  to  the  purchaser  upon  the  payment  of  the 
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1871.  purchase  price ;  which  conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  pur- 
chaser all  the  right  and  title  which  said  county  had  in 
and  to  said  property, 

§  4.  That  in  the  event  said  sale  is  made  as  authorized 
by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  then  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  for  and  on 
behalf  of  said  county,  a  lot  or  lots  of  ground  upon  which 
to  build  and  erect  a  suitable  jail  for  said  county,  taking 
conveyance  therefor  to  the  county  of  Pulton.

said  corporation  is  further  empowered,  if  from  any  cause 
the  election  shall  not  be  held  on  that  day,  [to  direct]  that 
the  president  and  directors  have  power  to  call  a  meeting 
of  stockholders  for  that  purpose  by  giving  fifteen  days' 
public  notice,  by  insertion  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  Boyd  county,  or  three  or  more  written  notices  posted 
at  the  most  public  places  in  the  county,  one  at  the  court- 
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house  door  in  Catlett*burg,  and  one  at  the  Ashland  Bank      J87JL. 
in  the  town  of  Ashland. 

§  2.  The  precMent  and  directors  are  authorized  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  whenever,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  interest  of  the  association  requires  it,  by  giving 
notice  in  like  manner  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
as  directed  in  the  first  section  of  this  amendment. 

§  3.  That  elections  heretofore  held  for  the  officers  of 
said  corporation  is  hereby  legalized,  and  all  acts  of  the 
same  that  could  in  anywise  be  affected,  and  affected  alone 
on  account  of  the  officers  thereof  was  not  elected  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  amendment.

§  2.  That  the  bonds  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  are  authorized  to  be  issued,  may  be  in  such  amounts 
as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may,  by  an  order  there- 
of, direct;  and  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  indorsed  by 
the  county  judge  and  county  clerk  in  their  official  capac- 
ity; and,  when  so  indorsed  and  Bold,  shall  be  binding  and 
valid  upon  said  county:  Provided,  That  said  bonds  Bhall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  2.  That  to  enable  said  county  court  to  pay  off  and 
discharge  the  bonds  which  they  are  authorized  by  this  act 
to  issue,  they  are  authorized  to  make  an  annual  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  of  the  said  county,  a  tax  sufficient  to 
pay  off  the  bonds  issued  by  them  under  and  by  virtue  of 
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1871.  t^'8  act>  together  with  the  interest  on  the  same;  each  levy 
shall  be  made  at  the  time  the  county  court  meets  to  make 
the  county  levy  for  other  purposes,  and  when  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  said  county  are  present. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Wheatcroft,  James  H.  McLean,  and  Samuel  L.  Casey,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  and  corpo- 
rators, under  the  direction  of  whom,'  or  any  three  of  them, 
subscriptions  may  be  received  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Tradewater  Coal  and  Transportation  Company,  which  is

(  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Tradewater  Coal  and 
Transportation  Company  shall  be  ($1,000,000)  one  million 
dollars,  in  shares  of  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which 
may  be  subscribed  by  any  individual  or  corporation  ;  and 
as  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed,  the  subscribers,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  incorporated  into  a 
company  by  the  name  of  the  Tradewater  Coal  and  Trans- 
portation Company;  and  by  this  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  shall  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding, 
selling,  leasing,  and  conveying  real  estate  and  personal 
property,  mining  rights,  rights  of  way,  steamboats  and 
barges,  and  any  other  kind  of  property  that  may  be  deem- 
ed necessary  by  them  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
their  business  and  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
granted;  and  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  construct 
such  wagon  roads,  railroads,  and  appurtenances  thereunto; 
on  and  from  the  lands  of  said  company  to  such  points  on 
the  Tradewater  and  Ohio  rivers  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient and  necessary,  and  to  engage  generally  in  the 
mining  and  purchase  of  coal,  the  transportation  and  sale 
of  same,  and  with  all  powers  necessary  and  adequate  to 
carry  into  effect  the  Successful  prosecution  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 
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§  3.  As  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  are  subscribed,  it  1871. 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  three  of 
them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  at

(  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  incur  such  indebtedness  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  successful  prosecution  of  its  business,  arrd  may  issue 
bonds  therefor  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  tbey  may  deem 
proper,  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  may  secure  the  payment  of  such  bonds  by  a 
mortgage  or  mortgages  on  all  their  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty, steamboats. and  barges.

for  said  purposes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
to  levy  a  tax  to  not  exceed  twenty  cents  ad  valorem  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  of  property  for  any  one  year. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  pa^a^e.

CHAPTER  1461. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Dayton,  in  Campbell  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  in 
Campbell  county,  of  this  State,  be,  and  the  same  is*  here- 
by, authorized  to  increase  the  present  bonded  debt  of  said 
city  to  any  sum,  provided  that  the  entire  debt  *hall  not 
exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year;  an-;  said 
city  council  may  issue  therefor  bonds,  bearing  inter*  «t  not 
to  exceed  ten  per  cent.,  payable  annually;  which  bonds 
shall  be  sold  for  not  less  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dollar. 

§  2.  All  bonds  issued  hereafter  shall  be  issued  upon 
blanks  numbered  from  one  to  one  thousand  consecutively, 
which  blanks  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city 
treasurer,  who  shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  the  same* 
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1871.  §  3.  That  said  council  be,   and  the  same  is  hereby, 

authorized  to  levy  and  collect,  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  that  the  general  revenue  of  the  city  is 
now  authorized  by  law  to  be  collected,  a  special  tax  of 
not  to  exceed  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars9 
valuation  of  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  city,  which, 
with  the  present  special  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund, 
exclusively,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  those  already  issued ;  which 
fund  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatever 

§  4.  Said  levy  shall  be  regulated  by  the  detailed  finan- 
cial statement,  to  be  given  by  the  city  clerk  when  called 
upon,  and  by  the  assessor's  hook  for  the  preceding  year; 
no  greater  tax  can  be  levied  than  will  be  necessary  to 
meet  the  bonds  and  interest  falling  due ;  and  in  case  the 
full  levy  of  forty- five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars 
will  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  principal  and  interest  of 
the'  city  bonds,  there  shall  be  set  apart  from  the  general 
tax  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the  same,  which  shall  be 
added  to  and  be  a  part  of  said  sinking  fund. 

§  5.  That  as  a  further  remedy  to  those  now  allowed  by 
law  for  enforcing  the  lien  of  the  city  on  real  estate  for  the 
delinquent  taxes  which  have  been,  or  may  be  hereafter 
levied  thereon,  and  for  the  penalty  and  costs  under  the 
authority  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  there  may  be  added  to 
the  amount  of  each  tax  bill  twenty  per  cent,  penalty  for 
the  first  return  of  delinquency  on  the  fifteenth  of  August 
in  each  year;  and  the  amount  of  the  tax  bill,  penalty,  and 
costs  may  be  carried  forward  and  added  to  the  next  an- 
nual tax  bill  on  the  same  property,  and  shall  constitute 
one  of  the  items  in  the  same,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year, 
there  being  twenty  per  cent,  penalty  added  to  the  amount 
of  the  bill  for  each  year  the  same  shall  be  returned  delin- 
quent;  and  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  city  shall  attach  to,  exist, 
and  continue  upon  the  property  for  all  the  taxes,  penalties, 
and  costs,  until  the  same  is  fully  paid ;  and  the  city  may, 
at  any  time  when  it  shall  deem  the  amount  of  taxes,  pen- 
alties, and  costs  sufficient  to  justify  it,  proceed  to  enforce 
the  lien  on  the  property  by  suit  in  equity  in  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county,  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
as  other  liens  are  enforced,  and  with  like  effect;  and  the 
city  shall  have  remedy  by  distress  for  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes  and  tithes,  and  for  special  taxes;  and  the 
collector  in  whose  hands   the  bills   may  be  placed  shall 
distrain  therefor,  in  the  same  way  that  sheriffs  distrain  for 
taxes  due  the  Commonwealth ;  and  a  lien  is  given  the  city 
upon  all  real  and  personal  property  and  choses  in  action 
for  the  general  city  taxes  levied  thereon,  and  upon  all  real 
and  personal  estate  for  any  special  tax  levied  thereon;  and 
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the  penalties  and  costs  shall  have  precedence  over  all  pri-  1871. 
vate  liens  or  encumbrances.  The  mayor's  court  of  the 
eity  of  Dayton  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
circuit  court  for  the  sale  of  land  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  and  sales  made  therein  of  real  estate  under  this 
act  shall  pass  all  the  title  of  the  owner  of  such  real 
estate  to  the  purchaser.  Before  the  sale  of  any  land  for 
taxes,  it  must  appear,  by  the  tax  bill  filed  in  the  court, 
and  such  other  evidence  as  the  records  of  the  city  may 
furnish,  that  the  taxes  have  been  regularly  levied,  that 
the  tax-payers  are  delinquent,  and  that  the  tax  bills  have 
been  regularly  returned  by  the  collector  from  the  first  to 
the  fifteenth  of  October,  in  each  year,  to  the  city  clerk,  in 
the  case  of  general  taxes,  indorsed  that  he  has  found  no 
personal  property  to  distrain  for  said  taxes,  penalties,  and 
costs.  In  the  case  of  special  taxes  for  improvements,  the 
same  requirements  shall  be  had,  except  that  they  shall  be 
payable  to  the  city  treasurer  within  two  months  after  they 
have  been  levied,  and  shall  be  collected  or  returned  no 
personal  property  found  within  four  months  after  they 
have  been  levied. 

§  6.  And  the  circuit  court  of  Campbell  county,  and  the 
mayor's  court  for  the  city  of  Dayton,  shall,  in  case  of  the 
enforcement  of  the  lien,  direct  a  sale  by  the  collector  of  so 
much  of  the  taxed  property  as  will  satisfy  the  taxes,  pen- 
alties, and  costs,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  adver- 
tised by  written  or  printed  advertisement,  posted  in  front 
of  the  door  of  the  council  chamber,  at  least  fifteen  days 
before  the  day  of  the  sale.  Such  sales  shall  be  for  cash, 
and  the  collector  shall  report  his  sale  to  the  court  within 
one  month  thereafter,  and  time  shall  be  given  the  owner 
of  the  property  for  twelve  months  from  the  day  of  sale  to 
redeem  the  property  sold  by  paying  to  the  purchaser,  or  to 
the  city  treasurer  for  him,  the  purchase  money,  with  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  damages  thereon  ;  and  if  he  shall  not,  within 
that  time,  redeem,  the  absolute  ownership  nhall  vest  in  the 
purchaser,  or  his  heirs  or  assigns;  and  in  case  the  property 
sold  be  real  estate,  the  president  of  the  city  council  shall 
make  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  a  deed  of  con- 
veyance, which  shall  vest  in  him  all  the  right,  title,  and 
interest  of  the  previous  owner :  Provided,  That  the  owner 
or  claimant  of  any  property  may,  if  he  appear,  make  any 
valid  defense,  either  in  law  or  equity,  against  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  lien  for  taxes;  but  if  no  defense  be  made 
before  sale,  the  same  shall  be  barred.  The  owners  of  all 
property  in  the  city  shall  be  deemed  to  have  notice  of  the 
fact  that  the  same  is  subject  to  general  and  special  taxa- 
ation  by  the  city,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  subject  to  the 
taxes  assessed  thereon,  and  the  penalties  and  costs,  until 
paid  and  satisfied.     And  when  any  assessor  of  the  city

1871.  B^a"  return  BnY  reftl  5»tate  for  taxation,  that  the  owner 
thereof  is  unknown,  the  suit  of  the  city  may  be  against 
the  property  and  the  unknown  owner  thereof,  who  may 
be  proceeded  against  as  non-resident  delinquents,  to  en- 
force the  lien  of  the  city  as  aforesaid.  The  city  shall  not 
be  required  to  execute  any  bond  before  judgment,  as  re- 
quired by  section  (440)  four  hundred  and  forty  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  Practice,  or  any  bond  as  required  in  the  case  of 
attachments  against  non-residents.  * 

§  7.  And  in  capes  of  taxes  against  non-residents  and 
unknown  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  the 
city  may  proceed  against  said  real  estate  when  the  time 
of  payment  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  taxes  assessed  has 
elapsed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  to  return 
two  separate  lists,  one  specifying  the  real  estate  assessed 
against  non- resident  and  unknown  persons,  the  other  spec- 
ifying the  amount  of  property  held  by  resident  citizens  of 
Dayton. 

§  8.  In  all  suits  by  the  city  to  enforce  tax  liens  under 
this  act,  the  certified  copies  of  the  delinquent  bills,  show- 
ing the  taxes,  penalties,  and  cunts  claimed,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  correctness  of  the  claims  asserted. 
The  original  delinquent  bills  returned  shall  remain  in  the 
cleik's  office  of  the  city  as  part  of  its  records,  and  the 
city  clerk  shall  furnish  the  city  with  certified  copies  there- 
of. 

§  9.  The  city  clerk  shall  make  out  the  tax  bills  from  the 
assessor's  books  in  a  tax. bill-book  to  he  provided  by  the 
city  council;  which  book  shall  contain  the  bills  and  dupli- 
cate memoranda  thereof  on  the  same  page;  which  book 
shall  he  delivered  to  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  be  re- 
sponsible on  his  official  bond  for  the  safe- keeping  of  the 
same,  and  shall  not  remove  any  tax  bills  therefrom  until 
the  same  has  been  paid.  If  not  paid  within  the  time 
specified,  the  same  shall  be  returned  delinquent  to  the 
city  clerk,  who  shall  furnish  the  delinquent  tax  collector 
with  duplicate  copies  thereof. 

§  10.  All  bonds  when  signed,  and  until  sold,  shall  re- 
main in  the  hands  of  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  receive 
the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  same,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  city  council.  All  public  money  and  securi- 
ties for  debt,  when  received  by  any  officer  of  the  city, 
shall  immediately  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  who. 
shall  give  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  the  annual  re- 
ceipt of  money  from  the  sale  of  bonds  or  from  taxes, 
signed  by  two  or  more  sufficient  securities,  to  be  approved 
by  the  city  council. 

§  11.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed. 
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§12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-      1871. 
sage.

CHAPTER  1462. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Henderson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Henderson 
shall  have  power  to  elect  and  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  com- 
mon council,  and  'to  remove  him  at  pleasure,  and  fill  va- 
cancies in  said  office  from  time  to  time,  and  to  fix  by 
ordinance  his  compensation,  and  provide  for  the  payment 
thereof. 

v  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  keep  a 
fair  and  correct  record,  in  such  books  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  ordinance,  of  all  the  official  acts  of  the  mayor 
of  said  city,  and  of  the  proceedings,  ordinances,  laws, 
and  resolutions  of  the  common  council;  keep  and  pre- 
serve in  his  office  the  seal  of  the  city,  records,  papers, 
and  drafts  of  the  city,  not  belonging  to  any  other  office ; 
to  prepare  paper-*  and  copies  from  his  office  for  publica- 
tion or  other  purpose  as  directed  by  ordinance;  but  not 
to  act  as  clerk  of  the  city  court,  except  when  that  office 
may  be  vacant ;  shall  have  power  to  administer  any  oaths 
required  by  the  charter  of  said  city;  may,  by  consent  of 
the  common  council,  appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  and 
remove  them  at  pleasure;  but  before  entering  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  said  clerk  shall  execute  an  obli- 
gation to  the  city  of  Henderson,  with  good  surety,  ap- 
proved by  the  common  council,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  official  duties. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  to 
appropriate,  annually,  out  of  the  city  treasury,  in  aid  of 
the  Henderson  public  school  fund,  any  sum  of  money  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  5.  The  police  judge,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  said  office  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially to  the  best  of  his  ability.  The  police  judge  shall 
have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town  in  any 
case,  civil  or  criminal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace  have 
jurisdiction,  except  as  a  court  of  inquiry  in  criminal  cases. 
He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses,  exclusively, 
arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town; 
and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgment  and  award  exe- 
cution accordingly;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  judge 
to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  evidence,  and  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  records  of 
justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  power  to  issue  sum- 
mons for  witnesses  to  give  evidence  in  cases  pending  be- 
fore him;  and,  upon  their  failure  to  attend,  issue  compul- 
sory process  to  compel  their  attendance,  as  in  cases  of 
attachment  for  contempt.  He  shall  have  power  to  fine 
and  imprison  for  contempt:  Provided,  Said  fine  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  ten  dollars,  nor  imprisonment  more  than 
twelve  hours.  He  shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal, 
or  other  officer  authorized  to  execute  process  iu  his  court, 
to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before  him 
where  a  jury  would  be  required  before  a  circuit  court  or 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  to  compel  their  attendance.

§  6.  The  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Casey's  Mines 
shall  have  power  to  commit  all  offenders  liable  to  com- 
mitment in  the  county  jail  of  Union  county,  and  the  jailer 
thereof  shall  receive  and  keep  the  same  as  other  prisoners 
are  received  and  kept. 

§  7.  The  police  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  for  the  trial 
of  civil  cases  quarterly.  His  courts  shall  be  open  at  all 
times  for  the  trial  \>f  any  breach  of  the  penal  and  criminal 
laws,  or  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  8.  That  upon  all  judgments  by  the  police  judge,  either 
party  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  said  judgment, 
in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  terms  appeals  are 
taken  from  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  causes. 

§  9.  If  the  office  of  police  judge  shall,  from  any  cause, 
become  vacant,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  immediately 
recommend  a  successor  to  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth, who  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  commission 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  police  judge.

Should  any  person  owning  real 
estate  in  said  town  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  assessments 
of  taxes  thereon  on  or  before  the  first  of  January,  or  such 
time  as  may  he  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  the  said 
board  may  prosecute  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  the

To  provide  for  the  prevention  of  ex- 
hibiting or  standing  stallions,  bulls,  or  jacks  in  said  town, 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  board  of  trus- 
tees so  to  do;  4th.  To  tax  all  shows  or  theatrical  per- 
formances in  said  town. 

§  24.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  Fm ▼■emtiev 
any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  and  should 
the  office  of  marshal  become  vacant  from  any  cause,  to 
appoint  another  to  fill  the  unexpired  term.

Meade  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  less  quan- 
tities than  one  quart,  is  hereby  prohibited  in  magisterial 
district  number  nine,  in  Meade  county ;  and  any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  lined  for  each 
offense  in  a  sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  of  a  grand 
jury 

§  2.  The  fines  imposed  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  ftind  for  Meade  county  ;  and  it 
shs^l  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  judge  to  give  this 
act  in  his  charge  to  the  grand  jury. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  the  1st  day  of  Aprt, 
1871.

CHAPTER  1466. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Harrodsbnrg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  sections  six  and  seven  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg," 
approved  January  29,  1867,  be  so  amended,  that  said  sec- 
tions six  and  seven  shall  read  as  follows,  viz :  Section  six. 
When  the  fine  amounts  to  ten  dollars,  or  five  days'  im- 
prisonment, the  defendant  ^hall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal 
to  the  circuit  court,  upon  his  giving  bond,  as  required  by 
law  in  other  appeal  cases  to  the  circuit  court. 

§7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;  and 
shall  apply  to  any  appeals  heretofore  granted  and  now 
pending  in  said  circuit  court,  as  well  as  any  appeals 
which  may  hereafter  be  taken  and  prosecuted.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Oakland  Plank  Road  Company,  of 

Jefferson  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentuofcy: 

That  toe  president  and  directbrs  of  the  Oakland  Plank 
Road  Company  are  hereby  authorized  a#d  empowered  to 
sell  and  convey  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  in  order  that  the 
same  may  be  improved  as  public  streets,  so  much  of  the 
road  bed,  and  corporate  rights  therein,  as  now  lies  within 
the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  or  may  hereafter  be 
brought  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  by  reason  of  an 
extension  of  the  city  boundaries.  \

CHAPTER  1468. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  section  3  of  the 

Charter  of  Catlettsbarg." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  section  (3) 
three  of  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,"  ap- 
proved 22d  March,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is,  so  amended 
that  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall 
have  civil  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  quarterly  court 
of  Boyd  county,  Kentucky,  to  the  extent  of  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  as  incorporated  by  act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Slate. 

§  2.  That  said  police  judge  shall  collect,  receive,  and 
pay  over  all  taxes  on  process  and  suits  brought  or  filed  in 
his  said  court  in  the  same  manner  as  judges  of  the  quar- 
terly courts  of  this  Commonwealth  are  required  to  do,  and 
he  shall  be  liable  on  his  official  bond  for  said  tax  or  taxes 
so  collected  by  him. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1469. 

AN  ACT  $o  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Paducah  and  Gulf  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Paducah  and  Gulf  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  consolidate  with  the  Missis- 
sippi River  Railway  Company,  chartered  by  the  T  -*-*-»-*•***'* 
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1871.  °f  ^e  State  of  Tennessee,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  aa 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  two  companies  ;  and 
said  Paducah  and  Gulf  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  change  its  corporate  name  and 
title  to  the  Paducah  and  Memphis  Railroad  Company,  and 
in  such  name  shall  have  all.  the  powers  and  privileges  here- 
tofore conferred  on  said  companies  by  the  laws  of  the 
States  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 

(  2.  If  said  consolidation  should  take  place  between  the 
two  said  railroad  companies,  under  the  name  and  title  of 
the  Paducah  and  Memphis  RaMroad  Company,  then  said 
Paducah  and  Memphis  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  the  consolidated 
company,  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  thereof,  wiih  the  seal  of  the  company  affiled, 
and  coupons  for  interest  attached  and  signed  by  said  secre- 
tary, to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars, 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  bonds  and  coupons 
to  be  payable  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  directow  of 
the  company  may  select,  and  the  principal  of  the  bonds 
be  payable  at  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from 
their  respective  dates. 

§  3.  That,  in  order  to  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  said  consolidated  company  shall  have  the  power  to 
execute  a  mottgage  or  deed  of  trust  to  a  trustee  or  trustees, 
and  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  by  reason  of  the 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  such  trustee  upon  the 
main  line  of  the  railroad  from  Paducah  to  Memphis,  and 
other  property,  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of  said 
consolidated  company  ;  and  said  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust 
shall  contain  such  stipulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
and  effectual  in  securing  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  said  bonds  at  the  maturity  of  the  same. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1470. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Glasgow  Junction  and   Mammoth 

Cave. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Glasgow  Junction,  in  Barren 
county,  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  the  following 
limits,  viz:  One  mile  square,  to  be  so  laid  off  as  to  make 
the  passenger  depot  the  centre.  On  the  first  Saturday  in 
April!  1871,  five  (5)  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  said  town, 
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who,  with  their  successors,  under  the  name  and  style  of  1871. 
the  town  of  Glasgow  Junction;  and  under  that  name  they 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  may  own,  buy,  sell,  and 
oonvey  real  estate,  both  within  and  outside  the  corpora- 
tion of  said  town,  for  church,  school,  and  cemetery  pur- 
poses. 

§  2.  All  qualified  voters  living  inside  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of 
trustees,  and  all  other  town  officers. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  attend  to  all  the  duties  of 
their  office.  They  shall  elect  a  clerk,  who  shall  enter  at 
large,  upon  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  the  proceedings 
of  the  board  at  each  meeting. 

§  4.  The  trustees,  by  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the 
voters  of  said  town,  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
more  than  filty  cents  on  each  poll  within  its  corporate 
limits,  and  not  more  than  ten  cents  on  each  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  in  said  town  subject  to  taxation. 
They  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  number  of  taverns 
in  said  town,  and  impose  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars.  (No  license  to  be  ever  granted  for  the  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  except  to  the  regular  licensed  hotels.)  And 
also  regulate  the  tax  upon  ail  shows  and  exhibitions;  the 
money  to  collected  to  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of 
the  town. 

§  5.  The  first  Saturday  in  May,  1871,  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  order  an  election  (giving  ten  days9  previous 
notice)  for  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  and  there- 
after the  police  judge  nhall  be  elected  when  the  county 
judge  is  elected,  and  hold  office  for  the  same  time.  The 
town  marshal  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time  constables 
are  elected,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  same  time ;  to  take 
the  oath  and  give  the  bond,  and  in  all  respects  to  be  liable 
as  constables  are  liable. 

§  6.  The  poll-book  of  said  election  shall  be  returned  by 
the  clerk  to  the  judge  of  the  Barren  county  court  at  the 
first  term  after  said  election  ;  and  the  result  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  judge  of  said  court  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  the  Governor  ifsue  a  commission  to  that  person  who 
may  be  elected  police  judge,  who  shall  take  the  same  oath 
taken  by  the  county  judge,  and  in  all  civil  cases  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  entitled  to 
the  same  fees;  and  in  all  criminal  cases  arising  in  the 
town  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the  county 
judge,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  lees ;  and  in  viola- 
tion oi   town    regulations  shall  have  the  same  jurisdic- 
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1871.       t*°n'  an<*  **e  ent>^e(J  to  the  same  fees,  as  a  magistrate 
for  similar  services. 

§  7.  The  town  marshal  shall  execute  ail  processes  issued 
by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  constables  for  similar  services,  and  may  exe- 
cute any  process  issued  by  a  magistrate  of  the  county,  and 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  constables  within 
and  for  said  county. 

§  8.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  and  they  shallb  ave  power  to  make  all  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  the  town,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  laws  or  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  by  death  or 
otherwise,  an  election  (after  ten  days'  notice  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board)  shall  be  held  to  fill  a  vacancy  ;  and  in 
case  the  police  judge  or  town  marshal's  should  be  vacated 
by  death  or  otherwise,  the  trustees  shall  proceed  to  order 
an  election  for  said  officer,  giving  ten  days'  previous  notice 
of  said  election,  appointing  the  necessary  officers  to  con- 
duct it  in  all  respects  as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  and 
police  judge  or  town  marshal  so  elected  shall  serve  until 
the  next  regular  election. 

§  0.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  act. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1471. 

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mayor  of  the  Oit  y  of  Dayton, 

in  Campbell  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Dayton 
shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  hold  his  office  for  the  same  period,  as  county 
judges;  and  the  marshal  of  said  city  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner,  and 
hold  his  office  for  the  same  period,  as  sheriffs. 

§  2.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  mayor  in  civil  cases 
shall  be  concurrent  with  the  quarterly  court  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Dayton.  The  laws  regulating  appeals 
from  the  judgment  of  quarterly  courts  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  mayor's  court  of  the  city  of  Dayton. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  diminish  the  juris- 
diction of  the  mayor  of  said  city,  nor  affect  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  judge  of  the  quarterly  court. 
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§  4.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  either  of  the  offices  of      1871. 
mayor  or  marshal  before  any  regular  election  for  county 
judge  or  sheriff,  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Dayton 
may  by  ordinance  provide  for  an  election  to  fill  the  same. 

$  5.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Dayton  is  hereby 
authorized  to  regulate  the  term  of  office,  to  provide  for 
the  election  and  filling  any  vacancy  of  any  of  the  city 
offices  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  not  to  oonflict,  however, 
with  the  previous  sections  of  this  act;  said  council  may 
change  the  number  of  councilmen  from  each  ward,  and 
regulate  the  terms  of  office  of  the  same :  Provided,  That 
such  ward  shall  be  entitled  to  equal  representation  in  the 
board  of  common  council. 

§  6.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall  annually  choose 
its  own  sergeant-at-arms  and  other  officers  that  may  be 
necessary,  and  may  fix  the  salary  and  prescribe  the  duties 
of  the  same;  and  may,  for  cause  shown,  remove  of  sus- 
pend any  of  the  city  officers,  and  appoint  suitable  persons 
to  fill  their  vacancies. 

§  7.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. This  act  shall  take  effeot  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1472. 

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Trustees  of  School  District. No.  2,  in  Hickman 
County,  to  levy  and  collect  a  Tax  for  School  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  common  school  district  No.  2, 
in  Hickman  couftty,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  in  said  district  to  enable  them  to  es- 
tablish and  maintain  a  first-class  school  in  said  district  for 
the  term  of  ten  months  in  each  year. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  m*ke  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  maintain  said  school,  in- 
cluding the  amount  drawn  annually  from  the  common 
school  fund  of  the  State,  and  may  levy  and  collect  a  poll- 
tax  (except  upon  negroes)  epon  every  inhabitant  in  said 
district  over  the  age  of  six  years,  not,  however,  to  erceed 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  head,  and  the 
remainder  necessary  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  upon  and  from  the  personal  and  real 
estate  in  said  district. 

§  3.  That  when  the  trustees  of  said  district  shall  assem- 
ble and  make  their  calculations  and  assessment  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  they  shall  jointly  appoint  in  writing, 
signed  by  them,  a  competent  person  to  collect  the  tax  as- 
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1871.  *esfed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall,  from  the  tax  com- 
missioner's book  of  said  county,  make  out  a  list  of  the 
polls  and  taxable  property,  both  real  and  personal,  in  said 
district,  and  thereupon  make  his  collection  as  aforesaid : 
Provided^  That  said  collector  appointed  as  aforeoaid  may 
proceed  to  collect  Irom  any  inhabitant  of  said  district  as 
allowed  by  this  act,  whose  name  may  not  be  found  upon 
the  commissioner's  hook  of  said  county. 

§  4.  That  said  collector  appointed  as  aforesaid,  before 
he  enters  upon  the  duties  assigned  him  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  good  security,  payable  to 
the  trustees  of  said  district,  in  double  the  amount  esti- 
mated to  be  collected  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  before  the  county  court  of  Hickman  county,  to  be  ap- 
proved of  by  said  court,  conditioned  faithfully  and  prompt- 
ly to  collect  and  pay  over  to  said  trustees  at  such  time, 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  trustees  may 
prescribe,  any  and  all  money  that  may  come  to  bis  hands 
as  such  collector;  and  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions  of 
said  bond,  a  suit  or  suits  may  be  brought  in  any  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  of  said  amount,  in  the  name  of  said  trus- 
tees, and  a  recover}7  had  thereon  as  in  other  similar  cases; 
and  that  said  truBteeB  may  make  a  reasonable  allowance 
out  of  the  fund  thus  collected  to  said  collector  as  a  com- 
pensation for  his  services. 

$  5.  That  no  tax,  either  capita  or  ad  valorem,  shall  be 
collected  from  the  black  population  of  said  district  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act, 

§  0.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1473. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  aet  to  amend 
the  Charter  of  the  Washington  County  Agricultural  Society,"  approved 
20th  February,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  ["An  act  to] 
amend  the  charter  of  the  Washington  County  Agricultural 
Society,"  approved  20th  February,  1868,  be  so  amended 
that  the  election  for  the  officers  of  said  society  Bball  take 
place  on  some  Saturday  in  April  of  each  year,  ten  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election  being  given 
by  advertisements  posted  in  at  least  four  public  places  in 
Washington  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1474.  1871. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Granville  Evans;  of  Wolfo  County. 

Whereas.    On  the  —  day   of   -,   1867,  Granville 

Evan*,  of  Woile  county,  became  the  purchaser  of  a  cer- 
tain tract  of  Jand,  sold  under  judgment  of  the  Wolfe 
circuit  court;  as  the  property  of  E.  P.  Hobbs,  and  which 
said  land  was  confirmed  to  said  Evans  by  said  court;  but 
unknown  to  paid  Evans  at  the  time  of  said  purchase,  said 
land  had  been  for  lei  ted  to  the  Commonwealth  for  taxes 
due  on  it  for  the  years  1862,  1863.  1864,  and  1865,  with 
damages  thereon ;  and  safcd  Evans  wag  forced  to  pay  the 
said  taxes  and  damage*,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  and  twenty -five  cents,  and  which  damages 
amounted  to  seventy-one  dollars  and  fifty  cent*,  being 
that  amount  more  than  should  have  been  actually  paid  ; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth  in  favor  of  said  Granville  Evans  for 
the  sum  of  seventy-one  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  payable 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, which  the  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  said  Evans. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1475. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate 
the  Kentucky  Mining,  Lumber,  and  Manufacturing  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the 
Kentucky  Mining,  Lumber,  and  Manufacturing  Company," 
approved  January  7,  1870,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  change  the  name  of  said  corporation  from 
the  u  Manufacturing  and  Financial  Company,"  as  therein 
provided,  to  the  " Manufacturers'  Bank;"  by  which  name 
it  shall  be  known,  shall  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded. 

§  2.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  and  immunities  under 
the  said  name  that  it  now  has  and  enjoys  under  its 
present  name,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  its  original 
charter  approved  January  25,  1867,   and   under  and   in 
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1871        pursuance  of  the  amendment  thereto,  approved  April  7, 
1870. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the 
present  organization  of  said  company,  or  any  contract  or 
agreement  made  by  or  with  said  company  under  its 
present  name,  or  any  right  or  privilege  arising  out  of  any 
such  contract  or  agreement. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1476. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  \An 
act  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Cloverport  and  Lower  Cloverport  into 
the  Town  of  Cloverport,'"  approved  March  5th,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:  . 

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  incorporate  the  town 
of  Cloverport  and  Lower  Cloverport  into  the  town  of 
Cloverport,'"  approved  March  5th,  1868,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  be  it  enacted* 
that  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Cloverport  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  and  penal  cases,  where  the 
amount  in  controversy  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  and  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  and  try  attach- 
ments, not  exceeding  that  amount ;  and  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  quarterly  and  circuit  courts 
of  Breckinridge  county  in  all  the  cases  above  mentioned: 
Provided,  The  jurisdiction  hereby  conferred  shall  not  ex- 
tend to  persons  living  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  justices9 
district  in  which  the  town  of  Cloverport  is  situated,  unless 
the  defendant  or  defendants  in  such  cases  shall  indorse  in 
writing,  on  the  summons  or  process  served  on  them,  their 
consent  that  the  same  may  be  tried  in  said   police  court. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  We  in  force  from 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  1477. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Graded  School  at  St.  James,  late  Shelby  College,  in 

Shelbyville. 

Whereas,  The  grounds  and  building^  of  St.  James'  (late 
Shelby)  College  have  reverted  to,  and  are  now  held  and 
owned  by,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Shelby- 
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ville,  Kentucky;  and  all  efforts  to  establish  a  permanent  1871. 
institution  of  learning  have  hitherto  failed;  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  establishment  of  a  graded  public  school  in 
said  college  building  will  best  promote  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation, and  will  more  generally  benefit  the  community 
interested  in  said  institution;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Shelby  - 
ville,  Kentucky,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  sell 
and  convey,  by  deed  signed  and  acknowledged  by  the 
chairman  of  said  board,  all  of  the  grounds  and  buildings 
of  St.  James'  (late  Shelby)  College,  except  the  college 
building,  and  not  less  than  two  (2)  acres  adjoining  said 
building.  In  order  to  enable  them  to  made  advantageous 
sale  of  said  grounds,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  estab- 
lish suitable  streets  an  1  alleys  through  the  same,  and  to 
lay  off  the  grounds  into  lots  of  convenient  and  salable 
size.  The  sales  of  said  lots  shall  be  advertised  for  at 
least  twenty  days  in  the  Shelby  Sentinel,  and  some  other 
public  journal  of  general  circulation  in  this  State;  and 
shall  be  at  public  auction  on  the  premises,  on  such  terms 
and  securities  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  fix. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  said  sales  as  may 
be  necessary  for  that  purpose,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars,  shall  be  used  under  the 
direction  of  said  board  of  trustees  in  repairing  said  col- 
lege building  and  grounds,  and  in  putting  it  in  suitable 
condition  for  said  public  graded  school.  The  residue  of 
the  proceeds  of  said  sales  shall  be  invested  in  some  good 
securities,  the  dividends  or  interests  from  which  shall  be 
faithfully  applie.d  and  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  said 
school. 

§  3.  That  the  common  school  commissioner  of  Shel- 
by county  shall  lay  off  a  common  school  district,  the 
boundary  of  which  shall  not  be  at  any  point  more  than 
three  miles  from  the  court-house  in  Shelby  ville ;  and  live 
school  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  those  entitled  to  vote 
under  the  school  law  for  trustees  of  common  schools  in 
this  State.  The  election  shall  take  place  at  the  court- 
house in  Shelby  ville  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  1871, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter;  and  said  trustees  shall 
hold  their  office  for  two  years  from  date  of  said  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
fund  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  of  the  pro  rata  of  said 
district  from  the  common  school  fund.  They  shall  have 
power  to  expend  the  dividend  or  interest  of  the  fund  pro- 
vided in  section  two  of  this  act,  and  the  pro  rata  of  the 
common  school  fund  belonging  to  said  district,  in  the  in- 
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1871.  terest  of  education  in  said  district  at  said  graded  school. 
They  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give  bond  with 
sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  board,  and  whd 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  said 
school ;  said  trustees  shnll  elect  one  of  their  number  chair- 
man ;  said  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
appointment  of  teachers,  regulation  of  school  discipline, 
course  of  study,  examination,  and  other  matters  of  regu- 
lation and  appointment  in  said  school. 

§5.  The  course  of  study  in  said  school  shall  include 
that  required  by  the  common  school  law  of  this  State ; 
and  said  trustees  shall,  for  all  pay  pupils,  charge  the  low- 
est tuition  lees  compatible  with  the  support  and  prosperity 
of  said  school. 

§  tt.  Pupils  from  any  part  of  Shelby  county  shall  be  ad- 
mitted into  said  school  upon  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  pay  pupils  within  said  district. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

§  8.  That  this  law  shall  not  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
until  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  white 
voters  of  the  town  of  Shelbyville,  at  the  May  election, 
1871.  If  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  in  said  district 
shall  vote  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  then  it 
shall  become  the  law;  and  the  officers  of  said  election 
shall  open  a  poll  for  and  against  the  same,  and  the  result 
of  said  vote  shall  be  certified  by  the  officers  of  said  elec- 
tion to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Shelby  county, 
who  shall  record  the  same  in  said  office. 

Approved  March  10,  1871. 


CHAPTER   1478. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Ptblic  School  for  Colored  Children  in  the  City  of 

Henderson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Hender- 
son, in  addition  to  the  taxes  authorized  by  the  charter  of 
said  city,  be,  and  they  are,  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  ot  two 
dollars  on  every  male  negro  or  mulatto  over  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  resident  in  the  said  city,  and  also  to  levy 
upon  the  property  owned  by  all  negroes  and  mulattoes 
resident  in  said  city,  and  situated  therein,  the  same  tax 
which  is  imposed  upon  similar  property  by  the  general 
revenue  laws  of  this  {State ;  the  proceeds  ot  which  (axes 
shall  constitute  a  fund  for  the  education  of  the  children  of 
negroes  and  mulattoes  resident  in  the  said  city. 

§  2.  The  said  taxes  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  as 
the  "  school  tax"  authorized  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
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amendment  is  assessed  and  collected,  and  the  officer  col-  1871. 
lectin g  the  same  shall  be  responsible  therefor  upon  his 
bond,  as  by  said  act  provided  ;  and  when  collected  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city,  who  shall  be  responsi- 
ble therefor  upon  his  official  bond,  and  shall  pay  out  the 
same  upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  herein  pro- 
vided for. 

§  3.  The  mayor  and  council  shall  appoint  five  (5)  persons, 
residents  of  the  city  of  Henderson,  who  shall  be  the  trus- 
tees of  the  schools  herein  provided  for ;  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  apply  theTund  raised  under  this  act,  as  they 
may  deem  best,  to  the  erection  of  school-houses  and  the 
establishment  and  support  of  schools  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  negro  and  mulatto  children,  between  the  ages  of 
sixteen  and  twenty  years,  resident  in  the  said  city.  They 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties  as  such 
trustees,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  yearn,  and  until 
their  successors  qualify.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  hand  the  same  over  to  them. 

§  4.  That  the  judge  of  the  Henderson  county  court  shall 
appoint  a  commissioner  to  ascertain  and  determine  the 
proportion  to  which  the  city  of  Henderson  may  be  entitled 
of  the  negro  fund  heretofore  collected  in  the  county  of 
Henderson,  under  the  acts,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit 
of  negroes  and  mulattoes  of  this  Commonwealth,"  ap- 
proved February  16th,  1860,  and  March  9th,  18G7,  who 
shall  report  the  said  amount  to  the  Henderson  county 
court ;  and  the  said  court  shall  order  the  receiver  of  said 
fund  for  said  county  to  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Henderson,  and  it  shall  be  applied  by  the  said 
trustees  as  the  other  moneys  provided  for  by  this  act. 

§  5.  That  the  fund  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  paid 
in  money,  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  the 
other  moneys  of  the  city ;  and  where  any  person  owing 
taxes  herein  provided  for  shall  have  no  property  subject  to 
levy  for  same,  the  officer  collecting  same  may  serve  a  no- 
tice upon  any  debtor  of  such  person,  which  shall  operate 
as  an  attachment,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  from 
such  debtor  the  amount  of  such  tax,  and  payment  to  him 
shall  be  a  discharge  to  that  extent  of  the  debt. 

§  6.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  the 
negroes  and  mulattoes  of  this  Commonwealth,"  approved 
March  9th,  1867,  and  all  other  general  laws  imposing 
taxes  upon  negroes  and  mulattoes,  as  to  the  said  city  of 
Henderson,  be,  and  they  are,  repealed. 

$  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  create  and  regulate  the  office  of  Couaty  Treasurer  for  Mc- 

Cracken  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be  created  for  the  county  of  Mc- 
Cracken  a  county  treasurer.  Said  officer  shall  be  elected 
by  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county  and  the  couo% 
judge,  a  majority  of  said  justices  being  present,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  justices  of  said  county  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  elect.  Said  election  shall  be  held  the  first  time  on 
the  second  Monday  in  March,  1871,  it  being  the  regular 
county  court  day  for  said  county;  and  for"  that  purpose 
the  county  judge  of  Baid  county  shall  call  the  justices. 
*  together  on  that  day,  or  they  may  come  together  on  said 
day  of  their  own.  accord  for  that  purpose;  and  if,  from 
any  cause,  said  election  is  not  made  on  that  day,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county  judge  to  call  together 
the  said  justices  for  that  purpose  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  for 
said  election,  not  exceeding  two  weeks  thereafter,  and  to 
enforce  their  attendance  by  attachment  until  a  quorum  is 
present.  The  person  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office  only 
at  the  discretion  of  the  county  court,  and  to  be  removable 
at  pleasure  for  cause.  In  case  of  removal,  death,  aban- 
donment, or  a  vacancy  of  said  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  to  immediately  call  the  justices  of  the 
county  together  to  fill  said  vacancy;  and  in  case  of  his 
failure  or  refusal  to  comply  with  any  of  the  duties  herein 
required  of  him,  he  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  be  removed  from  office;  and  on  said  failure  or  refusal, 
any  three  of  the  said  justices  may,  in  writing,  convene 
the  court,  elect  one  of  their  body  to  preside,  and  elect  a 
treasurer.  i 

§  2.  Said  treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  at  least 
two  good  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  said  county 
court;  said  bond  to  be  similar  to  that  required  by  law  to 
be  given  by  collectors  of  the  county  levy;  and  may  be 
sued  on  in  the  same  manner. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  treasurer  to  collect, 
receive,  and  receipt  for  all  money  due  or  to  become  due  to 
said  county  from  the  several  collecting  officers  thereof,  or 
from  any  other,  person  or  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  pay 
money  into  the  county  treasury,  to  be  held  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  county  court  of  Baid  county.  He  shall  have, 
power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  institute  actions  against 
all  delinquent  sheriffs  or  collectors  of  said  county,  and 
against  any  one  having  money  belonging  to  the  county, 
and  who  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  over  the  same;  also  to  pros- 
ecute any  other  suits  for  money  for  the  county  when  or- 
dered to  do  so  by  the  said  county  court.     He  shall  keep  a 
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book,  to  be  furnished  and  paid  for  as  other  public  books,  1871. 
in  which  he  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  money  re- 
ceived by  him  for  the  county,  showing  when  and  on  what 
account  received,  and  when  and  on  what  account  dis- 
bursed by  him;  and  also  an  account  or  sufficiently  com- 
Erehensive  memorandum  of  all  suits  being  prosecuted  by 
im  as  said  treasurer,  to  enable  his  successor  to  ascertain 
the  condition  of  such  suit  or  suits;  and  said  book  to  be  open 
for  inspection  at  any  and  all  times. 

§  4.  It  shaH  not  be  lawful  for  any  one,  except  the  treas- 
urer, to  receive  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
dounty :  Provided,  however,  That  the  sheriff  or  collector 
may,  as  heretofore,  pay  off  claims  against  the  county,  and 
receive  credit  therefor  in  Iris  settlements  with  the  commis- 
sioner, as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  and  all  collecting 
officers  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  at  the  end 
of  every  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  qualification, 
all  the  money  in  their  hands  subject  to  the  control  of, 
or  belonging  to,  tha  county,  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
same,  and  report  same  to  the  county  judge. 

§  6.  In  the  month  of  October  of  each  year  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  sheriff  and  all  collecting  officers  to  settle 
their  accounts  with  a  commissioner,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  county  $ourt,  as  required  by  section  6,  article  3,  chap- 
ter 26,  Revised  Statutes,  title  "County  Levy,"  and  pay 
over  any  and  all  balances  in  their  hands,  as  shall  appear 
from  the  said  commissioner's  report,  to  the  treasurer,  and 
takfc  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

$  7.  It  shall  be.  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  last  refer- 
red to  above  to  settle  the  accounts  of  the  county  treasurer 
in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  or  whenever  there 
may  be  a  death,  removal,  abandonment,  or  resignation  of 
said  office,  and  at  once  file  a  report  thereof  with  the  # 
county  judge,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  the  same 
to  the  first  bench  of  justices  for  the  transaction  of  county 
business  for  their  examination  and  approval;  and  if  no 
exceptions  are  taken,  or  if  taken  and  overruled,  said  set- 
tlement shall  be  confirmed  and  recorded. 

§  8.  The  county  clerk  shall  record  all  settlements  herein 
provided  for;  and  shall,  for  his  services,  receive  a  fee  as 
allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 

§  0.  The  said  treasurer  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court,  not  to  exceed  two  (2) 
per  cent,  of  all  money  received  and  disbursed  by  him  as 
said  treasurer. 

§  10.  Wherever  the  words  ?' county  court "  are  used  in 
this  act,  the  same  is  to  be  held  to  mean  the  county  judge 
and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  county.

CHAPTER  1481. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  uAn  act  to  incorporate  tba  Harrodsbarg, 
Duncansville,  and  Chaplaintown  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Mercer  county,  upon  the 
petition  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  persons  owning 
lands  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  the  Harrodsburg, 
Duncansville,  and  Chaplaintown  Turnpike  Road,  and 
from  the  present  terminus  thereof  to  the  Mercer  county 
line,  may  levy  a  tax,  to  be  used  for  the  further  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  of  one  dollar  per  acre  on  each  acre  of 
land  lying  within  one  half  mile  of  said  projected  road ; 
and  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  per  acre  on  each  acre  of  land 
lying  within  the  second  half  mile  of  said  route  ;  and  a 
tax  df  twenty-five  cents  on  each  acre  of  land  lying  with- 
in the  third  half  mile,  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  the 
lands  within  the  limits  aforesaid ;  and  the  said  county 
court  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their 
duty,  to  cause  to  be  ascertained,  at  the  earliest  convenient 
period,  to  whom  the  lands  belong  within  the  boundaries 
aforesaid,  and  in  what  quantities. 

§  2.  The  tax  hereby  imposed  shall  be  levied  by  the  court 
of  claims  at  its  regular  term,  1871,  and  collected  in  the 
year  1872,  in  the  same  manner  that  the  State  revenue  is 
collected,  and  the  sheriff  to  receive  the  same  compensa- 
tion ;  before  he  proceeds  to  collect  the  same,  he  shall 
enter  into  a  covenant  to  and  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  for  the  benefit  of  the  Harrodsburg,  Duncans- 
ville, and  Chaplaintown  Turnpike  Road  Company,  with 
good  security,  approved  by  the  court  (and  filed  therein), 
to  the  effect  that  he  will  collect  the  tax  imposed  as  afore- 
said, and  pay  the  same  upon  the  order  of  said  court  when- 
ever required,  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the 
time  he  receives  said  lists. 

§  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Mercer  county 
court  to  cause  the  clerk  thereof  to  make  out  and  deliver 
to  the  sheriff  of  Mercer  county,  and  take  his  receipt  there- 
for, a  list  of  the  number  of  acres  of  land  within  the  bound- 
aries aforesaid,  and  the  number  of  acres  owned  by  each 
individual;  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  said  sheriff, 
within  six  months  after  said  tax  lists  are  placed  in  his 
hands,  to  collect  said  tax. 
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§  4.  It  is  further  provided,  that  those  paying  said  tax  1871. 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  receipt  from  said  sheriff,  showing 
the  amount  of  their  said  tax  so  paid,  which  receipt  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  payment,  and  entitle  the  holder 
to  stock  in  said  road  to  the  extent  of  his  or  her  taxes  so 
paid :  Provided^  however,  That  said  taxes  so  paid  shall 
equal  the  value  of  one  share,  and  if  any  fractional  share 
should  occur,  the  person  so  paying  may  increase  the  same 
by  private  subscription  and  payment,  so  as  to  entitle  the 
person  so  paying  to  a  full  share  of  stock  ;  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  stockholder  in  said  road. 

$  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

$  1.  That  upon  the  payment  in  full,  into  the  Treasury, 
of  the  principal,  interest,  and  cost  of  said  judgment,  the 
damages  on  said  judgment  are  hereby  remitted;  and  if 
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the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  have  been  paid,  the  Auditor       1871. 
will  draw  his  warrant  upon   the   Treasurer  in    favor  of 
James  Root,  John  E.  White,  Howell  Brewer,   Haywood 
Gilbert,  and  William  Shelton,  for  the  amount  of  damages 
paid  by  them  respectively. 
§  2.   This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company,  and 
conferring  certain  powers  in  relation  thereto  on  the  Louisville,  Cin- 
cinnati, and  Lexington,  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
panies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Norvin  Green,  H.  D.  Newcomb,  Joshua  F. 
Speed,  George  W.  Norton, %-  Lyttleton  Cooke,  W.  B. 
Caldwell,  £.  D.  Standeford,  Albert  Fink,  and  Samuel 
Gill,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company  ;  and  shall,  by  such 
name,  have  a  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  including  the 
right  to  purchase  and  hold,  sell  and  convey,  real  estate ; 
to  have  and  use  a  comrhon  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter 
or  amend  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  contract  with  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington 
Railroad  Company,  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company,  and  otbtr  parties  interested,  for  the  right 
of  way,  road-bed,  and  other  properties  pertaining  to  the 
same,  and  to  build,  or  complete  building,  equip,  and  operate 
a  railroad  through  the  city  of  Louisville,  with  a  single  or 
a  double  track,  on  ahd  along  the  route  granted  to  said 
railroad  companies  by  the  city  of  Louisville,  connecting 
the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  with  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  ;  and  the  said  Louisville, 
Cincinnati,  and  Lexington,  and  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Companies  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  sell,  convey,  and  transfer  to  the  said  Louisville  Railway 
Transfer  Company,  their  respective  rights  and  interests  in 
said  connecting  line  of  railroad  now  partially  constructed  ; 
and  to  receive  payment  therefor  either  in  money  or  in 
the  stock  or  bonds  of  said  Louisville  Railway  Transfer 
Company,  by  this  act  authorized  to  be  issued,  as  may  be 
agreed  on  between  them.  And  the  said  Louisville  Rail- 
way Transfer  Company,  on  making  such  purchase  from 
the  said  railroad  companies,  shall  succeed  to  all  the  rights 
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1871.  anc*  powers,  and  assume  all  the  obligations  of  said  compa- 
nies, contained  in  or  growing  out  of  the  contract  of  said 
companies  with  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  the  charter  rights 
and  obligations  of  said  companies,  or  either  of  them,  or  in 
any  manner  pertaining  to  the  acquisition  of  right  of  way 
and  construction  of  said  connecting  railroad. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Louisville  Railway  Trans- 
fer  Company  shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  for  which  capital  stock 
the  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad 
Company,  and  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
pany, may  each  subscribe  for,  hold,  and  own  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  equal  half  of  said  stock,  which  shall 
be  paid  for  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  with,  or  shall  be  assessed  and  called  by,  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  said  Louisville  Railway  Transfer 
Company.  That  said  railroad  companies  shall  not  sell 
and  transfer  said  stock  to  any  other  person  or  corporations 
without  the  consent  of  the  <jity,  evidenced  by  a  resolution 
s  ""  of  the  general  council.     The  capital  stock  may  be  there- 

after increased,  from  time  to  time,  by  stock  dividends,  or  by 
further  subscriptions  thereto,  for  the  object  of  carrying  out 
and  completing  any  of  the  works  authorized  in  this  act,  in 
such  sum  or  sums,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  on  such  terms 
and  conditions,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  Railway 
Transfer  Company  shall  determine  :  Provided  ahoays.  That 
in  any  subscription  for,  or  sale  of,  additional  capital  stock, 
the  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington,  and  the 
said  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Companies,  shall 
each  be  entitled  to  take  one  equal  half  of  such  increase. 
§  4.  When  the  original  one  thousand  shares  of  capital 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  corporators  named 
in  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  designate  the  time 
and  place  of  meeting  of  said  stockholders  for  organization, 
giving  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  such  meeting,  when 
the  company  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  six  di- 
rectors to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  qnd  qualified,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  stockholders  in  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and 
Lexington,  and  three  stockholders  in  the  Louisville  and 
>  Nashville  Railroad  Companies ;  and  in  case  such  meeting 

shall  fail  to  make  such  organization  and  election  of  di- 
rectors, such  meeting  may  adjourn  to  any  other  day  it  may 
designate;  or  failing  to  do  that,  may  be  again  called  to- 
gether by  said  corporators,  or  a  majority  thereof,  until 
an  organization  shall  be  effected.  Each  director,  before 
entering  upon  his  duties  as  such,  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  his  duties 
as  such  director  in  the  interest  of  said  company.

§  5.  The  Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company  may  ac- 
quire the  right  of  way,  construct  and  operate  any  branch 
roads  connecting  with  other  railroads  terminating  at  Lou- 
isville, or  connecting  therewith  by  bridge  or  ferry,  exten- 
sions and  switches,  to  their  said  connecting  railroad,  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  commercial  and  manufacturing 
business  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  said  city  consenting  there- 
to ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  right  of  way  for 
said  connecting  railroad,  and  for  such  extensions,  branches, 
and  switches,  and  for  acquiring  lands  for  depots,  stations, 
turn-outs,  machine  and  car  shops,  said  company  shall  have 
power  to  condemn,  by  commissioners  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Jefferson  county 
court,  in  like  manner,  and  with  all  the  powers  and  fran- 
chises granted  to  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  and  Lex- 
ington and  Frankfort  Railroad  Companies,  for  the  oon-  . 
struction  of  their  Covington  and  Newport  branch  road. 
That  all  shippers  over  or  along  the  line  of  the  connecting 
roads  shall  be  entitled  to  side-tracks  and  switches ;  and 
said  Transfer  Company  shall  furnish  to  all  shippers  by  the 
car  load  empty  cars  at  either  end  of  said  road,  or  at  any 
switch  or  side-track  thereon,  and  to  deliver  loaded  cars 
at  either  end  of  the  road,  or  at  any  switch  or  side-track, 
at  one  dollar  per  loaded  car,  and  empty  cars  free  of  charge, 
in  accordance  with  the  contract  with  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville*. 

§  6.  To  aid  said  company  in  the  acquisition,  completion, 
and  equipment  of  said  connecting  railroad,  its  extensions, 
depots,  switches,  and  other  works,  said  Louisville  Railway 
Transfer  Company  may  issue  its  bonds  in  sums  of  one 
thousand  dollars  or  less,  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  coupon  notes  for  accruing 
interests  thereto  attached;  said  bonds  having  not  longer 
than  thirty  years  to  run,  and  bearing  a  rate  of  interest 
not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  may  secure 
payment  thereof  by  mortgage  lien  or  liens  on  the  prop- 
erty and  franchises  and  net  earnings  of  said  company; 
and  said  bonds  may  be  further  secured,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  as  to  the  payment  of  interest  or  principal  or 
both,  by  the  indorsement  or  guarantee  of  the  Louisville, 
Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company,  and  of  the 
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1871.  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  or  either  of 
them;  and  said  bonds  may  be  sold,  pledged,  or  hypothe- 
cated by  the  said  Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for  the  purchase  or  ac- 
quirement of  said  road-way,  and  material  and  properties 
for  the  completion  and  equipment  of  the  same,  its  exten- 
sions, switches,  depots,  and  other  necessary  works,  in  such 
manner  and  on  such  terms  as  the  board  of  directors  shall 
authorize  and  direct;  and  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and 
Lexington,  and  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
puny  may,  jointly  or  severally,  indorse  or  guarantee  pay- 
ment of  any  or  all  of  said  bonds;  and  may  purchase, 
hold,  or  sell  the  bond*  and  stock  of  said  Louisville  Rail- 
way Transfer  Company. 

$  7.  The  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington,  and  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  shall  both  or 
either  have  full  power  to  contract  with  said  Louisville 
Railway  Transfer  Company  as  to  the  transfer  to  said 
Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company  of  the  right*  and 
pr«  pei ties  already  acquired*  by  them,  or  either  of  ihem, 
in  said  connecting  railroad,  as  to  the  term*  and  manner 
ot  completing  and  operating  the  same;  and  when  the 
existing  rights  of  property  and  franchises  shall  be  fully 
transferred  and  relinquished  to  the  said  Louisville  Rail- 
way Trant»fer  Company,  and  the  said  Louisville,  Cincin- 
nati, and  Lexington,  and  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad 
Companies  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  respective  outlays 
theieon,  the  full  title  thereto  shall  vest  in  the  said  Louis- 
ville Railway  Transfer  Company  free  from  all  encum- 
brance, an  if  the  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexing- 
ton, and  Louisville  and  Nabhville  Railroad  Companies 
bad  acquired  and  owned  it  only  in  trust  for  the  said 
Louisville  Railway  Transfer  Company.

§  i.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  < 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  in  relation  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  town  of  Morgantown,"  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that  the  trustees  of  said  town 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  and 
after  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  qualify. 

§  2.  That  section  five  of  said  act  be  so  amended  that 
the  police  judge  and  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall 
hereafter  be  elected  at  the  same  time  that  the  county 
judge  and  county  clerk  are  now  elected,  and  shall  hold 
their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors qualify. 

§  3.  That  section  nine  of  said  act  be  so  amended  that 
the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  tax  any  peddler,  auc- 
tioneer, or  lottery  within  the  town,  or  within  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  of  the  limits  thereof,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars  per  day. 

§  4.  That  section  eleven  of  said  act  be  so  amended  that 
the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  fix  fines  and 
penalties  lor  the  violation  of  any  of  the  penal  laws  of  the 
State,  when  the  punishment  therefor  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollar*:  Provided^  The  offense  was  committed 
within  the  limits  of  said  town  ;  and  that  where  the  pen- 
alty for  any  offense  committed  in  said  town  shall  not  be 
specifically  prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  that 
penalty  shall  be  imposed  which  is  prescribed  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  for  such  offense. 

(  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1491. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Statesman  Printing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  John  B.  Bowman,  Wm,  Cassius  Goodloe,  L. 
Tarlton,  E.  Cronly,  D.  S.  Goodloe,  A.  H.  Bowman,  A.  H. 
Adams,  S.  W.  Price,  Wesley  Spencer,  G.  M.  Adams,  J.  A. 
Prall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  "The  Kentucky  Statesman  Printing 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  sue- 
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1871.  cession ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued  ;  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  may  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  said  company,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  of 
.    Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capita]  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  each  share 
of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote,  which  he  may 
cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  3.  The  business  of' said  company  shall  be  to  print  and 
publish  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  at  the  city  of  Lexing- 
ton, and  to  establish  and  carry  on  a  general  printing,  pub- 
lishing, and  binding  office  in  all  its  departments;  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  acquire  and  hold  such  property,  real 
and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  and  suitable  in  the 
convenient  prosecution  of  said  business,  and  to  sell  and 
convey  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Books  shall  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of  stock 
in  said  company  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  corporators 
above  named  may  think  proper,  which  subscriptions,  when 
made,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  subscribers  thereto;  and 
whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  corporators,  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  shall  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of  officers. 

§  5.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  be  a  board  of 
five  directors,  who  shall  select  from  their  number  a  presi- 
dent, which  officers  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected';  and  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring during  the  year  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  said 
board,  the  person  selected  by  them  to  fill  such  vacancy 
continuing  in  office  till  the  end  of  the  current  term.     In 
addition  thereto,  there  shall  be  elected  by  said  board  a 
secretary,  treasurer,  and  such  other  agents  as  may,  from 
time  to  time,  in  their  judgment,  be  necessary  and  proper 
in  the  management  of  the  business  of  the  company  ;  and 
said  board  shall  have  power  to  remove  said  treasurer,  sec- 
retary, and  other  officers  and  agents  appointed  by  them  at 
pleasure. 

§6.  The  board  may  require  of  its  treasurer,  or  any  other 
officers  or  agents  appointed  by  it,  bonJ,  with  good  security, 
stipulating  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  office 
or  agency,  and  such  bond  shall  be  fully  obligatory  upon 
such  officers,  agents,  and  their  sureties. 

§  7.  The  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  transferable  in 
such  manner,  and  subject  to  such  conditions  and  restric- 
tions, as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws ;  and  dividends 
of  profits  therein  shall  be  made  whenever,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board,  the  same  may  be  proper. 
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(  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  sell,  .1871. 
or  hypothecate  its  bonds,  with  coupons  or  interest  warrants 
attached,  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  and  make  the  same  payable  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  deemed  most  advisable  ;  but  such  bonds 
shall  not  bear  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  seven  and  three 
tenths  per  centum  per  annum,  to  be  paid  annually  or  semi- 
annually, as  said  company  may  direct. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1492. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Haly  &  Brawner. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  is  here- 
by directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  Haly  &  Brawner  for  four  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  ninety-four  dollars,  it  being  the  balance  due 
them  for  work  done  by  them  on  the  hemp-house  in  the 
Kentucky  State  Penitentiary,  as  per  contract  with  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

§2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1493. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Danville  and  Pleasant  Hill  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Whereas,  Nearly  eight  miles  of  the  Danville  and 
Pleasant  Hill  Turnpike  Road  have  been  almost  com- 
pleted, at  an  expense  greatly  exceeding  the  original 
calculations  of  cost;  and  whereas,  in  order  to  complete 
said  road,  the  present  board  of  directors,  to- wit :  J.  R. 
Bryant,  Fred.  Nichols,  F.  M.  Bush,  James  E.  Thomp- 
son, Elhanon  Scott,  and -J.  W.  Lillard,  have  become 
individually  liable  for  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  dol- 
lars to  complete  said  road  ;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  when  the  Danville  and  Pleasant  Hill  Turn- 
pike Road  Company  shall  have  completed  said  road, 
they  shall  have  power  to  erect  two  full  toll-gates  there- 
on, and  charge  full  toll  for  passing  through  the  same,  and 
may  condemn  lands   for  toll-houses,  not  exceeding   the 
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1871.  amount  of  one  acre  for  each  tollhouse.  And  be  it  farther 
enacted,  that  in  the  event  other  directors  are  elected  in 
the  lieu  and  stead  of  the  present  above  named  board  as 
directors  of  this  company,  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said 
new  director  or  directors  to  substitute  themselves  for  the 
director  who  is  displaced  on  his  bond,  and  sh<ill  become 
individually  liable  for  the  indebtedness  of  the  director  or 
directors  so  displaced,  in  so  far  as  the  said  director  dis- 
placed is  individually  responsible  for  the  debts  of  the 
road.  In  other  words,  any  new  director  elected  in  the 
place  of  one  of  the  aforesaid  directors  must  assume  the 
individual  liabilities  of  the  director  displaced,  otherwise 
the  office  shall  still  continue  and  remain  in  the  hands  of 
the  present  above  named  directory. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  a  law  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1494. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Smithfield  and  Ballardsville  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Smithfield  and  Ballardsville 
Turnpike  Road  Company  is  so  amended  as  to  allow  the 
toll-gates  on  said  road  to  he  kept  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Smithfield  ;  and  to  run  a  branch 
road  from  Eastfork  Meeting-house,  in  Henry  county,  with 
or  near  the  Westport  road,  to  the  creek  near  John  Todd's; 
and  thence  to  or  near  the  junction  of  the  Louisville,  Cin- 
cinnati, and  Lexington  Railroad,  the  most  practicable 
route;  and  the  stockholders  and  their  hands  shall  be 
released  from  work  on  county  roads;  but  shall  work  on 
said  turnpike  road  or  branches  the  same  distance  that 
they  formerly  worked  on  the  dirt  road,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  president  of  said  road,  subject  to  the  laws 
now  in  force  for  working  dirt  roads ;  said  hands  are  only 
intended  to  work  a  sufficient  number  of  days  to  keep  the 
turnpike  road  in  order,  and  not  for  the  construction  of 
any  new  part  of  road. 

§  2.  That  the  stockholders  on  that  part  of  the  road  from 
Smithfield  to  New  Castle  may  elect,  on  the  first  Saturday  . 
in  April,  1871,  and  every  year  thereafter,  a  president  and 
directors  to  manage  and  control  that  end  of  said  road; 
and  the  finances  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart,  and 
belong  to  said  end  of  road,  and  the  balance  of  said  road 
and  branches  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt  or  contract 
made,  by  the  officers  of  the  Smithfield  and  New  Castle 
end  of  the  road,  and  shall  not  receive   any  profits  that 
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may  belong  to  that  end  of  the  road  ;  and  that  the  present      187 L 
officers  of  the  end"  of  road  from  Smithfield  to  New  Castle 
shall  be  recognized  as  the  officers  of  said  road,  until  their 
successors  ahull  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  their  official 
acts  as  such  shall  be  legal  and  binding. 

§  3.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  said 
road  and  branches  to  furnish  the  county  judge  with  a  list 
of  the  stockholders,  and  their  hands,  between  the  first 
Monday  in  March  and  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1871.

CHAPTER  1495. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Stock-yard  Company. 

Be  it-enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

{  1.  That  H.  F.  Vissman,  M.  A.  Downing,  J.  E.  Bell,  J. 
M.  Duncan,  and  Wra.  Froelke,  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-poli- 
tic and  corporate  for  thirty  years,  by,  and  under  the  name 
and  style  of,  the  Louisville  Stock-yard  Company;  and  by 
and  in  that  name  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and 
be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  to  have  and  to  use 
a  common  senl,  and  to  change  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  company  and  the 
managing  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

$  2.  Said  company  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  purchase,  buy,  lease,  sell,  and  convey  any  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  it  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  a 
general  stock-yard  business,  and  to  furnish  a  suitable  place 
or  places  for  a  general  live  stock  market,  and  for  the  ex- 
change and  transfer  of  the  same ;  to  build  sheds,  stables, 
pens,  and  other  buildings,  including  an  hotel  or  hotels,  us 
may  be  necessary  for  the  successful  carrying  on  of  their 
business;  to  build  and  construct  one  or  more  railroads,  not 
exceeding  one  mile  in  length  each,  so  as  to  connect  their 
stock-yards  with  any  railroad  running  into  or  termining  at 
Louisville,  and  pass  over  the  land  of  other  persons :  Pro* 
videdy  They  shall  obtain  the  consent  of  the  owners  by 
agreement,  otherwise  said  company  shall  proceed  to  con- 
demn the  same  as  now  prescribed  by  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  this  State  ;  but  if  such  railroad  or  railroads  shall  run 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  said 
company  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  general  coun- 
cil of  said  city  before  proceeding  to  build  said  road  or 
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187 J .  roads,  or  to  condemn  the  right  of  way  for  the  same.  Said 
company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  contract  with 
any  railroad,  transfer,  or  other  company,  for  the  transfer 
of  live  stock  in  car  loads  or  otherwise,  from  any  railroad 
running  into  or  near  the  city  of  Louisville  to  their  stock- 
yards, or  from  their  yards  to  the  various  railroads.  Said 
company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  live  stock  placed  in 
their  charge  for  all  charges  and  advances  made  upon  the 
same. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  to  said  company  to  in- 
crease the  same,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stockholders, 
to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  each.  The  shares  shall  be  per- 
sonal property,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  com- 
pany according  to  its  by-laws;  but  the  company  shall 
hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholders  who  may 
be  indebted  to  it;  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  transfer- 
red without  the  consent  of  the  president  and  directors 
until  such  debts  shall  be  paid  or  discharged.  Each  share 
of  said  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  all 
elections  of  directors,  and  at  all  meetings  of  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  said  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  such  of  tbem  as  a  majority  shall  appoint,  shall  act 
as  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock;  and 
shall  fix  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  the  same,  and 
prescribe  in  the  subscriptions  what  failure  shall  authorize 
the  forfeiture  of  the  stock  subscribed  for ;  and  when  not 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  actually 
paid  in,  or  secured  to  be  paid  on  account  of  subscriptions 
to  said  capital  stock,  the  said  company  shall  be  organized 
and  proceed  to  business. 

§  5.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  bj*  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
directors,  who  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president. 
No  one  shall  be  president  or  director  of  said  company  at 
any  time  who  does  not  own  at  least  one  share  of  the  cap* 
ital  stock.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  board  of 
directors,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
directors;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. The  time  and  manner  of  the  elections  of  directors 
and  other  officers  shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  also 
the  number  of  directors,  if  necessary,  to  make  a  quorum. 
And  the  by-laws  may  provide  for  administering  oaths  and 
taking  bonds  from  its  officers  and  employees  to  secure  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  6.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  employ  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  neces- 
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sary  and  proper  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  said       1871. 
company,  and  to  fix  the  salaries  to  be  paid  them;  and  to 
declare  dividends  oat  of  the  profits. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Cynthiana  and  Asbbrook's  Mill  Turnpike 

Road  Company,  in  Harrison  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  the  grade  of  the  Gynthiana  and  Asbbrook's 
Mill  Turnpike  Road,  in  Harrison  county,  as  now  estab- 
lished, being  over  three  degrees,  is  hereby  legalized. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  March  11,  1871. 


CHAPTER  1497. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Abbott's  Landing  and  Big  Twin  Creek  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated, to  construct  a  road  on  the  macadamized  plan,  from 
Abbott's  Landing,  on  the  Kentucky  river,  up  the  valley 
of  Big  Twin,  to  intersect  the  New  Liberty  and  Big  Twin 
Branch  Road:  Beginning  at  Abbott's  Landing,  in  Owen 
county,  and  thence  running  the  most  practicable  route 
up  the  valley  of  Big  Twin,  till  it  intersects  the  New  Lib- 
erty and  Big  Twin  Branch  Road,  at  or  near  the  farm  of 
J.  W.  Vallandingham.  Said  company  shall  be  known  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Abbott's  Landing  and  Big  Twin 
Greek  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  that  name  and 
style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with ;  may  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon sea],  and  break,  alter,  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  Wm.  Abbott,  J.  W.  Hans,  R.  K.  Davis,  Ellas 
Allnutt,  Henry  Ogden,  Enoch  Hunt,  Frank  McCoy,  and  T. 
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187.1.  '•  Brown,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  euhscription 
of  stock  in  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  may  designate.  And  as  soon*  as  five  thousand  dollars 
is  subscribed,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  at  the  most 
public  places  on  the  line  of  the  road  or  its  vicinity,  of  a 
meeting  of  its  stockholder*,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  five  directors  for  said  company.  And  the 
management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  said 
company  shall  be  confided  to  said  president  and  directors, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the 
stockholders,  at  such  times  and  places  as  said  president 
and  directors  may  appoint,  and  who  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
president  or  director  who  is  not  the  owner,  in  his  own 
name,  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in  said  company. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  gatekeepers,  and  ail  other  officers  or 
agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes  ot  this 
act,  and  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  they  may  re- 
quire of  such  treasurer,  agents,  or  officers,  bond  and  secu- 
rity, in  such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  such  duties  as  may  be  incumbent 
,  on  them  as  such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  suitable  book  or  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in 
said  company,  and  each  subscriber  shall  enter  into  the 
following  obligation  in  said  book,  viz :  "  We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Abbott's  Landing  and  Big  Twin 
Creek  Turnpike  lioad  Company  the  sum  of  twenty- five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company 
set  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  propor- 
tions, and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required  by  them  under 
the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected  as 

other  debts.     Witness  our  hands  this  —  day  of f 

18—." 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet 
wide;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  at  least  twenty  feet, 
and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide;  and  shall  be 
graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees  in  any 
part  thereof;  and  when  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road 
are  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate  thereon, 
and  charge  tolls  thereat,  at  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceeding 
that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
general  turnpike  road  laws  of  this  State. 
L  §  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way 
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for  said  road,  and  of  earth,  stone,  gravel,  and  timber  ne-  1871. 
cessary  for  its  construction,  by  voluntary  concession  and 
release,  or  by  private  contract  with  the  land-holders:  Pro- 
vided,  however,  That  if  the  right  of  way,  and  if  material 
cannot  be  had  as  above  indicated,  it  shall  be  obtained  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  approved  February 
22,  1836,  for  condemning  lands  and  materials  for  the  con- 
struction of  turnpikes,  bridges,  &c;  and  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  is  hereby  adopted  as  a  part  of  this 
charter,  and  to  be  as  effectual  as  if  the  same  was  here 
inserted  at  full  length. 

§  9.  When  any  stockholder  shall  have  fully  paid  up  his 
subscription  of  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president 
of  said  company  to  issue  to  all  persons  entitled  thereto  a 
certificate  of  stock,  attested  by  the  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  10.  The  provisions  of  the  most  favored  charter  shall 
apply  to  this  charter  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same 
extent,  as  if  embraced  herein. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1498. 

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Eminence  and  Sulphur  Fork  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Eminence  and  Sulphur  Fork  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  which  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from 
Eminence  to  Sulphur  Fork  Depot,  in  Henry  county,  or 
may  intersect  with  the  New  Castle  and  Sulphur  Fork 
Turnpike  Road  at  any  point  that  a  majority  of  the  di- 
rectors may  agree  upon. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  or  di- 
minished at  the  pleasure  of  the  company,  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  James  M. 
Crabb,  J.  J.  Reese,  Aswold  Thomas,  A.  B.  Smith,  M.  B. 
Moody,  Richard  Teawie,  Jesse  Massie,  and  C.  Scobie,  or 
any  three  of  them,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers to  take  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  this  road, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper.     They 
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1871.  shall  insert  in  a  book  the  following  obligation  :  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  severally  promise  to  pay 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Eminence  and  Sul- 
phur Fork  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our 
names,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be 
by  them  required  under  the  law  incorporating  said  turn- 
pike road  company. 

§  4.  When  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sob- 
scribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners  named  to  give  notice,  in  such  manner  and 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper,  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  president  and  five  directors  ;  one  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock  until  one  stockholder  shall  have 
ten  votes,  and  then  one  vote  for  every  two  shares  of  stock 
thereafter  owned  by  any  one  stockholder ;  and  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
ce**ors  are  qualified.  The  time  and  place  of  election, 
after  the  first,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  direct- 
ors, and  shall  occur  once  in  each  year;  a  majority  of  the 
board  shall  transact  business,  and  shall  be  convened  by 
order  of  the  president  or  any  three  of  the  directors. 

$  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  law,  by  the  name  and 
''style  of  the  Eminence  and  Sulphur  Fork  Turnpike-Road 
Company,  with  the  privileges  and  franchises  of  a  corpo- 
ration ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and 
the  increase  and  profit  thereof,  and  holding  by  gift,  pur- 
chase, or  otherwise,  anything  necessary  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  their  work,  or  the  objects  of  their  corporation; 
they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have 
and  use  a  seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  every  act  or 
thing  lawful  for  a  corporation  to  do  to  effect  the  object 
for  which  said  corporation  was  created. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade  of 
said  road,  and  its  covering  with  gravel  or  stone;  may  des- 
ignate the  place  of  toll-gates,  fix  the  rates  of  toll;  may 
regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but  such  rates  shall  not 
exceed  those  prescribed  by  general  law ;  they  shall  have 
power,  after  two  and  one  half  miles  have  been  completed 
of  said  road,  to  erect  gates  and  collect  tolls,  and  apply  the 
same  to  the  completion  of  the  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officers  and  employees  of 
the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances  for  locating 
or  making  said  road, -to  enter  upon  the  lands  over  and 
contiguous  to  which  the  intended  road  shall  pass,  having 
first  given  notice  to  the  owner  or  occupants  thereof;,  they 
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shall  have  the  right  to  take  and  receive  the  right  of  way  1871. 
over  and  through  the  lands  where  said  road  shall  be 
located.  If,  in  any  instance,  they  cannot  procure  the 
right  of  way,  and  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  lands  through  which  said  road  is  to  pass,  as  to 
damages  said  owner  will  sustain  by  reason  thereof,  then 
the  president  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county 
wherein  the  land  is  located  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum, 
to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner  thereof  may  sus- 
tain because  of  the  location  of  said  road  upon  his,  her,  or 
their  premises;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the 
damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to 
open  and  make  said  road,  open  and  use  rock  and  gravel 
quarries  on  the  line  of  said  road  and  the  lands  contiguous 
thereto,  and  do  all  work  pertaining  thereto;  and  in  assess- 
ment of  damages,  it  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  said  road  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  land  through  which  the  road  may  run. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  give  notice,  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  *of  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  the  time  and   place  of  its  paytrient. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint,  annually, 
such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  with  such  com- 
pensation as  they  may  deem  just;  among  whom,  the  treas- 
urer shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  they  may  prescribe, 
with  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  to  pay  over  all 
sums  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the  board. 

§  10.  Persons  through  whose  farms  said  road  may  run, 
desiring  it,  may  erect  farm  gates  across  said  road,  in  order 
to  have  time  to  inclose  their  lands;  but  said  gates  shall 
not  remain  longer  time  than  two  years  across  said  road. 

(11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  qualified  voters  residing  within  the  follow- 
ing boundary,  in  the  county  of  Nelson,  to-wit:  Beginning 
at  Hawkins9  mill  and  running  with  the  public  road,  by  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Murphy,  to  the  turnpike  road 
between  E.  Pavis,  sr.,  and  S.  S.  Fulton's;  thence  with  said 
turnpike  towards   Taylorsville,  to  the   line  dividing    the 

vol.  i — loc.  l. — 27 
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1871.  Chaplain  and  Bloomfield  justices'  districts ;  thence  with 
said  dividing  line  to  the  county  Spencer  county  line; 
thence  with  the  lines  dividing  the  county  of  Nelson  from 
the  counties  of  Spencer,  Anderson,  and  Washington,  to 
the  beginning,  may  vote  upon  a  proposition  whether  a  tax 
shall  be  levied  upon  all  the  property  of  every  kind  what- 
ever in  said  district,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  the  Chap- 
lain and  Anderson  Turnpike  Road,  and  the  Ashes  Creek 
Turnpike  Road. 

$  2.  Before  such  vote  shall  be  submitted  to  said  voters, 
ten  voters  of  said  precinct,  who  are  tax-payers,  shall  peti- 
tion the  Nelson  county  court  to  have  said  question  sub- 
mitted. Said  petition  shall  state  the  amount  of  tax  to  be 
voted  on,  and  bow  it  is  to  be  apportioned  between  said 
roads,  and  in  what  time  said  tax  is  to  be  paid.  Said  court 
shall,  upon  the  presentation  of  said  petition,  order  said 
question  to  be  submitted  to  said  voters  on  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  said  court.  Said  court  shall  appoint  officers  to 
hold  said  election.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  give 
twenty  days'  notice  of  said  election  by  printed  posters,  at 
not  less  than  ten  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  district, 
stating  the  time  and  place  said  vote  is  to  be  taken,  and 
also  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  voted  on,  and  the  object  of 
the  tax.  Said  court  shall  fix  the  day  of  holding  said  elec- 
tion not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  after 
said  petition  is  presented. 

§  9.  On  the  third  day  after  said  election  is  held,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  conducting  the  same  to  lodge 
the  poll-book  with  the  county  court  clerk  of  said  county. 
Said  clerk,  sheriff,  and  county  judge  shall  constitute  a 
board  to  examine  said  poll;  and  if  they  find  that  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  said  tax,  then  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  levy  said  tax  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  it  was  voted. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  couoty  to  collect 
said  tax  as  levied  by  said  court.  Said  sheriff  and  his 
sureties  shall  He  liable  for  the  same  on  the  bond  executed 
for  county  revenue.  Said  tax  shall  be  payable  by  said 
sheriff  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  to  the 
receiver  appointed  under  this  act. 

(  4.  The  property  of  widows  and  minors  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  under  this  act. 

§  5.  The  sheriff  shall  give  each  tax- payer  a  receipt  for 
the  amount  of  tax  paid,  and  said  tax-payer  shall  be  a 
stockholder  in  said  roads  to  the  amount  of  tax  so  paid. 
Said  receipts  shall  be  transferable  by  indorsement  thereon. 

§  6.  Said  court  shall  appoint  a  receiver,  who  shall  exe- 
cute covenant,  with  surety,  in  said  court,  for  a  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties  under  this  act.     Said   receiver 
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•hall  settle  with  the  sheriff  of  said  county  annually,  in  1871. 
the  month  of  January;  and  if  said  sheriff  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  said  tax  to  said  receiver  when  due,  said 
receiver  shall  cause  suit  to  be  instituted  against  said 
sheriff  and  hfs  sureties  on  his  said  bond,  to  the  ensuing 
term  of  the  next  term  of  the  Nelson  circuit  court.  Said 
•nit  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  turnpike  road  companies. 
§7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.
